This,  the  fourth  consecutive  issue  of  "The  County  Cojipaxiox,  Diaey,  StatisticaIu 
CiiROxicLE,  AND  MAGISTERIAL  AND  OFFICIAL  DIRECTORY,"  givcs  the  full  namcs  and 
addresses  of  the  Lords  Lieutenant,  High  Sheriffs,  Members  of  Parhament,  Chaii-men  of 
Quai-ter  Sessions,  Chainnen  of  Petty  Sessions,  Magistrates,  Dei)uty  Lieutenants,  Clerks  of 
the  Peace,  Clerks  of  Lieutenancy,  Chief  Constables,  Coroners,  Treasurers,  Surveyors  and 
other  principal  officials  of  the  Counties  of  England  and  Wales.  The  Petty  Sessional 
Divisions  are  set  out  under  each  County,  with  their  areas,  places  and  days  of  holding 
Petty  Sessions,  and  names,  addresses  and  salaries  of  the  Clerks  to  the  jilagistrates.. 
In  addition  to  the  information  comprised  in  tlie  ^lagisterial  and  Official  Directory,  the

The  names  of  Magistrates  who  qualified 
at  the  various  Michaelmas  Quarter  Sessions  of  1881  are  also  included. 

The  Editor  particularly  caUs  attention  to  the  alphabetical  Index  to  the  County  Magis- 
trates, Commissioners  of  Lieutenancy,  and  Deputy-Lieutenants  of  England  and  Wales, 
which  is  intended  to  shew  at  a  glance  the  names  of  those  gentlemen  who  are  in  the 
commission  of  more  than  one  County  or  Division.  Although  every  care  is  taken  to 
render  this  list  accurate,  it  is  probable  that,  in  a  few  instances,  the  similarity  of  names 
has  led  to  unnecessary  duplication.  Any  rectification  will  be  gladly  welcomed  and  care- 
fully noticed. 

The  Editor  is  glad  to  state,  that  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  information  contained 
in  the  book  has  been  cheerfully  accorded.  Other  useful  additions  to  the  work  are  con- 
templated. 

"The  County  CoMrANioN,  Diart,  Statistical  Chronicle,  and  Magisterial  and 
Official  Directory,"  and  "The  Municii'al  Corporations  Companion,  Diary-, 
Directory  and  Year  Book  oe  Statistics"  combined,  form  the  most  completa  and 
cheapest  authority  upon  County  and  Borough  Administration  extant.

NOTANDA. 

I'^NGi.AND  was  divided  into  counties  diuing  the  Saxon  era.     Certain  of  tlie  Welsh  counties  were 
defined  in  1250,  and  the  others  in  the  time  of  Henry  the  Eighth. 

Each  county  is  divided  into  Petty  Sessional  Districts,  in  which  Courts  of  Petty  Sessions  arc 
held  periodically  by  two  or  more  of  the  County  Magistrates  sitting  together.  In  cities  and  boroughs 
liiivhig  Commissions  of  the  Peace,  similar  but  separate  Courts  are  held  by  the  Mayor  and  Borough 
Magistrates.     In  certain  districts  and  boroughs,  Stipendiary  Magistrates  are  appointed. 

In  the  City  of  London  Magisterial  Courts  are  held  by  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen.  For 
Metropolitan  districts  beyond  the  City  there  are  eleven  special  police  courts,  to  one  of  which  a 
Chief  Magistrate  and  two  other  Magistrates  are  attached,  and  to  each  of  the  other  courts  two 
Magistrates.  Within  the  Metropolitan  districts  the  County  Magistrates  hold  sessions  for  the 
granting  of  licences  and  other  matters  not  criminal. 

Before  these  Courts  offenders  are  brought,  on  summons,  or  in  custody  of  the  police,  and  after 
hearing,  on  sutficiont  evidence,  are  committed,  or  bailed,  for  trial,  or  summarily  convicted,  and 
punished  by  the  Magistrates  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offences  with  which  they  are  charged. 
In  certain  cases  appeals  lie  from  the  decisions  of  the  Magistrates  to  the  Courts  of  (Quarter  Sessions  : 
under  other  special  circumstances,  to  the  Superior  Courts  of  Common  Law. 
The  Courts  at  which  persons  are  tried  by  jury  are  the  following,  %dz.  :— 

(1).  The   County  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions,  coriiposed  of  the  unpaid  County  Justices, 
presided  over  by  a  chairman  chosen  from  their  own  body,  except  in  Middlesex,  where  a 
paid  Assistant  .Judge  is  appointed  by  the  CroNvn,  and  whore  the  sessions  with  adjoui-n- 
ments  are  held  twenty-foiu-  times  in  the  year. 
(2).  The  Borough  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions,  of  which  the  Eecorders,  salaried  officers  ap- 
pointed by  the  Crown,  ai-e  the  sole  judges. 
(3).  The  Cu-cnit  Com-ts  of  Assize  held  in  every  county  (excepting  Middlesex),  twice  in  each 
year,  in  the  spring  and  summer,  with  an  additional  special  assize  in  the  winter,  in  such 
counties  as  it  may  be  considered  necessary  on  account  of  the  number  of  prisoners  then  for 
trial.     In  these  Com-ts  the  trials  take  place  before  one  or  other  of  the  Lords  Justices  of 
Appeal  or  a  judge  of  one  of  the  three  divisions  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  (the  Queen's 
Bench,  tlie  Common  Pleas,  and  the  Exchequer) ;  the  Queen's  Counsel  and   Serjeants-at- 
Law  being  included  in  the  commission,   and  one  of  their  number    occasionally  trying 
prisoners,  to  assist  the  Judge. 
(4).  The   Central  Criminal  Court  held  in  the   City  of  London  twelve  times  in  the  year 

[seejiage  184). 
The  Courts  of  Assize  and  the  Central  Criminal  Court  have  commissions  of  general  gaol 
delivery,  and  try  all  treasons,   felonies,  and  misdemeanors.     The  County  and  Borough 
Com-ts  of  C)uarter  Sessions  are  restrained  by  law  from  trying  for  treason,  mm-der,  and 
sundry  other  offences. 
The  Coiu-t  of  Crimmal  Appeal  constituted  by  the  Act  of  the  11th  and  ISth  Vict.  c.  78,  is  com- 
Tjosed  of   five  of  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  of  whom    the   Lord  Chief  Justice   of 
England  is  requu'ed  to  be  one  (unless  incapacitated  by  illness  or  some  other  cause).     Questions  of 
law^arismc  on  the  convictions  in  the  Criminal  Courts  are  reserved  for  this  Court,  which  is  empowered 
to  hear  alf  such  questions,  and  to  revise,  affirm  or  amend  the  judgments.

The  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Custos  Rotulorum  of  a  county  or  liberty  is  appointed  by  lettert* 
patent  from  the  Crown.  In  most  cases  a  nobleman  is  selected,  but,  whether  a  nobleman  or  com- 
moner, the  occupant  of  the  office  is  invariably  one  of  the  largest  land  proprietors  within  the  county 
or  Ubertv.  He  is  responsible  for  nominations  to  the  Commission  of  the  Peace  and  Deputy-Lieu- 
tenancy." He  also  recommends  persons  for  first  commissions  in  the  militia,  yeonianry,  and 
volunteer  forces. 

The  Eigh  Skerifholds  office  for  one  year,  and  determines  the  election  of  knight.-;  of  the 
shu-e,  of  coroners  and  verderers.  Whilst  in  office  he  is  (excepting  the  Lord  Lieutenftnt)  the  lirst  man 
in  the  county  and  superior  to  every  nobleman.  He  is  entitled  to  sit  on  tlie  bench  with  the  judges 
of  assize,  but  cannot  during  his  occupancy  of  the  shrievalty  act  as  a  justice  of  the  peace^-if  he  does 
his  acts  are  void. 

The  21agistrates  of  a  county  are  appointed  by  a  commission  from  the  Crown  on^therecommen- 
dation  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant.     They  cannot  act  until  they  have  taken  the  oath  of. qualification. 

The  Commissioners  of  Lieutenancy  for  London  in  some  respects  resemble  a  body  corporate. 
They  transact,  by  a  specified  quorum,  for  the  City  of  London  and  its  Liberties  the  duties  which 
devolve  upon  the  Lords  Lieutenant  and  Deputy-Lieutenants  of  coimties.  The  Commission 
proceeds  from  the  Crown  by  Letters  Patent,  issued  under  iin  Act  of  Parliament.  The  Chief 
Magistrate  of  the  City  nominates — with  the  approval  of  the  Seeretai-y  of  S.tate  for  War — to 
vacancies  as  they  occur. 

The  Deputy  Lieutenants  are,  as  their  style  implies,  the  deputies  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  iu 
such  portion  of  his  duty  as  relates  to  the  raising  and  control  of  the  local  defensive  forces  ;  practically 
the  office  is  honorary".

And  where  occupied  for  other  purposes,  for 
every  20s.  of  such  annual  value  the  sum  of  9d. 


Amendment  of  the  Law  as  to  Inhabited 
House  Duties  (41  &  42  Vict.,  cap.  15.) 
Section  13  enacts,  intei-  alia,  with  respect 
to  the  duties  on  inhabited  houses  for  the  year 
commencing,  as  respects  England,  on  the  6th 
April,  1878, and  as  respects  Scotland,  on  the  25th 
May,  1878,  and  for  any  subsequent  year,  that 
the  follo^ving  provisions  shall  have  effect : — 

(1.)  Where  any  house,  being  one  property, 
shall  be  divided  into,  and  let  in,  different  tene- 
ments, and  any  of  such  tenements  are  occupied 
solely  for  the  purposes  of  any  trade  or  business, 
or  of  any  profession  or  calling  by  which  the 
occupier  seeks  a  liveUhood  or  profit,  or  are  un- 
occupied, the  person  chargeable  as  occupier  of 
the  bouse  shall  be  at  liberty  to  give  notice  in 
writing,  at  any  time  during  the  year  of  assess- 
ment, to  the  surveyor  of  taxes  for  the  parish  or 
place  in  which  the  house  is  situate,  stating 
therein  the  facts ;  and  after  the  receipt  of  such 
notice  by  the  surveyor,  the  Commissioners  act- 
ing in  the  execution  of  the  Acts  relating  to  the 
inhabited  house  duties  shall,  upon  proof  of  the 
facts  to  their  satisfaction,  grant  relief  from  the 
amount  of  duty  charged  in  the  assessment,  so  as 
to  confine  the  same  to  the  duty  on  the  value 
according  to  which  the  house  should,  in  their 
opinion,  have  been  assessed,  if  it  had  been  a  house 
comprising  only  the  tenements  other  than  such 
as  are  occupied  as  aforesaid,  or  are  unoccupied. 
(2.)  Every  house  or  tenement  which  is  occu- 
pied solely  for  the  purposes  of  any  trade  or 
business,  or  of  any  profession  or  calling  by 
which  the  occupier  seeks  a  livelihood  or  profit, 
shall  be  exempted  from  the  duties  by  the  said 
Commissioners  upon  proof  of  the  facts  to  their 
satisfaction,  and  this  exemption  shall  take  effect 


although  a  servant  or  other  person  may  dwell 
in  such  house  or  tenement  for  the  protection 
thereof.

When  the  return  includes  establishments  kept  at  more  than  one  place,  the  several  places  should 
be  specified  after  the  signature. 

Agents  or  stewards  may  make  this  return  on  behalf  of  their  employers. 

The  amoimt  of  duty  for  the  licences  requu-ed  must  accompany  the  return.  The  return  and 
duty  may  be  sent  to  the  Collector  of  Inland  Revenue  for  the  collection  named  on  the  en- 
dorsement ;  but  the  name  of  a  stamp  or  post  office  in  the  locality  is  also  given  where 
licences  may  be  obtained  on  application. 

Additional  licences  must  be  taken  out  if  at  any  time  during  the  year  more  servants,  carriages, 
itc,  are  kept  than  are  specified  on  this  return  ;  or,  if  a  higher  rate  of  duty  is  incui-red  by 
change  of  carriage,  or  by  placing  armorial  bearings  on  a  canuage. 

Any  change  of  residence  after  licences  have  been  taken  out  for  the  year  should  be  notified  to  the 
Inland  Revenue  Oflice. 

Forms  of  return  may  be  obtained  at  any  Stamp  or  Inland  Revenue  Office. 

N.B.— Licences  are  not  transferable  to  any  person  except  the  widow,  executor,  administrator,  <^r 
assignee  in  bankruptcy  of  the  person  to  whom  they  were  granted.

DEFINITIONS  AND  EXEMPTIONS.— Male  Skkvants. 


Definitions. 

The  terra  "male  servant"  means  and  in- 
cludes any  male  servant  employed  either  wholly 
or  partially  in  any  of  the  following  capacities, 
viz.,  maitre-d'hotel,  house  steward,  master  of 
the  horse,  £?room  of  the  chambers,  valet  de 
chambre,  butler,  nnder-butler,  clerk  of  the 
Jcitchen,  confectioner,  cook,  house  porter,  foot- 
man, pajje,  waiter,  coachman,  groom,  postillion, 
ftahlc-boy,  or  helper  in  the  stables,  gnrdencr, 
under  -  gardener,  park  -  keeper,  gamekeeper, 
ander-gamekeeper,  huntsman,  and  whipper-in, 
or  in  any  capacity  involving  the  duties  of  any  of 
the  above  descriptions  of  servants,  by  whatever 
ptyle  the  person  acting  in  such  capacity  may  be 
.-.ailed. 

Boys  employed  to  clean  knives,  boots,  etc., 
fall  under  the  above  definition. 

The  person  furnishing  a  male  servant  on  hire 
is  required  to  return  and  pay  the  duty  on  such 
servant. 

Note. — The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Re- 
venue do  not  consider  licences  necessary  for 
f.lie  following  persons  : — 

Game  wcilcliers  who  do  not  carry  guns  nor 
act  as  gamekeepers;  labourers  in  gardens  doing 
only  spade  labour,  and  paid  ordinary  labourer's 
wages  ;  farm  labourers  who  attend  to  horses 
used  solely  in  husbandry ;  trade  servants  and 
shopmen  who  attend  to  horses  used  solely  for 
drawing  exempt  trade  carts ;  sons  while  living 
with  their  parents  and   not  receiving  wages  ; 


persons  who  do  occasional  jobs  as  gardeners, 
grooms,  &c.,  for  various  employers;  grooms  in 
public  racing  stables,  employed  solely  in  taking 
care  of  race  horses. 

E.XEMPTIONS. 

Licences  are  not  required  in  the  folloiuing 
cases:  — 

1.  By  any  ofl5cer  in  Her  Majesty's  army  or 
navy  for  any  servant,  being  a  soldier  in  the 
army,  or  a  person  actually  borne  upon  the  book's 
of  a  shij),  and  employed  by  such  officer  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  of  Her  Majesty's 
service. 

2.  By  any  hotel-keeper, retailer  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  or  refreshment  house-keeper,  for  any 
servants  wholly  employed-by  him  for  the  purpose 
of  his  business. 

3.  By  any  person  licensed  by  proper  autho- 
rity to  keep  or  use  any  public  stage  or  hackney 
carriage,  for  any  servant  necessarily  employed 
by  him  to  drive  such  carriage,  or  in  the  care  of 
such  carriage,  or  of  the  horses  kept  and  used  by 
him  to  draw  the  same. 

4.  By  any  horse  dealer,  livery  stable-keeper, 
or  person  who  keeps  horses  for  hire,  or  for 
drawing  any  public  stage  or  hackney  carriage, 
for  any  servant  employed  by  him  in  his  business 
at  his  trade  premises,  where  such  horss  dealer 
or  other  person  shall  have  mafic  entry  and 
complied  with  the  Act,  sec.  28,  but  duty  must  be 
paid  for  every  servant  employed  to  drive  a 
carriage  with  any  horse  let  for  hire  for  any 
period  exceeding  28  days. 


CARRIAGES. 


Definitions. 

The  term  "carriage  "  means  andincludes  any 
vehicle  drawn  by  a  horse  or  mule,  or  horses  or 
mules,  except  a  waggon,  cart,  or  other  vehicle 
used  solely  for  the  conveyance  of  any  goods  or 
burden  in  the  roiu-?eof  trade  or  husbandry,  and 
whereon  the  Christian  name  and  surname  and 
place  of  abode  or  place  of  business  of  the  owner 
or  the  name  or  style  and  principal  or  only  place 
of  business  of  the  company  or  firm  owning  the 
same  shall  be  visibly  and  legibly  painted  in 
letters  of  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length. 

Every  person  who  shall  let  any  cj-riage  for 
hi)-e  for  a  less  period  than  one  year  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  person  keeping  such  -.lurriage; 
but  when  the  hiring  shall  be  for  a  year  or  any 
longer  period  the  hin-r  shall  be  deemed  to  keep 
the  carriage  and  must  take  out  a  licence  for  it 
in  his  own  name. 

Note.  —  When  a  four-wheeled  carriage  is 
returned  as  being  under  4  cwt.,  it  miisthe  under- 
stood that  the  carriage  is  weighed  complete  with 
the  shafts  or  pole,  whichever  may  be  the  heavier. 
The  movable,  furniture,  such  as  cushions,  drag, 
&c.,  may  be  removed.  It  rests  with  the  owner 
to  ascertain  the  weight,  and  he  will  be  held 
responsible  should  the  weight  be  found  under- 
stated. 

A  two-wheeled  break  is  liable  to  duty  as  a  car- 


EXEMPTIONS. 


Licences  are  not  required  for  Farm  waggons 
or  carts  duly  inscribed,  used  on  Sunday, 
Christmas  Day,  Good  Fi'iday,  or  any  day  of 
Public  Fast  or  Thanksgiving,  to  take  the  owner 
or  his  family  to  or  from  any  place  of  Divine 
worship. 

The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  do 
not  require  licences  to  he  tahen  out  for  the 
followin<j  vehicles: — 

1.  Carriages  kept  but  not  used  at  any  time 
withhi  the  year. 

2.  Breaks  with  foiir  wheels  and  without  any 
body,  if  used  solely  for  breaking  in  horses. 

3.  Piearses,  if  duly  inscribed  as  required  by 
the  Act,  and  not  used  as,  or  forming  part  of, 
mourning  coaches. 

4.  Mail  carts  used  under  contract  with  the 
Post  Otfice,  and  so  made  as  not  to  caiTy  any 
passenger. 

5.  Farm  carts  lent  to  carry  passengers  (not 
the  owner  or  his  family)  gratuitously  on  special 
occasions  or  holidays. 

N.B.— Farm  and  trade  carts,  althoneh  duly  in- 
FCi-ibed,  hecome  liible  to  duty  i*"  'isct  to  rar'y  the 
owner  or  any  memher  of  liis  timilyat  anytirne  px- 
ce|it  wlien  conve\inK  sj'iods  or  biinien,  or  ^oiii'c  for, 
or  rotuminf!;  from,  conveying  goods  nnd  burden  in  tho 
ordinary  course  of  husbandry  or  trade.

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AEMOEIAL  BEAEINGS. 


Definitioks. 

The  term  "armorial  bearings"  means  and 
includes  any  armorial  bearing,  crest,  or  ensign 
by  whatever  name  the  same  shall  be  called,  and 
whether  such  armorial  bearing,  crest,  or  en- 
sign shall  be  registered  in  the  College  of  Arms 
or  not. 

Any  Person  who  shall  keep  and  use  any 
carriage,  wliether  owned  or  hired  by  him,  shall 
be  deemed  to  wear  and  use  any  armorial  bear- 
ings painted  or  marked  thereon  or  affixed 
thereto. 

Armorial  bearings  on  the  Jmrness  of  carriage 
horses,  only  make  the  owner  liable  to  the  lower 
rate  of  duty. 

A  licence  to  use  armorial  bearings  on 
Carriages  includes  the  use  of  such  insignia  in 
any  otlier  manner. 

Note. — If  any  person  holding  a  licence  at 
the  lower  rate  of  duty  shall  become  liable  to  the 
higher  rate  by  reason  of  using  a  carriage  with 
armorial  beai'ings  thereon,  a  proper  licence 
mus;t  be  taken  out  within  21  days,  and  the  duty 


on  the  former  licence  will  then  be  allowed  and 
repaid. 

Exemptions. 

The  proprietors  of  public  stage  or  hackney 
carriages,  in  respect  of  any  armorial  bearings 
marked  thereon  or  on  the  harness  used  there- 
with. 

The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  do 
not  require  licences  to  be  taken  out  in  the 
following  cases: — 

1.  By  any  shopkeeper  in  respect  of  the  use 
of  armorial  bearings  or  devices,  solely  as  trade 
marks,  and  in  the  course  of  trade. 

2.  By  any  municipal  or  other  Corporation, 
or  any  pubUc  company,  in  respect  of  the  use 
of  their  corporate  armorial  bearings,  or  by  any 
persons  using  the  armorial  bearings  of  sucL 
a  corporation  or  company  by  right  of  office.

'2.  The  sheriff  of  any  county,  or  the  mayor  or 
other  officer  in  any  corporation  or  royal  burgh, 
serving  an  annual  office  therein,  in  respect  of 
any  servants  or  carriages  kept  by  him  for  the 
purposes  of  his  office  during  his  year  of  service. 

3.  Persons  wearing  by  right  of  office  any  of 
the  arms  or  insignia  of  members  of  the  Royal 
Family,  or  of  any  corporation  or  royal  burgh, 
in  respect  of  the  use  of  such  arms  or  insignia. 

4.  Any  Person  ordinarily  residing  in  Ireland, 
and  being  a  representative  Peer  for  Ireland,  or 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  not 


residing  in  Great  Britain  longer  than  during 
the  Session  of  Parliament  and  forty  days  before 
and  forty  days  after  the  Session  ;  or  any  person 
ordinarily  residing  in  Ireland,  but  residing  in 
Great  Britain  by  the  order  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
for  the  time  being  or  of  his  chief  secretary,  for 
the  purpose  of  public  business,  in  respect  of 
any  servants,  carriages,  or  armorial  bearings 
employed,  kept,  or  used  by  him,  except  in  respect 
of  any  subject  matter  of  Duty  which  shall  be 
employed,  kept,  or  used  by  such  Person  in  Great 
Britain  during  his  residence  in  Ireland. 


ORIENTAL  CALENDARS. 


China. — The  Chinese  civil  year  is  lunar,  and 
consists  of  12  months  of  29  and  30  days  alter- 
nately. In  every  three  years  a  thirteenth  month 
is  added,  to  accommodate  the  variations  of  the 
solar  and  lunar  years.  But  this  is  not  entirely 
effected  by  such  an  arrangement,  consequently 
the  Chinese  have  a  cycle  of  GO  years,  in  which 
period  22  intercalary  months  occur. 

Japan. — As  in  China,  the  Almanack  is  one  of 
the  most  important  works  published  in  Japan. 
The  year  is  divided  into  12  months,  correspond- 
ing to  the  twelve  signs  of  the  Zodiac.  The 
months,  however,  vary  in  length,  and  are  regu- 
lated by  the  Religious  Emperor. 


Hindu. — Li  this  Calendar  the  lunar-solar  year 
is  employed  for  the  regulation  of  festivals  and 
domestic  arrangements.  The  year  commences 
at  the  instant  of  the  conjunction  of  the  sun  and 
moon  in  the  sidereal  month  Chaitra.  Themonth 
consists  of  30  Tithis,  or  lunar  days,  and  is 
divided  into  two  equal  parts  of  15  Tithis  each, 
corresponding  with  the  increase  and  decrease  of 
the  moon  in  regard  to  its  brightness ;  but  in 
different  parts  of  India  variations  of  this  method 
occur,  to  make  up  deficiencies,  &c.,  that  arise  in 
the  annual  or  successive  annual  Calendar  in 
regard  to  intercalary  davs.

The  peculiar  feature  of  the  College,  in  -wliich  it  differs  from  all  similar  institutions  in 
this  country,  is  the  possession  and  actual  management  of  a  large  mixed  Farm  of  550  acres, 
all  the  details  and  cost  of  working  which  are  laid  before  the  Students.  The  College,  there- 
fore, offers  to  each  Student  all  the  advantages  of  a  private  pupil  under  a  Farmer,  combined 
with  the  highest  collegiate  instruction  in  the  Sciences  on  which  the  Art  of  Agriculture  is 
based. 

The  Farm,  with  the  exception  of  45  acres  of  water-meadows  and  50  acres  of  drj-  pasture 
and  marsh,  is  arable  land,  and  the  course  of  cropping  is  planned  with  the  view  of  maint:uning 
a  heavy  stock  of  sheep  and  growing  about  200  acres  of  corn.  The  Live  Stock  include  a 
permanent  flock  of  700  Hampshire  Down  Ewes  and  Ewe  Tegs,  a  Dairy  of  from  25  to  30  Cows, 
and  a  large  number  of  Pigs  and  Poultry.  Butter  making  and  Cheese  making  are  regularly 
carried  on  in  the  Dairy.

ENG^LAND. 

COUNTY  OF  BEDFORD. 

A  couNTT  of  the  South  Midland  division,  having  for  its  boundaries  Hunts  and  North, 
amptonshii-e  on  the  north,  Cambs   and  Herts    on    the   east,  Herts  and   Bucks  on    the 
south,  and  Bucks  on  the  west.    Extreme  length,  31  miles  ;  breadth,  2o  miles  ;  andabout_73 
miles  in  circumference.     Watered  by  the  rivers  Ouse,  Ivel,  and  Lea.     The  Grand  Junction 
Canal   skirts  the   -western  border,  running  through   Bucks.     The    London  and    North 
"Western   Railway  passes   through  the   south-western  part     of    the   shire    by  Leighton 
Buzzard,  sending  off  a  branch,  7  miles  in  length,  to  Dunstable,  and  another  from  Bletchley 
to  Wobum,  Ampthill  and  Bedford,  from  wliich  place  there  is  a  continuation  (by  Sandy 
and  Potton)  to  Cambridge,  thus  bringing  the  two  universities  in  direct  communication. 
The  Northampton   and  Peterborough  branch  skirts  the   northern  part  of   the  county. 
The  Great  Northern  passes  Hitchin  and  Biggleswade  to  Huntingdon  and  Peterborough. 
The  Midland   main  line    enters  the   county  a  little  below   Luton,   and  passes  through 
Bedford  and  Sharnbrook  to  Leicester ;  a  branch  from  Bedford  joins  the  Great  Northern 
at  Hitchin  (formerly  the  most  southern  point  of  the  Midland  system).     A  branch  from 
the   Great  Northern  from  Cambridge  joins  the  main  line  of  that  company  at  Hitchin. 
The  general  aspect  of  the  county  is  undulating,  the  chalk  hills  sometimes  presenting  con- 
siderable boldness  of  contour.   The  downs  are  chiefly  used  as  sheep-walks.    The  greensand 
and  gault  formations  constitute  a  separate  chain  of  hills,  traversing  the  county  in  a.  direc- 
tion somewhat  parallel  with  the  chalk  downs.    Where  the  greensand  rises  into  considerable 
eminences  the  soil  is  poor,  and  forms  either  very  indifferent  pasture  land  or  is  covered  with 
heath.     The  moi-e  level  tracts,  however,  possess  considerable  fertility,  and  contain  many 
large  dairy  farais,  the  produce  of  which — chiefly  butter— is  sent  to  the  London  markets. 
To  the  north  of  these  hills  lies  the  vale  of  Bedford,  situated  upon  the  lower  and  middle 
oolite,  and  watered  by  the  river  Ouse,  which  flows  through  it  in  a  very  winding  course,  and 
divides  the  county  into  two  unequal  parts.    The  oolitic  beds  always  exhibit  excellent  corn 
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lands,  and  henco  the  vale  of  Bedford  is  one  of  the  finest  corn-producing  districts  in  the 
kingdom.  A  rich  and  gravelly  loam  prevails  on  the  sides  of  the  rivers.  The  greater  part 
of  the  county  is  under  cultivation,  few  large  patches  remaining  in  a  natural  state.  Mineral 
springs  exist  at  Barton,  Bedford,  Bletsoo,  Blunham,  Bromham,  Bushmead,  Clapham, 
Cranfield,  Holcutt,  Milton-Ernest,  Odoll,  Pertenhall,  Risley,  Silsoe,  and  Turvey.  They 
have  different  properties,  some  being  saline,  others  chalybeate,  but  none  are  in  high 
repute.  Bedfordshire  returns  two  members  to  Parliament ;  its  borough  representation 
is  confined  to  Bedford,  which  also  returns  two  members.  The  whole  of  the  county  is 
included  in  the  diocese  of  Ely  and  pro^^nce  of  Cantcrburj^  and  forms  an  archdeaconrj', 
comprehending  the  deaneries  of  Bedford,  Clapham.  Dunstable,  Eaton,  Fleete,  and  ShefFord. 
It  was  formerly  in  the  Norfolk  countj'.  but  is  now  in  the  Midland  circuit,  the  assizes  being 
held  at  Bedford.  The  count}-  has  nine  hundreds,  all  of  old  names,  mentioned  in  Domesday 
Book,  namely — Stodden,  Willey,  and  Barford,  in  the  north ;  the  libei'ty,  half  hundred,  or 
borough  of  Bedford,  in  the  north  midland;  Eedbomestoke  (Ampthill).  in  the  west; 
Wixhamtree,  in  the  east  midland ;  Biggleswade  and  Clifton  (ShcfforJ).  in  the  east ; 
Manshcad  (Wobum)  and  Flitt  (Luton),  in  the  south.  The  shii-c  has  134  civil  parishes;  6 
l^oor-law  unions  and  registrj'  districts;  3  municipal  boroughs  [Bedford,*  Dunstable,*  and 
Luton*]  ;  3  urban  sanitary  authorities,  6  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  2  turnpike  trusts. 
It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  6  petty  sessional  divisions 
and  8  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  borough  of  Bedford  has  a  commission  of  the  peace 
and  a  separate  coui-t  of  quarter  sessi£)ns;  the  boroughs  of  Dunstable  and  Luton  have 
commissions  of  the  peace ;  the  three  boroughs  also  haA-e  their  ovsm  police. 

Geological  JDcscription. — The  geological  features  of  the  county  include  the  lower 
and  middle  oolite  in  the  northern  part,  the  lower  and  upper  greensand  and  the  gault  in 
the  more  central  portions,  stretching  across  the  entire  district  from  west  to  east,  and  the 
chalk  range  of  the  Luton  and  Dunstable  Downs  in  the  southern  part  of  the  shire,  being  a 
continuation  of  the  Chiltern  Hills  from  Buckinghamshire. 

Historival  Notes.  —  In  remote  times  Bedfordshire  was  the  scene  of  many  conflicts 
between  various  warlike  tribes.  .  The  Roman  occupation  dates  from  the  reign  of  the 
Emperor  Claudius,  two  of  the  great  military  roads  being  carried  through  the  county. 
Not  far- from  Biggleswade  a  space  of  thirty  acres  goes  by  the  name  of  Ctesar's  Camp.  In 
Saxon  times  the  count)-  formed  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Mercia.  The  great  Offa  was  buried 
at  Bedford,  but  his  grave  was  swept  away  by  a  flood  of  the  Ouso.  The  Danes  overran  the 
shire  in  1009  and  1010,  in  the  reign  of  Ethelred  II.,  and  burned  Bedford  and  Temosford 
(Tempsf ord) .  It  is  supposed  that  all  the  baronial  castles  in  the  county  of  any  note,  with 
the  exception  of  that  at  Bedford,  had  been  destroyed  in  the  reign  of  ffing  John,  and  it  is 
perhaps  owing  to  this  that  we  read  of  so  few  occurrences  in  Bedfordshire  during  the 
War  of  the  Roses.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Parliamentary  war,  this  shire  took  part  in  the 
formation  of  a  body  known  by  the  name  of  the  Eastern  Associates,  whose  infantry  were 
commanded  by  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  and  their  cavalry-  by  Cromwell. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — The  principal  towns  are  engaged  in  the  corn  trade,  the 
shire  gro^v-ing  much  wheat.  Other  market  towns  are  Wobum,  at  which  is  Wobum  Abbey 
(the  seat  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford),  Potton,  Harrold,  and  Shefford.  The  county  is  most 
remarkable  for  its  tillage.  The  only  branches  of  manufacture  are  pillow  lace,  worked  by 
the  country  people,  straw  plait  from  Dunstable  and  Luton,  and  matting  from  the  rushes 
of  the  Ouse,  &c.

COUNTY  OF  BERKS. 

Ax  inland  county,  belonging  to  the  south-eastern  division.  Its  sha^je  is  very  irregular. 
On  the  north  are  the  coxmties  of  Oxford  and  Buckinghamshire,  the  Thames  being  the 
boundary  ;  on  the  east  Surrey  and  Middlesex  ;  on  the  south  Hampshire  :  and  on  the  west 
Wiltshii-e  and  Gloucestei-shii-e.  Length,  about  50  miles;  breadth,  21  miles,  and  circum- 
fcrence,  120  miles.  Watered  by  the  rivers  Kcnnet,  Lambourne,  Loddon,  Oke,  Emborn, 
and  the  Thames.  Berkshire  is"  well  supplied  with  railway  communication.  The  chief 
railwav  is  the  Great  Western,  the  main  line  of  which  enters  this  county  at  Maidenhead 
and  proceeds  by  Twyford  to  Reading,  thence  to  Pangbourne,  Steventon,  and  so  near 
Wantage  and  Faringdon  to  Swindon  ;  it  has  branch  lines  open  from  Didcot  by  Abingdon 
to  Oxford,  from  Maidenhead  to  High  Wycombe  through  Cookham,  from  Tvi^yford  to 
Henlev,  from  Slough  to  Windsor,  from  Reading  to  Basingstoke  on  the  South  Western, 
and  from  Reading'to  Hungerford  and  Devizes,  by  the  Berks  and  Hants  Extension ;  the 
Reading,  Guildford  and  Keigate  line,  connecting  the  towns  from  which  it  is  nanied, 
crosses  the  South  AYestem  at  Guildford,  and  joins  the  South  Eastern  and  Brighton  lines 
near  Reigate,  thus  uniting  Reading  with  the  whole  of  the  southern  system  of  railways , 
the  lines  from  Oxford  to  the  north"  also  place  Reading  in  direct  commimication  with  the 
northern  parts  of  the  kingdom.  The  eocene  tract  on  the  south-east  border,  called  Bagshot 
Heath,  has  been  from  time  immemorial  an  improfitable  waste,  scarcely  producing  asingle 
blade  of  grass.  Latterly  an  extensive  portion  of  this  district  has  been  planted  with  fir, 
which  is  proving  of  considerable  value  in  reclaiming  this  truly  desolate  spot.     Q-wiug  to 
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the  great  variety  of  its  soils.  Berkshire  exhibits  ahnost  every  forin  of  a gfi-i culture. 
Excellent  com  crops  are  raised  on  the  oolitic  formation.  The  south-east  and  eastern  parts 
of  this  county  arc  occupied  by  Windsor  Forest  and  Park.  There  is  much  woodland,  in 
which  grow  hazel,  oak,  ash,  beech,  and  alder.  At  AVhite  Horse  Hill  the  Berkshire  Downs 
rise  to  a  height  of  893  feet.  Berkshire  returns  throe  members  to  Parliament,  and  con- 
stitutes an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  Oxford  and  province  of  Canterbury.  It  is  in 
the  Oxford  circuit,  and  the  assizes  are  held  at  Puiading.  The  borough  representation 
comprises  five  members ;  namely,  Eeading,  2 ;  Abingdon,  1  ;  WalUngford,  1 ;  and 
Windsor,  1.  The  shire  has  20  hundreds,  12  registry  districts,  and  12  poor-law 
unions,  and  contains  192  civil  parishes,  6  municipal  boroughs  [Abingdon,*  Maidenhead,* 
Newbury,*  Reading,*  Wallingford,*  and  New  AVindsor*],  in  addition  to  a  part  of 
the  city  of  Oxford;  8  urban  sanitary  authorities,  12  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  8 
turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  11  petty 
sessional  divisions,  and  7  lieutenancy  subdivisions  ;  the  boroughs  of  Abingdon,  Newbury, 
Eeadin",  and  New  Windsor  have  separate  commissions  of  the  peace  and  courts  of  quarter 
sessions";  the  boroughs  of  Maidenhead  and  Wallingford  have  commissions  of  the  peace 
only.  The  boroughs  of  Abingdon,  Newbury,  Eeading,  and  Windsor  have  their  own 
police. 

Gcolof/ical  Notes.— The  geology  of  Berkshire  comprises  the  lower  eocene  (London  clay, 
&c.),  which  extends  across  the  whole  of  the  southern  portion,  with  the  exception  of  a 
narrow  strip  on  the  south-east  border,  where  the  middle  eocene  (Barton  and  Bagshot 
series)  makes  its  appearance.  A  ridge  of  chalk  hills,  running  east  and  west,  divides  the 
vale  of  the  Thames,  or  of  the  White  Horse,  as  it  is  called,  from  the  vale  of  Kennet.  North 
of  these  chalk  downs  a  narrow  strip  of  greensand  occurs,  and  bcj-ond  this  the  upper  and 
middle  oolite.  . 

HldorwalNctes. — This  county  was  anciently  called  Earocscire  or  Berocscure,  softened  m 
process  of  time  into  Barkshii-e  and  Berkshire,  and  probably  derived  its  name  from  a  thick 
wood,  called  Bairoc,  which  occupied  an  extended  tract  between  Lambourne  and  Wantage. 
The  English  held  this  shire  as  part  of  the  kingdom  of  AVessex,  but  it  was  sometimes  under 
the  Mid-English.  Berkshire  was  attacked  by  the  Danes,  with  whom  several  battles  were 
fought,  a  very  lamous  one  at  Asdown,  in  wliich  Ethelrcd  and  Alfred  the  Great  defeated 
thelnv'aders.  During  the  middle  ages,  frequent  forays  took  place  in  this  county,  and  in 
the  Parliamentary  war  most  of  the  towns  were  the  scenes  of  conflict.  On  the  chalk  hills 
near  Lam.bourne  are  some  remarkable  piles  of  large  stones,  one  of  which  is  called  Wayland 
Smith's  Cave.  At  Kingston  Lisle,  near  Lambourne,  is  a  curious  stone,  called  a  blowing 
stone.  It  contains  an  aperture,  on  blowing  into  wliicli  a  sound  is  given  forth  which  can 
be  heard  six  miles  ofl'.  The  AVhite  Horse,  which  is  the  figure  of  a  horse  cut  out  of  the 
turf  on  the  side  of  the  chalk  hills,  and  left  white,  is  by  most  thought  to  have  been  done 
by  the  old  English.  It  may  be  seen  fi-om  a  distance  of  fifteen  miles,  and  gives  name  to 
the  hill  in  which  it  is  cut.  'At  Silchester  arc  remains  of  an  important  Roman  station,  and 
old  castle  ruins  exist  at  Donnington  and  AVallingford. 

Tiddc,  3Li/ii(firc(iircs,  (^c— Iron  works,  railway  engineering  works,  and  a  large  biscuit 
factory,  have  been  established  at  Reading.  There  are  paper  and  silk  mills  on  the  river 
Kennet,  and  a  factory  for  copper  goods  at  Bisham.  The  other  manufacturing  industries 
arc  connected  with  sacking,  mats,  wool,  and  articles  constructed  of  osiers.

COUNTY    OF    BUCKINGHAM. 

A  coi'NTY  in  the  South  Midland  dlvLsion,  having  Northamptonshire  on  the  north,  the 
counties  of  Bedford,  Hertford  and  ]\Iiddlesex  on  the  cast,  Berkshire  on  the  south,  and 
O.^fordshire  on  the  west.  Length,  .54  miles  ;  breadth,  28  miles  ;  circumference,  120 miles; 
square  miles,  730.  Watered  by  the  Thames,  Colne,  and  Ouse.  The  chief  canal  is  the 
Grand  Junction,  which  passes  by  Ivinghoe,  Fenny  Stratford,  and  Stony  Stratford  ;  it  has 
iDranches  to  Wendover,  Aylesburj'  anrl  Buckingham.  Thus  most  of  the  towns  in  this 
county  have  water  communication.  The  principal  railway  is  the  main  line  of  the  London 
and  North  "Western,  which  proceeds  from  London  close  to  the  Hertfordshire  border,  by 
Tring,  Lcighton  Buzzard,  Fenny  Stratford,  Bletchlcy,  Wolvcrton,  and  Stony  Stratford. 
There  are  branches — of  7  miles  to  Aylesbury,  with  a  continuation  to  Verney  Junction  (per 
the  Oxford  section)  ;  of  1.5  miles  from  Bletchley  to  Bedford,  and  thence  to  Cambridge, 
forming  a  junction  with  the  Great  Northern  at  Sandy;  of  13  miles  from  Lcighton  to 
Dunstable  and  Luton;  of  29^  miles  from  Bletchley  by  Winslow  to  Oxford;  and  of  12 
miles  from  Winslow  on  the  latter  line,  to  Buckingham  and  Banburj^.  The  southern  part 
of  Bucks  is  as  well  provided  for  by  the  Great  Western  Eailway,  which  comes  in  near  Coin- 
brook,  and  crosses  by  Slough  to  Maidenhead  and  the  West  of  England,  sending  off'  bi-anches 
to  Uxbridge  and  to  High  Wycombe  and  Aylesbury.  In  the  north  the  surface  of  Bucking- 
hamshire consists  of  gently  undulating  and  somewhat  unproductive  hills  of  sand  and 
oolitic  limestone,  principally  arable  and  pasture  land.  The  soil  of  the  fertile  and  beautiful 
vale  of  Aylcsbiu'y,  which  traverses  the  middle  of  the  county,  consists  of  chalk,  marl  and 
gault,  the  upper  greensand  formation  in  the  vale  being  overspread  by  the  debris  of  the; 
Chiltern  hills  to  the  south.  The  sheep  of  the  vale  of  Aylesbiu-y  have  long  been  celebrated 
for  the  weight  and  fineness  of  their  fleece ;  the  London  markets  also  receive  supplies  of 
poultry  and  butter,  oxen  and  calves,  from  its  numerous  dairj'  and  grazing  farms.  On  the 
Chiltern  hills  timber  is  plentiful,  especially  the  beech  ;  the  land  also  bears  wheat,  barley, 
oats,  beans,  and  sainfoin.  The  shire  returns  throe  members  to  Parliament,  and  forms  an 
archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  Oxford  and  province  of  Canterbury.  The  circuit  is  the 
jNIidland  (formerly  Norfolk) ,  and  the  assizes  are  held  at  Aylesbury.  The  borough  repre- 
sentation comprises  Aylesbury,  two  members ;  Buckingham,  Chipping  (or  High)  Wycombe, 
and  Great  IMarlow,  one  member  each.  The  county  has  eight  hundreds,  three  of  which — 
namely,  Stoke,  Burnham,  and  Desborough — constitute  the  celebrated  "Clriltern  Hundreds." 
There  are  224  civil  parishes  (and  parts  of  6  others)  comprised  in  7  poor-law  unions  and 
registration  districts ;  2  municipal  boroughs  [Buckingham*  and  Chipping  Wycombe*]  ;  6 
urban  sanitary  authorities ;  7  rural  sanitary  authorities ;  and  3  tui-npike  trusts.  It  also 
has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  diWded  into  12  petty  sessional  divisions.  The 
borough  of  Buckingham  has  a  separate  commission  of  the  peace  and  coui-t  of  quarter 
sessions  ;  the  borough  of  Cliipping  Wycombe  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  only  ;  both 
boroughs  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — Portions  of  the  following  geological  formations  occur  in  this  county  : 
The  lower  eocene  which  appears  in  the  south-east,  from  beneath  which  rises  the  Chiltern 
range  of  hills,  composed  of  chalk  with  flints,  and  possessing  an  average  breadth  of  16 
miles.  The  chalk  is  succeeded  by  the  greensand  and  upper  oolitic  formations,  the  former 
occupying  the  central  and  the  latter  the  northern  part  of  the  county.  Veins  of  fuller's 
earth,  ochre,  and  forest  marble  occur  in  some  of  the  strata.

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Elstorical  Notes. — In  ancient  times,  the  Britons  were  driven  out  of  this  county  hy  a 
Belgic  tribe,  called  Catyeuchlani,  Catuellani,  or  Cassii,  -who  formed  part  of  the  Belgic 
force  under  Cassibelaimus  at  the  time  of  the  Roman  invasion  under  Julius  Ca3sar.  It  was 
comprised  in  the  Saxon  kingdom  of  Mercia.  Coming  down  to  more  recent  times,  we  find 
the  county  prominent  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  revolution  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
Brill  is  an  ancient  town,  with  a  mineral  spring.  Many  eminent  names  are  connected 
with  Bucks  :  among  others,  Milton,  Hampden,  Cowper,  and  Herschel. 

Ti-ade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — The  chief  manufactured  productions  of  the  county  are  lace, 
paper,  straw  plait,  bonnets,  shoes,  wooden  chairs,  and  wooden  wares  of  various  kinds. 
Tanning  and  malting  are  also  conspicuous.

COUNTY  OF  CAMBPJDGE. 

One  of  the  South  Midland  counties,  situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  England,  having  Lin- 
colnshire on  the  north,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  on  the  east,  Essex  and  Herts  on  the  south, 
and  Bedfordshire,  Huntingdonshire,  and  Northamptonshire  on  the  west.  Extreme  length, 
.'>0  miles;  hreadth,  30  miles;  circumference,  130  miles;  square  miles,  818.  Principal 
rivers,  the  Ouse,  Cam,  Nene,  and  Lark.  Cambridge  itself  is  an  important  railway  centre, 
and  communicates  with  Bishoj)  Stortford  and  London,  by  the  Great  Eastern  Eailway,  and 
northward  to  Ely,  thence  to  Peterborough,  Huntingdon,  ilarch,  and  the  ports  of  Lynn 
and  Wisbech,  also  to  Brandon,  and  so  to  Norwich  and  the  port  of  Yarmouth ;  east- 
wards, there  is  connection  for  Cambridge  Avith  Newmarket  (from  which  place  a  line  opened 
in  1S70  hranches  off  to   Ely  through  Soham)  and  Bury  St.  Edmund's  ;  there  is  also  a 
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branch  from  Cambridge  to  Hitcliin  on  the  Great  Northern,  and  a  line  HLiondon  and  North 
"Western)  crossing  the  Great  Northern  at  Sandy,  through  Bedford  to  Bletchley  and 
Oxford.  Ely  and  Maj-ch  are  other  railway  centres.  The  whole  county  is  now  provided 
with  railway  communication  to  all  parts  of  England.  "With  the  exception  of  the  chalk 
hills  in  the  south,  the  surface  of  Cambridgeshire  consists  of  marshy,  iiat,  fenny  land, 
which  a  skilful  drainage  has  converted  into  fine  meadows  and  a  fertile  soil.  The  principal 
crops  raised  in  the  fens  are  corn,  iiax,  hemp,  beans,  and  potatoes.  The  gault  and  green- 
sand  valley,  thi-ough  which  the  Cam  flows,  is  called  The  Daii-ies,  being  wholly  occupied 
by  dairy  farms.  Stock  are  reared  here,  and  much  butter  and  cheese  sent  to  the  Loudon 
markets.  The  chalk  hills  alluded  to  are  bleak,  heathy,  thinly  inhabited,  and  present 
a  striking  contrast  to  the  level  and  fertile  aspect  of  the  central  and  northern  districts. 
The  hilly  parts  are  chieflj-  appropriated  to  sheep-walks.  Good  crops  of  barley  are,  how- 
ever, produced  where  the  soil  is  most  fertile.  The  county  retui-ns  three  members  to 
Parliament.  It  constitutes  the  archdeaconry  of  Ely,  in  the  diocese  of  Ely,  and  pro\'ince  of 
Cantcrbui-j',  and  is  also  part  of  the  archdeaconry  of  Sudbury.  It  is  in  the  South  Eastern 
circuit  (formerly  Norfolk) ;  the  assizes  being  held  at  Cambridge.  The  division  (or  liberty, 
as  it  was  legally  termed  before  the  passiag  of  the  Acts  6  &  7  "William  IV.  c.  87,  and  1 
"Vict.  c.  53)  of  the  Isle  of  Ely  possesses,  in  some  respects,  the  features  of  a  distinct  coimty, 
having  its  own  custos  rotulorum,  commission  of  the  peace,  and  police.  The  statutes 
just  named  have,  however,  practically  assimilated  the  judicial  administration  of  the  Isle 
(by  which  is  meant  that  portion  of  the  fens  known  as  the  Bedford  Level,  comprised 
in  the  county  of  Cambridge)  to  divisions  in  other  counties.  The  shire  has  17 
hundreds,  172  civil  parishes  (besides  parts  of  others) ;  8  poor-law  unions,  1  poor-law 
incorporation,  8  registration  districts ;  2  municipal  boroughs  [Cambridge*  and  "Wisbech*], 
8  urban  sanitary  authorities,  8  rural  sanitary  authorities  ;  and  6  turnpike  trusts.  It 
also  has  two  courts  of  quarter  sessions  (one  for  the  county,  so  called,  and  one  for  the 
isle),  and  is  divided  into  11  petty  sessional  divisions  (6  in  the  county  so  called,  and  5  in 
the  isle) .  The  borough  of  Cambridge  has  a  separate  commission  of  the  peace  and  court 
of  quarter  sessions;  the  borough  of  "Wisbech  has  a  separate  commission  of  the  peace 
only ;  both  boroughs  have  their  own  police.  The  only  parliamentary  borough  is  Cam- 
bridge, returning  two  members.  The  University  (6,250  electors  in  1881)  also  sends  two 
members  to  Parliament. 

Geological  Notes. — The  chalk  formation  prevails  in  the  southern  and  south-eastern  parts 
of  this  county,  where  it  forms  part  of  the  Chiltem  range.  The  gault  and  greensand 
appear  towards  the  centre,  followed  by  the  upper  and  middle  oolite,  while  the  drift  and 
post-tertiary  deposits  cover  the  north. 

Historical  Xotes. — Cambridgeshire  first  belonged  to  the  Iberians,  and  afterwards  to  a 
British  tribe  called  the  Iceni ;  and  being  overcome  by  the  Eomans,  was  by  them  included 
in  the  province  of  Flavia  Cassariensis.  On  the  retreat  of  the  Piomans  it  was  held  by  the 
"Welsh;  but  they  being  driven  out,  it  was  settled  by  the  same  English  "Waring  and 
Frisian  clans  as  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  W'hen  the  present  kingdom  of  England  was 
formed,  the  land  took  the  name  of  Grantbridgeshire,  and  in  870  was  wasted  bj-  the  Danes. 
In  875  these  invaders  again  occupied  the  country,  and  obtained  afterwards  a  permanent 
settlement  among  the  East  English,  but  in  921  an  army  of  these  settlers  surrendered  to 
Edward  the  Elder.  In  1010  a  fresh  swarm  of  Danes,  under  King  Swain,  for  the  second 
time  burned  Cambridge.  On  the  accession  of  William  the  Conqueror,  almost  the  only  part 
of  the  land  which  resisted  him  was  the  Isle  of  Ely,  where  the  gallant  Hereward  le  "Wake 
held  out  for  nearly  seven  years,  until  1074,  when  he  was  overpowered.  The  later  events 
are  of  little  importance.     There  are  abbey  ruins  at  Thomey  and  Denny. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — There  are  a  few  potteries  in  the  county,  also  paper  mills, 
parchment  works,  a  needle  factory,  &c.  Brewing  and  malting  are  large  trades.  Brick- 
making  is  carried  on  to  some  extent ;  also  lime-burning  for  manure.  Much  oil  is  pressed 
from  flax,  hemp,  and  cole-seed ;  and  printing  and  bookselling,  basket  and_  mat  making, 
employ  many  persons.  As  there  are  so  many  navigable  cuts  and  drains  in  the  county, 
the  employment  of  bargemen  and  boatmen  is  large,  and  many  persons  are  engaged  in 
ship,  boat,  and  barge  building.

The 
area  of  the  district  is  220,894  acres.  For  31  indictable  offences  reported,  33  persons  were 
apprehended,  and  28  committed  for  trial;  for  offences  determined  summarily,  959  persons 
were  proceeded  against  and  837  convicted,  165  persons  and  156  convictions  respectively 
being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.  There  are  258  public-houses,  253  beer- 
houses, and  13  refreshment-houses  within  the  district  controlled  by  the  force.

The  Cambridgeshire  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  two  administrative  battalion  of  Rifles.  The 
maximum  strength  of  the  force  is  1,600  of  all  ranks.  The  above  figures  include  those  for  the  3rd 
(or  University)  Corps,  which  has  a  distinct  establishment. 


COUNTY    OF   CHESTER. 

Cheshire  is  a  maritime  county  in  the  nortli-western  division  of  England,  botmded  on  the 
north  by  the  river  Mersey,  which  divides  it  from  Lancashire,  on  the  north-east  by  Yorkshire, 
on  the  east  by  Derbyshire,  south-east  by  Staffordshire,  south  by  Shropshire,  west  by  the 
river  Dee,  which  di  rides  it  from  Denbighshire  and  Flintshire,  and  north-west  by  the  Ii-ish 
Sea.  Length,  58  miles;  breadth,  36  miles ;  circumference, 200  miles ;  square  miles,  1,105. 
It  is  watered  by  the  rivers  Dee,  Mersey,  Weaver,  and  Bollin,  and  is  traversed  by  the 
Bridgcwater,  Grand  Trunk,  Chester  and  Nantwich,  EUesmere,  Macclesfield,  and  Peak 
Forest  canals,  and  about  2,400  miles  of  roads.  Cheshire  joins  the  great  system  of  railway 
transit  by  several  lines,  chiefiy  connecting  with  the  south,  and  continuing  the  Lancashire 
communication.  The  London  and  North  Western  is  the  chief  of  these,  passing  from  the 
south  by  Stafford,  Crewe,  and  Warrington,  to  the  north.  From  Crewe  branches  pass  to 
Stock[3ort  and  ]SIanchestcr  on  the  east,  and  to  Chester  and  Birkenhead  on  the  west.  From 
Chester  lines  run  to  Holyhead  in  North  Wales,  and  through  Shrewsbury  to  the  Welsh 
borders  and  to  South  Wales.  Other  lines  connect  Macclesfield  with  Staffordshire.  The 
comity  on  its  extreme  east  and  west  borders  is  level,  weU  wooded,  and  studded  with  small 
lakes  or  meres.  In  reality,  however,  Cheshire  has  no  extensive  woods.  Its  wooded 
appearance  is  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  its  numerous  hedges  and  hedge-row  trees.  Large 
tracts  of  peat  moss  and  black  moorland  exhibit  themselves  in  that  part  of  the  county 
which  lies  on  the  confines  of  Derbyshire  and  Yorkshire.  Cheshii-e  is  remarkable  for  its 
rich  pasture  lands,  which,  owing  to  the  moisture  of  the  climate,  retain  their  verdure  all  the 
year.  This  county  is  one  of  the  finest  grazing  districts  in  England.  The  cheese  of 
Cheshire  is  celebrated  not  only  all  over  the  United  Kingdom,  but  large  quantities  are 
annually  exported  to  many  parts  of  the  Continent  and  to  the  United  States.    The  new  red 
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sandstone  of  Cheshire  also  contains  inexhaustible  supplies  of  rock  salt,  vast  quantities  being 
annually  dug  up  both  for  home  consumption  and  for  exportation.  But  the  greater  pro- 
portion of  the  salt  of  Cheshire  is  obtained  by  evaporation  from  the  saline  springs  which 
are  so  abundant  in  the  comity.  The  other  mineral  j^roducts  are  coal,  copper,  and  lead, 
supplies  of  which  are  furnished  by  the  hilly  district  on  the  east  and  north-east  border. 
Cheshire  has  three  divisions  (east,  mid,  and  west),  each  of  which  sends  two  menibei-s  to 
Parliament.  The  borough  representation  comprises,  Chester  (city),  and  Macclesfield  and 
Stockport,  two  members ;  and  Birkenhead  and  Stalybridge,  one  member  each.  The  county 
constitutes  an  archdeaconry  and  diocese  in  the  province  of  York.  It  is  in  the  North 
Wales  and  Chester  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  in  the  city  of  Chester.  The  shire  has  7 
hundreds,  504  civil  jiarishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  11  poor-law  unions,  10  registry  dis- 
tricts, 8  municipal  boroughs  [Birkenhead,*  Chester  *  (city),  Congleton,*  Crewe,*  Hyde,* 
Macclesfield,*  Stalj'bridge,*and  Stockport*] ;  35  urban  sanitary  authorities,  11  rural  sani- 
tary- authorities,  and  20  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is 
divided  into  14  petty  sessional  and  12  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  city  of  Chester 
has  a  commission  of  the  peace  and  separate  coiu-t  of  quarter  sessions;  the  boroughs  of 
Birkenhead,  Congleton,  Crewe,  Macclesfield,  Stalybridge,  and  Stockport,  have  commissions 
of  the  peace  only.  The  city  of  Chester  and  boroughs  of  Birkenhead,  Congleton,  Maccles- 
field, Stalybridge,  and  Stockport,  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — The  general  area  of  this  county  is  covered  by  the  new  red  sandstone 
formation,  with  the  single  exception  of  a  narrow  belt  of  country  on  its  north-east  border, 
forming  a  portion  of  the  Derbyshire  and  Yorkshire  hills,  where  the  coal  measui-es  crop  out, 
followed  by  the  millstone  grit.  The  soil  of  Cheshire  is  very  fertile,  consisting  for  the 
most  part  of  a  red  rich  clayey  or  sandy  loam. 

Historical  Notes. — At  the  time  of  the  Eoman  invasion  this  county  formed  part  of  the 
territory  occupied  by  the  Comavii.  In  the  first  division  of  Britain  by  the  Romans  it  was 
included  in  Britannia  Superior,  and  in  their  subsequent  subdivision  it  became  part  of 
Flavia  Cassariensis.  After  the  departure  of  the  Romans  the  Welsh  held  it  till  about  607, 
when  it  fell  under  the  power  of  Ethelfrith,  king  of  Bernicia  ;  but  it  was  recovered  by  the 
Welsh,  who  held  much  of  it  till  it  was  again  taken  by  Egbert  in  828,  and  annexed  to  the 
kingdom  of  Mercia,  after  which  time  it  was  always  held  by  the  English.  W^illiam  the 
Conqueror  made  it  a  county  palatine  (with  separate  jurisdiction,  do-mi  to  1851),  for  his 
nephew,  Hugh  Lupus,  whose  dynasty  held  it  for  two  centuries,  but  since  1237  it  has  been 
the  appanage  of  the  eldest  son  of  the  king.  During  the  Parliamentary  war  Cheshire  was 
hotly  contested,  but  in  February,  1646,  the  Royalists  were  vanquished.  There  are  remains  of 
Rock  Savage  and  Birkenhead  priories. 

Trade,  Mamifacturcs,  S;c.- — The  chief  manufactures  are  cotton  and  silk,  ribbons  and  fancy 
goods,  linen,  shoes,  hats,  chemicals,  &c.  The  woollen,  worsted,  flax,  lace,  and  hose  manu- 
factures, are  inconsiderable,  as  also  paper  and  pottery.  Ship-building,  coal-mining,  rope- 
making,  brick  and  salt  making,  nail  and  file  making,  employ  numerous  hands.  There  are 
some  engine,  machine,  and  iron  works.  The  brewing  and  malting  are  not  carried  on  so 
extensively  as  in  many  other  shires.

COUNTY    OF    CORNWALL. 


A  covNTY  forming  the  soutli--«-est  extremity  of  England,  bounded  on  the  east-north-east  by 
the  river  Tamar,  which  divides  it  from  Devonshire,  and  on  all  its  other  sides  by  the  sea. 
Length,  .58  miles;  breadth,  46  miles;  circumference,  265  miles;  square  miles,  1,366. 
Watered  by  the  rivers  Lynter,  Looe,  Fowey,  Camel,  and  several  smaller  streams,  and  inter- 
sected by  4,800  miles  of  roads.  A  line  of" railway,  in  connection  with  the  Great  Western 
system,  passes  from  Devonport  along  the  southern  part  of  the  county  to  Penzance.  There 
are  branches  from  Truro  to  Falmouth,  and  Par  to  New  Quay  and  Fowey,  besides  several 
coast  routes,  and  other  lines  are  in  course  of  construction  in  different  parts  of  the  county. 
Agriculture  is  subordinate  to  mining  pursuits,  and  the  general  aspect  of  the  surface  is 
dreary  and  barren;  but' some  of  the  Cornish  valleys  are  very  fertile  and  beautiful.  The 
county  returns  four  members  to  Parliament— two  for  each  of  the  divisions,  east  and  west. 
For  mining  purposes  it  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  diichy,  and  for  no  other,  excepting 
in  such  cases  as  affect  land  or  life.  The  borough  representation  comprises  9  members  of 
Parliament,  as  follows :  Penryn  and  Falmouth,  2 ;  Truro,  2 ;  Bodmin,  1  Helston,_  1 ; 
Laimceston,  1  ;  Liskeard,  1 ;  St.  Ives,  1.  Cornwall  is  in  tho  Western  Circuit,  the;  assizes 
being  held  at  IBodmin,  and  it  constitutes  an  archdeaconrj-  in  the  diocese  of  Truro  (estab- 
lished in  1877)  and  province  of  Canterbury.  The  shire  has  9  hundreds,  2 1 8  civil  parishes,  13 
poor-law  unions,  14  registry  districts,  9  municipal  boroughs  [Bodmin,*  Falmouth,* 
Helston,*  Launceston,*  Liskeard,*  Penryn,*  Penzance,*  St.  Ives,*  and  Truro*  (city)]  ; 
19  urban  sanitary  authorities,  12  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  12  turnpike  trusts.  It 
also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  16  petty  sessional  divisions  and 
16  lieutenancy  sub-di^^sions.  The  boroughs  of  Helston  and  Penzance  have  commissions 
of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions  ;  the  boroughs  of  Bodmin,  Falmouth, 
Liskeard,  PenrjTi,  St.  Ives,  and  Truro  (city)  have  commissions  of  the  peace  only.  The 
boroughs  of  Falmouth,  Helston,  Launceston,  Penryn,  Penzance,  St.  Ives,  and  Truro  (city) 
also  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — The  prevailing  rocks  in  this  county  belong  to  the  primary  and  meta- 
morphic  series.  An  elevated  tract  extends  along  its  centre,  which  forms  a  ridge  of  rugged, 
bleak,  and  scantily  timbered  hills,  extending  from  Launceston  and  Bodmin  on  the  north- 
ea»5t  to  the  Land's  End  on  the  south-west.  This  ridge  consists  of  granite  rising  through 
the  clay-slate — the  grauwacke  of  the  geologists,  and  the  killas  of  the  miners.  Tho  latter 
reposes  on  the  granite,  and  is  the  predominating  rock  in  Cornwall.     Serpentine  appears  at

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the  Lizard's  Point,  and  millstone-grit  covers  a  small  portion  of  the  northern  extremity 
of  the  county.  The  granite  contains  numerous  veins  of  copper  and  tin,  the  staple  mineral 
products ;  small  quantities  of  lead,  silver,  iron,  zinc,  antimony,  manganese,  cobalt, 
bismuth,  and  arsenic  are  also  found  in  different  localities.  Value  of  yearly  produce  of 
tin  and  copper  from  240  mines,  giving  emplojTnent  to  60,000  persons,  £1,000,000.  The 
shaping  of  the  granite  for  building  stone,  and  of  the  millstone  grit  or  moorstone,  for  mill- 
stones, also  employs  great  numbers.  Veins  of  soapstone  and  potters'  clay,  valuable  in  the 
manufacture  of  porcelain,  add  fui-ther  to  the  resources  of  this  county. 

Historical  Notes. — Cornwall  was  known  to  the  ancient  Iberians,  who  traded  in  its  pro- 
ducts. In  the  time  of  the  West  Saxons  this  county  became  the  retreat  of  many  of  the 
Welsh ;  but  Athelstan  ultimately  brought  Cornwall  and  the  Seilly  Isles  f  uUy  under  English 
sway.  In  1329  Cornwall  was  created  a  duchy,  and  as  such  is  held  by  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
the  revenues  being  controlled  and  collected  by  a  Council.  Several  remains  of  logan 
stone,  cromlechs,  &c.,  arc  dispersed  about.  There  are  old  castles  at  Launceston,  Trematon, 
Lostswhiel,  St.  Michael's  Mount,  and  Tintagel,  the  reputed  birthplace  of  King  Arthur. 
Previoiis  to  the  passing  of  the  Eeform  Act  of  1832,  this  county  returned  no  less  than  44 
members,  to  Parliament ;  fourteen  of  its  boroughs  were  classed  under  schedule  A  of  that 
statute,  and  the  representation  of  five  others  reduced  to  one  member. 

Trade,  Manufacttires,  ^c. — Some  woollen  and  a  few  other  manufactures  arc  carried  on 
in  different  parts  of  the  county,  but  they  are  inconsiderable.  The  fisheries  afi"ord  profitable 
occupation,  pUchai'ds  being  taken  in  large  numbers.

C.  C,  Bodmin;  Joseph  Opie,  Bodmin ;  H.  Miller,  Camborne;  G.Barnes, 
Liskeard;  A.  T.  Grant,  Helston  ;  E.  Marshall,  Trui'o;  and  T.  Sherston,  Launceston); 
from  £199. 4s.  7d.  to  £136.  17s.  6d.  yearly,  and  boots,  horses,  carts,  forage,  and  stabling  as 
allowances;  10  inspectors,  from  £106.  9s.  2d.  to  £  yearly;    20  sergeants,    from 

29s.  2d.  to  25s. 8d.  weekly ;  and  163  constables,  from  23s.  4d.  to  20s".  5d.  weekly ;  total  of  all 
ranks,  201.  The  cost  of  the  force  in  the  previous  year  was  £16,830;  the  proportion  paid 
by  the  Government  was  £6,837.  The  area  of  the  district  is  865,787  acres.  For  91 
indictable  offences  reported,  98  persons  were  apprehended,  and  89  committed  for  trial ;  for 
offences  determined  summarily,  2,130  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  1,651  convicted, 
425  persons  and  417  convictions  resijectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness. 
There  are  644  pubUc-houses,  101  beer -houses,  and  12  refreshment-houses  witliin  the  district 
controlled  by  the  force.

COUNTY  OF  CUMBERLAND. 

The  most  north-westerly  coiinty  of  England.  On  the  north,  the  Solway  Firth  and  the 
Est,  Liddle  and  Sark  rivers  separate  it  from  Scotland  ;  on  the  west  is  the  Irish  Sea.  and  on 
other  sides  are  the  counties  of  Lancaster,  Westmoreland,  Durham,  and  ISTorthumberland. 
Length,  64  miles;  breadth,  35  miles;  circumference,  215  miles;  .square  miles,  1,565. 
Watered  by  the  rivers  Eden,  Irthino-,  Caldew,  Derwent,  Esk,  Duddon,  &c.,  and  traversed 
by  about  2*213  miles  of  roads.  In  this  county  are  the  lakes  Derwcntwater,  Bassenthwaite, 
Borrowdale,  Buttermcre,  and  Ullcswater.     The  Whiteharcn  and  Eurncss,  the  "Whitehaven 
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Junction,  and  tho  Marypor't  and  Carlisle  railways  form  a  semicircle  round  the  western 
part  of  the  county,  the  greater  part  constituting  a  coast  line.  The  Lancaster  and 
Carlisle  section  of  the  London  and  North  Western  Eailway  passes  hy  Penrith  to 
Carlisle.  There  is  a  line  from  Workington  (on  tho  coast)  to  Cockex-mouth,  thence 
to  Keswick  and  to  Penrith,  thus  crossing  the  county.  There  are  also  several  branch 
lines.  The  granitic  and  slaty  rocks  of  the  lake  district,  and  also  the  elevated 
portions  of  the  mountain  limestone  on  the  borders  of  Dm-ham  and  Northumberland, 
are  covered  by  a  very  thin  poor  soil,  consisting  principally  of  peat  earth.  These  spots  arc 
chiefly  used  for  sheep  pastures,  and  as  preserves  for  moor  game,  which  is  very  plentiful. 
Cranberries  are  also  abundant  on  the  Cumberland  mountains,  and  are  sent  to  the  London 
markets  in  considerable  quantity.  At  a  moderate  height,  however,  the  soil  of  these 
mountains  is  very  fertile,  yielding  good  crops  of  tho  ordinary  farm  produce.  Within  the 
last  few  years  a  considerable  portion  of  the  high-lying  land  of  the  Cumberland  mountains 
has  been  enclosed,  and  is  now  under  cultivation.  The  soil  of  the  new  red  sandstone  is 
very  productive  :  and  in  the  south  is  a  large  extent  of  grazing  land.  Almost  all  the  moors 
and  mountains  abound  in  valuable  minerals,  including  iron,  coal,  copper,  lead,  silver,  and 
plumbago.  The  coal  mines  of  Whitehaven  extend  a  long  way  under  the  town  and  beneath 
the  sea.  The  county  returns  four  members  to  Parliament,  two  for  each  of  the  di\asion3 
(East  and  West).  It  is  in  the  Northern  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Carlisle,  and 
constitutes  part  of  the  archdeaconry  and  diocese  of  Carlisle,  in  the  province  of  York. 
The  borough  representation  comprises  Carlisle  (city),  two  members,  Cockermouth  and 
Whitehaven  one  member  each.  The  sliire  has  5  wards,  208  civil  parishes,  8  poor-law 
unions,  1  poor-law  parish, 9  registry  districts,  1  municipal  borough  [the  city  of  Carlisle*], 
12  ui-ban  sanitary  authorities,  9  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  11  turnpike  trusts.  It  also 
has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  10  petty  sessional  divisions  and 
7  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  city  of  Carlisle  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  and  separate 
court  of  quarter  sessions ;  it  also  has  its  own  police. 

Geolotjical  Notes. — The  south-western  coast  and  a  large  portion  of  the  north  of  this 
county  tire  occupied  by  the  new  red  sandstone ;  its  central  portion  by  a  group  of  moim- 
tains  composed  of  silurian  rocks,  of  a  slaty  textiu-e,  with  gneiss,  granite,  and  trajj  rock. 
This  latter  district  is  remarkable  for  its  picturesque  scenery,  and  for  the  beauty  of  its 
lakes  and  waterfalls.  These  slate  rocks  are  succeeded  in  the  north,  north-west,  and  north- 
east by  mountain  limestone,  beyond  which  in  the  north-west  are  the  Whitehaven  coal 
fields,  bounded  by  a  narrow  strip  of  lower  red  sandstone. 

Historical  Notes. — Cumberland  was  the  ancient  seat  of  the  Cymri.  From  945  to 
1237  it  was  held  by  the  kings  of  Scotland,  but  at  the  latter  date  it  became  permanently 
annexed  to  the  English  crown.  Being  on  the  borders  of  Scotland,  this  coimty  was  tho 
seat  of  frequent  cormnotions  and  forays.  It  likewise  suffered  in  most  of  the  civil  wars. 
About  25  miles  of  the  Eoman  wall  passed  through  Cumberland  to  its  termination  at 
Bowness  on  the  Solway.  There  are  remains  of  Druidical  circles — as  Long  Meg  and  her 
Daughters,  and  the  Giant's  Grave  near  Penrith.  There  are  also  the  ruins  of  Lanercost 
and  "Caldor  abbeys,  and  of  Naworth,  Dacre,  Egremont,  and  other  castles. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  %c. — The  manufactures  are  cottons,  woollens,  linens,  earthenware, 
paper,  nails,  glass,  &c.  Ship-building  is  carried  on  to  some  extent  at  Wliitehaven.  The 
chief  house-building  material  is  stone,  brick  being  little  used.  Cumberland  contains  many 
good  grammar  and  local  schools,  which  engage  a  large  ediicational  staff.

For  204  indictable 
offences  reported,  144  persons  were  apprehended,  and  92  committed  for  trial ;  for  offences 
determined  summarily,  5,354  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  4,316  convicted,  2,030 
persons  and  1,979  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness. 
There  are  1,020  public-houses,  145  beer-houses,  and  8  refreshment-houses  within  the 
Cumberland  district.

The  Volunteer  Force. 

The  Cumberland  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  one  corps  of  Artillery,  and  one  administrative 
battalion  of  Rifles.     The  maximum  strength  of  the  force  is  1,620  of  sU  ranks. 
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COUNTY  OF  DERBY. 

As  inland  and  central  county,  having  Yorkshire  on  the  north,  Nottinghamshire  on  the 
oast,  the  counties  of  Leicester,  Warwick,  and  Stafford  on  the  south,  and  Stafford  and 
Chester  on  the  west.  Length,  52  miles ;  breadth,  30  miles;  circumference,  170  miles; 
square  miles,  1,029.  The  principal  rivers  are  the  Derwent,  Trent,  Dove,  and  Wye,  sup- 
plemented by  the  Erewash  and  Grand  Trunk  canals.  There  are  2,-500  miles  of  roads. 
Derbyshire  is  well  supplied  with  railways,  which  belong  mostly  to  the  Midland  Company. 
The  trunk  line  from  Exeter  to  Newcastle  and  Edinburgh  passes  through  Burton,  Derby, 
Belpor  and  Chesterfield,  so  as  to  run  through  Derbyshire  from  north  to  south.  At  Burton, 
the  line  formed  by  the  Leicester  and  Swannington,  and  the  North  Staffordshire,  passes 
through  the  south,  sending  off"  branches  to  Tutbury  and  Ashborne.  The  main  line  from 
London  through  Leicester,  sends  off"  branches  to  Nottingham,  the  Erewash  Valley,  through 
Codnor  to  Clay  Cross,  Belper  to  Ambergate,  and  from  Ambergate  to  Matlock,  Rowsley, 
Buxton,  &c.,  and  from  Derby  continues  its  direct  course  to  Carlisle  and  Scotland.  The 
Manchester  Sheffield  and  Lincolnshire  Railway  p  isses  through  Glossop,  and  skirts  the 
north-western  part  of  the  shire.  The  Manchester  and  Sheffield  line  to  Hull  passes  on  the 
north-east  from  Sheffield  to  Worksop.  The  Cromford  and  High  Peak  Railway  is  a  tram- 
way beginning  at  Cromford  on  the  Manchester  Buxton  and  Ambergate  Railway,  and  runs 
in  a  line  with  it,  again  joining  it  to  the  west  of  Chapel-en-le- Frith,  to  which  it  has  a 
branch.  There  are  several  tramways  to  the  collieries.  Some  parts  of  Derbyshire  are 
esteemed  as  the  most  beautifully  picturesque  of  any  in  the  kingdom.  The  peak  land  is 
very  barren,  but  in  the  south  is  some  very  rich  soil.  There  is  much  grazing  and  dairy 
land.  The  chief  crops  are  oats,  hay,  barley  (for  the  brewers),  potatoes,  and  wheat;  but 
this  county  is  rather  of  a  manufacturing  and  mining  than  of  an  agricultural  character.  In 
the  mineral  districts  belonging  to  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  a  custom  prevails  by  which  any 
one  in  search  of  ore  may  enter  any  field  and  dig  for  a  certain  time.  The  east,  north,  and 
south  divisions  of  Derbyshire  each  return  twu  members  to  Parliament.  The  county  is  in 
the  Midland  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Derby,  and  constitutes  an  archdeaconry  and 
deanery  in  the  diocese  of  Lichfield,  and  jDrovince  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representa- 
tion is  confined  to  Derby,  returning  two  members  to  Parliament.  The  shire  has  six 
hundreds,  322  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  9  poor-law  unions,  8  registry  districts, 
3  municipal  boroughs  [Chesterfield,*  Derby,*  and  Glossop*],  29  urban  sanitary  authori- 
ties, 9  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  33  tui-npike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of 
quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  li  petty  sessional  di\-isions  and  G  lieutenancy  sub- 
divisions. The  borough  of  Derby  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  and  separate  court  of 
quarter  sessions  ;  the  boroughs  of  Chesterfield  and  Glossop  have  commissions  of  the  peace 
only  ;  all  three  boroughs  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Xotvs. — The  north-west  part  of  the  county  is  mountainous,  several  of  the 
peaks  rising  to  the  height  of  upwards  of  1,700  feet,  and  Holme  Moss,  the  highest  point,  to 
1,859  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  Near  the  centre  of  the  county  is  a  rich  vein  of  lead 
ore.  It  also  contains  several  veins  of  iron.  In  the  mountainous  district  of  the  north-west 
corner  of  the  county  arc  several  extensive  caverns,  producing  a  beautiful  variety  of  .spar, 
extensively  wrought  into  vases  and  other  ornaments.  Petrifactions  are  also  common. 
Warm  springs  are  found  at  Matlock,  Buxton,  and  Stoney  Middleton,  and  at  Kedleston 
Park  is  a  sulphurous  spring.  Coal  is  found  in  various  parts  of  the  county.  Tlie  other 
mineral  products  are  gritstone,  limestone,  gypsum,  marble,  slate,  galena,  calamine,  zinc, 
china-stone,  pipe-clay,  petroleum,  manganese,  silver,  copper,  gold  in  small  quantities,  fire- 
brick, and  black  chalk. 

Historical  Notes. — This  county  seems  to  have  been  first  held  by  the  Iberians,  who 
gave  names  to  the  rivers  and  hills,  and  have  left  many  remains  of  circles,  cairns,  and  bar- 
rows, or  lows,  in  the  upland  districts.  The  Welsh  or  British  tribes,  whom  the  Romans 
subdued,  were  the  Coritani  and  Comavii,  and  the  county  was  made  part  of  the  province  of 
Flavia  Cajsariensis.  The  antiquities  are  Castleton  (Peveril's  Peak)  and  Codnor  castles, 
with  remains  of  Haddon  Hall,  Dale  Abbey,  and  Gresley  Priory. 

Trade,  Ma)iufactures,  ^c. — The  manufactures  arc  silk  throwing,  cotton  yarn,  elastic 
web,  cotton  and  silk  hosiery,  net,  candlewicks,  quilp,  laces,  wrought  marble,  tools, 
copperas,  &c. ;  there  is  a  good  deal  of  malting  and  brewing,  and  some  extensive  iron  foundries.

COUNTY    OF    DEVON. 

Devoxshihe,  or  Devon,  a  maritime  county  in  the  south-west  of  England  ;  bounded  on  the 
north-east  by  the  county  of  Somerset,  north-west  by  the  entrance  to  the  Bristol  Channel,, 
west-south-west  by  thoTamar  river  (which  divides  it  from  the  county  of  Cornwall),  and 
south  by  the  English  Channel.  Length,  69  miles ;  breadth,  C5  miles ;  circimiference,  278  miles ; 
square  miles  2,589.  It  is  watered'^by  the  rivers  Exe,  Dart,  Taw,  Torridge,  Tamar,  Otter, 
Teio'n,  Avon,  Erme,  Yeabn,  Plym,  Tavy,  Mole,  &c.  This  county  is  connected  with  tlie  canal 
system  by  the  Groat  Western  canal  from  Taunton  to  .Somerset,  passiiig  by  Tiverton  to 
Exeter.  "The  Tavistock  canal,  the  Stover  or  Teingracc  canal,  and  the  Torridge  canal  are 
small  canals  to  extend  river  navigation.  The  Bude  and  Holswortby  canal  connects  the 
Bude  and  Launceston  canal  A%-ith  the  river  Waldon.  The  harbours  are  very  fine  and 
niunerous.  Devon  is  traversed  by  more  than  7,200  miles  of  roads,  and  connected  with 
the  Great'Western  Railway  by  the  Bristol  and  Exeter  line,  which  extends  along  the  coast 
under  the  name  of  the  South  Devon  Bail  way  to  Cornwall.  There  are  branches  from  Newton 
Bushel  to  Torquay,  and  from  Taunton  to  Barnstaple.  There  are  also  the  London 
and  South  Westerii,  the  North  Devon,  and  the  West  Cornwall  railways.  Devonshire  is  an 
ao-ricultural  county,  but  is  more  uniformly  hilly  than  any  other  of  the  same  or  nearly  the 
same  extent  in  England.  Under  the  soft  climate  of  the  South  Hams,  there  is  a  continual 
succession  of  hill  and  vale,  woods,  orchards,  green  fields,  and  hedgerows.  Every  variety 
of  soil  is  foimd,  with  every  mode  of  cultivation,  as  the  dairy,  tillage,  orchai-d,  water 
meadow,  and  stock  breeding.  The  minerals  of  Devonshire  are  copper,  tin,  iron,^  lead, 
manganese,  antimony,  cobalt,  granite,  limestone,  marble,  gypsum,  and  slate.  Potter's  clay 
and  pipeclay  are  also  worked.  The  county  returns  six  members  to  Parliament,  bemg.two 
for  each  divdsion— east,  north,  and  south.  It  is  in  the  Western  circuit,  the  assizes  being 
held  at  Exeter ;  and  it  contains  the  archdeaconries  of  Barnstaple,  Exeter,  and  Totnos,  m 
the  diocese  of'  Exeter,  and  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  is  as 
follows:— Barnstaple,   two  members;    Dcvonport,    two    members;    Exeter    (city),,  two- 
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members;  Plj-mouth,  two  members;  Tavistock,  one  member,  and  Tiverton,  two 
members.  The  shire  has  33  hundreds,  483  ci^-il  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  16  poor- 
law  unions,  20  registry  districts,  1 1  municipal  boroughs  [Barnstaple,*  Bideford,*Dartmouth,* 
Devonport,*  Exeter  (city),*  Honiton,*  Pljonouth,*  South  Molton,*  Tiverton,*  Torrington 
(Great),*  and  Totnes*],  32  urban  sanitarv"  authorities,  16  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and 
22  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  22 
petty  sessional  divisions  and  23  lieutenancy  sub-di\-isions.  The  boroughs  of  Barnstaple, 
Bideford,  Dartmouth,  Devonport,  Exeter  (city),  Plymouth,  South  Molton,  and  Tiverton 
have  commissions  of  the  peace,  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions ;  the  borough  of 
Totnes  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of  Barnstaple,  Bideford, 
Devonport.  Exeter  (city),  Plpnouth,  Tiverton,  and  Totnes  have  their  o%vn  police. 

Geological  Notes. — Its  geological  features  comi^risc  a  dreary  waste  of  granite  at  Dartmoor, 
millstone  grit  in  the  centre  and  west,  and  the  Devonian  limestone  in  the  north  and  south. 
The  new  red  sandstone,  the  variegated  marls,  and  the  upper  greensand  and  gault  appeiir 
in  the  east. 

Historical  Xotis. — The  earliest  inhabitants  of  Devon  are  not  known,  but  are  supposed  to 
have  been  of  Lappish  or  Finnish  origin.  At  an  early  period  it  was  occupied  by  the  Iberians. 
The  tribe  found  here  by  the  Fiomans  was  named  the  Dunmonii.  On  the  departure  of  the 
Romans,  the  AVelsh  and  mixed  Romans  were  left  to  themselves,  and  several  West  Welsh 
kingdoms  were  formed  in  Devon  and  Cornwall ;  among  which  war  and  strife,  religious  and 
civil,  were  constant.  On  the  English  invading  Britain.  Devon  early  drew  their  attention, 
and  in  614  the  West  Saxons  made  their  first  attack.  Theii-  progress  was  slow,  and  it  was 
not  till  926  that  the  king  of  the  Cornwelsh  was  at  length  driven  beyond  the  Tamar.  From

were  extenninated,  and  the  old  land  settled  by  English.  The  AVelsh  called  this  shire 
Dcufiict/iif,  which,  according  to  Camden,  signifies  "  deep  valleys."  A  softening  of  this 
word,  with  tlie  addition  of  styrc,  signifying  a  share  or  portion,  appears  to  have  produced 
the  Anglo-Saxon  Bcvcnascyre,  Levunscyre,  Bcvenschirc — in  Domesday  Book.  Bwenscirc — 
in  modern  English,  Devonshire.  There  are  logan  stones  at  Drewsteignton,  old  castles  at 
Okchampton,  Compton,  and  Tiverton,  and  abbey  ruins  at  Tavistock.

COUNTY    OF    DORSET. 


Dorsetshire  is  a  maritime  county  on  the  south-west  coast  of  England,  having  on  tlio 
north-west  the  county  of  Somerset,  on  the  north  Wiltshire,  on  the  east  IIamp.shire,  on  the 
west  Devonshire,  and  on  the  soiith  the  English  Channel.  Length,  52  miles  ;  breadth,  37 
miles ;  circumference,  200  miles ;  square  miles,  987.  It  is  watered  hy  the  rivers  Stoui"  and 
Frome,  and  has  nearly  2,000  miles  of  roads.  The  Somerset  and  Dorset  Railway  connects 
Poole  with  most  of  the  towns  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  county.  The  Southampton 
and  Dorchester  Eailway  enters  Poole  from  Hampshire.  A  line  proceeds  from  Poole  to 
Dorchester,  and  thence  at  a  right  angle  to  Wejnnouth  and  Portland.  From  Dorchester 
there  is  a  line  to  Yeovil  in  Somersetshire,  with  a  branch  from  IMaiden  Newton  to  Bridport. 
On  the  north-western  border  are  the  Salisbury  and  Yeovil  Eailway,  and  the  London  and 
.South  Western  Extension.  The  climate  of  Dor.setsliire  is  mild  and  healthy,  although  the 
air  is  keen  and  bracing  owing  to  the  bareness  of  the  chalk  hills,  there  being  nothing  to 
break  the  force  of  the  winds  which  sweep  over  them.  The  soil  consists  mainly  of  loose 
sand,  gravel,  clay  and  chalk,  and  is  vcrj-  fertile  in  the  vallej's,  where  these  substances 
have  been  naturally  mixed  by  the  rivulets  which  run  down  from  the  hills,  carrying  the 
soil  with  them.  Many  thousands  of  sheep  are  pastured  on  the  Downs.  Dairy  husbandly 
is  carried  to  great  perfection,  and  Dorset  butter  is  much  esteemed.  The  Isle  of  Portland, 
a  broad  promontory  off  Wej'mouth,  united  to  the  mainland  by  the  Chesil  bank,  presents 
some  very  interesting  geological  features.  Poi'tland  stone  was  used  in  the  erection  of  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral,  Goldsmith's  Hall,  the  Eefoini  Club-house,  and  many  of  the  churches  and 
other  public  buildings  of  London.  The  county  returns  three  members  to  Parliament.  It 
is  in  the  western  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Dorchester ;  and  it  constitutes  an  arch- 
deaconry in  the  diocese  of  Salisbury,  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation 
comprises  Bridport,  Dorchester,  Poole,  Shaftesbury  and  Ware  ham,  one  member  each,  and 
Weymouth  and  Melcombe  Eegis  two  members.  The  town  and  borough  of  Poole  is  a 
county  of  itself,  and  Wareham  is  an  old  corporate  town  governed  by  its  distinctive 
charters.  The  shire  has  34  hundreds,  22  liberties,  288  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of 
others,  12  poor-law  unions,  11  registry  districts,  7  mimicipal  boroughs  [Blandford,* 
Bridport,*  Dorchester,*  Lyme  Regis,*  Poole,*  Shaftesbury,*  and  Weymouth  and 
Melcombe  Regis*],  11  urban  sanitary  authorities,  12  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  IG  turn- 
pike trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  9  petty 
sessional  divisions  and  9  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  county  and  borough  of  Poole  has 
a  commission  of  the  peace  and  separate  coui-t  of  quarter  sessions  ;  the  boroughs  of  Bridport, 
Dorchester,  Lyme  Eegis,  and  Weymouth  and  Melcombe  Eegis  have  commissions  of  the 
peace  only.  The  old  to'WTi  of  Wareham  has  annual  general  sessions  in  conformity  with 
the  pro\dsions  of  its  charters.  The  boroughs  of  Blandford,  Dorchester,  Poole,  and  Wey- 
mouth and  Melcombe  Eegis,  also  have  their  own  police- 

Geological  Notes. — The  surface  of  this  county  is  traversed  in  a  westward  direction  by  two 
ranges  of  chalk  hills,  well  known  as  the  North  and  South  Downs.  The  former  range 
enters  the  north-east  part  of  the  county  from  Wiltshii-e,  and  the  latter  stretches  across  its 
southern  border  from  the  Isle  of  Purbeck.  Both  ranges  iinite  at  their  western  extremity 
near  Beaminster,  forming  a  basin  called  the  Trough  of  Poole.  Within  this  basin  are  the 
formations  above  the  chalk,  consisting  of  the  London  clay  and  middle  eocene  (Barton  and 
Bagshot  series) ;  and  without  it,  the  formations  which  underlie  the  chalk,  namely,  the 
upper  greensand,  Weald  clay,  Purbeck  beds,  Kimmeridge  clay  and  Portland  oolite,  which 
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crop  out  from  teneath  the  South  Downs  towards  the  coast.  In  the  noi-th-westem  portions 
of  the  county  the  greensand  and  the  oolitic  strata  rise  to  the  surface  successively,  and  crop 
out  from  honeath  the  North  Downs.  The  western  extremity  of  the  county  is  occupied  by 
the  lowest  members  of  the  oolitic  series,  and  by  the  lias. 

Historical  iV^oCes.— Dorsetshire  was  called  by  the  Saxons  Dor-satta,  a  term  signifying 
"  dwellers  on  the  sea-shore."  It  became  part  of  the  kingdom  of  the  West  Saxons,  and  the 
see  of  a  bishop.  The  kings  dwelt  here  at  Corfe  Castle  and  Kingston,  and  in  the  minster 
many  of  them  are  buried.  On  the  shores  many  fights  took  place  ^\ath  the  Danish  rovers. 
In  the  Parliamentary  war  the  gentry  took  part  with  the  King,  and  held  out  in  many  sieges 
and  fights,  in  which  their  castles  were  ruined.  The  townsmen  sided  with  the  Parliament, 
but  the  country  people  held  aloof  both  from  the  King  and  Parliament,  and  formed  com- 
panies of  "clubmen"  to  keep  off  the  belligerents.  The  antiquities  comprise  Maiden 
castle,  near  Dorchester,  Gussage  Cowdown  barrows,  Bindon,  Cerne  and  Sherborne  abbeys, 
Wimborne  minster,  and  Portland  and  Corfe  castles,  with  many  British  and  Saxon  works 
on  different  parts  of  the  downs. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — The  manufactures  are  sailcloth,  sacking,  nets,  shoemakers- 
thread,  paper,  silk,  shirt-buttons,  gloves,  linen,  &c.,  with  malting  and  brewing.  In 
some  of  tlie  large  towns  are  iron  foundiies.  There  are  also  stone  quarries.  Ships  and 
yachts  are  built  at  Poole,  and  there  are  several  fishing  towns  and  watering  places.

COUNTY    (PALATINE)    OF    DURHAM. 

A  MARITIME  county  on  tlie  north-east  const  of  England,  bounded  on  the  south  and  soutli- 
west  by  the  river  Tees,  which  divides  it  from  Yorkshire.  The  western  extremity  of  the  county 
abuts  upon  Westmoreland  and  Cumberland,  and  on  the  north  the  rivers  Derwent  and  Tyne 
divide  it  from  Northumberland.  Lc^n2;tli,  48  miles  ;  breadth,  40  miles  ;  drcumfercnco,  160 
miles;  square  miles,  973.  Watered  by  {he  rivers  Tees,  Tyne,  Wear,  and  Derwont,  and 
intersected  by  1,800  miles  of  road.  The  railwaj'  system  of  Durham  is  very  extensive,  and 
the  lines  are  thickly  congregated  in  the  central  portions.  The  North  Eastei-n  Railway,  or 
York,  Newcastle,  and  Berwick  lines,  traverses  the  county  from  south  to  north,  associated 
with  numerous  branches.  The  West  Hartlepool  systen^  occupies  the  south-eastern  districts. 
The  Stockton  and  Darlington  line  (the  first  one  constructed  in  England)  runs  along  the 
southern  border.  The  various  branches  of  the  Wear  Valley  Railway  occupy  the  more 
western  of  the  central  districts,  while  the  Pontop  branch  is  in  the  north.  There  is  also 
the  Durham  and  Sunderland  line.  The  Newcastle  and  Carlisle  Railway  just  touches  the 
northern  border  of  the  county.  The  highlands  of  the  west  are  covered  with  moor  and 
heath,  but  are  rendered  profitable  in  some  degree  by  the  rearing  of  a  hardy  breed  of  horsop, 
which  are  much  valued  thi-oughout  England,  both  for  draught  and  for  the  saddle.     'J'l  » 
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Dui-ham  'breed  of  cows  raised  in  the  fertile  pastures  of  the  valleys  arc  also  esteemed  for 
the  quantity  of  milk  which  they  give.  The  millstone  grit  abounds  in  lead  mines,  parti- 
cularly about  Weardale  and  Teesdale.  Lead,  iron,  millstone,  and  coal  are  important 
mineral  products  of  this  county.  The  coal  fields  of  Dui-ham  are  the  most  valuable  in  the 
kingdom,  the  shafts  of  the  mines  descending  to  the  greatest  depth.  The  Monkwearmouth 
colliery  is  worked  1,800  feet  below  the  surface.  The  county  returns  four  members  to 
Parliament,  two  each  for  the  north  and  south  divisions.  It  is  in  the  north-eastern  (formerly 
in  the  northern)  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Durham,  and  constitutes  part  of  the  diocese 
of  Durham  and  province  of  York.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Durham  (city) 
and  Sunderland  two  members  each,  and  Darlington,  Gateshead,  Soiith  Shields,  Stockton 
and  the  Hartlepools  one  member  each.  The  shire  has  4  wards,  269  civil  parishes,  lo  poor- 
law  unions,  13  registrv  districts,  8  municipal  boroughs  [Darlington,*  Durham*  (city), 
Gateshead,*  Hartlepool,*  Jarrow,*  South  Shields,*  Stockton-on-Tees,*  and  Sunderland*], 
30  urban  sanitary  authorities,  15  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  5  turnpike  trusts.  _  It 
also  has  one  coujt  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  15  petty  sessional  divisions 
and  4  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Darlington,  Durham  (city),  Gateshead, 
.Tarrow,  South  Shields,  Stockton-on-Tees,  and  Sunderland  have  commissions  of  the  peace. 
The  boroughs  of  Durham  (city),  Gateshead,  Hartlepool,  South  Shields,  and  Sunderland 
have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Xotes.—Th.Q  western  part  of  this  county  consists  of  ranges  of  hiUs  which 
run  seaward,  enclosing  valleys  of  great  fertility.  These  hiUs  arc  of  miUstone  grit  and 
shale.  The  eastei-n  and  more  level  portion  of  the  county  is  occupied  by  the  magnesian 
limestone,  and  new  red  sandstone,  which  formations  are  bordered  on  the  west  by  a  narrow 
licit  of  old  red  sandstone.  The  more  central  districts  are  occupied  by  the  coal  measures, 
(rreenstone  and  basaltic  dykes  intersect  the  whole  of  these  formations  in  the  southern  parts 
of  the  countv. 

Sititorical  Notes. — Of  the  Roman  occupation  there  are  not  so  many  vestiges  as  in 
some  shires,  but  this  county  was  part  of  Maxima  Ctesariensis,  and  of  Deira  in  the  Saxon 
kingdom  of  Northumbria.  It  was  granted  to  St.  Cuthbert,  and  his  successors  in  the  see, 
as  tar  back  as  685,  and  was  held  by  the  bishops  as  a  county  palatine  from  the  Conquest 
imtil  1836,  when  the  jurisdiction  was  transferred  to  the  crown. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — The  chemical  manufactures  are  considerable ;  and  so  are 
those  of  glass  and  earthenware.  Paper-making  is  a  trade  of  some  extent.  Ship-building, 
and  the  making  of  sails,  anchors,  and  ropes,  are  largely  carried  on ;  also  timber-sawing, 
tanning,  brewing,  and  malting.  The  textile  manufacture  includes,  on  a  small  scale,  Avoollen 
and  worsted  stuffs,  flax,  linen,  carpets  and  rugs,  and  some  cotton  working.  Bricks  are 
made,  and  there  are  large  ironworks  and  machine  factories.

Essex  is  one  of  the  metropolitan  sliires,  a  maritime  county,  ■bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
counties  of  Suffolk  and  Cambridge,  on  the  west  by  those  of  Hertford  and  Middlesex,  on  the 
south  by  the  river  Thames,  which  separates  it  from  Kent,  and  on  the  east  by  the  German 
Ocean."  Length,  52  miles;  breadth,  47  miles;  circumference,  208  miles;  square  miles, 
1,657.  Watered  by  the  rivers  Stour,  Colne,  Blackwater,  Crouch,  Thames,  Chelmer,  Lea, 
and  Stort,  and  traversed  by  2,600  miles  of  roads.  The  railways  of  Essex  belong  to  the 
Great  Eastern  direction,  one  great  branch,  under  the  name  of  the  Cambridge  lino,  going 
from  London  north  by  Waltham  Abbey,  Hoddesdon  (with  a  branch  to  Hertford),  Bishop 
Stortford,  and  Saffron  Walden  to  Cambridge  ;  and  the  other  north-cast  by  Ilford,  Bomford, 
Brentwood,  Ingatestone,  Chelmsford,  AVitham,  and  Colchester  to  Ipswich,  with  Immchcs 
to  Maldon,  Braintree,  Sudbury,  Manningtree,  Harwich,  Hadleigh,  Halstead,  and  Castle 
Hcdingham.  In  the  south-west,  a  short  line  runs  from  Stratford  to  North  Woolwich  on 
the  Thames,  and  another  from  Stratford  to  Barking,  Purfleet,  Grays,  Tilbury,  Leigh,  and 
Southend.  The  Tendring  Hundred  branch  is  from  Colchester  to  Wivenhoe.  The  surface 
of  this  coimty  is  undulating,  with  a  gentle  slope  to  the  south,  and  hills  of  no  great  eleva- 
tion. High  Beech,  Tiptrec  Heath,  and  the  Laindon  and  Danbnry  hills  are  its  highest 
parts,  all  of  which  consist  of  London  clay.  The  forests  of  Hainault  and  Epping  were 
formerly  conspicuous  in  the  south-western  district,  but  the  former  has  well  nigh  disappeared, 
and  is  almost  wholly  absorbed  for  farm  lands  and  building  purposes  ;  the  latter  has  been 
rescued  from  obliteration  by  parliamentary  interference,  and  is  now  under  the  control  of 
the  Corporation  of  London.  Corn  is  grown  extensively  in  the  central  parts  of  Essex.  The 
marshes  bordering  the  Thames  and  the  sea-coast  have  been  generally  drained  and  converted 
into  excellent  grass  land.  The  county  returns  six  members  to  Parliament,  two  each  for 
the  east,  south,  and  west  divisions.  It  is  in  the  home  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Chelms- 
ford, and  constitutes  an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  St.  Albans  (formerly  Rochester)  and 
province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Colchester,  two  members, 
and  Harwich  and  Maldon,  one  member  each.  The  shire  has  1  liberty,  19  hundreds,  412  civil 
par ishes,besidos  parts  of  others,  1 7  poor-law  unions,'!  7  registry  districts,  4  municipal  boroughs 
[Colchester,*  Harwich,*  Maldon,*  and  Saffron  Walden*],  19  urban  sanitary  authorities, 
and  16  rural  sanitary  authorities.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into 
17petty  sessional  divisions  and  16  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Colchester, 
Maldon,  and  Saflron  Walden  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter 
sessions  ;  the  borough  of  Harwich  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of 
Colchester  and  Maldon  also  have  their  own  police.  The  liberty  of  Havering-atte-Bower 
has  under  its  charters  separate  courts  of  petty  and  quarter  sessions,  and  it  is  also  distinct 
from  the  county  for  the  purposes  of  a  county  rate.  The  parish,  town,  and  port  of  Bright- 
lingsea  is  a  non-corporate  member  of  the  Cinque  port  of  Sandwich,  in  Kent,  but  having 
been  placed  under  the  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  the  Essex  county  justices  the  Corporation 
of  Sandwich  does  not  exercise  jui'isdiction  therein ;  it  forms  part  of  the  Lexden  and  Wintrees 
Petty  Sessional  division. 

'Geological  Notes. — The  north-western  part  of  the  coimty  is  traversed  by  thechalk  hiUs 
of  the  Chiltern  range.  The  central  and  southern  portions  are  chiefly  occupied  by  the 
London  clay.  A  small  strip  of  the  post-tertiary  formation  appears  on  the  southern  and 
eastern  borders,  and  isolated  patches  of  the  sand  and  gravel  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  crag 
occur  at  Boxted,  Manningtree,  and  the  Naze. 

Historical  Notes. — Essex  takes  its  name  from  the  commonwealth  of  the  East  Saxons 
(one  of  the  English  tribes  which  settled  in  South  Britain),  and  of  which  Middlesex,  London, 
and  Hertfordshire  afterwards  formed  part.  After  the  Euskardians  and  Celts  had  been 
driven  out,  it  was  held  by  the  Belgic  tribe  of  the  Trinobantes  until  the  Eoman  inroad.  Of 
the  Romans  it  was  a  great  scat,  and  here  was  their  city  of  Camalodunum.  The  AVelsh 
again  becoming  masters,  were  afterwards  driven  out  by  the  East  Saxons.  In  823  it  came 
iinder  the  sway  of  the  West  Saxons  governed  by  Egbert.  In  the  great  ci\dl  war  Essex 
sided  with  the  Parliament,  and  formed  a  powerful  federation.  The  last  important  transac- 
tion connected  with  the  history  of  this  county  was  the  sea-fight  off  Harwich  (June  3, 1665), 
in  which  the  Dutch  fleet  was  defeated  by  the  Duke  of  York,  the  Dutch  admiral's  vessel 
being  blown  up,  fourteen  others  destroyed,  and  eighteen  captured.  Some  slight  rrmains 
stiU  exist  of  AValtham  and  Barking  abbeys,  and  of  Pleshey,  Hedingham,  Hadleigh,  and 
Colchester  castles.  The  Dunmow  flitch  of  bacon  is  stiU  contended  for  by  loving  couples 
who  have  not  quarrelled  for  a  year  and  a  day. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c— The  Essex  men  are  mostly  employed  in  husbandry  and  stock- 
feeding,  and  only  a  few  on  manufactures  of  silk,  silk  velvet,  crape,  lace,  straw-plait,  &c. ;  but

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some  of  tlio  finest  moirc-antiqucs  arc  made  at  Colchester.  The  minerals  worked  up  are, 
chalk  for  lime,  scptaria  for  Roman  cement,  clay  for  bricks,  and  salt  made  from  the  sea,  in 
all  of  which  there  is  some  trade.  The  towns  on  the  shores  are  very  busy  in  the  oyster  and 
other  fisheries,  and  in  shipping  corn,  coals,  and  timber.  At  "Waltham  Abbey  are  Govern- 
ment powder  works  ;  at  Purtioet,  i^owder  stores  ;  at  AVarley,  the  East  India  Barracks  ;  at 
Tilbury, forts  and  a  garrison;  and  at  Shoeburj'ness  is  an  extensive  practice  ground  for 
Government  artillery  of  the  largest  calibre.

The  Volunteer  Force.

>f  Rifles.     The  maximum  strength  of  the  force  is  about  4,000  of  aU  ranks. 


THE   LIBERTY   OF   HAVERIXG-ATTE-BOWER. 

This  liberty  and  manor  comprises  the  parishes  oi  Romford,  Hornchurch  and  Havering.  No 
loss  than  nine  charters  were  granted  to  the  liberty  by  various  monarchs  between  1465  (EdwardlY.), 
and  1665  (Charles  XL),  the  corporate  body  being  in  reality  the  whole  of  the  tenants  and  inhabi- 
tants. The  charters  generally  acted  upon  are  those  of  Edward  IV.  and  Elizabeth  (1559  and  1558). 
The  liberty  is  a  special  jurisdiction,  independent  of  the  county,  having  its  own  high  steward, 
magistrates,  clerk  of  the  peace,  coroner,  and  quarter  sessions  for  the  trial  of  offences  committed 
in  the  district  over  which  it  extends.  The  hish  steward  is  appointed  by  the  lord  of  the  manor, 
and  he,  in  his  turn,  appoints  a  deputy  steward.  They  are  magistrates  by  virtue  of  their  office, 
and  one  other  justice  of  the  peace  is  elected  by  the  tenants  and  inhabitants.  The  charters  also 
give  the  power  to  hold  a  court  of  demesne  (or  civU  court)  for  causes  arising  withm  [the  liberty,  but 
this  was  suspended  by  the  County  Com-ts  Acts.  The  petty  and  quarter  sessions  are  held  at  Rom- 
ford, in  the  County  Court  House,  Romford,  the  former  every  Thursday.  The  area  of  the  Hberty  in 
1881  was  15,957  acres,  or  about  10  square  miles,  and  the  population  numbered  12,306  persons, 
inhabiting  2,457  houses.  The  rateable  value  (1881)  was  £67,968  ;  the  income  by  the  Liberty  Rate 
in  1881  (Id.)  produced  £283,  and  the  total  income  from  aU  sources  was  £307  ;  the  total  expenditure 
(1831)  was  £567.

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COUNTY  OF  GLOUCESTER. 

A  COUNTY  in  the  west  of  England,  having  the  counties  of  Hereford,  Worcester,  and 
Warwick  on  the  north-west  and  north-east ;  Oxfordshire  on  the  east ;  Berks,  Wilts,  and 
Somerset  on  the  south  ;  and  the  estuary  of  the  Severn  and  the  county  of  Monmouth  on 
the  west.  Length,  60  miles;  hreadth,  43  ;  circumference,  245  miles;  square  miles,  1,258. 
The  principal  rivers  are  the  Severn,  Avon,  Lower  Avon,  Wye,  Thames,  Windrus,  Colne, 
Churnet,  and  the  Lech.  The  Severn  and  the  Thames  are  imited  by  a  canal.  The  former 
is  navigable  throughout,  and  will  take  large  ships  up  to  Gloucester.  The  Lower  Avon  is 
navigable  to  Bath,  and  will  bear  large  ships  to  Bristol.  There  are  docks  at  Bristol  and 
Gloucester.  Various  canals  connect  the  Severn  with  the  Trent  and  the  rivers  of  the  north. 
The  Stroudwater  canal  runs  from  the  Severn,  near  Framilode,  to  the  Thames  and  Severn 
canal  at  Wallbridge.  The  Hereford  and  Gloucester  canal  is  open  from  Gloucester  to 
Hereford.  The  Gloucester  and  Berkeley  canal  is  a  great  ship  canal,  16|  miles  long, 
without  a  lock.  There  are  about  3,150  miles  of  road.  The  railways  belong  chiefly  to 
the  Great  Western  system  which  passes  by  the  south  to  Bristol,  Exeter,  and  Pljonouth, 
and  at  Swindon  sends  off  a  northerly  branch  to  Cheltenham,  and  at  Gloucester  crosses  the 
Severn  and  joins  the  South  Wales  and  Hereford  lines.  A  branch  of  the  Midland  Railway 
passes  by  Birmingham,  Worcester,  Cheltenham,  and  Gloucester  to  Bristol,  with  a  line 
from  Ashchurch  to  Tewkesbury  and  some  other  smaller  branches  and  connection.  Sheep- 
farming  is  the  chief  employment  of  the  people  on  the  Cotswold  liills,  the  heights  of  which 
vary  from  200  to  upwards  of  1,000  feot.  Some  patches  of  woodland  are  scattered  over 
these  hills;  their  sides  abound  in  streams,  and  e^■ery  little  valley  has  its  brook.  The  soil 
is  seldom  more  than  five  inches  in  depth,  and  is  a  calcareous  loam  mixed  with  gravel  and 
small  stones.  The  climate,  considering  the  elevation  of  the  ground,  is  unusually  mild.  The 
principal  industrial  pursuits  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  vale  districts  consist  in  the  growing 
of  corn,  the  fattening  of  cattle,  and  the  making  of  cheese  and  butter.  The  grass  lands  of  the 
valley  of  the  Severn  are  chiefly  alluvial  deposits  from  that  river  or  its  tributaries.  There  axe 
mineral  springs  at  Cheltenham  and  Gloucester ;  and  among  the  antiquities  are,  Lanthony 
Abbey,  Berkeley  and  Sudeley  Castles,  and  Gloucester  Cathedral.  The  county  returns 
four  members  to  Parliament,  two  each  for  the  east  and  west  divisions.  It  is  in  the  Oxford 
circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Gloucester ;  and  it  comprises  two  archdeaconries,  in  the 
united  dioceses  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol  and  province  of  Canterbury.  The  Roman 
Catholics  have  a  Bishop  of  Clifton.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Bristol  (city), 
Gloucester  (city)  and  Stroud  two  members  each,  Cheltenham,  Cirencester  and 
Tewkesbury,  one  member  each.  The  shire  has  29  hundreds,  392  civil  parishes, 
besides  parts  of  others,  17  poor-law  imions,  1  poor-law  incorporation  or  special  district 
(the  City  of  Bristol),  17  registry  districts,  4  municipal  boroughs,  [Bristol*  (city), 
Cheltenham*,  Gloucester*  (city)  and  Tewkesbury*]  18  urban  sanitary  authorities, 
16  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  26  tui-npike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of 
quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  24  petty  sessional  divisions  and  19  lieutenancy 
sub-di%dsions.  The  boroughs  of  Bristol  (city)  Gloucester  (city)  and  Tewkesbury  have  com- 
missions of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions.  The  city  of  Bristol  has 
its  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — The  hill  district,  composed  of  the  Cotswold  range,  traversing  the 
county  from  north  to  south,  belongs  to  the  lower  oolite.  The  level  portion  enclosed 
between  the  Cotswold  hills  on  the  east,  and  the  river  Severn  on  the  west,  consists  of  the 
lias.  The  western  division  of  the  county  contains  two  coal  basins,  the  Bristol  coal  field 
on  the  south,  and  the  Forest  of  Dean  on  the  north,  the  whole  of  which  is  an  extensive 
coal  deposit,  surrounded  by  an  elevated  border  of  mountain  limestone  and  new  red  sand- 
stone. In  the  Forest  of  Dean  iron  ore  is  found  in  abundance,  and  numerous  furnaces  arc 
employed  in  efl'ecting  its  reduction;  coal  is  also  extensively  worked  here  and  in  th(^ 
Bristol  coal  fields.  Gypsum,  barytes,  quartz,  crystals,  limestone,  and  freestone  are 
obtained  in  this  county. 

Historical  Notes. — After  the  departure  of  the  Romans,  Gloucestershire  was  held  by  the 
Celtic  Britons  until  the  English  invasion.  It  was  seized  by  the  Middle  English,  and 
became  part  of  the  great  commonwealth  of  Mercia.  Ghvum  was  named  Gloucester,  and 
gave  name  to  the  shire,  now  commonly  shortened  to  Glo'ster  and  Glo'stersliire.  In  the 
middle  ages  there  were  conflicts  with  the  AVelsh.  The  Gloucestershire  people  had  a  great 
share  in  the  conquest  of  Wales  and  Ireland.  In  the  middle  ages  also  the  monasteries  of 
Gloucester,  Bristol,  Cirencester,  and  Tewkesbury  had  great  power.  Edward  II.  was  slain 
in  Berkeley  Castle  in  1327.     In  the  Yorkist  war  Queen  Margaret  and  her  son  were  taken 
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prisoners  at  the  battle  of  Tewkesbury,  on  May  14,  1471.  During  the  great  Civil  War 
many  battles  and  sieges  took  place  here. 

Trade,  2£aimfactures,  S^c. — This  is  a  considerable  manufacturing  county,  the  leading 
manufactures  being  silk,  hosiery,  woollens,  gloves,  stockings,  cotton,  baskets,  brushes, 
combs,  shoes,  earthenware,  glass,  nails,  and  pins.  The  Stroud  valley  is  celebrated  for 
producing  first-class  broadcloths.

T.  Busson,  Northleach)  from  £177.  15s.  5d.  to  £120.  10s.  lOd.  yearly,  and  £52  each  as 
allowances;  3  inspectors,  at  £91.  os.  Od. ;  44  sergeants,  28s.  Od.' weekly;  and  254 
constables,  from  24s.  6d.  to  20s.  5d.  weekly  ;  total  of  all  ranks,  312.  The  cost  of  the 
force  in  the  previous  year  was  £28,829 ;  the  proportion  paid  by  the  Government  was 
£11,211.  The  area  of  the  district  is  801,951  acres.  For  305  indictable  offences  reported, 
248  persons  were  apprehended,  and  206  committed  for  trial  ;  for  oftences  determined 
summarily,  0,768  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  5,192  convicted,  1,314  persons  and 
184  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.  There  are 
1,005  public-houses,  1,223  beer-houses,  and  28  refreshment  houses  within  the  district  con- 
trolled by  the  force.

The  Volunteer  Force. 

The  Gloucestershire  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  one  corps  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry.  Maximum 
strength  of  estahlishment,  425  of  all  ranks.  Headquarters,  Badminton.  Hon.  Colonel,  Duke  of 
Beaufort;  Lieut-Coh)nels,  C.  W.  Miles  and  Lord  Fitzhardinge ;  Adjutant,  Major  E.  M. 
Dansey.  One  brigade  of  Artillery  ;  two  corps  of  Engineers  (including  contingents  from  Devon 
and  Somerset) ;  and  two  administrative  battalions  of  Eiflcs.  The  maximum  strength  of  the  force 
(exclusive  of  Yeomanry)  is  4,420  of  all  ranks. 


COUNTY  OF  HEREFORD. 

Ax  inland  shire  on  the  border  of  Wales,  formerly  part  peopled  by  Welsh  ;  bounded  on 
the  north  by  Shropshire  and  Worcestershire,  on  the  east  by  Worcestershire  and 
Gloucestershire,  on  the  soiith  by  Monmouthshire  and  Gloucestershire,  and  on  the  west  by 
Eadnorshii-e,  Brecknockshire,  and  Monmouthshire.  Length,  40  miles;  breadth,  34  miles; 
circumference,  ISO  miles;  square  miles,  836.  Watered  by  the  Wye,  Lugg,  Monnow, 
Teme,  Arrow,  and  Froome  rivers.  There  are  also  the  Leominster  and  Gloucester  canals; 
and  close  upon  1,800  miles  of  roads.  By  means  of  the  Shrewsburj-  and  Hereford,  the 
Kcw'port  and  Abergavenny,  and  the  Hereford,  Ross,  and  Gloucester  railways,  there  is  a 
great  north  and  south  line  from  Liverpool  to  South  Wales  and  Bri.stol ;  and  by  the  railway 
through  Gloucester  there  is  a  communication  from  Wales  to  the  metropolis  and  the  east. 
There  are  also  the  Worcester  and  Hereford,  and  the  Hereford,  Hay,  and  Brecon  railways. 
The  surface  is  beautifully  diversified  by  hill  and  dale,  the  former  commanding  some  of  the 
finest  views  in  England,  noble  and  extensive  woods  and  orchards  alternating  with  rich 
cornfields  and  verdant  meadows.  The  soil  is  favourable  to  growth  of  oak,  elm,  alder,  and 
other  timber,  which  is  abundant  everywhere.  The  shire  is  good  for  tillage,  and  is  well 
known  for  its  breed  of  oxen.  The  orchards  yield  good  cider  and  perry,  and  the  leading 
crops  are  wheat,  barley,  hops,  clover,  vetches,  oats,  and  tuniips.  The  county  returns 
three  members  to  Parliament.  It  is  in  the  Oxford  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at 
Hereford ;  and  it  constitutes  an  archdeaconry  and  deanery  in  the  diocese  of  Hereford, 
province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Hereford  (city)  two 
members,  and  Leominster  one  member.  The  shire  has  11  hundreds;  258  ci-\-il  parishes, 
besides  parts  of  others;  8  poor  law  unions;  7  registry  districts;  2  municipal  boroughs 
[Hi>rcford*  (city),  and  Leominster*]  ;  4  urban  sanitary  authorities;  8  rural  sanitary  autho- 
rities; and  7  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is"  divided 
into  11  petty  sessional  divisions,  and  11  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  borough  of 
Hereford  (city)  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  and  separate  court  of  quarter  sessions  ;  the 
borough  of  Leominster  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  only,  but  both  have  their  own 
police. 

Geological  Xoti's. — Herefordshire  belongs  mostly  to  the  old  red  sandstone  formation,  and 
the  soil  is  principally  a  deep,  heavy,  red  loam,  changing  to  clay  or  gravel.  The  minerals 
include  limestone,  sandstone,  and  other  building  stones,  which  are  not  much  wrought. 

Historical  Notes. — The  earliest  historical  occupation  of  Herefordshire  is  that  of  the 
Silures,  a  tribe  of  Iberian  or  Euskardian  origin,  who  had  displaced  the  Briton  or  Welsh  in 
many  parts  of  South  and  West  Britain,  but  who,  in  the  centurj'  before  the  coming  of 
Julius  CfEsar,  had  themselves  been  driven  back  by  newer  comers — the  Belgas.  About  the 
year  73,  Julius  Frontinus  overcame  the  Silurians  and  took  Herefordshire,  which  remained 
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under  the  sway  of  the  Romans  for  400  years.  On  their  withdrawal,  the  Welsh  for  a  short 
time  became  masters ;  hut  the  English  having  taken  East  Herefordshire,  it  was  brought 
within  the  bounds  of  the  great  commonwealth  or  kingdom  of  Mercia.  In  819  the  Danes 
became  masters  of  IMercia,  and  made  Kenulf  king  ;  but  Herefordshire  again  fell  under  the 
sway  of  the  West  Saxon  kings,  and  became  part  of  the  great  kingdom  of  the  English. 
There  are  old  castles  at  Wilton,  Goodrich,  Kilpeck,  Lyonshall,  Long  Town,  Clifford,  and 
Wigmore.  In  feudal  times  this  shire  was  under  the  Lord  President  of  the  Welsh 
Marches.  Offa,  king  of  the  Middle  English,  threw  up  a  great  wall  called  Offa's  dyke, 
beyond  which  if  any  Welshman  was  found  his  right  hand  was  cut  off. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — The  manufactures  are  few  and  unimportant,  consisting 
chiefly  of  some  coarse  woollens,  gloves,  and  hats.  Brewing  and  malting  are  on  a  very 
small  scale. ,

COUNTY  OF  HERTFORD. 


Hertfordshire  is  an  inland  county,  bounded  on  the  north  hy  Cambridofeshirc,  on 
the  north-west  by  Bedfordshire,  on  the  west  by  Buckinghamshire,  on  the  south  by 
Middlesex,  and  on  the  east  by  Essex.  Length,  35  miles  ;  breadth,  26  miles,  circumference, 
185  miles;  square  miles,  611.  The  principal  rivers  are  the  Lea  and  the  Colne,  which 
have  numerous  small  affluents.  Part  of  the  Grand  Junction  Canal  runs  throug'h  the 
county,  which  has  1,550  miles  of  roads.  The  principal  railways  are  the  London  and  North 
Western,  Midland,  Great  Northern,  and  Great  Eastern  (Cambridge)  lines.  The  county  is 
traversed  by  several  chalk  ridges,  which  nowhere  rise  above  900  feet ;  it  is  well- wooded 
and  finely  diversified,  and  has  a  mild,  salubrious,  and  dry  climate.  It  is  most  known  for  its 
husbandry,  and  forthe  growth  of  the  best  white  wheat  and  barley.  It  yields,  besides  grain, 
turnips,  &c.,  vegetables  and  hay  for  the  London  market;  also  apples,  cherries,  currants, 
and  strawberries.  The  nurseries  are  famous  for  the  growth  of  roses.  The  county  returns 
three  members  to  Parliament.  It  is  in  the  Home  Circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Hert- 
ford; and  it  constitutes  a  deanery  in  the  diocese  of  St.  Albans  (formerly  Rochester)  and 
province  of  Canterbury'.  The  borough  of  Hertford  returns  one  member  to  Parliament. 
The  shire  has  8  hundi-eds,  138  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  13  poor-law  unions, 
10  registry  districts,  2  municipal  boroughs,  [Hertford*  and  St.  Albans  (city),*]  11  urban 
sanitary  authorities,  13  rural  sanitary  anthorities,  and  4  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has 
two  courts  of  quarter  sessions,  (the  separate  jurisdiction  of  the  Liberty  of  St.  Alban  was 
brought  to  an  end  by  37  and  38  Vict.  c.  45,  by  which  the  Liberty  was  amalgamated  with

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the  county.  For  sessional  purposes  only  the  county  has  two  di^-isions,  viz.,  Hertford 
Division  and  the  Liberty  of  St.  Albans  Division),  and  is  divided  into  15  petty  sessional  and 
15  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Hertford  and  St.  Albans  (city)  have  com- 
missions of  the  peace,  and  their  own  police.  The  Metropolitan  Police  District  extends  into 
the  coimty. 

Geological  Xotcs. — Hertfordshire  belongs  to  the  London  chalk  basin  ;  the  extreme  soutn 
consists  of  London  clay,  then  comes  the  plastic  clay,  but  the  northern  part  oi  the  shire  is 
chalk.  The  mineral  characteristics  of  the  district  are  neither  varied  nor  important,  and 
the  medicinal  springs  are  few. 

Historical  Notes. — In  the  Roman  division  of  Britain  this  shire  was  included  in  Flavia 
CfBsariensis.  On  the  English  taking  the  county,  it  seems  to  have  first  formed  a  common- 
wealth under  the  name  of  the  North  Saxons,  and  was  afterwards  shared  between  the  king- 
doms of  Essex,  or  the  East  Saxons,  and  Mercia  or  the  Mid-English.  The  English  settlers 
•were  mostly  of  the  same  clans  as  those  in  Middlesex  and  Essex.  The  great  kings  of  the 
Middle  English  dwelt  in  the  shire.  It  afterwards  took  the  name  of  Hartingfordshire,  from 
the  tribe  of  the  Hartings  who  settled  in  its  head  town.  In  896  a  severe  contest  took  place 
in  the  county  between  King  Alfred  and  the  Danes.  In  the  AVars  of  the  Eoses  thi-ee  great 
battles  were  fought  here — in  14.55,  at  St.  Alban.s,when  the  Lancastrians  were  vanquished; 
in  1461,  at  St.  Albans,  when  the  Yorkists  were  overthrown  ;  and  in  1468,  at  Barnet,  when 
the  Lancastrians  wore  defeated.  There  are  castle  ruins  at  Berkhampstead  and  Hertford, 
and  there  is  the  fine  abbey  church  (now  the  cathedral  of  the  diocese)  at  St.  Albans. 

Trade,  Manufactures^  S;c.— The  manufactiu'es  are  straw  plait,  silk,  and  paper,  together 
with  brewing,  tanning,  cun-ying,  parchment  making,  brick  and  tile  making,  earthenware, 
sail-making,  coach  building,  lace  making  and  type  founding.

COUNTY   OF   HUNTINGDON. 

HuxTixGDONSHiRE,  or  Huiits,  IS  an  inland  county,  belonging  to  the  South  ilidland  division, 
havdng  Northamptonshire  on  the  north-west  and  north,  Cambridgeshire  on  the  north- 
east and  east,  and  Bedfordshire  on  the  south-west.  Length,  32  miles  ;  breadth,  23  miles; 
circumference,  125  miles;  square  miles,  361.  Watered  by  the  rivers  Ouse  and  Nene  and 
traversed  by  530  miles  of  roads.  The  Great  Northern  Railway  intersects  the  county  from 
south  to  north,  passing  by  St.  Neots  and  Huntingdon,  and  is  crossed  by  the  Cambridge, 
St.  Ives  and  Huntingdon  Eiiilway,  a  branch  of  the  Great  Eastern.  The  northern 
border  is  skirted  bv  the  Northampton,  Peterborough  and  Ely  line.  The  turnpike  roads, 
including  the  old  North  Koad,  are  manv  and  good.  A  good  deal  of  land  is  laid  down  for 
grazing,  and  the  meadows  feed  many  fat  cattle  for  the  great  towns.  The  land  in  the  fens 
grows  many  willows,  but  otherwise  it  is  generally  bare  of  trees.  In  the  upland,  corn  is 
grown.  Huntiugdonshii-e  produces  forest  marble,  bricks,  tiles,  peat-turf,  wheat,  barley, 
beans,  turnips,  rape,  hay,  clover,  mustard,  cattle,  sheep,  hogs,  water-fowl,  eels,_  &c. 
The  county  sends  two  members  to  Parliament,  and  it  has  long  been  joined  wath  Cambridge- 
shire in  the  shrievalty,  the  two  having  only  one  sheriff.  It  is  in  the  south-eastern  circuit 
(formerly  the  Norfolk),  "the  assizes  being  held  at  Huntingdon :  and  it  constitutes  an  arch- 
deaconry in  the  diocese  of  Ely  and  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  is 
confined  to  Huntingdon,  which  returns  (with  Godmanchester  as  a  contributory  borough) 
one  member.  The  shire  has  4  hundieds,  104  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  3  poor- 
law  unions,  3  registry  districts,  3  municipal  boroughs  [Godmanchester,*  Huntingdon,* 
and  St.  Ives*],  5  urban  sanitary  authorities,  3  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  3  turnpike 
trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  5  petty  sessional 
divisions  and  4  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  have  neither  separate  com- 
missions  of  the  peace  nor  police  establishments. 

Geological  Notes.— The  south-eastern  part  of  the  shire,  which  rises  into  smaU  hiUs, 
is  mainly  ironsand,  the  middle  is  Oxford  clay,  the  north-eastern  part  is  fen  land,  and 
the  northern  stone-brash  ;  so  that  this  shire  belongs  mostly  to  the  oolite  and  kindred 

Historical  JSfotes.—Thc  shire  is  thought  to  have  been  won  from  the  Britons  by  the 
Iceni,  a  tribe  of  the  Belga?.  The  Romans,  having  taken  the  country,  long  held  it  as  part 
of  their  province  of  Flavia  Cffisariensis.  They  seem  to  have  had  stations  called  Durolipons 
at  Godmanchester,  and  DurobiivK  at  Water  Newton,  on  the  Nene ;  at  Chesterton  was  a 
camp.  Their  great  roads,  the  Ermine  Street  and  Via  Devana,  passed  through  the  county. 
The  Romans  having  loft,  the  East  English  took  this  part  of  the  country  from  the  Welsh, 
but  afterwards  the  Mid-English  held  it  till  it  became  part  of  the  kingdom  of  England. 
The  earldom  was  one  of  the  chief  under  the  early  kings,  and  it  is  still  held  by  the  family 
of  Hastings.  There  were  two  great  abbevs,  Ramsey  and  Sawtiy  St.  Judith,  and  castles  at 
Kimbolton  and  Huntingdon.  Alwalton,  "Conington,  Hartford,  and  Leighton  Branswold 
churches  have  remains  of  Norman  building. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-f.— Most  of  the  working  population  are  engaged  in  husbandry. 
Few  handicrafts  are  carried  on ;  these  are  chiefly  brick-making,  paper  and  parchment 
making,  brewing,  malting,  currying  and  tanning,  iron-founding  and  lace-making.

The  cost  of  the  force 
in  the  in-evious  year  was  £5,184;  the  proportion  paid  by  the  Government  was  £2,126. 
The  area  of  the  district  is  229,575t  acres.  For  34  indictable  offences  reported,  22  persons 
were  apprehended,  and  14  committed  for  trial;  for  offences  determined  summarily,  1,016 
persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  884  convicted,  115  persons  and  100  convictions 
respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.  There  are  306  public-houses, 
275  beer-houses,  and  4  refreshment-houses  within  the  district  controlled  by  the  force.

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COUNTY  OF  KENT. 

A  MARITIME  county,  "bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Thames  and  German  Ocean,  east  and 
south-east  hy  the  latter  and  the  Strait  of  Dover,  south  by  Susses,  and  west  by  Surrey, 
and  having  on  its  east  and  south  coasts  the  North  and  South  Forelands  and  Dungeness. 
Length,  67  miles;  breadth,  35  miles;  circxunference,  190  miles;  square  miles,  1,627* 
Watered  by  the  Stour,  Medwaj-,  Darent,  and  other  rivers.  The  ]\Iedway  is  the  noblest 
feeder  of  the  Thames,  and  has  a  total  length  of  sixty  miles,  forty  of  which  are  navigable. 
Lime-buming  is  can-ied  on  upon  the  Lower  Medway ;  on  the  upper  streams  the  paper 
trade,  to  which  it  is  navigated  by  steam  power.  Ships  and  large  vessels  get  up  to  Rochester 
bridge.  The  Dour  river  is  a  very  trifling  stream,  but  it  received  its  j^resent  name  from 
the  Britons,  signifying  "water,"  and  was  kno-mi  also  to  the  Romans  as  the  Dui'ius.  It 
gives  name  to  Dover,  in  the  valley  of  which  it  anciently  fonned  the  haven,  now  built 
upon  and  earned  out  seaward.  The  river  Rother  rises  in  Sussex ;  it  is  navigable  on  its 
entry  into  Kent,  and  was  anciently  called  by  the  Britons  and  Romans  the  Limcne,  entering 
the  sea  at  New  Romney.  In  the  time  of  Edward  I.  it  deserted  its  channel,  and  formed  a 
new  one  by  Eye  and  Winchelsea.  The  principal  canal  is  the  Royal  Militaiy  Canal, 
running  along  the  borders  of  Romney  Marsh  from  the  Rother  to  Hj-the,  veiy  little  above 
the  level  of  the  sea.  The  Gravosend  and  Rochester  Canal  has  been  partly  used  for  the 
North  Kent  Railway,  but  its  basins  and  the  portions  from  Gravesend  to  Higham  still 
remain.  The  county  is  intersected  by  nearlj-  4,400  mUes  of  roads,  and  the  railway  com- 
munication is  effected  by  the  lines  belonging  to  the  South  Eastern,  and  London  Chatham 
and  Dover  Railway  Companies.  On  that  part  of  the  coast  bounding  the  estuary  of  the 
Thames,  there  are  numerous  examples  both  of  the  gain  and  loss  of  land  by  the  sea.  Off  the 
east  shore  lie  the  well-known  GoodwHln  Sands,  between  which  and  the  mainland  is  the 
equally  well-known  roadstead  called  the  Downs.  Kent  may  be  designated  a  hilly  country, 
being  divided  by  two  nearly  parallel  chains  of  chalk  hills,  which  traverse  the  county  west 
to  east,  terminating  in  lofty  chalk  cliffs  at  Dover,  Folkestone,  and  Hytlie.  The  climate  of 
Kent  is  in  general  mild  and  genial.  The  soil  may  be  di%'ided  into  the  gravel,  chalk,  and 
clay,  which  produce,  where  they  mix  in  due  proportion,  an  extremely  fertile  loam.  The 
alluvial  soils  along  the  Thames  and  IMedwaj',  and  in  Romney  ^Marsh,  produce  some  of  the 
richest  pastures  in  the  kingdom.  The  gardening  of  the  county  was  much  improved  by 
the  Netherland  refugees  in  the  sixteenth  centurj'.  The  woods  in  Kent  are  extensive,  and 
produce  much  oak,  beech,  hop-poles,  billet-wood,  hoops,  and  bark,  besides  timber  for  ships 
and  house-building.  The  lathe  of  Sutton-at-Hone  is  a  great  fruit  district,  and  the  valley 
of  the  Medway  is  famous  for  hops,  and  the  hoiDping  season  is  as  joyous  here  as  the  vintage  is 
elsewhere.  Building  stone  is  quarried,  in  the  chalk  and  the  ragstone  of  the  Weald 
Faversham,  Milton  and  WTiitstable  are  celebrated  for  their  oysters.  The  county  returns 
two  members  for  the  east  di\'ision,  two  for  the  mid,  and  two  for  the  west.  It  is  in  the 
South-eastern  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Maidstone,  and  it  constitutes  the  archdea- 
conries of  Canterbury  and  Rochester,  in  those  dioceses,  province  of  Canterbury-.  The  borough 
representation  comprises  Canterbury  (city),  Dover,  Greenwich  (metropolitan  borough), 
Maidstone,  Rochester  (city),  and  Sandwich,  two  members  each,  Chatham,  Gravesend,  and 
Hythe,  one  member  each.  The  shire  has  o  lathes  and  61  hundreds,  and  comprises  the 
barony  of  Bircholt,  the  lowery  of  Tunbridge,  the  liberty  of  the  Isle  of  Sheppey,  the 
liberty  of  New  Romney,  437  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  25  poor-law  unions 
exclusive  of  the  Metropolis,  I  poor-law  district  under  a  special  Act  (Canterbury),  3  poor- 
law  unions  within  the  Metropolitan  district  (Greenwich,  Lewisham  and  Woolwich), 
29  registry  districts,  12  municipal  boroughs  [Canterbury,*  (city  and  county  of  itseK),  Deal,* 
Dover,*  Faversham,* Folkestone,*  Gravesend,*  Hythe,*  Maidstone,*  Margate,* Rochester* 
(city) ,  Sandwich,*  and  Tenterden*],  35  ui-ban  sanitarj-  authorities,  25  rural  sanitary  authori- 
ties, and  22  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into 
16  petty  sessional  divisions  and  17  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  All  the  boroughs  above 
named  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions,  and  their 
own  police.  The  liberty  of  Romney  Marsh*  has  petty  and  general  sessions,  and  the 
ancient  borough  of  Queenborough*  has  a  court  of  quarter  sessions  distinct  from  the 
count}-.  Dover,  Hythe,  New  Romney,  and  Sandwich  are  cinque  ports,  and  Deal, 
Faversham,  Folkestone,  and  Margate  are  corporate  members  of  one  or  other  of  them. 
Fordwich*  (corporate  member  of  the  cinque  port  of  Sandwich),  Lydd*  (corporate  member 
of  the  cinque  port  of  New  Romney),  and  New  Romney*  are  governed  under  old  charters 
and  not  amenable  to  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1835.  The  Cinque  Port  justices  (see 
p.  137)  exercise  jurisdiction  in  and  for  the  Deal  Division  of  the  Kberties  of  the  cinque 
ports  (comprising  the  parishes  of  Ringwould  and  Walmer  and  the  hamlet  of  Kingsdown) , 
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and  the  parish  and  town  o  Ramsgate.  Tho  towns  of  Ramsgato  and  Tunbridge  Wells 
maintain  2iolice  establishments  separate  from  the  county.  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
^^f^r^-,^^  included  in  the  Metropolitan  Police,  Central  Criminal  Court,  Metropolitan  Board 
ot  Works  .and  London  School  Board  jurisdictions  (see  pp.  183,  184). 

Geological  A^o^es.— Chalk  and  greensand  prevail  in  the  hills ;  and  clay  mixed  with 
gravel,  sand,  or  loam,  in  the  more  level  tracts. 

Historical  Notes.— Kent  is  first  distinctly  noticed  by  the  name  of  Caniium,  doubtless  a 
iLatmization  of  the  ancient  British  appellation  of  the  same  territory.  By  the  Saxons  it 
was  called  at  first  Kant-wara-rikc,  moaning  the  "  Kentish  men's  country."  The 
present  name  is  an  evident  derivation  of  the  first  word  of  the  Saxon  compound.  In  the 
earliest  times  of  English  history  the  "men  of  Kent"  showed  themselves  true  to  their 
origin,  and  were  looked  upon  as  the  stay  of  our  naval  power.  Hence  the  establishment 
ot  the  Cinque  Ports,  endowed  with  exclusive  and  valuable  privileges,  and  which,  down 
to  the  seventeenth  century,  supplied  the  greater  part  of  the  shipping  and  seamen  to  our 
fleets.  It  remains  at  the  present  time  in  the  possession  of  the  chief  of  our  naval  arsenals, 
and  contains  many  important  establishments.  Julius  Caesar  landed  here,  and  Kent 
has  been  the  seat  of  many  sanguinary  conflicts.  AVilliam  the  Conqueror  burnt  Romney 
and  Dover,  but  confii-med  the  men  of  Kent  in  their  privileges.  These  are  chiefly  com- 
prised m  gavelkind  (from  the  Saxon  Gafcl,  signifying  a  rent  or  acknowledgment  in 
money  or  in  kind,  and  Gafelkind  lands,  those  for  which  a  rent  was  paid,  or,  in  other 
words,  lands  held  by  socage  tenure,  in  contradistinction  to  those  which  were  held 
by  military  service),  or  the  succession  of  all  the  sons,  or  brothers,  and  nephews  to 
landed  property,  and  the  right  of  non-forfeiture  of  lands,  except  for  treason.  The 
year  1170  is  memorable  for  the  return  of  Thomas  a  Becket  from  his  long  exile,  and  still 
more  so  for  his  murder  at  Canterbury  ;  nor  is  the  year  1172  less  remarkable  for  the  volun- 
tary penance  which  Henry  II.  underwent  at  his  tomb.  In  1381  the  insurrection  under 
Wat  Tyler  commenced  at  Dartford,  and  the  insurgents  encamped  on  Blackheath, 
whence  they  proceeded  to  London.  In  1450,  also,  the  rebels  under  Jack  Cade  en- 
camped upon  Blackheath,  and  on  the  same  heath,  in  the  February  following,  a  great 
number  of  his  partisans  craved  pardon  of  the  king  upon  their  knees.  In  1459  four 
thousand  French  troops  landed  on  the  coast,  and  burned  the  town  of  Sandwich.  The 
year  1677  is  memorable  in  Kentish  annals  for  the  daring  attack  made  by  a  part  of 
the  Dutch  fleet  on  the  shipping  in  the  Medway.  In  December,  1688,  the  fugitive 
King  James  II.  was  seized  at  Sheemess,  and  conveyed  to  Favcrsham.  The  Emperor 
Charles  V.  landed  at  Dover  from  Corunna,  May  16,  1520,  on  a  visit  to  Henry  VIII. 
Charles  II.  landed  at  the  same  place,  May  26,  1660,  on  his  return  from  exile. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^r.— The  manufacturing  industries  of  Kent  include  the  making 
of  bricks,  tiles,  pottery,  cement,  and  lime,  in  which  several  thousand  people  are  engaged, 
paper,  gunpowder  (Dartford,Erilh,Tunbridge,and  Faversham),  sugar-moulds,tobacco-pipes, 
hop-bags,  sacks,  copperas,  siigar  refining,  tar,  whiting,  and  Tunbridge  ware.  There  are 
also  considerable  ship-building  and  marine-engine  yards,  iron  foundries,  breweries,  malt- 
ingp  and  tanneries.  The  chief  seats  of  manufacture  are  Greenwich,  Deptford,  Dartford, 
Maidstone,  Northfleet,  and  Faversham.

THE  CINQUE  PORTS. 

In  the  time  of  the  Emperor  Diocletian,  the  Romans  placed  that  part  of  the  British  coast  nearest 
the  Continent  under  an  officer  called  the  "  Count  of  the  Sea  Coast,"  whose  duty  it  was  to  protect 
it  from  invasion.  In  imitation  of  this,  Edward  the  Confessor  constituted  the  five  ports  of  Dover, 
Hastings,  Hytbe,  Romney  and  Sandwich,  a  body  corporate,  under  the  government  of  a  portreeve 
or  warden,  who  also  held  the  office  of  Constable  of  Dover  Castle,  and  they  afterwards  became 
designated  as  "  The  Cinque  Ports ;  "  to  these  were  added  in  early  times  the  ancient  towns  of 
WinchUsea  and  Rye,  to  which  all  the  pri^oleges  of  the  Cmque  Ports  were  given.  They  had  a 
peouUar  jiu'isdiction,  separate  from  that  of  the  county,  and  were  obhged  to  fui-nish  shijjs  and  forces 
in  war  time,  l)ut,  m  return,  were  exempted  from  pecuniary  subsidies  and  had  other  immunities,  one  of 
which  was  that  they  could  not  be  sued  in  any  but  their  own  towns  ;  the  warden  was  also  permiited 
to  rank  as  an  admiral.  WOliam  the  Conqueror,  however,  first  gave  the  Cinque  Ports  an  inde- 
pendent jurisdiction;  by  him  they  were  created  into  a  palatmate,  with  a  lord  warden,  who  was 
invested  \vith  civil  and  military  authority,  the  chief  seat  of  his  administration  being  Dover  Castle. 
Each  of  the  five  ports  had  its  own  coi-poration  of  twelve  jurats,  from  whom  the  mayor  and  bailiff 
were  chosen.  Formerly  there  were  several  courts  exercising  a  general  jurisdiction  over  the  ports,  and 
then-  members,  extending  from  Bu'chington,  near  Margate,  to  Seaford,  in  Sussex,  that  of  Sbepway 
being  the  supreme  court.  The  lord  warden  was  the  president,  the  other  members  being  the  several 
mayors  and  baUiifs,  and  a  certain  number  of  jurats  from  each  town.  The  Court  of  Brotherhood 
and  the  Court  of  Guestling  were  in  some  respects  to  be  compared  with  the  Imperial  Parliament, 
and  it  is  believed  they  were  the  models  on  which  the  latter  was  originally  estabhsbed.  The  Court 
of  Lodemnnage  licensed  and  regulated  the  pUots.     These  courts  are  now  only  mere  forms.     In  the 
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6tli  year  of  bis  reign,  Edward  I.  gave  the  oldest  charter  now  on  record  ;  it  is  99  years  older  than 
the  first  charter  of  the  City  of  London.  It  states  that  the  kriig  had  seen  the  charter  granted  by 
his  predecessors,  WOham  I.  and  Edward,  the  Confessor.  In  the  18th  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
same  monarch,  each  of  the  ports  returned  two  "barons"  or  members  to  Parhament.  Charles  II. 
gave  the  Cinque  Ports  theu-  last  charter  in  the  20th  year  of  his  reign.  UutU  the  revolution  of  1688 
the  lord  warden  exercised  the  right  of  nominating  one,  and  sometimes  both  the  members  of 
Parhament  for  each  port ;  a  special  Act  abolished  this  privilege  in  1689.  The  Parhamentary 
Reform  Act  of  1832  and  the  Municipal  Act  of  1835  broke  up  to  a  great  extent  the  pecuhar  pohtical 
and  municipal  organization  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  and  their  local  government  has  been  assimilated 
to  other  towns.

COUNTY  OF  LANCASTER. 

A  MARITIME  comity,  situated  on  the  western  coast,  bounded  on  the  north,  by  the  counties 
of  Cumberland  and  Westmoreland,  on  the  east  by  that  of  York,  on  the  south  by  that  of 
Chester,  and  on  the  Avest  by  the  Irish  Sea.  Length,  75  miles  ;  breadth,  43  miles ;  circum- 
ference, 295  miles ;  square  miles,  1,905.  The  rivers  are — the  Mersey,  Eibble,  Wjtc, 
Lune,  Leven,  Irwell,  Douglas,  Crake,  and  Dudden.  There  are  also  the  Leeds,  Lancaster, 
and  other  canals,  and  more  than  4,200  miles  of  roads.  A  complete  network  of  railways 
(principally  the  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  London  and  North  Western,  Manchester, 
Sheffield  and  Lincolnshire,  Midland,  and  Great  Western  systems),  and  several  important 
canals,  afford  extensive  means  of  conveyance  to  all  parts  of  the  kingdom.  The  highest 
summits  hero  arc  the  "  Old  Man,"  in  Coniston  Fells,  2,577  feet  above  sea-level,  and  another 
close  by  of  the  same  height.  The  other  principal  elevations,  in  the  main  parts  of  the 
county,  are  Pendle  Hill,  1,803  feet;  Bleasdale  Moor,  1,709  feet;  Boulworth  Hill, 
1,689  feet;  and  Eivington  Moor,  1,545  feet  above  sea-level.  The  peat  mosses 
or  bogs  of  Lancashire  form  one  of  its  most  remarkable  physical  features.  The 
most  extensive  of  these  are — Chat  Moss,  7  miles  west  of  Manchester,  about  5  miles  long, 
and  3  miles  broad;  AYhite  Moss,  Rainford  and  Kirby  Moss,  Halsall  and  Rufford  Mosses. 
The  surfiice  of  C!hat  Moss  is  composed  of  a  long,  coarse,  sedgy  grass  and  heath,  beneath 
which  there  is  a  depth,  in  some  places,  of  34  feet  of  morass.  But  when  drained,  these 
soils  have  been  found  to  rest,  like  the  Irish  bogs,  on  beds  of  rich  marl.  The  climate  is 
temperate,  but,  in  general,  extremely  hmnid,  especially  on  the  western  side.  A  great 
part  of  the  county,  especially  east  of  the  Lancaster  and  Preston  Eailway,  is  chiefly  under 
grass,  and  let  as  dairy  farms.  The  soil  varies  considerably,  but,  with  the  exception  per- 
haps of  the  Fylde,  which  is  comparatively  rich,  cannot  be  called  naturally  fertile.  The 
principal  crops  are  oats,  wheat,  barley,  turnips,  and  especially  potatoes,  for  the  cultivation 
of  which  Lancashire  was  early  noted.  A  large  quantity  of  cheese  also  is  made  in  the 
south  and  west  parts ;  but  this  shire  owes  its  celebrity,  wealth,  and  population  to  its 
manufactures  and  commerce,  and  not  to  agriculture.  Lancashire  is  a  coimty  palatine,  in 
the  northern  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Lancaster,  Livei-pool  and  Manchester.  It  com- 
prises the  diocese  of  Liverpool  and  parts  of  the  dioceses  of  Manchester,  Chester,  Carlisle,  and 
Eipon,  in  the  province  of  York.  The  county,  for  Parliamentary  purposes,  is  in  four  di\'isions, 
north,  north-east,  south-east,  and  south-west,  and  returns  two  members  for  each.  The 
borough  representation  is  as  follows : — Liverpool  and  Manchester,  three  members  each  ; 
Blackburn,  Bolton,  Oldham,  Preston.  Salford,  and  AVigan,  two  members  each ;  Burnley, 
Bury,  Clitheroe,  Rochdale,  and  Warrington,  one  member  each.  The  shire  has  6  hundreds, 
455  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  21  poor-law  unions,  3  poor-law  parishes 
(Liverpool,  Jlanchoster,  and  Toxteth  Park),  27  registry  districts,  25  municipal  boroughs 
[Accrington,*  Ashton-iuider-Lyne,*  Barrow-in-Fumess,'*  Blackburn,*  Blackpool,  *Bolton,* 
Bootlc-cum-Linacre,*  Bolton,*  Burnley,*  Bury,*  Chorley,*  Clitheroe,*  Heywood,* 
Lancaster,*      Liverpool    (city),*      Manchester     (city),*      Oldham,*      Over     Darwen,* 

*  Fz(fe ''Municipal  Corporations  Companion,"  <S;c.  Waterlow  &  Sons  Limited. 
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Preston,*  Eochdale  *  St.  Helen's,*  Salford,*  Southport,*  Wigan*  and  Warrington*], 
131  tu'ban  sanitary  authorities,  2.5  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  37  turnpike  trusts. 
It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  20  police  divisions 
(the  petty  sessional  divisions  have  undergone  considerable  change  since  the  census  of 
1871),  and  16  lieutenancy  sub-di-\asions.  The  boroughs  of  Bolton,  Liverpool  (city),  Man- 
chester (city),  and  "Wigan  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter 
sessions ;  the  boroughs  of  Accrington,  Ashton-under-Ljme,  Blackburn,  Bootle-cum-Linacre, 
Burnley.  Bury,  Clitheroe,  Lancaster,  Oldham,  Over  Darwen,  Preston,  Eochdale,  Salford^ 
Southport  and  Warrington  have  commissions  of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of 
Accrington,  Ashton-under-Ljme,  Barrow-in-Furness,  Blackburn,  Bolton,  Lancaster,  Liver- 
pool (city),  Manchester  (city),  Oldham,  Preston,  Eochdale,  Salford,  Southport,  Warrington, 
and  Wigan  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — The  whole  of  the  western  coast  of  Lancashire,  from  Liverpool  to 
Lancaster,  is  covered  by  post-tertiary  accumulations  of  clays,  silts,  sands,  gi-avels,  marls,  and 
peat-moss.  New  red  sandstone  occupies  the  valley  of  the  Mersey  in  South  Lancashire,  and 
also  a  considerable  portion  of  the  western  side  of  the  county,  as  far  north  as  the  River  Lune. 
The  coal  measui-es  which  fc  rm  the  South  Lancashire  coal  field  crop  out  from  under  the  new 
red  sandstone.  Xorth  of  the  river  Lune  the  county  is  chiefly  occupied  by  the  mountain 
limestone.  Near  Kirkby  Lonsdale  the  old  red  sandstone  rises  to  the  surface.  The  millstone 
grit  and  silurian  slate  rocks  form  the  heights  wliich  skirt  the  eastern  side  of  this  county. 

Historical  Xotcs. — The  name  of  this  county  is  a  contraction  of  Lancaster-shire.  The 
Britons,  under  King  ^-Vrthur,  fought  several  battles  with  the  Saxons  on  the  banks  of  the  river 
Douglas,  but  from  the  year  559  until  the  fourteenth  century  there  is  no  remarkable  fact 
recorded  relative  to  this  shire.  In  1323  it  suflered  from  an  invasion  of  the  Scots,  and  in 
1363  it  was  erected  into  a  palatinate  by  Edward  III.,  in  favoui-  of  his  fourth  son,  John  of 
Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster.  In  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  the  impostor  Lambert  Simnel, 
with  a  body  of  Irish  pai-tisans  and  2,000  Germans,  landed  at  the  Pile  of  Poundrey,  in 
Morecambe  Bay ;  and  in  Henry  VIII. 's  reign,  when  the  "  Pilgrims  of  Grace,"  as  the  rebels 
of  the  north  were  called,  were  making  theu-  way  southward,  the  malcontents  of  Lancashire 
took  up  arms,  but  were  speedily  subdued.  During  the  great  civil  war  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  I.,  no  county  was  more  frequently  the  scene  of  action  than  this.  Charles,  with 
his  Scotch  forces,  marched  through  this  shire  in  1651,  on  his  route  to  Worcester  (in  this 
year  Lancashire  suffered  much  from  pestilence).  AVilliam  III.,  on  his  way  to  Ireland, 
passed  tlirough  and  embarked  at  Liverpool,  June  14,  1690.  In  1715  the  Pretender 
entered  this  coimty,  but  surrendered  to  the  King's  forces;  and  in  1745  the  Young  Pre- 
tender was  joined  here  by  small  numbers  of  Lancashire  men. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — Lancashire  is  the  chief  seat  of  the  cotton  manufacture, 
which  has  increased  since  1770  with  a  rapidity  altogether  unparalleled  in  the  history  of 
industry'.  There  are  nearly  400  coal  mines  under  inspection  in  this  county,  and  a 
thii'd  part  of  the  soap  used  in  Great  Britain  is  manufactured  in  Liverpool  and  its  ^-icinity.

COUNTY   OF   LEICESTER. 


One  of  the  North  Midland  counties,  having  Derbyshire  and  Nottinghamshire  on  the 
north,  Lincolnshire  and  Rutlandshire  on  the  east,  Northamptonshire  on  the  south,  and 
Warwickshire  and  Staffordshire  on  the  west.  Length,  38  miles  :  breadth,  32  miles ; 
circumference,  165  miles;  square  miles,  803.  Principal  rivers,  the  Soar  and  the  Wrebe. 
There  are  also  the  Union  and  other  canals,  and  1,900  miles  of  roads.  The  county  is  con- 
nected by  canals  with  all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  is  traversed  in  almost  every  direction 
by  railways,  principally  the  Midland.  In  addition  to  coal,  the  principal  mineral  productions 
are — limestone,  gypsum,  slate,  red  granite,  whetstones,  and  clay.  Along  the  banks  of  the 
streams  the  pastiire  is  devoted  to  the  fattening  of  stock,  or  for  meadows ;  while  on  the 
higher  and  colder  land  it  is  chiefly  applied  to  dairy  farming,  and  yields  good  cheese, 
likewise  a  specially  rich  cheese,  named  Stilton,  first  made  in  the  last  century.  Barley 
is  the  principal  cereal;  but  wheat,  oats,  and  beans  are  all  extensively  cultivated  and 
produce  excellent  crops.  The  Leicestershire  sheep  all  have  long  combing  wool.  The 
county  returns  two  members  for  the  north  division  and  two  for  the  south.  It  is  in 
the  JNIidland  circuit  (formerly  the  Norfolk) ;  the  assizes  are  held  at  Leicester,  and  it 
constitutes  an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  Peterborough,  province  of  Canterbury. 
The  borough  representation  is  confined  to  Leicester,  which  also  returns  two  members. 
The  shire  has  6  hundreds,  331  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others;  11  poor-law  unions, 
11  i-egistry  districts,  1  municipal  borough  [Leicester*];  11  urban  sanitary  authorities, 
10  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  9  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter 
sessions,  and  is  di\'ided  into  9  petty  sessional  divisions,  and  9  lieutenancy  sub-divisions. 
The  borough  of  Leicester  has  a  commission  of  the  peace,  separate  court  of  quarter  sessions, 
and  its  own  police. 

GeoJogicnl  Notes. — The  surface  of  the  county  is  gently  undulating.  Geologically  it 
is  nearly  equally  divided  between  the  lias  and  the  variegated  marls,  the  former  occupying 
the  eastern  part  and  the  latter  the  western.  The  lower  oolite  appears  in  the  north-east, 
and  the  coal  measures  in  the  south-west,  the  latter  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ashby-de-la- 
Zouch.  Portions  of  the  lower  red  sandstone  and  the  Cambrian  and  trapj)ean  rocks  also 
appear  in  the  west. 

Historical  Notes. — The  first  people  known  in  this  part  of  England  were  the  Coritani 
Welsh,  who  were  overcome  by  the  Romans.  The  tei-ritory  was  afterwards  taken  by  the 
English  and  Warings,  named  the  Middle  English,  and  shared  the  fate  of  the  kingdom  of 
Mercia.  Later,  the  Northmen  settled  here.  It  was  within  the  Dane-laga  ;  but,  after  the 
Conqueror  became  king,  it  was  like  the  other  shires.  There  are  abbey  remains  at  Leicester 
and  Gracedieu,  and  ancient  castles  at  Ashby-de-la-Zouch,  Donington,  and  Bradgate,  where 
Lady  Jane  Grey  was  born. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  &c. — The  staple  manufacture  is  worsted  and  cotton  hose.  The 
elastic  web  and  shoe  trades  have  been  recently  introduced.  Silk  plush  for  hats  and  lace 
are  likewise  made.  Here  are  many  makers  of  agricultural  implements  ;  collieries  and  iron 
mines  are  largely  worked ;  pottery  and  fire-brick  making  are  carried  on  upon  a  large  scale.

COUNTY    OF    LINCOLN. 


A  COUNTY  in  the  eastern  part  of  England,  on  the  shores  of  the  North  Sea,  bct'.vcen  the 
Humber  and  the  Wash.  Norfolk  touches  the  south-east  angle  on  the  borders  of  the  AVash, 
followed  on  the  south  by  Cambridgeshire  (the  Isle  of  Ely),  Northamptonshire  and  Rut- 
landshire. Leicostonshire  appears  on  the  south-west,  Nottinghamshiie  on  the  west,  and 
Yorkshire  lies  to  the  northward,  partly  intercepted  by  the  Humber.  The  length  of 
tho  county  is  73  miles  ;  breadth,  48  miles;  circumference,  260  miles  ;  square  miles,  2,776. 
Watered  by  tho  Humber,  Trent,  Witham,  Welland,  Glen,  and  other  rivers.  The  great- 
havens  are  Gain.sborough,  Great  Grimsby,  and  Boston.  There  are  about  6,000  miles  of 
roada.  The  canal  and  railway  systems  are  very  complete ;  the  principal  railways  being  the 
Great  Northern  and  the  Manchester  Shi^fiBeld  and  Lincolnshii-e.  This  extensive  county, 
once  a  congeries  of  impassable  fens  and  desolate  heaths  and  wolds,  is  now  reclaimed  and 
cultivated,  and  the  climate  has  been  greatly  improved  in  salubrity  by  the  drainage  of  the 
vast  tracts  of  marshes.  Lincolnshire  has  three  county  divisions,  called  the_  Tarts  of 
Holland,  Kesteven,  and  Lindsey,  and  there  are  also  three  parliamentary  divisions,  each 
returning  two  members,  viz..  North,  Mid,  and  South.  It  is  in  the  Midland  circuit,  the 
assizes  being  held  at  Lincoln,  and  constitutes  part  of  the  diocese  of  Lincoln,  province 
of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Boston,  Grantham,  and  Lmcoln 
(city),  two  members  each;  Great  Grimsby  and  Stamford,  one  member  each.  The  shire 
hns  31  hundreds,  wapentakes,  liberties,  and  sokes,  751  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  oi 
others,  14  poor-law  unions,  14  registry  districts,  6  municipal  boroughs  [Boston,*  Grant- 
ham,* Grimsby,*  Lincoln*  (city),  Louth,*  and  Stamford*],  24  urban  sanitary  authorities,^ 
14  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  12  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  three  courts  of 
quarter  sessions  (one  for  each  di-vision),  and  is  divided  into  19  petty  sessional  divisions  and 
13  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Grantham,  Lincoln  (city),  and  Stamford 
have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions;  the  boroughs  of 
Boston,  Grimsby,  and  Louth  have  commissions  of  the  peace  only.  AU  the  boroughs  have 
their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes.— A  considerable  portion  of  Lincolnshire  is  overspread  by  the  driit 
and  post-tertiary  formations,  which  cover  the  whole  of  the  southern  part  of  this  county  and 
its  eastern  coast,  skirting  the  banks  of  tho  Humber  and  Trent  as  far  as  Gainsborough. 
This  district  is  flat  and  marshy,  and  from  its  border  the  subjacent  strata  rise  to  the  surface 
with  tho  greatest  regularity,  'forming,  comparatively  speaking,  elevated  tracts.  From 
Barton-on-the-Humber  to  Burgh,  near  Wainfleet,  a  line  of  chalk  downs  extends,  called  the 
Wolds.  The  upper  and  lower  greensand  forms  a  belt  skirting  the  chalk  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Wolds.  The  Oxford  clay  crops  out  from  beneath  the  greensand,  forming  a  large 
central  valley,  which  lies  between  the  Wolds  and  a  parallel  range  of  oolitic  hills,  still 
further  westward.  The  remaining  districts  are  occupied  by  the  lias  and,  the  new  red 
sandstone. 

mstorical  iVb^cs.— Lincolnshire  was  probably  settled  by  the  Iberians,  and  aftr-rwanis 
by  the  Welsh,  who  were  driven  out  by  a  Bclgic  tribe.  TiHiGn  the  Romans  landed,  tlie 
chief  tribe  here  was  that  of  the  Coritani,  who  are  said  to  have  been  a  branch  of  the  Iceni. 
In  tho  year  70  they  were  put  down  by  the  Romans,  who  raised  banks,  cut  dykes — of  which 
are  the  Fossdyke  :ind  Cardyke— made  roads,  and  built  towns.  In  the  sixth  century  the 
shire  iell  into  the  power  of  the  tribes  now  called  English,  namely,  the  English,  Waring.s, 
Frisians,  Saxons,  Jutes  or  Goths,  Danes,  Eructnars,  Burgundians,  and  Vandals.  In  tnne 
the  great  kings  of  Northumberland  and  the  ISIiddlc  English  made  themselves  masters  of  this 
shire,  or,  as  it  was  sometimes  named,  Southumberland.  Latterly  it  shared  the  fate  of 
Mercia,  and  was  occupied  by  the  Scandinavian  Danes. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — The  county  has  no  manufactures  of  any  great  extent.    There 
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is,  however,  some  work  in  lime-burning,  sack- weaving,  and  quarrying.  Its  trade  is  chiefly 
confined  to  the  exchange  of  its  produce  for  manufactured  and  grocery  goods  and  ether 
commodities.     The  sea  trade  has  been  small,  but  is  now  rising.

COUNTY    OF    MIDDLESEX. 

The  metropolitan  county  of  England  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Hertford,  east  by  Essex 
south-cast  by  Kent,  south  by  Surrey,  and  west  by  Buckinghamshire.  It  is  fui-ther  defined 
by  the  Tharnes  on  the  south",  the  Le"aon  the  east,  and  the  Colne  on  the  west.  It  is  one  of 
the  smallest  counties  in  England,  but  by  far  the  most  important,  as  it  contains  the  city  of 
London,  the  groat  emporium  of  the  world.  Length,  26  miles;  breadth,  18  miles;  circum- 
ference, 104  miles;  square  miles,  281.  In  addition  to  the  rivers  already  mentioned,  there 
are  the  Grand  Junction  and  other  canals.  The  road  mileage  is  of  the  most  extensive 
character,  and  increasing  every  year.  The  railways  are  very  numerous,  and  those  of  the 
principal  companies  have  terminal  stations  within  the  metropolis.  Great  facilities  are 
afforded  to  trade  and  commerce  by  the  excellent  system  of  inland  navigation  in  connection  with 
the  Thames.  Middlesex  is  wholly  within  the  Metropolitan  Police  District,  and  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  and  constitutes  an  archdeaconry,  in  the  diocese  of 
London,  province  of  Canterbury.  The  county  returns  two  members  to  Parliament.  The 
city  and  borough  representation  is  as  follows:  London  (city)  four  members;  Chelsea, 
Finsbury,  Hackney,  Marylebone,  Tower  Hamlets,  and  Westminster  (city),  two  members 
each.  The  shire  has  6  hundreds,  222  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  27  poor-law 
unions,  parishes  or  districts,  of  which  5  are  outside  the  metropolitan  area,  20  registr>- 
districts,  20  urban  sanitary  authorities  (exclusive  of  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  "Works  and 
metropolitan  sanitary  and  "nuisance  authorities,  of  which  29  are  in  Middlesex),  and  4  rural 
sanitary  authorities."  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  17  petty 
sessional  divisions  and  1 8  lieutenancy  sub-di  visions,  of  which  the  city  of  London  is  one  distinct 
from  the  county.  The  city  of  London*  is  a  county  of  itself,  governed  under  the  provisions 
of  its  numerous  charters,  and  has  distinctive  courts  of  justice,  and  its  own  magistracy  and 
police  force.  Westminster*  is  a  chartered  and  prescriptive  city,  with  a  limited  exercise  of 
municipal  authority.  Neither  city  is  amenable  to  the  ISIunicipal  Corporations  Act,  1835, 
nor  are  there  any" boroughs  within  the  county  subject  to  that  statute.  The  liberty  of  the 
Tower  Hamlets  is  a  separate  jurisdiction,  but  the  powers  of  its  magistrates  have  been  much 
abridged.     (See  Tower  Hamlets). 

Geological  Notes.— The  surface  of  this  county  is  mostly  level,  the  plain  being  enclosed 
with  a  circle  of  hills— at  Highgate,  Hampst'ead,  Hornsey,  and  Harrow-on-the-HiU — 
none  of  which  exceeds  400  feet  in  height,  but  from  which  a  picturesque  view  may  be 
obtained  of  the  distant  metropolis.  The  county  lies  within  the  basin  of  the  Thames.  The 
substratum  is  made  up  entirely  of  blue  clay  or,  as  it  is  generally  called,  the  London  clay. 
In  some  parts  the  plastic  clay"attains  a  thickness  of  100  feet  to  120  feet.  The  soil  is  gravel, 
and  although  not  of  itself  fertile,  is  so  enriched  by  a  profuse  application  of  manure  that  it 
lias  become  equal  in  fertility  to  any  part  of  England,  and  for  pasture  land,  by  the  im- 
provements made  in  the  drainage,  it  far  exceeds  any  other  part  of  the  kingdom. 

Historical  Notes. — At  the  time  of  Cajsar's  invasion  this  part  of  Britain,  together  with 
that  now  forming  the  county  of  Essex,  was  inhabited  by  the  Tiinobantes,  the  first 
British  tribe  that  submitted  to  the  sway  of  the  Romans.  On  the  final  reduction  of 
Britain  it  became  a  Boman  province,  and  was  included  in  the  di\dsion  called  Flavia 
Csesariensis.  The  name  is  slightly  corrupted  from  the  Anglo-Saxon  Middle-Seaxe,  signi- 
fying the  county  of  the  Middle  Saxons. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-e. — Including,  as  Middlesex  does,  the  Metropolis,  It  is  the 
seat  of  manufactures  of  all  description,  and  the  influence  of  its  trade  and  commerce 
extends  to  everv  part  of  the  civilized  world.

Police  force :  1  chief 
commissioner,  2  assistant  commissioners,  1  director  of  criminal  investigations,  2  district  superin- 
tendents, 1  chief  superintendent,  24  superintendents,  605  inspectors,  941  sergeants,  9,633  con- 
stables, total,  11,210.  Cost  for  the  year  ending  1880,  £1,176,075  ;  proportion  paid  by  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  £451,182.  (London,  with  the  Metropolitan  and  City  Police  Districts  combined,  had  (1881) 
an  area  cf  446,494  acres  ;  645,818  inhabited  houses  ;  and  a  "total  population  of  4,764,312.)  The 
Force  was  constituted  by  10  Geo.  IV.  c.  44,  and  the  amending  statute,  2  Vict.  c.  47.  The 
chief  ottlce  is  in  Scotland"Yard,  W.C.  Chief  Commissioner— Col.  Sh-  E.  Y.  W.  Henderson,  K.C.B 
In  the  year  1880,  for  16,692  crimes  committed  in  tlie  Metropolitan  Police  District,  4,84.^ 
persons  were  apprehended,  of  whom  906  were  discharged  for  want  of  evidence,  61  bailed  for  further 
examination,  3,587  committed  for  trial,  and  2,609  convicted.  Of  125,041  persons  summarily 
proceeded  against.  40,1.59  were  discharged,  and  84,882  convicted— 32,710  being  proceeded  against 
for  drunkemiess.  There  are  in  the  district  7,092  public-houses,  4,425  beer-houses,  and  274 
lefreshment-houses  with  wine  licenses. 
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The  Central  Criminal  Court  District,  as  defined  by  1  &  5  William  IV.,  cap.  36,  has  an 
area  of  208,419  acres  ;  598,017  inhabited  houses  ;  and  a  total  population  of  4,465,656.  The  Act, 
39  &  40  Victoria,  cap.  57,  authorises  the  issue  of  an  order  in  council  for  holding  a  AVinter 
Assize  for  the  whole  area  of  the  counties  adjacent  to  the  Metropolis  (Kent,  Surrey,  Sussex,  Berks, 
Herts,  and  Essex)  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court.  Such  an  order  was  first  issued  in  the  winter 
of  1876.  The  Sittings  of  the  Court  are  held  at  tlie  Old  Bailey.  Each  Commission  recites  as 
Judges — The  Lord  Mayor ;  The  Lord  Chancellor,  and  any  person  who  has  been  Lord  Chan- 
cellor or  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court :  the  Aldermen ;  the  Recorder ;  the  Common  Serjeant ; 
the  Judge  of  the  Sheriff's  Court  for  the  time  being  ;  and  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court  of 
Justice.     The  Clerk  of  the  Court  is  Henry  Avory,  Esq.     The  Sessions  take  place  montlily.

The 
district  is  identical  with  the  district  which  by  the  Poor  Law  and  other  authorities  is  now  deemed 
to  be  '  London,'  and  for  which  a  weekly  return  of  births  and  deaths  is  now  prepared  and  publishetl 
by  the  authority  of  the  Registrar-General,  except  that  the  hamlet  of  Penge,  in  the  Croydon  Union, 
is  within  the  district  of  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  AYorks,  but  is  not  included  in  the  Registrar- 
General's  limits,  and  Mottingham  hamlet,  being  part  of  the  Lewisham  District,  is  included  by  the 
Registrar- General  but  excluded  from  the  district  of  the  Metropolitan  Board.  The  chief  office  of 
tlie  Board  is  at  Spring  Gardens,  Charing  Cross.

113  (1864)  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  extends  from  Stames  to  Yantlet  Creek.  By  29  &  30 
Victoria,  cap.  89,  the  Conservancy  of  the  Thames  and  Isis  from  Staines  to  Cricklade  was  vested 
in  the  Board,  with  the  addition  of  five  specially  elected  members  for  that  district  (better  known 
as  the  Upper  Navigation).  The  chief  offices  of  the  Board  are  at  41,  Trinity  Square,  Tower 
Hill,  E.C.  The  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Mayor  (Chairman) ;  Admiral  Sir  F.  Nicolson,  Bart., 
C.B.  (Deputy-Chairman),  nominated  by  the  Admii-alty.

THE  LIBERTY  OF  THE  TOWER  OF  LONDON. 
The  Tower  of  London,  long  the  residence  of  the  Kings  of  England,  contained  also  the  Courts 
of  King's  Bench  and  of  Common  Pleas,  which  then  were,  as  the  Courts  of  Law  at  Westminster 
stUl  are,  an  adjunct  to  the  Palace  of  the  Sovereign.  Into  the  Oiiter  Ward  of  the  Tower  the  Com- 
mons had  always  claimed  a  right  of  entry,  and  something  more  than  a  right  of  entry ;  that  is  to 
say,  free  access  guarded  by  the  possession  of  the  outer  gates  and  towers.  'This  right  was  enforced 
on  stated  occasions.  Baron  and  Citizen— that  is  to  say.  Alderman  and  Commoner— met  in 
Barking  Church,  on  Tower  HUl,  whence  they  sent  six  or  more  of  the  more  serious,  honourable, 
and  discreet  Barons  of  the  Citv,  into  the  Tower  to  welcome  his  Lordship  the  King,  his  CouncU 
and  his  Justiciars,  on  behalf  of  the  Citv,  begging  of  them  that,  if  it  so  please  his  Lordship  the 
King,  they  may  safely  appear  before  him  in  the  said  Tower,  saving  aU  their  liberties  and  customs 
unto  the  Mayor  and  aU  other  Citizens— and  further,  to  show  they  ought  to  forbid  any  person  to 
presume  to  keep  ward  at  the  doors  or  gates,  unless  he  be  one  of  their  own  feUow  citizens,  and  by 
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them  tlureniito  appointed :  it  beinj;  wrong  in  itself  and  against  their  freedom,  they  alleged,  for 
-anyone  to  keep  guai'd  over  the  gates  and  doors  of  tlie  Tower,  save  such  of  their  own  people  as  they 
should  appoint  to  that  duty,  the  object  being  to  guard  the  right  of  access  to  the  Courts  of  Justice, 
the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  and  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  The  Court  of  King's  Bench  was  held 
in  the  lesser  Hall,  lying  under  the  East  Turret  of  the  Keep,  in  the  Royal  or  Inner  Ward ;  the 
Common  Pleas  were  held  in  the  Great  Hall,  by  the  Hall  Tower,  in  the  folks'  quai-ter  or  Outer 
Court,  to  which  the  people  had  free  access  only.  The  Tower  continued  to  be  the  occasional 
residence  of  the  Sovereign  until  the  accession  of  James  II.,  when  the  usual  ceremony  of  the  King's 
keeping  his  Coiirt  there,  and  proceeding  thence  through  the  City  of  Westminster,  preparatory  to  his 
■coronation,  was  not  observed,  nor  has  it  since  been  revived,  in  consequence  of  the  enormous 
expenses  which  it  always  occasioned  the  City  as  well  as  the  Government.  Difficulties  appear 
frequently  to  have  occurred  between  the  officers  of  the  Tower,  City  of  London,  and  Comity  of 
Middlesex,  in  respect  of  the  privileges  claimed  by  the  former,  so  that  it  became  necessary  to  refer 
the  matter  in  the  time  of  Elizabeth  to  Sk  Christopher  Way,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Queen's  Bench,  Sir 
Gilbert  Gerard,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  and  Su-  Edward  Anderson,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas. 
Their  decisions  appear  not  to  have  been  effectual  in  putting  an  end  to  the  dift'erenees.  The  Pri\-y 
Council  in  the  Reign  ( >f  James  II.  gave  du'ections  to  have  the  boundaries  of  the  liberties  ascertained, 
which  was  acordingly  done,  and  the  broad  arrow  in  u'on,  with  the  date,  placed  upon  the  houses,  a 
precaution  necessary  from  the  limited  extent  of  the  liberties,  and  theu'  bemg  wholly  surrounded  by 
the  County  of  Middlesex,  or  by  the  City  and  the  County  ;  and  the  King  gave  directions  for  an 
inquiry  to  be  made  respecting  the  liberties  and  franchises  of  the  Tower.  These  directions  were  given 
effect  to  by  letters  patent  of  King  James  II.,  setting  forth  and  confirming  the  liberties  and  privileges 
of  the  Tower.  The  Charter  maj'  thus  be  summarised  : — 1.  Every  jilace  within  the  limit  of  the 
schedule  to  be  part  of  the  liberty  of  the  Tower  of  London  ;  and  2.  Exempted  and  free  from  the 
Government  and  conection  of  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  justices  of  the  peace  and  coroners  of  the 
City  of  London,  and  of  and  from  the  government  and  correction  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  and 
coroners  of  the  Comity  of  Middlesex.  3.  The  Chief  Governor  of  the  Tower,  or  his  deputies,  shall 
have  the  return  of  all  writs,  processes,  precepts,  and  mandates  within  the  liberty.  4.  A  sessions  of 
the  peace  shall  be  holden  within  the  liberty,  at  the  four  usual  times  in  every  year,  by  5.  Justices  of 
the  peace,  to  be  from  time  to  time  appointed,  who  shall  have  fuU  power  and  authority  to  do  and 
execute  all  and  every  such  matter  and  thing  which  to  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  doth 
belong  or  appertain,  and  have  full  power  to  commit  traitors,  felons,  criminals,  and  offenders  to 
Newgate.  6.  The  Court  of  Record  shaU  have  full  power  to  hold  pleas  of  all  and  all  manner  of 
actions,  whether  real,  mixed,  or  personal,  of  any  value  whatsoever,  the  causes  whereof  have  or 
shall  arise  within  the  precmct  and  liberty.  7.  The  steward  to  issue  out  process  upon  any  action 
commenced  in  the  court,  and  to  be  the  coroner  for  the  liberty.  S.  The  processes  issued  by  th(^ 
steward  are  to  be  executed  by  the  bailiff' or  bailiff's  officers  of  the  court.  9.  There  shall  be  a  court- 
house within  the  precincts  or  liberty.  10.  The  Chief  Governor  of  the  Tower  shall  have  fvdl  power 
to  appoint  such  necessary  officers  of  the  court  as  he  shaU  think  tit,  and  to  administer  to  the  respec- 
tive officers  of  the  said  court  the  usual  oaths  for  the  due  execution  of  then-  respective  offices  or 
trusts.  Since  the  date  of  the  Charter  the  following  have  been  added  to  the  duties  of  the  justices  of 
the  peace  within  the  liberty: — 13  George  II.,  e.  19,  sec.  7,  enables  the  justices  to  make  a  rate 
mthin  tke  liberty  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  counties  at  large.  37  George  III.,  cap.  25,  sec.  13 
(Militia  Act),  enacts  that  all  indictments  and  prosecutions  for  any  offence  committt'd  within  any 
part  of  the  said  Tower  Hamlets  relatmg  to  the  militia  laws,  or  to  any  offence  committed  against  this 
Act,  or  in  disobeymg  the  order  or  orders  of  the  justice  or  justices  of  the  peace  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, shall  be  preferred  before,  and  heard  and  determined  by  the  justices  assembled  at  some 
general  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  to  be  holden  for  the  said  liberties  of  the  Tower,  or  the  major 
part  of  them  so  assembled,  and  not  elsewhere,  which  said  justices  ai'e  hereby  em250weredtohearand 
determine  the  same,  and  to  make  and  give  such  order  and  judgment  therein,  and  to  inflict  such 
punishment  in  consequence  thereof  as  in  like  cases  by  law  is  now  used  or  directed,  and  all  high  and 
petty  constables  and  other  peace  officers  of  and  for  all  and  every  or  any  part  of  the  said  Tower 
Hamlets,  are  hereby  directed  and  requhed  to  execute  all  and  every  order  and  orders  of  the  said 
justices  in  all  or  any  of  the  premises  aforesaid.  Ajid  by  Section  16  it  is  fiuiher  enacted  that  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  think  him,  her,  or  themselves  aggrieved  by  the  act  of  any  justice  or 
justices  of  the  peace  as  aforesaid,  he,  she,  cr  they  may  appeal  to  the  general  quarter  sessions 
of  the  peace  to  be  holden  in  and  for  the  said  liberties,  or  any  adjournment  thereof,  within  three 
calendar  months.  By  i.")  George  II.,  c.  3ti,  justices  have  the  control  and  licensing  of  houses  for 
dancing  and  music.  9th  George  IV.,  c.  Gl,  imposes  the  duty  of  controlling  and  licensing  ale 
houses  within  the  limits,  and  by  the  32  and  33  Vic,  c.  27,  certificates  for  the  sale  of  beer  are  to  be 
gi'anted  by  the  justices  at  the  annual  licensing  meeting,  held  under  9  Geo.  IV.,  c.  61,  or  at  some 
adjournment  thereof,  mth  a  proviso  that  certificates  for  licenses  under  23  Vic,  c.  27  (wine  and 
refreshment  houses),  2-1  and  25  Vic,  c.  31  (table-beer  licenses),  and  26  and  27  Vic,  c  33  (brewer's 
extra  licenses),  may  be  granted  by  justices  at  the  special  sessions  for  transferring  licenses.  The 
33  and  3-1  Vic,  c.  29,  enacts — That  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  justices  to  whom  an  appUca- 
tion  for  a  transfer  is  made,  either  to  allow  or  refuse  the  application,  or  to  adjoin-n  the  consideration 
thereof ;  and  this  is  further  explained  in  34  and  35  Vic,  c.  88,  s.  3,  to  be  a  discretion  to  refuse  the 
application  upon  any  gi-oiuid  upon  which  they  might  refuse  the  application,  if  made,  for  a  certificate 
with  respect  to  any  house  or  shop,  with  respect  to  which  a  license  was  not  in  force  on  the  1st  day 
■of  May,  1SG9.  And  by  25  and  26  Vic,  c.  102,  slaugbter-houses  are  also  placed  under  then-  control. 
On  the  other  hand  the  duties  of  the  justices  within  the  liberty  have,  however,  been  seriously 
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interfered  with,  as  v.ill  be  seen  by  the  following  reference  to  Acts  of  Parliament: — 10  Geo.  IV., 
c.  44  (Police  Act).  Includes  in  the  Tower  division,  the  liberty  of  the  old  Artillery  Ground;  the 
Parish  of  Trinity,  Minories ;  the  old  Tower  precinct ;  the  precinct  of  Tower  within ;  the 
precinct  of  Wellclose.  2  and  3  Vic,  c.  71,  sec.  18,  enacts :  That  every  summons  or  warrant  which, 
.ifter  the  passin<^  of  this  Act,  shall  be  issued  by  any  justices  of  the  iJeace  of  the  county  of  Middlesex, 
Surrey,  Kent,  Essex,  or  Hertfordshire  respectively,  requiring  any  person  residing  within  the 
Metropolitan  Police  District  to  appear  at  any  place  without  the  said  district,  to  answer  any  informa- 
tion or  complaint  touching  any  matter  arising  within  the  said  district  shall  be  utterly  void  except 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  payment  of  any  rates  or  taxes  levied  within  any  parish  or  place,  part 
only  of  which  is  within  the  Metropolitan  Police  District.  See  also  21  and  22  Vic,  c.  73,  s.  6. 
Constables  of  the  Metropolitan  Police,  by  the  2  and  3  Vic,  c.  47,  s.  12,  are  the  only  parties  to 
execute  summonses  and  warrants  within  the  Metropolitan  Police  District.  The  4  and  5  WUl.  IV., 
c.  36  (Central  Criminal  Court  Act).  This  Act,  creating  a  court  to  inquii-e,  hear,  and  determine  all 
treasons,  murders,  felonies,  and  mi><demeanours  committed  within  the  City  of  London  and  County 
of  Middlesex — includes  the  liberty  of  the  Tower.  And  Clause  9  empowers  the  Sheritfs  of  London 
to  execute  the  judgments  of  the  court  to  all  intents  and  pui-poses  as  if  the  offence  had  been  com- 
mitted in  the  City  of  Loudon — this  clause  admits  the  Sheriffs  of  London  and  Middlesex  to  issue 
process  within  the  liberty,  from  which  they  were  specially  excluded  by  the  Charter.  The  17th 
clause  took  away  the  power  of  tlie  justices  of  the  peace  to  try  at  their  general  or  quarter  sessions, 
not  only  capital  offences,  but  certain  other  offences  within  the  limit  of  the  Act ;  but  as  this  clause 
was  repealed  by  the  14  and  1.5  Vic,  c  .55,  s.  13,  the  sessions  can  now  try  any  offence,  save  those 
seventeen  which  are  enumerated  in  the  5  and  6  Vic,  c.  38,  that  is,  all  and  every  offence  which  are 
now  tried  by  any  general  or  quarter  sessions.  The  9  and  10  Vic,  c.  95  (County  Court  Act),  includes 
the  whole  of  the  libertj%  and  there  is  no  saving  clause  in  favour-  of  the  steward  or  bailiff,  as  in 
Southwark  and  Westminster  ;  and  as  the  Act  was  passed,  "that  one  rule  and  manner  of  proceeding 
for  the  recovery  of  small  debts  and  demands  should  prevail  throughout  England,"  it  is  j^robable 
that  any  process  within  the  scope  of  that  Act  would,  if  commenced  under  the  Charter,  have  to  be 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  county  court.

COUNTY  OF  MONMOUTH. 

A  MARITIME  county  of  England,  on  the  borders  of  South  AVales,  having  Glamorganshire  on. 
the  west,  Brecknockshire  on  the  north-west,  Herefordshire  on  the  North,  Gloucestershire 
on  the  east,  and  the  mouth  of  the  Severn  and  the  Bristol  Channel  on  the  south.^  Length, 
32  miles;  breadth,  29  miles;  cuxumferenco,  124  miles;  square  miles,  576.  Watered  by 
the  Usk,  Rumnev,  Monnow,  Trothj-,  Wye,  and  other  rivers.  There  are  also  the  Brecon 
and  Crumlin  canals,  the  Monmouthshire,  Newport,  Abergavenny,  Hereford,  and  other  rail- 
ways, and  nearly  1,400  miles  of  roads.  The  sm-face  of  this  shii-e  is  much  diversified,  a  con- 
siderable portion  being  mountainous  and  rocky,  the  remainder  consisting  of  fertile  valleys 
and  gentle  slopes,  adorned  ^\-ith  woods  and  pastures  and  highly  cultivated  fields.  It  returns 
two  members  to  Parliament  and  is  in  the  Oxford  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Mon- 
mouth. It  constitutes  an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  LlandafF,  pro\'ince  of  Canterbury, 
The  borough  representation  is  confined  to  the  Monmouth  District  of  Boroughs  (Monmouth. 
Newport  and  Usk),  which  retui-n  one  member.  The  shire  has  6  hundreds,  145  civil 
parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  6  poor-law  unions,  6  registry  districts,  2  municipal 
boroughs  (*Monmouth  and  *Newport),  17  urban  sanitary  authorities,  6  rural  sanitary 
authorities,  and  7  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  onecoui-t  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided 
into  12  petty  sessional  divisions  and  12  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Mon- 
mouth and  Newport  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  that  of  Newport  has  its  own  police. 
Geological  Notes. — The  geological  formations  are  the  old  red  sandstone,  east  of  the  Usk, 
and  the  coal  measures  of  the  South  Wales  coal-field,  west  of  the  Usk,  skirtedby  a  narrow 
band  of  carboniferous  limestone.  The  most  important  mineral  productions  are  iron,  coal,, 
lead,  mica,  limestone,  and  various  kinds  of  stone  valuable  for  building  and  other  purposes. 
There  are  some  quarries  of  breccia,  celebrated  for  making  cider  millstones. 

Historical  iYo)'<;«.— Monmouthshire  is  more  Welsh  than  English  in  its  general  character, 
and  was  part  of  Wales  tUl  Henry  VIII.  made  it  English  shire  ground  in  1535.  At  an 
earlier  period  it  was  in  Britannia  Prima,  and  was  part  of  Deheubarth  and  Gwent.  _  Caer- 
leon  and  Caerwent,  or  Isca  Silurum  and  Venta  Silui-um,  were  important  Roman  stations  on 
the  Via  Julia. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  S;c. — Flannel  is  manufactm-ed  to  a  small  degree,  as  are  also  a  few 
coarse  cloths,  woollen  stockings,  and  coarse  caps.  There  are  seventy-four  coal-mines  under 
inspection.     Iron  is  extensively  worked,  as  also  limestone.

yearly  ;  19  sergeants,  from  33s.  8d.  to  30s.  4d.  weekly ;  and  99  constables,  from  29s.  2d.  to 
22s.  2d.  weekly;  total  of  all  ranks,  126.  including  1  sergeant  and  16  constables  appointed 
at  private  cost.  The  cost  of  the  force  in  the  previous  year  was  £11,343  ;  the  proportion 
paid  by  the  Government  was  £4,555.  The  area  of  the  district  is  360,616  acres.  For  196 
indictable  offences  reported,  195  persons  were  apprehended,  and  65  committed  for  trial ;  for 
offences  determined  summarily,  4,679  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  4,080  convicted, 
1.268  persons  and  1,238  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunken- 
ness. There  are  583  public-houses,  364  beer-houses,  and  3  refreshment-houses  within  the 
district  controlled  by  the  force.

Ocean,  south-east  and  south  by  Sufiblk,  und  west  by  Cambridgeshire  and  Lincolnshire. 
Length,  70  mUes ;  breadth,  43  miles;  cii-cumference,  200  miles;  square  miles,  2,116.     it 
is  watered  by  the  Yare,  Bure,  Waveney,  little  Ousc,  and  other  rivers.     The  roads  have  an 
aggregate  length  of  4,800  miles.     There  is  communication  by  the  Great  Eastern  Railway, 
between  Yannouth,    Norwich  and  Brandon,  which  gives  access  to  London,  and  by  the 
trunk  line,  from  Norwich  through  Ipswich,  also  to  London.     In  the  west  there  are  lines 
communicating  between  Norwich,  Lynn,  Elv,  and  Huntingdon,  connecting  Norfolk  vnth 
Bii-mingham  and  the  midland  districts,  and  branching  north  to  Fakenham.     A  short  Imo 
also  runs  to  Lowestoft.     Although  by  nature  sterile,  superior  cultivation  has  rendered 
Norfolk  one  of  the  most  productive  counties  in  the  kingdom.     It  returns  six  members  tc 
Parliament— two  for  each  of  the  divisions— North,  South,  and  West.     It  is  in  the  south- 
eastern circuit  (formerly  the  Norfolk),  the  assizes  being  held  at  Norwich, and  it  constitutes 
two  archdeaconries  in  the  diocese  of  Norwich,  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  repre- 
sentation comprises  Norwich  (city)  and  King's  Lynn,  two  members  each.     The  shu-c- has  33 
hundreds,  736  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  20  poor-law  unions,  1  poor-law  (^strict 
(undesr  a  special  Act),  1  poor-law  parish,  2  2  registry  districts,  4  municipal  boroughs  [King  s 
LjTm,*  Norwich*  (city  and  county  of  itself),  Thctford,*  and  Great  Yarmouth,*]  11  urban 
sanitary  authorities,  20  rui-al  sanitary  authorities,  and  5  turnpike  trusts.

Historical  A'b^f*.- Norfolk  took  its  name  from  the  East  English  settlers,  who  caUed  then- 
people  in  these  parts  of  the  "  North  folk,"  now  Norfolk,  and  in  the  southern  parts  of  their 
kingdom  "  South  folk,"  now  Suffolk.  The  county  seems  to  have  been  first  occupied  by  an 
Iberian  race,  afterwards  by  Britons,  then  by  th<>  Belgaj.  In  Cesar's  time  it  was  held  by 
the  powerful  tribe  of  the  leeni,  who  were  finally  subdued  by  the  Komans.  Afterwards  it 
was  settled  by  several  commonwealths  of  the  East  English,  who  seem  to  have  been  ot  the 
same  clans  or  tribes  as  those  who  settled  in  Middlesex  and  Surrey.  The  duchy  has  for  a 
long  time  been  held  by  the  Howards,  descended  ft-om  the  several  ancient  princes  wno 
inherited  the  earldom  and  duchy.

COUNTY  OF  NORTHAMPTON. 

Ax  inland  county,  bounded  on  the  north  Ijy  Lincoln,  Rutland,  and  Leicester ;  on  the  east  by 
Bedford,  Cambridge,  and  Huntingdon ;  south  by  Buckingham  and  Oxford  [see  Oxford)  p.  225, 
und  west  by  Wai-wick.  Length,  70  miles ;  breadth,  26  miles ;  circumference,  200  miles ;  square 
miles,  985.  The  principal  rivers  are — the  Non,  Tore,  Welland,  and  Ouse.  There  are  also  the 
Grand  Junction  and  Union  canals,  and  1,800  miles  of  roads.  The  Midland  and  G-reat  Northern 
railways  provide  the  principal  means  of  t-ommunication.  The  general  aspect  of  the  county 
is  jileasing,  being  finely  diversified  \y\  v.-aving  hills,  gentle  slopes,  and  beautiful  vales. 
The  produce  is  chiefly  wheat,  barley,  and  grass.  There  are  large  grazing  establishments 
for  fattening  cattle,  and  many  dailies.  There  are  likewise  remains  of  Salcey,  Whittlebury, 
and  Rockingham  forests,  which  produce  oak,  ash,  beech,  elm,  and  various  sorts  of  under- 
wood. Northamptonsliire  returns  four  members  to  Parliament,  two  for  each  division, 
north  and  south.  It  is  now  in  the  ^Midland  circuit ;  the  assizes  ai-e  held  at  Northampton, 
and  it  constitutes  an  archdeaconry  in  th(^  diocese  of  Peterborough,  province  of  Canterbiu-y. 
The  borough  representation  comprises  Northampton  and  Peterborough  (city)  two  members 
each.  The  shu-e  has  19  hundreds,  1  liberty  (Peterborough),  345  civil  parishes,  besides  parts 
of  others,  12  poor-law  unions,  12  registry  districts,  3  municipal  boroughs,  [Daventry,* 
Northampton,*  Peterborough*  (citj-)] :  7  urban  sanitary  authorities,  12  riu-al  sanitary 
authorities,    and    10    turnpike    trusts.      It   also    has  1  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is 
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divided  into  9  petty  sessional  di\'isions,  and  10  lieutenancy  subdivisions.  The  borough  of 
Northampton  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  and  separate  court  of  quarter  sessions.  All 
threo  boroughs  have  their  own  police.  The  liberty  of  Peterborough  haa  a  separate  coniT 
mission  of  the  peace,  court  of  quarter  sessions  and  police  force,  and  makes  its  own  levy  in 
the  shape  of  a  county  rate  ;  the  city  of  Peterborough  is  included  within  its  limits.  HigbaiU' 
Ferrers*  is  a  corporate  borough  not  subject  to  the  Mimicipal  Acts. 

Geological  Xotcs. — This  shire  belongs  to  the  lower  oolite  formation,  and  is  .well  supplic"d 
with  limestone  for  lime,  and  freestone  for  building,  and  has  also  some  workable  slate. 
The  upper  soil  is  well  known  as  a  stiff  clay. 

Historical  Notes. — Northamptonshire,  which  in  the  ancient  British  times  was  the 
most  southern  part  of  the  territory  of  the  Coritani,  was  included  by  the  Romans  in  the 
division  of  Flavia  Csesariensis,  and  by  the  Saxons  in  the  kingdom  of  Mercia.  It  suffered 
repeatedly  from  the  ravages  of  the  Danes,  to  which  its  situation  particularly  exposed  it. 
Hamtune,  now  Northampton,  was  in  the  possession  of  those  invaders  for  nearly  forty 
years.  There  are  remains  at  Fotheringay  of  the  castle  in  which  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  was 
executed. 

Trade,  Mtniufactnres,  S;c. — The  chief  manufaotui'es  are  shoes,  lace  making,  whips,  and 
silk  and  fancy  goods.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  malting,  and  there  are  many  corn  mills 
and  breweries  ;  also  a  few  iron  foundi-ies  for  agricultural  implements.  The  county  is  well 
provided  with  railway  communication.

COUNTY  OF  NORTHUMBERLAND. 

The  most  northern  county  of  England,  on  the  borders  of  the  Scotch  lowlands  and  the 
ahore  of  the  North  Sea.  "On  the  east  it  has  this  sea,  on  the  south  Durham,  Jia^-ing  the 
Tvne  running  between,  and  on  the  west  Cumberland.  Length,  62  miles ;  breadth,  oO 
m'iles;  circumference,  205  miles;  square  niHes,  1,952.  The  principal  rivers  are— the  Alne, 
Blvth,  Coquet,  Tyne,  Eeed,  and  Till,  and  the  county  is  intersected  by  about  2^00  iniles 
of 'roads.  The  railway  communication  is  from  Newcastle  to  Carlisle  (with  a  branch  to 
Alston);  to  Edinburgh,  yia  Newcastle  Tyne  A^aliev  (the  Wayerley  Route);  to  lyne- 
mouth;  to  South  Shields  and  Sunderland;  to  the  south  by  North-Eastern ;  and  to  Blj-th 
and  Morpeth,  via  Percy  Main.  There  are  many  minor  lines  and  tramways  for  co^ery 
purposes.  The  surface'is  rough  and  mountainous,  with  wild  mounts  and  deep  dales,  but 
having  level  ground  near  the  sea-shore.  The  climate  is  wet  and  cold  from  the  mists  and 
breezes  of  the  North  Sea,  but  healthy.  The  lowlands  possess  good  wheat-growing  soil, 
the  uplands  maintaining  sheep  and  cattle.  The  mineral  productions  are  its  chief  wealth 
<;^oal  is  the  principal  product,  supplemented  by  iron,  lead,  limestone,  and  pottery  clays. 
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JsTorthum'berland  is  divided  into  nine  wards,  and  returns  four  mcmtcrs  to  Parliament,  two 
for  each  division,  north  and  soiith.  The  county  is  in  the  Korth-eastern  circuit,  the  assizes 
being  held  at  Xewcastlo  ;  and  it  com])rises  an  archdeaconry  with  that  of  Lindisfarne,  in 
the  diocese  of  Durham,  province  of  Yorlc.  The  borough  representation  comprises — Ber- 
wick-upon-Tweed and  Newcastle-upon-Tj-ne,  two  members  each,  and  Morpeth  and  Tyne- 
mouth,  one  member  each.  The  shire  has  9  wards,  542  civil  parishes,  12  poor-law  unions, 
12  registry  districts,  4  municipal  boroughs  [Berwick-upon-Tweed*  (county  of  itself), 
Morpeth,*  Newcastle-upon-Tj-ne*  (county  of  itself),  and  Tjmemouth*],  20  ui-ban  sanitary 
authorities,  12  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  11  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court 
of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  13  pettj'-  sessional  divisions  and  8  lieutenancy 
sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed  and  Newcastle-upon-Tjoie  have 
commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions ;  the  borough  of  Tyne- 
mouth  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  Tynemouth  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — The  principal  strata  are  connected  with  the  coal  measures.  From 
the  coal  field  on  the  Tyne,  and  from  the  sea-board,  the  surface  ascends  throiigh  the  mill- 
stone grit  to  the  mountain  limestone  on  the  west  and  north-west,  where  the  Cheviot  Hills, 
on  the  Scottish  border,  are  2,6.58  feet  high  at  their  most  elevated  point,  which  is  a  mass  oi 
greenstone. 

Historical  Notes. — The  early  history  of  Northumberland  is  obscure,  and  we  have  no 
traces  of  the  people  who  held  it  before  the  Celts.  It  afterwards  formed  part  of  the  Roman 
province  of  Valentia,  and  of  the  Anglian  kingdom  of  Northumbria,  extending  from  th( 
Humber  to  the  Forth.  There  were  ten  stations  on  that  part  of  the  Roman  Wall  which 
lay  within  the  county,  from  Wallsend  or  Segedunum,  to  Caervarran  or  Magna  ;  and  the 
remains  of  camps  and  border  castles  are  numerous. 

Trade,  ManafactHren,  ^r. — The  manufactures  are  cMcfly  confined  to  Newcastle.  The 
coal  measui'es  north  of  the  Tyne  occupy  an  area  of  2,50  square  miles,  and  give  employment 
to  some  thousands  of  persons.

The  Nortliumberliind  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  one  cor2)s  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry  (Hussars). 
Maximum  strength  of  establishment,  .■i20  of  nil  ranks.  Headquarters,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne.  Lieut. - 
Colonel,  Earl  of  Ravensworth  ;  Adjutant,  Capt.  J.  D.  L.  French. — Two  administrative  brigades 
of  Artillery  (which  include  the  Durham  Artillery  Volunteers)  and  two  adminstrative  battalions  of 
Rifles.  Tlie  maximum  strength  of  the  force,  exclusive  of  Yeomanry,  is  3,300  of  all  ranks.  The 
iJerwick-upon-Tweed  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  one  corps  of  Artillery  and  one  company  of  Rifles, 
included  in  the  1st  Northumberland  battalion.  Tlie  maximum  strength  of  the  force  is  "260  of  all 
ranks.  The  Newcastle-ujJon-Tyne  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  one  brigade  of  Artillery,  one  regiment 
of  Engineers,  and  one  administrative  battaUou  of  Rifles.  The  maximum  strength  of  the  force  is 
2,740  of  all  ranks. 


COUNTY    OF    NOTTINGHAM. 

XoTTiXGHAMSHiRE,  or  Notts,  IS  an  inland  county,  bounded  on  the  north  by  Yorkshire,  east  by 
Lincolnshire,  south  by  Leicestershire,  and  west  by  Derbyshire.  Length,  50  miles  ;  breadth 
20  miles;  circumference,  145  miles  ;  square  miles,  822.  The  principal  river  is  the  Trent, 
with  its  affluents,  the  Soar  and  Idle.  There  are  also  the  Grantham  and  Chesterfield  canals, 
and  more  than  1,700  miles  of  roads.  The  Great  Northern,  London  and  North  "Western, 
Midland,  and  other  railways,  intersect  the  county,  which  is  generally  healthy  and  fertile. 
Nottinghamshire  returns  four  members  to  Parliament,  two  for  each  division,  north  and 
south.  It  is  in  the  Midland  circiiit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Nottingham,  and  it  comprises 
an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  Lincoln,  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  repre- 
sentation includes  six  members  of  Parliament,  namely  :  East  Retford,  2  ;  Newark,  2  ;  and 
Nottingham,  2.  The  shire  has  6  wapentakes,  275  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  8 
poor-law  unions,  9  registry  districts,  3  municijjal  boroughs  [Newark*,  Nottingham* 
(county  of  itself),  and  Retford*  (East)],  12  urban  sanitary  authorities,  7  rural  sanitary 
■  authorities,  and  10  tm-npike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is 
<livided  into  7  petty  sessional  divisions  and  8  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of 
Newark  and  Nottingham  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  coiuis  of  quarter 
sessions;  the  borough  of  Retford  (East)  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs 
of  Newark  and  Nottingham  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Xotcx. — The  eastern  and  south- castei-n  border  of  this  county  is  chiefly  occu- 
pied by  the  lias,  which  forms  the  wold  hills  of  Lincolnshire  and  Leicestershire.  The  vale 
of  the  Trent  and  the  uplands  to  the  west  of  it  are  for  the  most  part  composed  of  rocks  of 
the  red  marl  or  new  red  sandstone  group ;  these  formations,  in  the  northern  and  southern 
parts  of  the  county,  extending  to  the  borders  of  Derbyshire  and  Yorkshire.  "West  of  a 
line  drawn  from  Nottingham  through  Mansfield,  a  narrow  belt  of  magnesian  limestone  and 
coal  rises  to  the  surface  ;  the  latter  is  situated  on  the  western  verge,  and  is  a  portion  of  the 
great  coal  field  of  South  Yorkshire. 

Historical  i\^o^c«.— Nottinghamshire  was  under  the  sway  of  the  Romans  for  many  years, 
and  their  great  road,  the  Fossway,  passes  through  it,  while  other  smaller  roads  cross  it. 
Under  the  Saxons  it  formed  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Mercia-  In  almost  all  the  English 
civil  wars  of  the  middle  ages,  the  central  situation  of  this  shire,  and  the  circumstance  of 
its  being  intersected  by  the  river  Trent,  made  it  a  place  of  numerous  important  military 
movements. 

Trade,  Manufdctitrcs,  ^-e. — South  Nottinghamshire  is  the  great  seat  of  framework 
knitting,  and,  of  the  stocking,  bobbinet,  and  lace  and  thread  trades.  There  are  likewise 
silk,  worsted,  and  cotton  mills  ;  sail-cloth  works,  potteries  for  earthenware,  and  large  and 
increasing  iron  and  brass  foundries,  together  with  brick  fields,  paper  mills,  malt  houses, 
breweries,  tanneries,  machine  and  chemical  works,  bleach  fields,  &c.  Needles,  nails,  and 
gloves  are  also  manufactured.     There  are  numerous  railways.

(T.  Hallam,  Nottingham;  W.  Burrows,  Chief  Clerk,  Nottingham  ;  R.  Somerset,  Bingham  ; 
W.  A.  Tomasson,  Mansfield;  T.  Fisher,  Newark;  R.  Sanford,  Retford ;  H.  Irwin,Worksop), 
from  £191,  12s.  6d.  to  £127.  los.  yearly  ;  8  inspectors,  from  £120  to  £94.  os.  yearly  ;  24: 
sero-eants,  from  32s.  8d.  to  30s.  4d.  weekly;  and  126  constables,  from  28s.  to  24s.  6d. 
weekly;  total  of  all  ranks,  166.  The  cost  of  the  force  in  the  previous  year  was  £16,093  ; 
the  proportion  paid  by  the  CTOTommcnt  was  £7,050.  The  area  of  the  district  is  521,110 
acres.  For  100  indictable  offences  repcMed,  77  persons  were  apprehended,  and  68  com- 
mitted for  trial ;  for  offences  determined  summarily,  4,135  persons  were  proceeded  against, 
and  3,602  convicted,  1,093  persons  and  1,041  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under 
charges  of  drunkenness.

COUNTY  OF  OXFORD. 

Oxfordshire,  or  Oxon,  is  a  central  countv,  bounded  on  the  north  by  War-wicksbire  and 
ISforthamptonshire,  (^ast  by  Buckinghamshire,  south  by  Berkshire  (from  which  it  is  wholly 
separated  bv  the  Thames),  and  on  the  west  by  dloucestershire.  Length,  60  miles; 
breadth,  30  mUcs;  circunilercnce,  180  mUes;  square  miles,  739.  The  principal  rivers  are 
the  Thames  (Isis),  CherweU,  Ray,  Evenlode,  Wintkush,  and  the  Thame.  _  Then^ 
is  also  the  Oxford  Canal,  91  miles  ia  length,  connecting  the  Thames  with  the 
Coventry  canal,  and  through  it  with  the  Mersey,  Severn,  and  Trent,  and  l,ooO  miles  ot 
roads.  'The  principal  railwav  accommodation  is  pro\'ided  by  branches  of  the  Great 
Western  and  North  Western  "lines.  The  county  is  generally  well  watered,  and  for  the 
most  part  fei-tile.  Game  is  abundant.  Oxfordshire  returns  three  members  to  Parliament. 
It  is  in  the  Oxford  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Oxford :  and  it  constitutes  part  of  the 
diocese  of  Oxford,  in  the  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  comprises 
Oxford  (city),  two  members,  and  Banbui-v  and  Woodstoclc,  one  member  each.  The 
Universitv  of  Oxford  also  returns  two  niembers.  The  shire  has  14  hundreds,  293 
civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  8  poor-law  unions,  one  poor-law  incorporation 
or  district  (Oxford)  under  a  lociil  Act,  9  registry  districts.  3  municipal  boroughs, 
[Banbui-v,*  Oxford*  (citv),  and  Chipping  Xorton*].  8  urban  sanitary  authorities, 
S  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  12  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter 
sessions,  and  "ia  divided  into  10  pettv' sessional  divisions  and  8  lieutenancy  sub- 
divisions. The  boroughs  of  Banbury  and  Oxford  (city)  have  commissions  of  the  peac(^ 
and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions,  and  also  their  own  police.  The  boroughs  of 
Henley-on-Thames,*  and  Woodstock,*  are  governed  under  the  provisions  of  ancient 
charters,  and  are  not  amenable  to  the  ilunicipal  Corporations  Acts. 

Geological  iYoto.— The  southern  part  of  this  coimty  is  occupied  by  the  ChUtem  range  of 
chalk  hills,  fi-om  the  northern  baise  of  which  the  lower  formations  of  the  cretaceous  group 
crop  out,  consisting  of  the  upper  greensand,  gault,  and  lower  greensand.  The  oobti-. 
group  of  strata  then  rise  to  the  sm-face  in  regular  order ;  and  the  remainder  of  the  county 
is  occupied  bv  the  lias.

COUNTY   OF  RUTLAND. 

An  inland  county,  the  smallest  in  England,  bounded  on  tho  north  and  north-east  by 
Lincolnshire,  on  the  south  and  south-east  by  Northamptonshir(%  and  west  and  north  by 
Leicestershire.  Length,  18  miles;  breadth,  17  miles;  eircuniference,  63  miles;  square 
Tmles,  150.  The  prmcipal  rivers  are— the  G  wash,  Eye,  Welland,  and  Chater.  The  various 
roads  have  an  aggregate  length  of  about  320  miles.  There  is  railway  communication  by 
means  of  the  Midland,  North'Western  and  Great  Northern  Unes,  and  a  branch  of  the  Mid- 
land Railway  is  open  from  Syston  and  Melton  Jilowbray  to  Peterborough,  thus  passing 
through  Rutlandsliii-e.  A  railway  luns  from  Liiflcnhaiii  on  the  former  line  to  Kugby, 
and  is  named  the  Eugbv  and  Peterborough  Ptailway.  The  air  of  this  shire  is  healthy. 
Much  of  the  soil  lying"  in  the  dales  is  very  fertile.  It  is  an  agricultural  and  grazing 
county,  yielding-  iiiic  barley  and  seed  wheat.  Many  turnips  are  grown,  sheep  are  fed, 
and  Stilton  cheese  made.   "The  hills  are  not  very  high.     One  range  runs  to  the  north- 
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cast  of  Oakham  :  others  are  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Welland,  and  another  range 
alon;?  the  Eye.  The  vale  of  Catmas,  around  OaWiam,  is  rich  ground,  and  here  are 
tracts  of  woodland,  still  reckoned  at  3,000  acres,  being  the  remains  of  old  forests. 
Eutlandshire  returns  two  members  to  Parliament ;  there  are  no  boroughs.  It  is  now  in 
the  Midland  circuit,  the  assizes  arc  held  at  Oakham,  and  it  constitutes  a  deanery  m  the 
diocese  of  Peterborough  and  pro^•ince  of  Canterbury.  The  shire  has  5  hundi-eds,  57  civil 
parishes,  besides  part  of  another,  2  poor-law  unions,  2  registry  districts,  2  rural  sanitary 
authorities,  and  1  tm-npikc  trust :  there  are  neither  municipal  boroughs  nor  urban  sanitary 
authorities.  The  county  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  but  is  not  divided  for  petty- 
sessional  or  lioutcnanc^'  purposes. 

Geological  Notes.— In  the  east  and  south-east  the  rock  is  limestone,  and  in  many  parts 
there  is  a  strong  red  loam. 

Historical  iV'o^es.— This  countv  was  part  of  Fk^da  Ca;sariensis  and  of  jMercia,  under 
the  name  of  Roteland  or  liedland  (irom  the  colour  of  its  soil),  and  Rihale,  after  the_  river 
Rye.  From  the  Conquest  to  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  it  was  a  croTvn  manor,_merged  m  the 
neighbouring  counties  of  Northampton  and  Notts.  This  shire  has  no  name  in  history,  and 
has  shared  the  fate  of  the  neighbouring  shires  in  the  several  inroads  of  the  Romans,  English, 
and  Northmen.  A  portion  of  Oakham  Castle  still  remains,  in  which  the  assizes  and  sessions 
are  held. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^c— The  district  included  within  the  county  is  almost  wholly 
agricultural.

For  11  indictable  offences  reported,  3  persons  were  apprehended,  and  2  committed  for 
trial ;  for  offences  determined  summarily,  220  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  187 
convicted,  35  persons  and  30  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of 
drunkenness.

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COUNTY  OF  SALOP. 

Shropshire,  or  Salop,  is  an  inland  shire,  in  the  basin  of  the  Severn,  and  on  the  Welsh 
horder,boimded  on  the  north  Ly  Cheshire  and  part  of  FHntshire,  on  the  east  by  btatiord- 
yhii-e,  on  the  south-east  by  Worcestershire,  on  the  south  and  south-west  by  Heretordshire 
and  Eadnorshire,  and  on  the  west  and  north-west  by  Montgonieryshue  and  Denbighshire. 
Length,  48  mih  s  ;  breadth,  41  miles  ;  cii-cumference,  220  miles  ;  S(iuare  miles,  1,2J1.  ihe 
principal  rivers  are— the  Severn,  Teme,  Corve,  and  Tern.  The  Severn  is  the  mam 
navigable  channel,  reaching  into  the  heart  of  the  shire,  and  it  is  connectc^d  with  the 
Donnington,  Shropshii-e,  Shrewsbury,  Birmingham  and  Liverpool,  and  the  Chester  and 
EUesmere  canals.  By  these  the  county  has  access  to  Chester  and  Liverpool,  and  by  the 
river  to  Gloucester  and  Bristol.  There  are  nearly  3,000  miles  of  roads  Shrewsbmy  is  a 
railway  centro>,  lying  on  a  main  line  from  north  to  south,  between  Birkenhead  and  South 
Wales,  and  at  the  junction  of  throe  other  main  lines  to  Crewe  and  Manchester,  to  Staiiord 
and  the  Trent  vaUey,  and  by  the  Severn  vaUey  to  Worcester.  The  county  is  further  pro- 
vided with  railways'  in  direct  communication  with  the  heart  of  Wales,  ihe  surface  is 
oxtremely  varied,  "in  some  parts  rugged  and  mountainous,  in  others  comparatively  level. 
The  highest  summits  attain  elevations  of  from  1,C00  feet  to  1,732  feet  above  sea  level. 
Shropshire  returns  four  members  to  rarliament— two  for  each  division,  north  and  south. 
It  is  in  the  Oxford  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Shrewsbury;  and  it  constitutes 
parts  of  the  archdeaconries  of  St.  Asaph  and  Salop,  in  the  dioceses  of  St.  Asaph  Hereford, 
and  Lichfield,  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Slii'ewsbury 
and  Wenlock,  two  members,  and  Bridgnorth  and  Ludlow,  one  member  each,  ihe  shire  has 
14  hundreds,  253  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  14  poor-law  unions,  1  poor-law- 
district  (Oswestry),  under  a  local  Act,  lo  registry  distiicts,  h  municipal  boroughs 
[Bridgnorth,*  Ludlow,*  Oswestry,*  Shrewsbury,*  and  Wenlock,*]  13  urban  sanitary 
authoiities,  15  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  17  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court 
of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  19  petty  sessional  divisions  and  20  lieutenancy  sub- 
divisions. The  boroughs  above  named  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  cour-ts 
of  quarter  sessions.  The  boroughs  of  Bridgnorth,  Ludlow,  and  Shi-ewsbm-y  also  have  their 
own  police. 

Geological  Notes.— Tscv,-  red  sandstone  occupies  the  whole  northern  portion  ot  the 
county,  and  the  old  red  sandstone  a  considerable  part  of  the  southern  division.  Another 
portion,  comprismg  about  one-fourth  of  its  surface,  is  composed  of  the  stratified  rocks  ot  the 
Silurian  and  Cambrian  systems.  The  soil  is  various,  but  generally  fertile  and  well  cultivated. 

Historical  Notes.— The  name  of  the  county  has  been  corrupted  from  the  Saxon  Scrob- 
scire,  a  contraction  of  Scrobbes-byrig-scpe,  meaning  the  shire  of  S.crobbes-byrig,  the 
Saxon  name  for  Shrewsbury.  Of  the  most  ancient  inhabitants  of  this  shire  little  is  known. 
The  Eomans  closely  settled  the  district,  and  their  towns,  habitations  and  roads  are  to  be 
traced  throughout.  During  the  existence  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mcrcia  continual  wars 
were  carried' on  with  the  AVelsh,  and  King  Ofla  formed  the  dyke  or  rampart  which  bears 
his  name.  Mercia  merged  with  Wessex  into  the  Commonwealth  of  England,  and  for 
centuries  the  Welsh  marches  were  a  constant  scene  of  warfare. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c— The  manufactui'cs  are  in  carpet,  flannel,  cotton,  thread, 
gloves,  buttons,  glass,  stoneware,  and  hardwares,  and  there  are  some  small  paper  mills  m 
various  places.  Halting  is  on  a  considerable  scale ;  but  little  is  done  in  brewing,  and  that 
chiefly  at  Shrewsbury.

COUNTY  OF  SOMERSET. 

A  MS'iiTTME  county  in  the  west  of  EngLuul,  bounded  by  the  Bristol  Channel  and  tha 
mouth  of  the  Severn  on  the  north,  and  from  south-west  round  to  north-east  by  the  counties 
o'  Devon    Dorset    Wilts,  and  Gloucester.     Length,  78  miles;  breadth,  36  miles;  cii-cum- 
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fcrcnce,  230inilcs;  square  miles,  1,036.  The  principal  rivers  are  the  Avon,  Yeo,  Exe,  Parrot, 
and  Brue.  Thei-e  are  also  the  Kennet  and  Avon,  Taunton  and  Bridgwater  canals.  By 
means  of  the  Glastonbury  canal,  and  the  Yeo  and  Parrot  navigation,  an  important  chain 
if  internal  communication  has  bson  formed,  in  addition  to  the  4,300  odd  miles  of  roads  hy 
v.-hich  the  county  is  intersected.  The  railways  belong  chiefly  to  the  Groat  Western  system, 
the  main  line,  after  skirting  the  county  from  Bath  to  Bristol,  pursuing  a  somewhat  circuit- 
ous course  south  to  Taunton,  joined  on  its  way  b}'  several  important  branches.  Both  tho 
soil  and  climate  of  Somersetshire  ai-e  well  adapted  for  agriculture,  particularly  in  the  rich 
alluvial  tracts.  In  the  vale  of  Taunton  heavy  crops  of  the  finest  wheat  are  raised.  The 
chief  mineral  productions  arc  coal,  load,  zinc,  and  ironstone.  Somersetshire  returns  six 
members  to  Parliament,  two  for  each  division,  east,  mid  and  west.  It  is  in  the  western 
circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Taunton  and  Wells  ;  and  it  constitutes  three  archdeacon- 
ries in  the  diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells,  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  is 
as  follows:  Bath  (city)  and  Taunton  two  members  each,  andFrome  one  member.  The  shiro 
has  40  hundreds,  2  liberties,  490  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  17  poor  law  unions, 
17  registry  districts,  7  municipal  boroughs  [Bath  (city),*  Bridgwater,*  Chard,*  Glaston- 
bmy,*  Taunton,*  Wells  (city),*  and  Yeovil,*]  17  urban  sanitary  authorities,  17  rural 
sanitary  authorities,  and  lo  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  ha^(  one  court  of  quarter  sessions, 
and  is  divided  into  22  petty  sessional  divisions,  fourteen  police  divisions,  16  lieutenancy 
sub -divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Bath  (city)  and  Bridgwater  liave  commissions  of  the  peace 
and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions ;  the  boroughs  of  Wells  (city)  and  Yeovil  have  com- 
missions of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of  Bath  (city),  Bridgwater,  and  Chard,  have  their 
own  police.  Axbridgo*  and  Langport  Eastovcr*  are  corporate  boroughs  not  subject  to 
the  Mumcii>al  Corporations  Acts. 

Geologlcnl  Notes. — The  noi-th-eastem  part  of  the  county  is  chiefly  occupied  by  tho  coal- 
measures,  with  carboniferous  limestone,  red  marl  and  sandstone,  covered  towards  the  coast  by 
drift  and  post-tertiary  deposits.  In  the  centre  the  oolite  and  lias  formations  predominate. 
The  western  district  is  chiefly  occupied  by  the  Permian  slates  and  now  red  sandstone. 

Historical  JVotcs. — At  the  period  of  tho  Roman  Conquest,  the  district  now  forming 
this  county  was  part  of  the  territory  of  the  Belga;,  a  people  of  Celtic  origin,  who  had 
migrated  hither  out  of  Gaul,  about  three  centuries  before  the  commencement  of  tho 
Christian  era.  Between  the  native  Britons  and  this  tribe  continual  hostilities  exist(;d,  iti 
consequence  of  the  efforts  of  the  former  to  regain  possession  of  the  territory  which  had 
been  taken  from  them.  Somersetshire  subsequently  became  part  of  Wessex,  under  the  name 
of  Sumersastas,  apparently  taken  from  Somerton,  an  ancient  town  on  the  river  Carey. 

I'radc,  MoHufactuns,  ^r. — The  principal  manufactm-es  are  woollen  and  worsted  goods, 
gloves,  lace,  linen,  crape,  silk,  hemp,  flax,  paper,  brushes,  combs,  glass,  nails,  and  pins. 
The  manufacture  of  Bath  bricks  is  peculiar  to  Bridgwater.

COUNTY  OF  SOUTHAMPTON  (HANTS). 

The  more  correct  designation  of  this  county,  though  but  little  used,  is  Southamptonshirc. 
It  is  generally  described  as  Hampshire  or  Hants.  It  is  a  maritime  county,  bounded 
on  the  north  by  Berkshire,  east  by  Surrey  and  Sussex,  south  by  the  English  Channel, 
and  west  by  Dorsetshire  and  Wiltshire.  Length,  66  miles  ;  breadth,  42  miles ;  circum- 
ference, 225  miles;  square  miles,  1,672.  The  Isle  of  Wight,  which  is  included  in  the 
coimty,  is  22  miles  long  by  13  broad,  with  a  cii-cumference  of  56  miles.  The  principal 
rivers  are  the  Itchcn,  Anton,  Hamble,  Avon,  Stour,  Exe,  and  Test.  There  are  also  the 
Andover  and  Basingstoke  canals,  and  nearly  3,800  miles  of  roads.  The  railways  belong 
chiefly  to  the  South  Western  system.  A  trunk  line  from  London  enters  the  county  on 
the  north-east  at  Farnborough,  passing  by  Basingstoke  and  Winchester  to  Southampton. 
The  South  Coast  line  extends  out  of  Sussex  to  Portsmouth.      A  branch   of   the  South

■Western  line  extends  from  Gosport  to  Salisbury,  crossing  the  main  line  at  Bishopstoke. 
The  Southampton  and  Dorchester  line  throws  off  branches  to  Lymington,  Christ- 
church  and  Bournemouth.  There  is  also  a  line  from  Kedbridge  to  Andover,  and 
from  Basingstoke  to  Salisburj-.  One  from  Ash  and  Famham  to  Winchester  passes 
by  Alton,  and  Ihere  is  another  from  Southampton  to  Netley,  and  from  Bishop's 
Waltham  to  Petersfield.  Porchester  is  intersected  by  a  line  from  Havant  to  Fare- 
ham.  The  dii-ect  Portsmouth  railway  from  London  rvms  by  Petersfield  and  Havant. 
A  branch  from  Reading  to  Basingstoke  connects  the  Great  Western  system  with 
the  South  Western.  The  South  Eastern  line  from  Guildford  via  Ash  to  Reading 
passes  Famborough  and  Blackwater.  In  the  Isle  of  Wight  there  is  a  line  from 
West  Cowes  to  Newport,  and  another  from  Eyde  to  Ventnor.  The  county 
has  a  gi-eat  vai-iety  of  soils,  but  the  principal  part  is  chalk ;  the  Dorsetshire 
border  has  large  tracts  of  heath,  and  towards  the  sea  are  great  quantities  of  marsh 
land,  but  very  fertile  ;  all  the  remainder  is  excellent  land.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
fertile  and  populous  counties  in  England.  On  the  downs,  of  which  a  ridge  runs  almost 
across  the  county,  are  fed  extensive  llocks  of  sheep.  Besides  wheat,  barley,  and  hops, 
it  is  famous  for  bacon,  honey,  and  timber,  the  last  in  particular,  on  account  of  its 
great  woods,  of  which  the  principal  are  the  New  Forest,  and  the  Forest  of  Bere.  In 
the  chalk  district,  Walburv  Beacon  is  1,011  feet  high  (the  highest  chalk  in  England), 
Sidon  Hill  is  942  feet  high,  Butser  Hill  917  feet.  Beacon  HiU  900  feet,  and  Portsdown 
Hill  444  feet.  In  the  Isle  of  Wight  the  downs  range  from  400  to  600  feet  high, 
rising  to  845  feet  at  St.  Catherine's  HiU,  and  are  accompanied  -wdth  ironsand,  wealden 
clay,  &c.  The  scenery  of  the  interior  of  the  island,  and  of  UnderclifF  at  its  back,  is 
proverbial  for  its  beauty.  Hampshire  returns  four  members  to  ParUanient,  two  for  each 
division,  north  and  south,  and  tho  Isle  of  Wight  also  returns  one  member.  It  is  in. 
the  western  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Winchester,  and  it  comprises  an  arch- 
deaconry in  the  diocese  of  Winchester,  province  of  Canterburj-.  The  borough  repre- 
sentation comprises  Portsmouth,  Southampton,  and  Winchester  (city),  two  members 
each;  Andover,  Chiistchurch,  Lymington,  Newport  (I.  of  W.),  and  Petersfield,  one 
member  each.  The  shire  has  38  hundreds,  10  liberties,  351  civil  parishes,  besides 
pai-ts  of  others,  24  poor-law  unions,  1  poor-law  union  under  a  Local  Act,  1  poor-law 
parish.  26  registry  districts,  9  municipal  boroughs,  [Andover,*  Basingstoke,*  Lymington,* 
Newport  (I.  of  W.),  *  Portsmouth,  *  Romsey,*  Ryde  (I.  of  W.),*  Southampton  (county  of 
itself),*  and  Winchester  (city),*]  22  m-ban  sanitary  authorities,  22  rural  sanitarj'  authorities, 
and  20  tui-npike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into 
14  petty  sessional  divisions,  and  17  lieutenancy  sub-di\'isions.  The  boroughs  of  Andover, 
Portsmouth,  Southampton,  and  Winchester  (city)  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and 
separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions ;  the  boroughs  of  Basingstoke,  Newport  (I.  of  W.), 
Eomsey,  and  Ryde  (I.  of  W.),  have  commissions  of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of 
Basingstoke,  Newi^ort  (I.  of  "W.),  Portsmouth,  Ryde  (I.  of  "W.),  Southampton,  and 
"Winchester  (city),  have  their  own  police.  Chiistchurch*  is  a  coi-porate  borough,  not 
subject  to  the  Jllunicipal  Corporations  Acts. 

Geological  Notes. — In  the  extreme  north  Hampshire  consists  of  the  lower  eocene  strata 
(London  clay,  &c.)  An  extensive  tract  in  the  north  and  centre  exhibits  chalk  audits  associated 
marls.  The  London  clay  beds  reappear  in  a  kind  of  belt  crossing  the  coimty  from  Havant 
towards  Salisbury.  The  neighboui-hood  of  Southampton  displays  the  Barton  and  Bagshot 
series,  which  also  extend  round  by  the  New  Forest  to  Chi-istchmx-h.  The  Isle  of  Wight 
has  the  upper  eocene  beds  (fluvio  mai-ine)  in  the  north,  chalk  in  the  central  parts,  and  the 
greensands  and  wealden  clay  in  the  south.  The  geology  of  this  island  is  peculiarly 
interesting. 

Historical  Kotes. — Hampshfre  was  a  seat  of  the  Belgae,  and  was  part  of  Britannia 
Pi-ima,  and  of  Wessex.  The  Britons  styled  it  Gwent,  i.e.  full  of  downs.  In  the  ninth 
and  tenth  centui-ies  the  Danes  wasted  Hampshire ;  and  in  the  Parliamentary  war  several 
battles  and  sieges  took  place  here.  There  are  many  Roman,  monastic^  and  castellated 
antiquities  (some  of  which  are  in  good  preservation),  as  Netley  and  Beaulieu  Abbeys,  and 
Porchester,  Carisbrook  and  other  castles. 

Trade,  Jfaitiifactures,  ^c— The  manufactures  are  of  little  importance,  except  such  as 
are  connected  with  the  ship- building  yards  at  Portsmouth  and  Northam.  Overton  has  silk 
mills ;  and  in  a  few  other  i)laces,  linseys,  di-uggets,  bombazines,  &c.,  are  made.  The  making, 
of  bank-note  paper  is  carried  on  at  Frcefolk,  and  of  watch  chains  at  Christchurch.

For  319  indictable  oifences  reported, 
294  persons  were  apprehended  and  149  committed  for  trial;  for  otfonces  determined 
summarily,  5,822  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  4,561  convicted,  1,115  persons  and 
957  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.  There  are  1,169 
public-houses,  794  beer-houses  and  129  refreshment-houses  within  the  district  controlled 
by  the  force.

The  Volunteer  Force. 

The  Hants  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  one  corps  of  Yeomaui-y  Cavalry.  Maximum  strength  of 
establishment,  320  of  all  ranks.  Headquarters,  Winchester.  Hon.  Lieut.-Colonel,  Viscount 
Eversley  ;  Lieut.-Colonel  Com.,  Sii-  H.  P.  St. John  Mildmay,  Bart.';  Adjutant, 

— One  administrative  regiment  of  Artillery,  one  corps  of  Engineers,  and  four  (including  one  in  the 
Isle  of  Wight)  administrative  battalions  of  Eifies.  The  maximum  strength  of  the  force  (ex- 
clusive of  Yeomanry),  is  5,440  of  aU  ranks. 


COUNTY  OF  STAFFORD. 

An  inland  county,  bonnded  on  the  north  by  Cheshire,  east  by  Derbyshire,  south  by  War- 
wiv'ik.shire  and  Worcestershire,  and  west  by  Shropshire.  Length,  53  miles ;  breadth,  35 
mOcs:  circumference,  210  miles  ;  square  miles,  1,138.  The  principal  rivers  are — the  Trent, 
iJovc,  Tame,  Sow,  Pcr.k.  and  EMhe;  besides  which  there  are  several  canals,  and  3,000 
miles  of  roads.  The  princijjal  railways  belong  to  the  London  and  North  Western,  and 
Great  Western  systems,  connect'id  with  the  main  lines  from  London  to  Lancashire.     The 
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moans  of  communication  arc  very  complete.  The  surface  of  the  county  is  level  or  gently 
undulating  in  perhaps  about  equal  parts.  The  soils  vary  £i-om  a  light  soil  to  the  stififeat  clay. 
Rich  pastures  and  meadows,  producing  material  for  good  cheese,  line  the  bank  of  the  rivers, 
and  examples  of  every  system  of  husbandry  are  foUowed.  Drainage  is  extensively  prac- 
tised. Long-homed  cattle,  and  white  and  black-faced  sheep  are  kept.  Staffordshire 
returns  six  members  to  Parliament,  two  for  each  division — east,  north,  and  south.  It  is  m 
the  Oxford  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Stafford,  and  it  constitutes  an  archdeaconry  in 
the  diocese  of  Lichfield,  province  of  Canterbmy.  The  borough  representation  comprises 
Newcnstle-under-Lyme,  Stafford,  Stoke-upon-Trent,  Tamworth,  and  Wolverhampton,  two 
members  each  ;  Lichfield  (city),  Walsall,  and  Weducsbmy,  one  member  each.  The  shiie 
has  5  hundreds,  246  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  14  poor-law  unions,  1  poor-law 
parish  (Stoke-upon-Trent),  16  registrv  districts,  11  municipal  boroughs  [Burslem,* 
Burton-upon-Trent,*  Hanley,*  Lichfield*  (city  and  county  of  itself),  Longton,* 
Newcastle-under-Lj-me,*  Stafford,*  Stoke-upon-Trent,*  Tamworth,*  Walsall,*  and 
Wolverhampton*];  40  urban  sanitary  authorities,  17  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and 
20  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one'  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  IG 
pettj-  sessional  divisions,  and  17  lieutenancy  sub-di^asions.  The  boroughs  of  Hanley, 
Lichfield  (city),  Newcastle-under-LjTiie,  WalsaU,  and  Wolverhampton  have  commissions 
of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions ;  the  boroughs  of  Longton,  Stafford, 
and  Tamworth  have  commissions  of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of  Hanley,  Lichfield 
(city),  Newcastle-nnder-LjTne,  WalsaU,  and  Wolverhampton  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — The  geological  formation  most  largely  developed  is  the  new  red 
sandstone,  which  occupies  the  whole  of  the  central  part  of  the  county,  but  in  the  north  and 
south  gives  place  to  two  ^'aluable  coal  fields — the  one  in  the  north  called  the  Pottery  coal- 
field, from  the  number  of  potteries  which  have  been  established  upon  it,  and  the  other  in 
the  south,  usually  known  as  the  Dudley  coal  field,  and  celebrated  alike  for  the  extraordi- 
nary thickness  of  one  of  its  seams,  the  excellence  of  the  coal  for  ironmaking,  and  the  number 
and  richness  of  its  iron  ores.  There  arc  nearly  600  coUiei-ies  under  inspection  in  North 
Staffordshire  and  South  Stafibrdshire. 

Historical  Notes. — This  part  of  England  was  first  held  by  the  Iberians,  perhaps  by 
the  Silures.  Under  the  Romans  it  formed  part  of  Flavia  Csesariensis.  It  was  afterwards 
included  in  the  Saxon  kingdom  of  Mercia. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^c. — This  county  ranks  as  the  third  in  England  for  manufacturing 
industry.  Extensive  iron  works  are  at  Wolverhampton,  Weduesbury,  Dudley,  &c.  ;  and 
around  Field,  Hanley,  and  Burslem,  are  the  potteries,  made  famous  by  the  practical  genius 
of  Wedgwood.  There  are  also  coppei'  and  brass  works.  In  the  vicinity  of  Stourbridge 
are  numerous  glass  factories.     Hats,  shoes,  and  chemicals  are  also  made.

(l^d.),  £25,910;  total  receipts,"  £99,925 ;  total  expenditure,  £97,867;  amount  of  loans 
outstanding  (March  25,  1881),  £38,110. 

Police  and  Criminal  Statistics. — The  county  force  comprised  (September  29,  1881),  1 
hief  constable  (Capt.  W.  Congreve),  at  £600  yearly,  and  £195  allowances ;  14  superin- 
tendents (stationed  as  indicated  in  subjoined  table),  from  £212  to  £146  yearly,  and  £60  each 
as  horse,  forage,  &c.,  allowances  ;  1  chief  clerk  (Chief  Superintendent  James  Adams,  Staf- 
ford), at  £200  yearly ;  15  inspectors,  from  £109  to  £100  yearly ;  68  sergeants,  from  33s.  lOd. 
to  308.  4d.  weekly;  and  438  constables,  from  29s.  2d.  to  22s,  9d.  weekly;  total  of  all  ranks, 
536  (exclusive  of  19  additional  constables  maintained  at  private  cost).  The  cost  of  the 
force'in  the  previous  year  was  £52,311  ;  the  proportion  paid  by  the  Government  was 
£21,121.  The  area  of  the  district  is  712,020  acres.  For  1,190  indictable  offences  reported, 
495  persons  were  apprehended,  and  390  committed  for  trial ;  for  offences  determined  siim- 
marily,  21,651  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  17,440  convicted,  4,854  persons  and 
4,509  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.  There  ave 
2,035  public-houses,  2,664  beer-houses,  and  136  refreshment-houses  within  the  district 
controlled  by  the  force.

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COUNTY  OF  SUFFOLK. 


A  MAUiTiMK  county  in  tho  custom  division  of  England,  bounded  on  the  north,  by  Norfolk, 
east  by  the  German  Ocean,  south  by  Essex,  and  west  by  Camln-idgeshire.  Length,  57 
miles;  breadth,  52  miles;  circumference,  192  miles;  square  miles,  1,481.  The  principal 
rivers' arc— the  Waveney,  Stour,  Yare,  Aide,  Blythe,  Deben,  and  Orwell.  Most  of  the  towns 
have  liver  communication,  and  the  county  is  intersected  by  the  Stowmarkot  canal,  and  the 
Lowestoft  and  Norwich  Navigation,  and  about  3,.500  miles  of  roads.  The  surface  of  the 
county  is  level,  or  gently  undulating.  There  are  three  kinds  of  soil.  At  Bawdse>- 
and  other  places  the  coprolites,  deposited  by  extinct  animals,  are  found,  and  burnt  for  super- 
phosphate of  lime.  Near  Newmarket,  is  a  tract  of  sand  on  chalk,  formerly  a  waste,  but  now 
mostly  reclaimed.  The  chalk  farms  are  part  arable  and  part  open  heath,  to  which  the 
sheep,  after  being  folded  at  night,  are  driven  for  day  pasture.  Sainfoin  is  grown  for  hay. 
In  the  centre  a  large  tract  of  loam  and  clay  marl  prevails,  the  clay  being  generally 
interspersed  with  the  light  easy  soil.  The  cattle  are  of  various  breeds.  The  SufFolkpunch 
(a  good  working  horse),  small  white,  straight-eared  pigs,  with  many  turkeys,  and  pigeons, 
are^rcared.  The  railways  belong  almost  entirely  to  the  Great  Eastern  system.  Suifolk 
returns  four  meml)ers  to  Parliament,  two  for  each  division.  It  is  in  the  South-Eastern  circuit, 
the  assizes  being  held  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and  Ipswich;  and  it  comprises  an  arch- 
deaconry in  thfc'  dioceses  of  Norwich  and  Ely,  province  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  re- 
presentation comprises  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and  Ipswich,  two  members  each,  and  Eye  one 
member.  The  shire  for  administrative  purposes  is  divided  into  an  eastern  and  western 
division,  and  has  21  hundreds,  .518  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  16  poor-law  unions, 
1  poor-law  incorporation  (Bury  St.  Edmunds),  17  registry  districts,  6  municipal  boroughs 
[Beccles,*  Bury  St.  Edmiinds,*  Eye,*  Ipswich,*  South  wold,*  and  Sudbury,*]  10  urban 
sanitary  authorities,  16  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  five  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  two 
courts  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  19  petty  sessional  divisions  and  8  lieutenancy 
sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Ipswich  and  Sudbury  have  com- 
missions of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions  ;  the  boroughs  of  Eye  and 
Southwold  have  commissions  of  the  peace  only.  Tho  boroughs  of  Ipswich,  Southwold, 
and  Sudbury  have  their  own  police.  Aldeburgh*  and  Orford*  are  municipal  boroughs 
not  subject  to  the  IMunioipal  Corporations  Acts. 

Geological  Notes. — The  county  is  chiefly  of  diluvial  formation,  running  up  to_ chalk  in 
the  north-west,  and  with  districts' of  Norfolk  crag  and  London  clay.  The  surface  is  mostly 
level  and  very  well  tilled,  but  the  north-west  tract  is  hilly,  and  the  soil  is  somewhat 
poor.  ■ 

Historical  iVo^f«.— Suffolk  derives  its  name  from  having  been  occupied  by  the  "  South 
folk  "  of  the  East  English,  who  established  their  kingdom  here,  the  "  North  folk  "  occupy- 
ing the  other  part  of  the  kingdom,  whence  its  name  of  Norfolk.  Under  the  Roman 
dominion  it  was  included  in  Flavia  Ca3.sariensis,  and  was  within  the  pale  of  Danelagh. 
There  are  remains  of  Clare,  Freston,  and  Bungay  Castles,  and  of  Bury  and  Leicester 
Abbe  vs. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — The  manufactures  are  small,  but  include  silk,  velvet,  Imen, 
flax,  woollen,  and  worsted  bunting,  straw  plait,  gloves,  horsehair,  agricultural  machinery, 
iron  and  steel.

COUNTY  OF  SURREY. 

A\  inland  county,  Louiided  on  ihr  north  Ijy  the  river  Thames,  which  separates  it  from 
Middlesex  and  Jjuckinghamshii-e,  on  the  east  by  Kent,  south  by  Sussex,  and  west  by  Hamp- 
shire. Length,  38  miles ;  breadth,  27  miles ;  circumference,  145  miles ;  square  miles, 
748.  The  principal  rivers  are — the  Moule,  Wey,  Bom-ne  brook,  Wandle,  Blackwater, 
Putney  brook,  and  Hog's  Mill  or  New  Mill  brook.  There  are  also  the  Ai-undel  and 
Wey,  and  Basingstoke  canals,  and  more  than  1,800  miles  of  roads.  Portions  of  the  South 
Western,  South  Eastern,  London  and  Bi-ighton,  and  London  Chatham  and  Dover  Eailways 
traverse  this  county,  the  several  branches  being  very  numerous,  particularly  near  the 
metropolis.  The  surface  of  the  county  is  in  general  not  elevated,  but  undulating  and 
diversified,  presenting  much  pleasing  scenery.  It  comprises  many  varieties  of  soil,  in- 
cluding plastic  and  alluvial  clays,  rich  vegetable  loam,  calcareous  earth  and  almost  barren 
heath.  Surrey  returns  six  members  to  Parliament,  two  for  each  division.  It  is  in  the 
South  Eastern  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Kingston,  alternately  with  Guildford  and 
Croydon,  and  it  comprises  an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  Winchester,  province  of 
Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Lambeth  and  Southwark  (metropolitan 
borough),  two  members  each,  and  Guildford  one  member.  The  shire  has  14  hundreds,  152 
civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  IG  poor-law  unions  or  districts  (inclusive  of  3 
unions  and  2  parishes  witliin  the  Metropolitan  area),  16  registry  districts,  4  municipal 
boroughs  [Godalming,*  Guildford,*  Kingston-on-Thames,*  and  Reigate*] ;  14  urban 
sanitary  authorities  (exclusive  of  the  metropolitan  sanitary  authorities  within  the  county, 
10  in  number),  11  rm-al  sanitary  authorities,  and  7  tm-npike  trusts.  It  also  has  one 
coui't  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  12  petty  sessional  divisions  and  12  lieutenancy 
sub-divisions.  The  borough  of  Guildford  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  and  separate  court 
of  quarter  sessions ;  the  boroughs  of  Godalming,  Kingston-on-Thames  and  Eeigate  have 
commissions  of  the  peace  only.  The  boi-oughs  of  Godalming,  Guildford  and  Reigate 
have  their  own  police,  and  the  borough  of  Kingston-on-Thames  is  within  the  metropolitan 
police  district.  Southwark  is  an  ancient  borough  appanage — for  certain  purposes  only — of 
the  corporation  of  London. 

Geological  JVotcs. — Surrey  is  one  of  the  wannest  and  driest  counties  in  England,  and 
(•omprises  many  varieties  of  soil.  These  include  the  cold  clay,  in  a  strip  of  the  Weald,  on 
the  south  border,  4  miles  broad ;  a  band  of  greensand  near  the  Haslemere,  Leith,  and 
Eeigate  Hills ;  the  chalk  of  the  central  Downs,  or  Hog's  Back  ;  and  the  clay  loam  and 
sand,  near  the  Thames,  with  tracts  of  moor  and  heath,  near  Wimbledon,  Esher,  Woking, 
Chobham.  Leith  Hill  is  993  feet  high,  and  overlooks  an  immense  range  of  the  Weald; 
Botley  HiU,  near  Croydon,  is  SOS  feet  high;    Banstead  Downs,  576  feet. 

ilistorical  Kotos. — The  word  Surrey  is  from  the  Saxon  "  Suth-rise,"  meaning  "South 
Kingdom."  Under  the  Romans  this  territory'  formed  part  of  Britannia  Prima.  Subse- 
quently it  appertained  to  the  Saxon  kingdoms  of  Wessex,  Mercia,  and  Kent.  At  the  time 
of  the  Norman  conquest,  William  de  AVarren  was  created  Earl  of  Surrey,  a  title  which 
continues  in  the  possession  of  his  descendants,  the  Dukes  of  Norfolk,  whose  heirs  appai-ent 
are  called  Earls  of  Sm-rey.  There  arc  remains  of  Waverley  Abbey,  and  of  Guildford  and 
Farnham  Castles. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^c. — The  manufactures  are  of  little  importance  except  in 
Lambeth,  Southwark,  and  elsewhere  near  London.

The  Sm-rey  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  one  brigade  of  ArtUlery  and  eight  administrative 
battalions  of  Rifles.    The  maximum  strength  of  the  Force  is  6,560  of  aU  ranks. 


COUNTY   OF  SUSSEX. 

A.  MARITIME  county,  bordering  the  English  Channel  from  Selsey  to  Eye  on  the  south, 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Surrey  and  Kent,  and  on  the  west  by  Hampsliire.  Length,  73 
miles;  breadth,  25  miles  ;  cu-cumfcrencc,  185  miles;  square  miles,  1,461.  The  principal 
rivers  are — the  Eothcr,  Arun,  Ouse,  and  Adur.  There  is  also  the  Guildford,  Ai-undel,  and 
CMchester  Canal.  The  London  and  Brighton,  South  Eastern,  and  London  and  South 
Western  railways  with  their  several  branches  connect  the  principal  towns  of  the  county,, 
which  is  famous  for  its  breed  of  oxen  and  Southdown  sheep.  Ilops  are  grown  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.  Sussex  returns  four  members  to  Parliament — ^two  for  each  di\nsion, 
east  and  west.  It  is  in  the  South-Eastern  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Lewes,  and  it 
constitutes  two  archdeaconiies  in  the  diocese  of  Chichester,  pro\'ince  of  Canterbury.  The 
borough  representation  compi'ises  Brighton,  Hastings,  and  New  Shoreham,  two  members 
each,  and  Chichester  (city),  Horsham,  Lewes,  Midlim-st,  and  Rye,  one  member  eacli.  The 
shire  is  divided  into  an  eastern  and  a  western  division,  and  has  6  rapes  and  66  hundreds, 
325  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  21  jioor-law  unions,  1  poor-law  district 
(Chichester)  under  special  acts,  1  poor-law  parish  (Brighton),  20  registry  districts,  G 
municipal  boroughs  [Arimdel,*  Brighton,*  Chichester  (city) , *  Hastings,*Lewes,  *  and  Rye*] , 
21  m'ban  sanitary  authorities,  20  rm'-al  sanitary  authorities,  and  23  turnpike  trusts.  It 
also  has  two  courts  of  quai-ter  sessions  (one  for  each  division),  and  is  divided  into  18 
petty  sessional  divisions,  and   IS  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.     Tlio  boroughs  of  Brighton,

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Chicliester  (city),  Hastings,  and  Rye  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts 
of  quarter  sessions.  All  the  boroughs  above  named  have  their  own  police,  as  also  has  the 
township  of  Hove,  near  Brighton.  Peveusey,*  Seaford,*  and  Winchelsea*  are  municipal 
incorporations,  not  subject  to  the  Municipal  Corporations  Acts. 

Geological  Notes. — The  South  Downs,  a  range  of  chalk  lulls  covered  by  fine  turf, 
continuous  with  the  Downs  of  Hants  near  Petersfield,  traverse  the  county  eastward  to 
Beachy  Head  (564  feet  high),  where  thej'  terminate  on  the  English  Channel  in  a  lofty 
cliff.  The  upper  greensand,  the  gault,  and  the  lower  greensand  crop  out  fi'om  beneath 
the  chalk  ou  the  north  of  the  Downs  ;  the  rest  of  the  coimty  consisting  of  the  Wealden 
clay  and  Hastings  sands,  with  some;  occasional  dilu%dal  deposits ;  the  London  clay  appear- 
ing in  the  vicinity  of  Chichester,  extending  along  the  coast  line  from  Selsey  to  Shorehara. 

Historical  Notes. — The  Eomans  included  this  coimty  in  Britannia  Prima.  It  was 
afterwards  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Suthseaxe,  or  the  South  Saxons  (whence  its  name), 
founded  by  Ella  in  the  fifth  century. 

Trade,  2[aniiJ'acti(res,  S;e. — The  manufacturing  interests  are  varied  but  not  extensive. 
Gunpowder  is  made  at  Battle,  and  there  is  some  amount  of  shipping  on  the  coast.

The  Volunteer  Force. 

The  Sussex  Volunteer  Force  consists  of  one  admmistrative  brigade  of  ArtiUery,  and  two 
administrative  battaUons  of  Rifles.     The  maximum  strength  of  the  Force  is  2,660  of  all  ranks. 
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COUNTY  OF  WARWICK. 

A  COUNTY  in  the  contre  of  England,  enclosed  by  the  counties  of  Stafford,  Leicester,  North- 
ampton, Oxford,  Gloucester,  and  Worcester.  Length,  49  miles;  breadth,  31  miles  ;  circum- 
ference, 195  miles;  square  miles,  881.  The  principal  rivers  are  the  Avon,  Tame,  Elythe, 
Anker,  and  Ichene.  There  are  also  several  canals  and  close  upon  2,500  miles  of  roads. 
The  principal  railways  arc — the  London  and  North  Western,  Great  Western,  and  the 
ilidland.  A  pleasant  undulating  surface  of  hill  and  dale  is  the  prevailing- 
appearance  in  Warwickshire.  The  highest  points  are  at  Bi^oom  HUl,  830  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  Dunsmorc  Heath.  A  bed  of  coal,  about  50  miles  square,  lies  near  Tamworth. 
The  soils  are  much  intersjiersed.  Southdown  and  Leicester  sheep  are  kept.  Formerly 
Warwickshire  was  thickly  wooded,  that  part  north  of  the  Avon  being  called  the  Forest  of 
Arden,  andsouthof  it,  the  Champaign.  Oak,  elm,  beech,  hazel,  alder,  birch,  <S:c.,  are  still 
abundant.  Coal,  lime,  ironstone,  blue  clay,  and  blue  flagstone,  are  quaiTied.  There  are  good 
mineral  springs  at  Leamington,  Southam,  Newnham  Regis,  &c.  Warwickshire  returns  four 
members  to  Parliament,  two  for  each  division,  north  and  south.  It  is  in  the  Midland  circuit, 
the  assizes  being  held  at  Warwick,  and  constitutes  part  of  the  diocese  of  Worcester,  in  the 
pro\'ince  of  Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Bu-mingham,  three  mem- 
bers, and  Coventry  (city)  and  Warwick,  two  members  each.  The  shire  has  4  hundreds,  '25(y 
civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  11  poor-law  unions,  1  poor-law  district  (city 
of  Coventry)  and  1  poor-law  parish,  14  registry  districts,  5  municipal  boroughs 
[Birmingham,*  Coventry  (city),*  Leamington*  (Royal  Leamington  Spa),  Stratford- 
on-Avon,*  and  Warwick*],  14  urban  sanitary  authorities,  12  rural  sanitary  authorities, 
and  12  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  di^aded  into 
15  petty  sessional  divisions  and  7  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Birming- 
ham and  Warwick  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions ; 
the  boroughs  of  Coventry  (city)  and  Stratford-upon-Avon  have  commissions  of  the  peace 
only.  The  boroughs  of  Birmingham,  Coventry  (city),  Leamington,  and  Stratford-upon- 
Avon  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — The  geological  fonnation  is  chieflj'  lias,  with  red  marl  and  lower  red 
sandstone,  and  some  portion  of  coal.  ]\Iuch  of  the  soil  is  fertile,  and  the  county  is  generally 
well  cultivated. 

Historical  Notes. — In  the  British  era  the  county  was  on  the  borders  of  the  Cornavii, 
Coritani,  and  Dobuni,  three  several  tribes,  who  were  afterwards  reduced  by  the  Romans 
and  included  in  the  province  of  Flavia  Ca?sariensis.  The  principal  Roman  station  was 
Venona;,  or  High  Cross,  where  Watling  Street  and  the  Fosse-way  intersect  each  other. 
EdgehiU  was  the  scene  of  a  famous  battle  between  Charles  I.  and  the  Parliamentary  forces. 

Trade,  Mamifactures,  S;c. — The  shire  is  chiefly  remarkable  for  its  manufactures  at  Bir- 
mingham and^Coventrj^     The  southern  parts,  however,  arc  mostly  dependent  on  husbandry.

COUNTY  OF  WESTMORLAND. 

'WESTMOKLA^•^),  or  Westmoreland,  is  a  nparly  inland  county  in  the  north  of  England, 
boimded  by  Cumberland,  Durham,  North  Yorkshiic,  aud  Morecarabc  Bay.  Length,  40 
miles;  breadth,  25  miles;  circumferLncc,  13  miles;  square  miles,  7^8.  The  jii imipal  rivera 
are  the  Kent,  Lune,  Eden,  and  Lowther.  There  is  also  the  Lancaster  and  Kendal  Canal, 
and  more  than  1,000  miles  of  roads.  The  shire  is  on  the  Midland  trunk  line  of  railway, 
traversinp^  the  west  side  of  England  to  the  west  lowlands.  In  the  south  a  bianch  skiita 
the  south  shores  of  Morecambe  Bay,  and  i)asse3  into  Furness,  and  from  Kendal  a  branch 
passes  to  Windermere.  A  line  to  the  north-east, running  from  Tebay,xmites  with  the  North- 
umbrian  lines.  Agriculturally,  the  greater  part  of  the  coimty  is  pastm-e  land.  The  iur- 
face  of  the  county  is  a  continual  succession  of  moors  and  fells  (or  common  and  mountains), 
intersected  by  deep,  -winding  valleys,  watered  by  innumerable  brooks  and  rivers.  The 
principal  lakes  are  Windermere,  11  miles  long,  and  UUcswater,  8  miles  long,  the  largest  and 
most  picturesque  of  aU  in  the  lake  district;  with  several  smaller  meres  well  storked  with 
fish.  GLUforth  Spout,  on  the  river  Sprint,  i3a  fall  of  300  feet,  in  wet  weather.  The  min- 
eral productions  are  gypsum,  marble,  granite,  slate,  and  a  little  lead,  copper,  and  coal.  A 
fertile,  gravelly  mould,  with  good  pasture,  is  found  it.  the  valleys.  The  stock  kept  consists 
of  native  long-homed  cattle,  Scotch  and  Durham  short-noms ;  black-Uiccd  mountain  sheep, 
and  a  white-faced,   fine-wooUed  breed,  called  Silvcrdales ;  hogs,  goats,  geese,  &c.     A  few 
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tracts  of  woodland  remain  of  tho  forests  •which  formerly  clothed  all  the  hills  of  this  district. 
Westmorland  returns  two  memhers  to  Parliament.  It  is  in  the  northern  circuit,  the 
assizes  beinf?  held  at  Applehy  ;  and  it  comprises  two  deaneries  in  the  diocese  of  Carlisle 
province  of  York.  The  borough  representation  is  confined  to  Kendal,  returning  one  member. 
The  shire  has  4  wards,  109  civil  parishes,  3  poor-law  unions,  3  registry  districts,  1  muni- 
cipal borough  [Kendal  *],  6  urban  sanitary  authorities,  3  rui-al  sanitary  authorities,  and  5 
turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  5  petty 
sessional  divisions  and  5  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  borough  of  Kendal  has  a  commis- 
sion of  the  peace  and  its  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — Carboniferous  limestone  appears  in  the  fells  on  the  Yorkshire  border 
and  elsewhere,  upon  Silurian  rocks  as  far  as  Ambleside,  and  mica  and  chlorite  rocks  with 
portions  of  whinstone  and  granite  in  the  vicinity  of  Cumberland,  the  whole  interspersed 
occasionally  with  beds  of  limestone,  red  sandstone,  and  millstone  grit.  This  is  the  most 
mountainous  county  in  England. 

Historical  Notes, — "Westmorland,  in  Eoman  times,  was  the  seat  of  the  Brigantes,  in 
Maxima  Ccesariensis.  It  was  afterwards  reckoned  part  of  Northumbria,  and  called  Applebe- 
scire.  Under  the  Normans  it  was  held  in  two  baronies  of  two  wards  each  for  border 
service.  The  Tuiton  family  were  hereditary  high-sheriffs  of  the  county  for  a  period  of  650 
years,  until  the  demise  of  the  last  Earl  of  Thanet  in  1849. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  l^c. — Among  the  manufactures  of  the  county  are  woollens,  worsted, 
carpets  and  rugs,  flax  and  linen,  and  tanned  leather,  with  a  small  business  in  paper  and 
gunpowder.     Bricks  are  little  used  here,  it  being  a  stone  country.

— The  county  force  which  is  amalgamated  with  that  of 
Cumberland  (see  page  46)  comprised  (September  29,  1881),  in  addition  to  the  chief  constable 
(J.  Dunne,  Esq.),  2  superintendents  (T.Spencer,  Appleby;  and  J.  Shields,  Kendal),  at 
£184  to  £174  yearly;  2 inspectors,  at  £109.  10s.  yearly  ;  2  sergeants,  from  35s.  to  32s.  8d. 
weekly;  and  25  constables,  from  29s.  2d.  to  22s.  9d.  weekly;  total  of  all  ranks,  31.  The 
cost  o"f  the  force  in  the  previous  year  was  £2,955  ;    the  proportion  paid  by  the  Government 

■  was  £1,055.  The  area  of  the  district  is  498,284  acres.  For  40  indictable  offences^ reported, 
19  persons  were  apprehended,  and  4  committed  for  trial ;  for  offences  determined  sum- 
marily, 774  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  583  convicted,  203  persons  and  189  convic- 
tions "respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.  There  are  217  public- 
houses,  26  beer-houses,  and  1  refreshment-house  within  the  Westmorland  district.

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COUNTY  OF  WILTS. 

WiLTsniiiE,  or  WiltP,  is  an  inland  county,  .south  of  the  Thames,  bounded  on  tno  north- 
west by  Gloucestershire,  on  the  north-capt  by  Berkshire,  east  by  Hampshire,  south  by 
Dorsetshire,  and  west  by  Somersetshire.  Leng-th,  53  miles;  breadth,  38  miles;  circum- 
ference, 180  miles;  square  miles,  1,352.  The  principal  rivers  are  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Avon.  There  are  also  the  Wilts  and  Berks,  and  Kcnnct  and  Avon  canals,  and  nearly 
3,000  miles  of  roads.  The  chief  lines  of  railway  consist  of  the  Great  "Western  and  its 
branches ;  but  the  .South  Western  traverses  the  southern  parts.  _  The  county  forms  two 
divisions,  marked  by  the  Vale  of  Pewsey,  and  by  an  irro^-ular  ridge  of  hills.  That  on 
the  nortli  and  west  consists  of  rich  vales  and  pastures,  surrounded  by  hedgerows,  watered 
by  the  Lower  Avon,  and  devoted  to  dairy  farming  and  grazing  ;  while  that  to  the  south 
and  oast,  is  a  region  of  open  chalk  downs,  for  the  most  part  destitute  of  trees,  in  which 
tillage  and  sheep  farming  are  practised.  In  the  first  division,  the  soil  is  a  clayey  and 
chalky  loam.  On  the  chalk  lands  corn  and  tiu'nips  are  the  chief  products.  A  chalky 
loam,  with  strips  of  sand  and  gravel,  is  found  at  the  bases  of  the  hills,  and  near  the  rivers. 
Salisbury  Plain,  which  forms  a  large  portion  of  this  division,  is  an  undulating  tract  of 
bare  unsheltered  chalk,  broken  up  by  gentle  valleys,  about  500  feet  above  sea  level, 
with  a  thin  dry  soil.  Wiltshii-e  returns  four  members  to  Parliament,  two  for  each 
division,  north  and  south.  It  is  in  the  western  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Salisbui-y 
and  Devizes,  and  constitutes  two  archdeaconries  in  the  diocese  of  Sarum,  or  Salisbury,  and 
part  of  another  in  the  diocese  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol,  province  of  Canterbury.  The 
borough  representation  comprises  Cricklade  and  Salisbury  (or  New  Sarum  City)  two 
members  each,  Calne,  Chippenham,  Devizes,  ^Malmesbury,  Marlborough,  AVcstbury,  and 
,  Wilton  one  member  each.  The  shire  has  29  himdrcds,  337  civil  parishes,  besides  parts 
of  others,  17  poor-law  unions,  17  registry  districts,  5  mimicipal  boroughs  [Calne,*  Chip- 
penham,*- De\'izes,*  Marlborough*  and  Salisbury*  (New  Sarum  City)],  13  urban  sanitary 
authorities,  17  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  13  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one 
court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  "is  divided  into  15  petty  sessional  divisions  and  10  lieutenancy 
sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Devizes  and  Salisbm-y  (city)  have  commissions  of  the 
peace  and  separate  courts  of  quaiter  sessions ;  the  borough  of  Marlborough  has  a  com- 
mission of  the  peace  only.  The  borough  of  Salisbury  (city)  has  its  own  police.  Malmes- 
bury,*  Wcstbury,*  and  Wilton*  are  mmiicipal  incorporations  not  subject  to  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Acts. 

Geological  Notes.' — The  geological  features  of  this  county  consist  cliiefly  of  the 
cretaceous  and  oolitic  groups,  with  the  intermediate  beds  of  upper  greensand,  gault,  and 
lower  greensand. 

Eistorical  Ab^es.— Wiltshire  was  first  held  by  the  Iberians,  by  whom  many  of  the  rivers 
were  named.  It  was  a  seat  of  the  Belgae  and  Attrebattii,  two  tribes  in  Britannia  Prima  ; 
and  afterwards  became  part  of  W^essex.  The  chief  Roman  station  was  Sorbiodunum,  or 
Old  Sarum.  In  the  Saxon  era,  and  during  the  Parliamentary  war,  the  county  was  the 
scene  of  many  encounters.  The  battle  of  itoundway  Down  was  fought^  in  1643.  It  is 
especially  remarkable  for  the  number  and  variety  of  the  memorials  of  antiquity  left  on  the 
DowTis  by  its  earliest  inhabitants — the  Britons,  Romans,  Saxons,  and  Danes,  in  succession. 
Among  these  are  the  Stonehenge  and  Avebury  Druid  circles  ;  Silbury  Hill  tumulus.  King 
barrow,  and  about  70  otin-r  barrows  and  earthworks ;  and  two  boundarj-  marks  called 
Wansdyke  and  GrimdA  ke.  There  are  also  remains  of  Laycock  Abbey  and  Wardoiir 
Castle.  "  _        ■

COUNTY  OF  WORCESTER. 


An  inland  county  in  the  basin  of  the  Severn,  bounded  on  the  north  by  Shropshire  and 
Staffordshire,  on  the  east  by  Warwickshire,  south-east  and  south  by  Gloucestershire,  and 
west  by  Herefordshire.  Length,  45  miles;  breadth,  40  miles;  circumference,  220  miles; 
square  miles,  7;^8.  Tlie  principal  rivers  are — theTenic,  Severn,  Stour,  and  Avon.  There  are 
also  the  Worcester  and  Birmingham,  Dudley,  Droitwich  and  other  canals,  and  about  2,000 
miles  of  roads.  The  railways  belong  chiefly  to  two  systems ;  the  Midland  has  the 
Birmingham  and  Bristol  branch,  on  whi'  h  are  Bron.sgrove  and  Worcester  ;  the  West 
Midland  (jiart  of  the  Great  Western  sj'stem)  has  a  circuitous  route  by  Worcester,  Droit- 
wich, Kidderminster  and  Stourlnidge,  to  Derby.  The  surface  of  this  county  is  generally 
level  or  gently  undulating ;  it  has  some  extensive  and  beautiful  vales,  with  rich  pasture. 
The  soil,  composed  chiefly  of  clay  and  loam,  is  of  great  fertility.  Much  wheat  is  grown, 
and  hops  are  extensively  cultivated.  Orchards  are  numerous,  and  large  quantities  of  cider 
and  perry  are  made.  Cattle  and  sheep  are  fattened,  the  latter  of  the  Leicester  breed.  Tho 
brine  springs  at  Droitwich  supply  immense  quantities  of  salt.  Coal  is  found  at  Dudley. 
Worcestershire  returns  four  members  to  Parliament,  t^vo  for  each  division,  east  and  west. 
It  is  in  the  Oxford  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Worcester,  and  comprises  parts  of  the 
dioceses  of  Worcester  and  Hereford.  The  borough  representation  is  as  follows : — Worcester 
(city)  two  members,  and  Bewdley,  Droitwich,  Dudley,  Evesham  and  Kidderminster  one 
member  each.  The  shire  has  5  hundreds,  244  ci\il  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  13  poor- 
law  unions,  11  registry  districts,  6  municipal  boroughs  [Bewdley,*  Droitwich,*  Dudley,* 
Evesham,*  Kidderminster,*  and  Worcester*  (city  and  county  of  itself)],  16  urban  sanitary 
authorities,  11  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  12  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has  one  conrt 
of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  16  petty  sessional  divisions  and  16  lieutenancy  sub- 
divisions. The  borough  of  Worcester  (city  and  county  of  itself)  has  a  commission  of 
the  peace  and  separate  court  of  quarter  sessions ;  the  other  boroughs  have  commissions  of 
the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of  Bewdley,  Droitwich,  Kidderminster,  and  Worcester  (city) 
have  their  own  police.

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Geological  Notes. —  The  strata  consist  for  the  most  part  of  new  red  sandstone,  lias  and 
oolite ;  other  formations  arc  visihlo  in  the  chain  of  the  Malvern  liills,  and  some  other 
districts. 

Historical  Notes. — The  Romans  found  in  this  part  of  the  country  a  Welsh  trihc  whom 
they  named  the  Cornavii,  and  whom  thej^  conquered.  The  territory  was  aftorwaids  held 
by  the  strong  tribe  of  the  Wickings  or  Hiviukians,  who  had  a  commonwealth  hei-c.  It  was 
on  the  border  line  of  Flavia  C;esariensis  and  Britannia  Secunda,  ultimately  becoming  part 
of  Wiccas  in  Mercia.  The  piiucipal  Koman  station  was  Salinje,  or  Droitwich,  on  the  .Salt- 
way.  There  are  remains  of  Evesham  and  Bordesley  abbeys,  Dudley  and  Dodford  priories, 
and  Dudley,  Hanley,  and  Ifartlebmy  castles. 

Trade,  Jfa/iufactures,  S;c. — The  hardwaie  manufactures  are  extensive.  Carpets  are 
made  at  Kidderminster,  glass  and  iron  wares  at  Dudley  and  Stourbridge,  gloves  and 
porcelain  at  Worcester,  and  needles  and  fish-hooks  at  Redditch  and  Fcckenham.

COUNTY  OF  YORK. 

This  is  the  lars^est  county  in  England,  being  nearly  the  size  of  Wales,  greater  than  most 
of  the  dukedunis  of  Germany,  and  more  extensive  than  some  European  kingdoms.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Westmoreland  and  Durham,  east  by  the  German  Ocean,  south  by 
Lincolnshire,  N  ottinjrhamshirc,  Hud  Derbyshire,  south-w(;st  by  Cheshire,  ^vest  by  Lancashire, 
and  north-west  by  Westmoreland.  Length,  1 14  miles  ;  breadth,  about  100  miles  ;  circum- 
ference, 360  miles;  square  miles,  5,97'.).  The  rivers,  including  the  Don,  Wharfe,  Aire, 
TJre,  Swale,  Derwent,  and  Hull,  are  all  tributaries  of  the  Ouse  and  Humber,  except  the 
Tees,  foi-ming  the  north  boundary,  and  the  Kibble  in  the  extreme  west.  Piincipal  capes, 
■Flamborough  Head  and  Spurn  Head.  The  turnpike  and  highway  roads  have  an  aggregate 
length  of  nearly  11,000  miles.  The  railways  are  numerous,  particularly  in  the  West  Riding. 
The  surface  is  very  much  diversified,  and  Yorkshire  takes  high  rank  as  an  agrimltiual, 
grazing,  and  manufacturing  county.  Owing  to  its  great  extent,  Yorkshire  has  beeii  di- 
vided into  three  parts,  called  the  East,  ISIorth',  and  West  Ridings  (a  name  said  to  be  derived 
from  the  Saxon  word  trtthing,  signifying  thirds).  The  ridings  are  likewise  called  East 
Yorkshire,  North  Yorkshire,  and" West  Yorkshiie,  and  are  for  many  purposes  shires  by 
themselves,  having  their  own  lords-lieutenant,  militia,  members  of  Parliament,  coroners, 
registrars,  and  justices  of  the  peace,  but  there  is  only  one  sheriff  for  Yorkshire.  The  ridings 
converge  near  the  city  of  York.  The  whole  of  the  county,  including  the  city  and  county 
of  York,  is  now  in  the  North-Eastern  circuit,  and  the  dioceses  of  York,  b'ii>on,  and  Man- 
chester. Theshire  has  2G  wapentakes,  3  liberties  (Ripon,  Lingborough,  and  Whitby  Strand), 
1,636  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  two  others,  59  poor-law  unions,  2  poor-law  parishes 
or  incorporations,  58  registry  districts,  20  municipal  boroughs  (see  each  riding  for  detailed 
information),  .io  petty  sessional  divisions,  172  urban  sanitary  authorities,  54  rural  sanitary 
authorities,  and  59  turnpike  trusts. 

Geologicnl    Notes.— Tlif^  limestone  and  coal  formation  appear    in  the  west,  succeeded 
towards  the  cast  by  lias,  oolite,  and  chalk. 

Historical  Notes.— '\5r\AQv  the  Komans  this  part  of  England  was  the  seat  of  the  Erigantes 
and  Parisii,  in  tlie  province  of  Maxima  Ca^saricnsis.  It  was  afterwards  part  of  Deira  and 
Northumbria.  York,  or  Eboracum,  was  the  principal  Romanstation  in  the  county.  In 
the  reign  of  Ed  warn  III.  several  of  the  coast  towns  were  swaliov.ed  up  by  the  sea,  including 
Frisnierk,  Ravensere,  &c.

EAST  RIDING  (YORK). 


This  division  of  Yorkshire  is  bounded  on  the  south  b}^  the  frith  of  the  Humber  and  the 
county  of  Lincoln,  on  the  north-east  by  the  German  Ocean,  on  the  north  by  the  North 
Riding  of  Yorkshire,  and  on  the  west  by  the  "West  Riding.  Length,  43  miles  ;  breadth, 
34  miles;  circumference,  ITOmilos;  square  miles,  1,201.  The  principal  rivers  are  the  Hull, 
Derwent,  and  Ouse.  There  is  also  the  Pocklington  Canal  and  nearly  2,000  miles  of  roads. 
The  riding  is  intersected  by  the  Great  Northern,  North  Eastern,  and  other  railways.  Its 
surface  consists  of  three  divisions — those  of  Holderness,  the  Chalk  Wolds,  and  Howdenshire, 
with  the  Vale  ot  York.  Holderness  is  a  tract  of  stifl'  red  clay  and  sandy  loam.  On  the 
hard,  swelling  Wolds,  which  rise  from  Holderness,  the  soil  is  light  and  easy.  Com,  beef, 
mutton,  and  wool  are  the  chief  products.  The  best  land  is  on  the  lower  Wolds,  being  a 
calcareous  loam.  In  the  Cairs  (or  Howdenshire  division'  a  great  variety  of  soils  prevail, 
from  the  rich  warp  lands, on  the  Ouse,  to  stifi',  unyielding  cla}'  and  moor.  The  riding  re- 
turns two  members  to  Parliament.  It  is  in  the  North-Eastem  circuit  and  is  an  archdeaconry 
in  the  diocese  and  province  of  York.  Tne  borough  representation  is  confined  to  Kingston-upon- 
HuU,  also  returning  two  members.  The  riding  has  6  wapentakes,  351  civil  parishes, 
besides  part  of  one  other  (Filey),  9  poor-law  unions,  1  jjoor-law  incorporation  (Kingston- 
upon-Hull),  10  registry  districts,  3  municipal  boroughs  [Beverley,*  Hodon,*and  Kingston- 
upon-HulF  (county  of  itself)],  10  urban  sanitary  authorities,  and  9  rural  stmitary  authori- 
ties. It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  12  petty  sessional 
divisions,  and  13  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.     The  borough  of  Kingston-upon-Hull  (county  of

NORTH  RIDING  (YORK). 

TJouNDED  on  the  north'  by  Durham,  on  the  north-east  and  east,  by  the  German  Ocean,  on 
the  south-east  by  the  river  Derwent  and  the  East  Riding,  on  the  south  by  the  river  Ouse 
and  the  West  Elding,  and  on  the  Avest  by  Westmorland.  Length,  S8  miles ;  breadth  46 
-miles ;  cuTumference,  240  miles;  sqiiarc  miles,  2,109.  The  principal  rivers  are  the  Derwent, 
Tees,  TJre,  Swale,  and  Rye  ;  and  the  riding  is  intersected  by  3,000  miles  of  roads  and  the 
North  Eastern  and  other  railways.  The  Vale  of  York,  a  fertile  tract  of  about  400,000  acres, 
along  the  rivers  Swale  and  Ouse,  divides  the  eastern  moorlands  from  the  western,  at  the 
heads  of  the  Ure,  Swale,  and  Ribble,  on  the  Westmorland  border.  The  picturesque  dales 
in  this  quarter  are  mostly  in  pasture.  The  soil,  in  Swaledale  and  Wensleydale,  is  a  fertile 
loam,  on  gi-avel  and  lime.  That  in  the  Vale  of  York,  where  the  best  land  is  found,  consists 
of  gravel,  clay,  loam,  and  sand,  chiefly  under  pasture.  The  eastern  moorlands  comprise 
several  beautiful  dales.  The  Vale  of  Cleveland  extends  over  70,000  acres.  On  the  south 
is  the  fertile  vale  of  the  Rye,  occupying  about  100,000  acres  of  rich  warp  land.  betTyeen 
which  and  the  Vale  of  York  are  the  Howardian  Hills,  with  strong  loamy  soil.  There  are 
several  waterfalls  in  the  upper  pai-ts  of  the  Ure  and  SAvale.  Lead  is  extracted  from  the 
limestone  hills,  ;ilum  from  the  cUfl's  near  Whitby ;  T%rith  copper,  iron,  and  coal  hero  and 
elsewhere.  This  riding,  which  is  in  the  north-eastern  circuit,  retiims  two  members  to 
Parliament,  and  constitutes  part  of  the  diocesi  'S  of  Ripon  and  Y  ork,  pro\-ince  of  York.  The 
borough  representation  comprisps  Scarborough  and  York  t  (city),  two  members  each,  and 
Malton,  Middlesborough,  Xortliallerton,  Richmond,  Thirsk,  and  Whitby,  one  member  each. 
The  riding  has  11  wapentakes,  2  liberties  (Langborough  and  Whitby  Strand),  554  civil  parishes 
besides  parts  of  five  others,  17  poor-law  unions,  15  registiy  districts,  3  municipal  boroughs 
[Middlesbrough*.  Richmond*,  and  Scarborough*],  20  urban  sanitary  authorities,  and  1 7 
rural  sanitary  authorities.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  ly 
petty  sessional  divisions  and  19  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  Thi;  boroughs  of  Richmond  and 
Scarborough  have  commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions ;  the 
borough  of  Middlesbrough  has  a  commission  of  the  peace  only,  and  all  three  boroughe 
L'.lso  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Xofcu. — Tlie  geological  foiTuation  comprises  lias,  oolite,  alum,  slate,  iron- 
stone, and  coal  se  ims.  York  or  Eboracum  was  the  principal  Roman  station  in  this  riding, 
which  contains  the  ruins  of  RievauLx,  Jervaulx,  Byland,  (ruisborough,  Whitby,  and 
Hackness  Abbeys  or  Priories,  Av-ith  remains  of  Crake,  Helrasley,  Middleham,  Pickering, 
Richmond,  Scarborough,  and  York  Castles.

aquare  miles,  2,669.  The  principal  rivers  are  the  Ribble,  Nidd.  Calder,  Don.  Aire,  and 
Wharfc.

Tlie  great  central  coal-field,  on 
which  all  the  staple  manufactures  of  the  riding  are  seated,  is  a  space  45  miles  long  by  20 
miles  broad,  between  the  Aire  and  Don,  enclosing  Leeds,  Bradford,  Dewsbuiy,  Hahfax. 
Waketield,  Barnsley,  Hheffield,  Rotherham,  kc.  The  pits  round  Bamsley  belong  to  the 
South  Yorkshire  Hvld,  and  those  at  SadfUeworth  to  the  Lancashire  tield.^  Upwards  of  400 
collieries  are  in  the  riding.  Iron  is  worked  near  the  coal ;  lead  in  the  Craven  HiUs.  Good 
building  stone,  flagstone,  grindstones,  and  slate  are  also  obtained.  That  part  of  the 
riding  round  Settle  and  Skipton  is  aU  grass  and  daii-y  land.  On  the  light  soil  round 
Doncaster  sheep  husbandly  is  practised.  In  general,  the  soil  of  the  riding  is  of  a  loamy 
quality ;  and  much  corn  is  grown  on  the  nortli  and  east  sides,  with  beans,  turnips,  clover, 
and  other  crops.  Liquorice  is  grown  at  Pontefiact  and  Ripley.  Flax,  teazle,  woad,  and 
chicorj'  arc  cultivated  on  favourable  soils.  There  are  plantations  of  oak,  ash,  larcli,  and 
other  timber  for  use  in  the  coUieries.  Malham  Tarn,  the  soui-co  of  the  River  Aire,  is  the 
only  lake  in  the  West  Riding ;  it  is  noted  for  its  rocky  scar  and  its  trout.  At  Ingleton  is 
a  waterfoll  of  90  feet.  There  are  mineral  waters  at  Haixogate,  Knaresborough,  and  Jlkley 
Wells ;  tlie  last  being  a  hydropathic  establishment  in  Wharfdale.  The  riding  returns 
six  members  to  Parliament,  "two  for  each  division,  north,  south  and  east,  and  constitutes 
part  of  the  dioceses  of  York  and  Ripon,  in  the  province  of  York,  and  the  north-ea.steru 
circuit.  The  borough  representation  comprises  Leeds,  tliree  members ;  Bradford,  Halifax, 
Pontefract,  and  Sheffield,  two  members  each  ;  Dewsbury,  Huddersfield,  Knaresborough. 
Ripon  (city),  and  Waketield,  one  member  each.  The  riding  has  9  wapentakes,  1  liberty 
(Ripon),  724  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  G  others,  33  poor-law imions,  1  poor-law  parish 
(Saddleworlh) ,  33  registry  districts,  14  municipal  boroughs  [Barnsley,*  Batley,*  Bradford, * 
Dewsbury.*  Doncaster,*  Halifax,*  Hudderstield,*  Leeds,*  Pontefract,*  Ripon  (city),* 
Rotherham,*  Sheffield,*  Wakefield,*  and  York*  (city  and  county  of  itself)],  146  urban 
sanitary  authorities,  28  rural  sanitary  autJiorities.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions, 
and  is  d'ivided  into  25  petty  sessional  divisions  and  1 3  Heutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs 
of  Bradford,  Doncaster,  Leeds,  Pontefract,  Sheffield,  and  York  (city  and  county  of  itself)  have 
commissions  of  the  peace  and  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions;  the  boroughs  of  Batley, 
Dcwsbuiy,Halifax,  Huddersfield,  Ripon  (city), and  Wakefield,  have  commissions  of  the  peace 
only.  The  boroughs  of  Bradford,  Dewsbury,  Doncaster,  Halifax,  Huddersfield,  Leeds, 
Pontefract,  Ripon  (city),  Sheffield,  Waketield,  and  York  (city)  also  have  their  own  poUce. 
The  liberty  of  Ripon  (which  includes  the  city)  has  its  own  petty  and  quarter  sessions. 

Geological  Notis.—Tl\c  geolog-ical  featui-es  of  the  West  Riding  include  the  new  red 
sandstone  in  the  Vale  of  York,  lower  red  sandstone,  magnesian  limestone,  coal,  gritstone, 
and  mountain  limestone,  with  slaty  rocks,  on  the  Derbyshire  and  Lanctishire  borders,  where 
the  surface  is  most  elevated. 

Ilistorical  Notes. — Utider  the  Romans  this  riding  was  the  seat  of  the  Brigantes  and 
Parisii,  in  the  province  of  Maxima  Caisariensis.  It  was  subsequently  part  of  Deira  and 
Northumbria,  and  figures  as  Eurewicscire  in  the  Domesday  survey.  The  principal  lioman 
stations  were  Eboraciun,  or  York,  Legeolium,  or  Castleford,  and  Calcaria,  or  Tadcaster. 
There  are  loa:an,  or  Druid  stones,  at  Settle.  Saddleworth,  Brimham  Crags,  and  the  Arrows ; 
remains  of  "Bolton,  Kirkstall,  F-ountains.  and  Roche  Abbeys,  and  of  Selby  Priory ; 
Cathedrals  at  York  and  Ripon  ;  and  old  castles  at  Bolton,  Cawood,  Bawtry,  Conisborough, 
HarcA\'ood.  Knaresborough,  Pontefract,  Skipton,  Spofibrth,  Sandall,  TickhiQ,  and  York.

THE   PEIIS^CIPALITY. 


The  Principality  of  Wales  appears  as  a  projection  into  St.  George's  Channel,  on  the 
western  side  of  Sontli  Britain.  On  the  east  arc  the  English  counties  of  Chester,  Salop, 
Hereford,  and  Monmouth  ;  on  the  north  is  the  Irish  Sea,  on  the  west  St.  George's  Channel, 
and  on  the  south  the  Ei-istol  Channel.  The  island  of  Anglesey  occupies  the  north-western 
extremity,  being  separated  from  the  mainland  liy  the  Menai  Strait.  The  princi]5ality  is 
13-5  miles  in  length,  9'>  nulcs  wide  in  the  broadest  part,  and  35  in  the  narrowest,  with  an 
area  of  7,389  miles,  and  4,721,823  statute  acres.  The  population  in  1881  was: — males, 
(177,028  ;  females,  682, 8G7  ;  total,  1, 359,895.  Wales  gives  the  title  of  Prince  to  the  heir- 
apparent  of  the  British  crown.  The  counties  are  grouped  into  North  and  South  Wales,  as 
follows : — North  Wales — Anglesey,  Carnarvonshire,  Denbighshire,  Flintshire,  jMerioneth- 
shire,  and  Montgomeryshire.  South  Wales — Brecknockshire,  Cardiganshire,  Carmarthen- 
shire, Glamorganshire,  Pcmbrokeshii'c,  and  Eadnorshii-e.  AVules  is  a  very  mountainous 
region,  particularly  in  the  noi-them  di^dsion,  where  Snowdon  rises  to  the  height  of  3,590 
feet.  The  principal  rivei-s  are — the  Severn,  TJsk,  Wye,  Teify,  Towy^,  Dovj',  Clw^'d, 
Conway,  and  Dee.  The  lakes  ai-e  numerous,  but  the  largest,  that  of  Bala,  is  somewhat 
under  four  miles  in  length,  and  scarcely  one  mile  broad.  The  climate  is  on  the  whole 
moderate  and  equable,  though  somewhat  keen  in  the  loftier  districts.  In  all  the  counties, 
but  more  especially  in  the  maritime,  humidity  is  in  excess.     Agriculture  is  backward. 

Geological  Notca. — Tlie  silurian  fonnation — so  called  after  the  Silures,  the  ancient 
inhabitants  of  the  principality — covers  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  whole  surface,  extending 
continuously  from  the  mouth  of  the  Conway  to  the  vicinity  of  St.  DaA-id's  Head,  but  is  suc- 
ceeded in  the  south  by  the  old  rod  sandstone,  above  which  lies,  first  the  mountain  limestone, 
and  then  the  large  and  valuable  coal  field  which  characterises  South  Wales.  IMinerals  are 
abundant,  and  the  mining  industry  is  highly  important,  the  products  including  iron, 
copper,  lead,  silver,  slati',  and  limestone,  as  well  as  coal. 

Historical  Xofcs. — The  comitiy  received  the  name  of  Wales,  and  the  inhabitants  that 
of  Welsh,  f  I'om  tlie  Saxons,  who  by  these  terms  denoted  a  land  and  a  people  to  which  they 
were  strangers.  The  Welsh  have  always  called  themselves  C'l/mri,  of  which  the  strictly 
literal  meaning  is  "aborigines,"  and  their  language  Cijmracg,  that  is,  the  "primitive 
tongue,"  whence  the  Romans  appear  to  have  called  the  country  Cambria,  though  they  also,, 
classed  it  as  Brltamtu'  Sccunda.  At  the  conquest  of  Wales  by  Edward  I.,  its  laws  under- 
went material  alterations  and  were  gi-adually  assimilated  to  those  of  England,  imtil  the 
time  of  Henry  VIII.  The  statute  which  completed  the  dependency  of  the  principality  at 
the  same  time  gave  the  utmost  advancement  to  its  prosperity,  and  this  brave  people, 
conquered  into  the  enjoyment  of  liberty,  were  made  fellow-citizens  vnth  theii-  conquerors,. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^c. — The  minerals,  as  already  observed,  are  very  valuable.  The 
south  contains  some  of  the  largest  coal  and  iron  works  in  the  kingdom,  as  well  as  the 
smelting  works  at  Swansea,  probably  the  most  extensive  in  the  world.  Of  manufactures, 
properly  so  called,  by  far  the  most  important  are  woollens.  The  principal  articles  are — 
flannel,  for  which  the  principality  has  long  been  famous  ;  cloth,  chiefly  of  a  coarse  descrip- 
tion ;  and  hosieiT. 


COUNTY    OF    ANGLESEY. 


Anglesey,  in  North  Wales,  is  an  island  and  county  at  the  north-west  cxtremitj- 
of  the  principality,  separated  from  Carnarvonshire  by  the  long  and  narrow  channel, 
designated  the  Menai  Strait,  over  which  is  a  noble  susi^ension  bridge,  consisting  of 
one  principal  opening  of  560  feet,  and  seven  stone  arches.  A  still  more  wonderful  work  is  the 
Britannia  bridge  (opened  March  5,  1849),  a  tube  of'wi-ought  iron  plates,  for  conducting  the 
Chester  and  Holyhead  Railway  over  the  strait.       Length  of  the  island,  20  miles  ;   breadth, 
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Smiles;  circumference,  SO  miles;  square  miles,  302.  There  are  several  short  rivers, 
including  the  Braint,  Cefn,  and  Alaw.  The  surface  of  the  island  is  comparatively  flat, 
and  the  climate,  though  milder  than  that  of  the  adjoining  coast,  is  most  unfavourahle  to  the 
growth  of  trees.  The  soil  is  various,  producing  crops  of  wheat,  oats,  barley,  and  ijotatncs. 
Black  cattle,  sheep,  and  hogs  are  reared  for  the  English  market.  Fish  is  plentiful  round 
the  coast.  The  highest  point  is  Holyhead  Hill,  703  feet  above  sea  level.  The 
Anglesey  column,  erected  in  1820,  stands  at  an  elevation  of  360  feet  above  the  Menai 
Strait.  This  county,  which  retui-ns  one  member  to  Parliament,  contains  six  deaneries 
(corresi)onding  to  the  hundreds),  in  the  archdeaconry  and  diocese  of  Bangor,  province  oi' 
Canterbuiy.  It  is  in  the  North  Wales  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Beaumaris,  and 
has  6  himdi'cds,  78  civil  parishes.  2  poor-law  unions,  1  registry  district,  1  municipal 
borough  [Beaumaris*],  2  urban  sanitary  authorities,  2  rui-al  sanitary  authorities,  and  2 
turnpikt!  trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  (piarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  2-  petty 
sessional  divisions  and  2  lieutenancy  sub-divisions. 

Geological  Notes. — The  prevailing  rock  in  Anglesey  is  mica  schist,  and,  besides  vari<.'- 
gated  marbles,  it  yields  millstone,  gritstone,  serpentine,  soapstone,  limestone,  and  also 
granite,  which  is  found  nowhere  eLs(!  in  Wales.  The  copper  mines  discovered  in  \7i'>>> 
were,  until  1800,  the  most  productive  in  the  kingdom,  but  they  have  since  declined.  Coal 
exists  in  the  slate — a  very  rare  occurrence — and  sometimes  in  the  form  of  great  boulders 
on  the  surface. 

Hintorical  Notes. — ,\nglesey  (the  English  Isle)  is  said  to  have  been  so  called  by  th( 
Saxons.  By  the  Cymry,  or  ancient  Britons,  the  name  was  written  and  pronoimced 
'•  Mon,"  which  the  Ilomans  latinised  into  "  Mona."     It  was  the  chief  seat  of  Druidism. 

Trade,  i^r. — ^Agriculture  and  fishing  provide  the  principal  employment  of  the  in- 
habitants.

and  21  constables,  from  26s.  Od.  to  22s.  Od.  weekly;  total  of  all  ranks,  28.  The  cost  oi' 
the  force  in  the  previous  year  was  £2,865  ;  the  proportion  paid  by  the  Grovemment 
was  £1,071.  The  arcaof  the  district  is  193,511  acres.  For  21  indictable  offences  reported, 
23  persons  were  apprehended,  and  19  comnntted  for  trial  ;  for  offences  determined  sum- 
marily, 1,064  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  923  convicted,  268  persons  and  260 
convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.  There  are  249 
public-houses,  5  beer-houses,  and  4  refreshment-houses  within  the  district  controlled  by  the 
force.

COUNTY  OF  BRECKNOCK. 

Bheckxockshike,  or  Brecon,  an  inland  county  of  South  Walts,  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Eadnorshire,  on  the  west  by  the  counties  of  Cardigan  and  Carmarthen,  on  the  south  by 
Glamorganshire  and  the  western  part  of  jMonmonthshire,  and  on  tlu'  east  liy  the  English 
counties  of  Monmouth  and  Hereford.  Length,  56  miles  ;  breadth,  35  miles ;  ciixum- 
ference,  140  miles;  square  miles,  719.  Watered  by  the  rivers  Usk,  Wye,  and  Irvon.  The 
Taf  and  Tawe  both  rise  in  this  county,  which  is  very  mountainous,  with  a  varied  soil. 
Welsh  is  spoken  by  a  large  proportion  of  the  country  people.  Brecknockshire  returns 
one  member  to  Parliament.  It  is  in  the  South  Wales  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at 
Brecknock,  and  constitutes  an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  St.  David's,  province  of 
Canterbury^  The  borough  representation  is  confined  to  Brecon,  returning  one  member. 
The  shire  has  6  hundreds,  91  civil  parishes,  besides  part  of  one  other,  4  poor-law  unions, 
4  registry  districts,  1  municipal  borough  [Brecon*],  4  urban  sanitary  authorities,  and  4 
rural  sanitary  authorities.  The  county  has  one  coiut  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided 
into  10  petty  sessional  divisions  and  11  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  borough  of 
Brecon  has  a  separate  commission  of  the  peace  and  its  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — Old  red  sandstone  is  tlie  prevailing  fonnation.  Coal,  graywack(\ 
slate,  and  limestone  are  found. 

Historical  Notes. — The  county  is  supposed  to  have  derived  its  name  from  Biychan,  a 
native  prince  of  the  fifth  century.  Before  the  union  with  England,  in  1532,  it  was  included 
in  the  Welsh  marches,  and  placed  under  a  miUtary  governor. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  i^r. — The  manufactiu-os  are  coarse  woollens  and  worsted  hosiery. 
There  are  ironworks  at  Beaufort,  Clydach,  &c.

COUNTY    OF    CARDIGAN. 

A  MARITIME  county  of  South  Wales,  having  Cardigan  bay  on  the  west,  and  the  counties 
of  Merioneth,  Montgomery,  Eadnor,  Brecon,  Carmarthen,  and  Pembroke,  on  the  land  side. 
Length,  44  miles;  breadth,  21  miles;  circumference  150  miles;  square  miles  693.  Prin- 
cipal rivers— the  Teify,  Dow,  Ridol,  Ystwith,  Aeron,  and  Arth.  The  surface  of  this 
county,  like  that  of  nearly  all  the  Welsh  counties,  is  generally  mountainous  and  barren, 
but  with  the  frequent  occurrence  of  beautiful  and  fertile  valleys.  Plinlimmon  has  an 
elevation  of  2,463  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  Cardiganshire  returns  one  member  to 
Parliament.  It  is  in  the  South  Wales  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Cardigan,  and 
forms  part  of  an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  St.  Da\-id's.  Aberystwith,  Adpar, 
Cardigan,  and  Lampeter  constitute  the  Cardigan  district  of  boroughs,  returning  one 
member  conjointly.  The  shire  has  5  hundreds,  97  civil  pari-shes,  o  poor-law  unions,  6 
registry  districts,  2  municipal  boroughs  [Aberystwith*  and  Cardigan,*]  4  urban  sanitary 
authorities.  5  rural  sanitary  authorities.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions  and  is 
divided  into  9  potty  sessional  divisions  and  10  heutenancy  sub-di-s-isions.  The  borough 
of  Aberystwith,  a  watering  place  fast  rising  in  importance,  and  Cardigan  have  separate 
commissions  of  the  peace.

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Geological  Notes. — Slate,  shale,  and  mountain  limestone  are  the  prevailing  rocks,  and 
there  are  mines  of  lead  and  zinc.  Some  of  the  lead  mines  have  produced  100  oz.  of  silver 
to  the  ton. 

Historical  Notes. — This  county  was  part  of  Britannia  Secunda,  and  a  few  Eoman 
remains  still  exist.  At  Strata  Florida  are  the  ruins  of  an  abhey,  and  at  Aberystwith  there 
is  a  very  old  castle.  St.  David's  college,  at  Lampeter,  was  founded  by  Bishop  Burgess  for 
di-snnity  students.     The  University  College  of  Wales  is  at  Aberystwith. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  ^c. — Gloves  and  flannel  are  manufactured,  but  agricultural 
pursuits  predominate.

COUNTY  OF  CARMARTHEN. 

A  MARITIME  county  of  South  Wales,  the  largest  in  the  principality,  bounded  on  the  west 
by  Pembrokeshire,  on  the  north  by  Cardiganshire,  on  the  cast  by  Brecknockshire,  on  the 
south-east  by  Glamorganshire,  and  on  the  south  by  the  broad  estuary  of  the  Burry  river 
and  Carmarthen  Bay,  in  the  Bristol  Channel.  Length,  50  miles ;  breadth,  35  miles ; 
cii-cumference,  IGO  miles;  square  miles,  947.  Watered  by  the  rivers  Tave  and  Towy. 
Railways  connect  the  mines  of  the  interior  with  the  coast.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  surface 
of  this  county  is  hilly,  but  it  seldom  attains  a  mountainous  elevation.  A  large  part  of  it  is 
waste,  but  it  is  pretty  well  wooded,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  mountains,  is  generally 
fertile.  Carmarthenshire  returns  two  members  to  Parliament.  It  is  in  the  South  Wales  cir- 
cuit, and  constitutes  an  archdeaconry  in  the  diocese  of  St.  David's.  Carmarthen  and  Llanelly 
are  united  in  the  Carmarthen  district  of  lioroughs,  and  send  one  member  to  Parliament.  The 
shire  has  5  hundreds,  3  commots,  82  civil  parishes,  besides  part  of  one  other,  5  poor-law 
unions,  4  registry  districts,  2  municipal  boroughs  [Carmarthen*  (a  county  of  itself),  and 
Llandovery*]  4  urban  sanitary  authorities,  and  5  rural  sanitary aiithorities.  It  also  has 
one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  9  petty  sessional  divisions  and  8  lieutenancy 
sub-divisions.  The  borough  of  Carmarthen  (county  of  itself)  has  a  commission  of  the  peace, 
separate  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  its  own  police.  Kidwelly  *  is  a  municipal  incorpora- 
tion governed  imder  ancient  charters. 

Geological  Xotcs. — The  prevailing  rocks  arc  the  slates  of  the  Silurian  system  in  the 
vale  of  Towy,  with  old  red  sandstone,  carboniferous  limestone  and  gritstone,  the  last  border- 
ing on  the  coal  basin  of  Glamorganshire.  Bituminous  and  anthracite  coal  and  ii-on  are 
worked  at  Llanelly,  where  there  are  also  copper,  silver,  lead  and  tin  works,  and  a  potter}\ 
Blue  marble  is  also  found  here. 

Historical  Notes. — The  independency  of  Wales  was  destroyed  near  Llandilovawr,  in 
this  countj',  where  was  fought  the  last  battle  for  native  dominion,  between  the  forces  of 
Edward  I.  and  Llewellyn,  prince  of  Wales.

COUNTY  OF  CARNARVON. 

A  MARITIME  county  of  North  Wales,  having  Carnarvon  Bay  on  the  west,  the  county  of 
Denbigh  on  the  east,  the  island  of  Anglesey  and  the  Irish  Sea  on  the  north,  and  Cardigan 
Bay  on  the  south.  The  Britannia  and  Menai  bridges  unite  it  to  Anglesey.  Length,  51 
miles;  hreadth,  22  miles;  circumference,  145  miles;  square  miles,  579.  The  principal 
river  is  the  Conway.  The  Chester  and  Holyhead  section  of  the  London  and  North  Western 
Railway  with  its  branches  gives  communication  with  all  parts  of  the  country.  This  is  the 
most  mountainous  county  in  Wales,  and  includes  the  Snowdon  range.  Xevertheless,  there 
are  some  fertile  tracts,  suitable  for  dairy  farming  and  the  growing  of  oats  and  barley.  The 
chief  mineral  products  are  copper,  lead,  slate,  and  coal.  Carnarvonshire  returns  one 
member  to  ParHament.  It  is  in  the  Norih  Wales  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Car- 
narvon, and  it  forms  part  of  the  diocese  of  Bangor.  The  boroughs  of  Bangor,  Carnarvon, 
Conway,  Criccieth,  Ne\-in,  and  PwUheli.  form  the  Carnarvon  district  of  boroughs,  conjointly 
returning  one  member.  The  shire  has  10  hundreds,  75  civil  parishes,  besides  part  of  one 
other ;  4  poor-law  unions  ;  4  registry  districts  ;  3  municipal  boroughs  [Carnarvon,*  Conway,* 
PwUheli*],  10  lu-ban  sanitary  authorities,  4  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  2  turnpike 
trusts.  It  also  has  one  coui-t  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  di^^ded  into  6  petty  sessional 
divisions  and  4  lieutenancy  sub-di%asions.  The  borough  of  Carnarvon  has  a  separate  com- 
mission of  the  peace.  The  city  of  Bangpr  is  reputed  to  have  once  been  incorporated,  but 
the  e\'idence  in  support  of  the  allegation  is  not  of  averyrehable  character. 

Geological  .VoCcs.— Silurian  slate  is  the  prevalent  rock,  with  mica,  slate,  limestone, 
basalt,  porphyry,  &c. 

Historical  J^otes. — Carnarvonshire  derives  its  name  from  the  ancient  province  of  Arvon, 
in  which  it  was  almost  wholly  included,  and  which  was  so  called  from  its  situation  opposite 
to  Mon,  orMona  (see  Anglesey),  the  name  sigmf}-ing  "adjacent  to  Mona."  This  county 
was  part  of  the  Welsh  district  of  Gwynedd. 

Trade,  %c. — Slate  and  copper  mining,  with  agriculture,  provides  the  trade  of  the 

county.

COUNTY    OF    DENBIGH. 

A  MARITIME  county  of  Xortli  Wales,  bounded  north  by  the  Irish  Soa,  east  by  Flint, 
Chester,  and  Salop,  west  by  Carnarvon,  and  south  by  Montgomery  and  Merioneth.  Length, 
42  miles;  breadth,  27  miles;  circitmference,  163  miles;  square  miles,  603.  It  is  watered 
by  the  rivers  Dee,  Clwj-d,  and  Conway,  and  has  a  branch  of  the  EUesmere  Canal.  The 
sui'face  is  mostly  rugged  and  mountainous,  -with  pictm-esquc  scener}^  Some  portions  are 
fertile  and  well  cultivated,  including  the  vale  of  LlangoUen.  The  minerals  are  coals,  lead, 
iron,  flint,  and  slate.  There  is  a  cannon  foundry  at  Euabon.  The  Hoh-head  Rxilway 
crosses  the  north  part  of  the  coimty.  Denbighshire  returns  two  members" to  Parliament. 
It  is  in  the  North  Wales  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Ruthin ;  and  it  constitutes  part 
of  the  dioceses  of  Bangor  and  St.  Asaph,  in  the  province  of  Canterbm-y.  Denbigli,  Holt, 
Ruthin,  and  Wrexham,  forming  the  Denbigh  district  of  boroughs,  also"  elect  one  member. 
The  shire  has  6  hunch-eds,  90  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  3  poor-law  unions,  4 
registry  districts,  3  municipal  boroughs  '[Denbigh,*  Ruthin,*  and  Wrexham,*]  5  urban 
sanitary  authorities,  3  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  7  turnpike  trusts.  It  also  has 
one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  9  petty  sessional  divisions  and  9  lieutenancy 
sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Denbigh  and  Wrexham  have  separate  commissions  of  the 
peace.  Holt*  is  a  municipal  borough  not  under  the  Municipal  Corporations  Acts,  but  in 
conformity  -with  its  special  charters. 

Geological  Notes. — Silurian  rocks,  carboniferous  limestone,  coal  measures,  and  old  and 
new  red  sandstone,  are  the  principal  formations;  lead,  zinc,  coal,  ironstone,  lime  and 
freestone  are  the  principal  mineral  products. 

Historical  Notes. —  Under  the  Romans  this  county  formed  a  portion  of  Venedotia,  one 
of  the  minor  divisions  of  the  great  province  of  Britannia  Secunda.  It  afterwards  became 
part  of  GwjTiedd  and  Po-^ysland.     It  was  annexed  to  England  b}--  Henry  VIII. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  %c.—Th.c  manufacture  of  woollen  goods  "on  a  small  scale  is  carried 
on,  but  the  iron,  slate,  coal,  and  lead  mines,  with  agriculture,  are  the  principal  channels  of 
industry.

— The  county  force  comprised  (September  29,  1881),  1 
chief  constable  (Major  T.  J.  Leadbetter),  at  £300  yearly,  and  £75  allowances ;  4  superinten- 
dents (Thomas  Hammond,  Llanrwst;  William  Wilde,  Dep. C.  C,  Wrexham;  and  Thomas 
Vaughan,  Denbigh  ;  and  John  Sheehan,  chief  clerk,  Wrexham),  from£137  to  £118  12s.  6d. 
yearly,  and  £50  each  as  forage  allowance;  2  inspectors,  fi-om  £100  7s.  6d.  to  £95  j-early  ; 
8  sergeants,  from  30s.  4d.  to  2Gs.  lOd.  weekly;  and  64  constables,  from  28s.  to  22s.  2d.' 
weekly ;  total  of  all  ranks,  79.  The  cost  of  the  force  in  the  preWous  year  was  £7,173  :  the 
proportion  paid  by  the  Government  was  £3,102.  The  area  of  the  dis'trict  is  392,005  acres. 
For  63  indictable  offences  reported,  44  persons  wore  apprehended,  and  34  committed  for 
trial ;  for  offences  determined  summarily,  1,912  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  1,608 
convicted,  477  persons  and  418  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of 
drunkenness.  There  are  431  public-houses,  182  beer-houses,  and  22  refreshment-houses 
within  the  district  controlled  by  the  force.

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COUNTY  OF  FLINT. 

A  MARITIME  county  of  North  Wales,  conBisting  of  two  separate  portions,  a  larger  and 
dmaller— the  former  ha^-ing  the  Doe  on  the  east,  the  Irish  Sea  on  the  north,  and  the  county 
of  Denbigh  on  the  south  anil  west;  the  latter,  which  is  distant  G  miles  south-east  from 
the  main  portion,  and  separated  from  it  by  the  county  of  Denbigh,  has  Cheshire  on  the 
north-east,  and  Shropshin;  on  all  the  other  sides.  Flintshire  is  the  smallest  county  in 
Wales,  being  only  25  miles  long  by  14  wide,  with  a  circumference  of  113  miles,  and  289 
square  miles.  Tlie  Deo  and  the  Clwyd  are  the  principal  rivers.  Minerals  are  abundant, 
particularly  lead.  The  copper  mines  are  also  valuable.  Agriculture  is  prosperous  and 
advancing.  The  coimty  is  traversed  by  the  Chester  and  Holyhead  Railway.  Tt  is  in 
the  North  Wales  and  Cho.st(>r  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Jlold,  and  it  constitutes 
])arts  of  the  dioceses  of  St.  Asaph  and  Chester,  in  the  province  of  Canterbury.  Caergwle, 
CacrwvH,  Flint,  Holywell,  l\Iold,  Overton,  Khuddlan  and  St.  Asaph  (city),  form  the  Flint 
district  of  boroughs,  conjointly  returning  one  member.  The  .shire  has  5  hundreds,  37 
civil  parislies,  besides  parts  of  others,  3  poor-law  unions,  1  registry  district,  1  mimicipal 
borough  [Flint*],  4  urban  sanitary  authorities,  3  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  9  turnpike 
trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  di^aded  into  10  petty  sessional 
divisions  and  4  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  borough  of  Flint  has  a  separate  commission 
of  the  peace. 

— Silurian  rocks,  carbonifei'ous  limestone  and  coal  measures  prepon* 
derate,  and  lead,  zinc,  coal,  lime,  iron  ore  and  freestonr  are  the  principal  mineral  products.

:ifterwards  of  Gwynedd,  and  of  Mercia.  It  was  annexed  to  the  earldom  of  Chester  until 
constituted  a  shire  by  Edward  I.

A  MARITIME  county  of  South  "Wales,  bounded  on  the  north  by  Brecknockshire,  on  the 
east  by  the  English  county  of  Monmouth,  on  the  south  by  the  Bristol  Channel,  and  on  the 
west  and  north-west  by  the  bay  and  county  of  Carmarthen.  Length,  53  miles;  breadth, 
27  miles ;  circumference,  140  miles;  square  miles,  856.  Watered  by  the  rivers  Taff, 
Neath,  Ta-sre,  Llychwr,  Ogmore,  &c.  There  are  also  several  canals.  The  South  Wales 
Railway,  which  joins  with  the  (3rreat  Western  at  Grange  Court,  and  numerous  local  lines, 
give  communication  Avith  all  parts  of  the  county.  All  the  north  part  of  this  county 
belongs  to  the  great  coal-field  of  South  Wales,  in  which  blast  and  anthracite  coal,  iron, 
and  ironstone  are  worked.      Tin  and  copper  ores  are  brought  fi-om  Cornwall  to  be  smelted. 
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As  to  iniiicriJ  wciilth,  this  is  the  richest  rjounty  in  the  wholo  principality.  T)ic  vale  ni' 
Glamorf^an  is  nniarkahle  lor  fertility,  hut  af>;ricTilture  in  thi?  county  is  decidedly  sul)ordi- 
nate  to  minin<4'  and  manufactures.  Glamorganshire  returns  two  members  to  Parliament. 
Ji  is  in  the  S<juth  Wales  and  Chester  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Swansea  ami 
Cardiif,  and  it  (;onstitutcs  parts  of  the  dioceses  of  Llandafl"  and  St.  David,  province  of 
Canterbury.  The  borough  representation  includes — ]M(>rthyr  Tydfil,  two  members,  and 
Cardiff  district  (C!ardiff,  Cowbridge,  and  Llantrissant)  and  Swansea  district  (Aberavon, 
Kenfig,  Loughor,  Neath,  and  Swansea),  one  member  each.  The  shire  has  10  hundreds, 
16(5  civil  parishes,  8  poor-law  imions,  7  registry  districts,  4  municipal  boroughs  [Aberavon, ' 
Cardiff',*  Neath,*  and  Swansea*],  14  urban  sanitary  authorities,  and  8  rui-al  8anitai> 
authorities.  It  also  has  one  court  of  (juai-ter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  12  petty 
sessional  divisions,  and  12  lieutenancy  sub-divisions.  The  boroughs  of  Aberavon,  Clardifl', 
and  Swansea  have  separate  commissions  of  the  peace;  the  boroughs  of  CardiflF,  Neath, 
and  Swansea  have  their  own  police. 

Geological  Notes. — Lias,  limestone,  millstone  grit,  and  old  red  sandstone,  with  clay 
beds,  are  the  paramount  formations. 

Hlxtorlcdl  Xotes. — This  county  was  called  G  went  and  Morganwg  by  the  Welsh,  and 
formed  part  of  Britannia  Prima.  The  district  of  Gower  is  peopled  by  descendants  of 
Flemish  colonists  who  settled  here  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.,  under  Fitzhamon  and  other 
feudal  leaders.

COUNTY    OF    MERIONETH. 

A  MARITIME  county  of  North  Wales,  Tjomnli'd  on  the  north  by  Carnarvonshire  and 
Denbighshire,  north-east  by  Denbighshire,  east  and  south-east  by  Montgomeryshire, 
south  by  Cardiganshire,  and  south-west  and  west  by  Cardigan  Bay.  Length,  46  miles ; 
breadth,  29  miles ;  circumference,  140  miles ;  square  miles,  602.  Principal  rivers — the 
Dee,  Dovey  and  Mawddach.  The  Bala  and  several  smaller  lakes  are  in  this  county.  The 
surface  is  mountainous,  and  includes  Cader-Idris.  The  upper  strata  consist  almost  wholly 
of  slate  rocks.  The  chief  minerals  are  lead,  copper,  slate,  and  lime,  with  some  portions  of 
gold.  The  soil  is  poor,  and  is  only  suitable  for  pasturage,  but  the  county  is  famous  for 
its  breed  of  ponies.  The  county  is  traversed  by  the  continuing  lines  of  the  London  and 
North  Western  and  Great  Western  Railways  ;  and  there  is  a  line  from  Bala  to  Festiniog. 
Merionethshire  returns  one  member  to  Parliament,  which  constitutes  the  sole  repre- 
sentation, there  being  neither  parliamentary  nor  municipal  boroughs  in  the  county. 
It  is  in  the  North  Wales  circuit,  the  assizes  being  held  at  Dolgelly,  and  constitutes  parts 
of  the  dioceses  of  Bangor  and  St.  Asaph,  in  the  province  of  Canterbury.  The  shire 
has  5  hundreds,  33  civil  parishes,  besides  parts  of  others,  4  poor-law  unions,  4  registry 
districts,  5  urban  sanitary  authorities,  4  rural  sanitary  authorities,  and  6  turnpike  trusts. 
It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  tlivided  into  6  petty  sessional  divisions 
and  5  lieutenancy  sub-div'isions. 

Geological  Notes. — The  upper  strata  consist  almost  whoUy  of  slate  rocks. 
Historical  Notes. — The  name  of  the  county  is  generally  supposed  to  be  derived  from 
Meirion,  a  petty  Welsh  prince.  By  some  writers  it  has  been  termed  IMervinia.  This  is  the 
only  county  of  North  Wales  which  retains  its  ancient  name,  with  the  addition  of  the 
word  "shire."  It  was  in  Britannia  Prima,  and  was  divided  between  the  Welsh 
kingdoms  of  Aberffraw  and  Po-wys.  It  became  a  shii-e  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. 
There  are  remains  of  Cymmer  Abbey  and  Harlech  Castle,  Machynlleth,  and  other  antiqui- 
ties. 

Trade,  Manufactures,  &;c. — Trade  is  provided  by  mining  and  agriculture,  and  small 
•  manufactories  of  flannels,  knitted  and  woollen  stockings.

Folicc  and  Criminal  Statistics. — The  county  force  comprised  (September  29,  1881), 
1  chief  constable  (Thomas  Ellis,  Esq.),  at  £250  yearly,  and  £50  allowances;  1  superin- 
tendent (0.  Hughes,  D.C.C.,  Festiniog),  at  £150  yearly,  and  £50  as  allowances ;  2  inspec- 
tors, £105  and  £85  yearly  ;  3  sergeants,  from  30s.  4d.  to  2Ss.  Od.  weekly  ;  and  27  constables 
from  26s.  lOd.  to  21s.  Od.  weekly;  total  of  all  ranks,  34.  The  cost  "of  the  force  in  the 
previous  year  was  £3,131;  the  proportion  paid  by  the  Government  was  £1,304.  The  area 
of  the  district  is  385,291  acres.  For  34  indictable  ofiences  reported,  30  persons  were 
apprehended,  and  22  committed  for  trial :  for  offences  determined  summarily,  1,083  persons 
"were  proceeded  against,  and  893  convicted,  268  persons  and  251  convictions  respectively 
being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.  There  are  174  jDublic-houses,  10  beer-houses, 
and  17  refreshment-houses  within  the  district  controlled  by  the  force. 

Agricultural  Statistics  (year  ending  June,  1881). — Total  acreage  xinder  crops,  bare 
iaUow  and  grass,  153,277,  viz.  :  com,  17,024;  green  crops,  4,111  ;  clover,  grasses,  &c., 
15,237;  permanent  pasture,  &c.,  116,473;  bare  fallow,  etc.,  432.  The  total  number  of 
horses  was  6,242;  cattle,  39,395;  sheep,  394,370;  and  pigs,  8,640.

Ax  inland  countj'  of  North  Wales,  bounded  on  the  north  by  Denbighshire,  east  and  south- 
east by  Shropshire,  south  by  Radnorshire,  south-west  by  Cardiganshire,  and  west  and 
north-west  by  Merionethshire.  Length,  37  miles  ;  breadth,  29  miles  ;  circumference,  135' 
miles  ;  square  miles  755 .  It  is  watered  by  the  Severn,  YjTuwy,  Dovey ,  and  other  rivers.^and 
has  the  Montgomeryshire  Canal,  with  thc'traversing  connectionoftheCambrian. South  Wales 
and  other  railways.  Notwithstanding  the  generally  mountainous  character  of  the  county, 
it  contains  some  fine  and  fertile  valleys.  Agriculture  is  much  improved.  Montgomeryshire 
returns  one  member  to  Parliament.  It  is  in  the  North  Wales  and  Chester  circuit,  the  assizes 
being  held  at  Welshpool  and  Newtown  alternately,  and  constitutes  parts  of  the  dioceses  of  St. 
Asaph,  Bangor,  Hereford,  and  St.  David,  in  the  province  of  Canterbury.  The  Montgo- 
mery district  boroughs  (Llanfj'llin,  Llanidloes,  Machynlleth,  Montgomery,  Newtown,  Welsh- 
pool) are  represented  by  one  member.  The  shire  has  9  hundi-eds,  68  civil  parishes,  besides 
par  s  of  others,  4  poor  law  imions,  4  registry  districts,  2  municipal  boroughs  [Welshpool  * 
and  Llanidloes  *]  3  urban  sanitary  authorities,  4  rm-al  sanitary  authorities,  and  7  turn- 
pike trusts.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  13  petty 
sessional  divisions,  and  13  lieutenancy  sub-di^dsions.  The  borough  of  Welshpool  has  a 
separate  commission  of  the  peace.  Montgomery*  is  a  borough  town  governed  under  ancient 
charters,  and  not  subject  to  the  Municipal  Corporations  Acts. 

Geological  Noten.—  The  county  is  almost  wholly  occupied  by  the  slate-rocks  which 
overspread  so  large  a  portion  of  Wales,  but  granite,  greenstone,  conglomerate,  and  the  new 
red  sandstone  also  occur  in  different  places.     Lead  and  zinc  are  procured,  and  some  copper.

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Historical  Notes. — Montgomeryshire  obtained  its  name  in  1092  fromEoger  ao  Montgo- 
mery, Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  who  established  himself  ia  the  castle,  previously  held  by  Baldwin, 
under  William  the  Conqueror.  The  Welsh  still  apply  the  name  of  Swj'dd  or  Sir  Dre  Valdwyn 
(or  the  shire  of  Baldwin)  to  the  county,  although  the  name  of  the  town  was  affixed  to  it  by 
authority  in  the  time  of  Henrj-  VIII. 

Trades,  Manufactures,  ^-c. — This  county  is  the  chief  seat  of  the  Welsh  flannel  manu- 
facture, and  agricultural  labourers  arc  in  winter  often  employed  at  the  loom.  Woollens .  are 
manufactured  at  Newtown,  AVelshpool,  Llanidloes,  and  other  places. 

Electoral,  Financial,  and  General  Statistics. —  Area  of  county  48-5,351  acres;  number  of 
houses  (1881)  :  inhabited,  13,631  ;  ditto,  uninhabited,  1,018;  ditto,  building,  161 ;  population

COUNTY    OF    PEMBROKE. 

A  MAEiTiME  coimly  of  South  Wales,  forming  the  extreme  west  of  the  Principality,  bounded 
on  the  north-cast  hy  Cardiganshire,  cast  and  south-east  hy  Carmarthenshire  and  its  bay, 
south  by  the  Bristol  Channel,  and  west  and  north-west  hy  St.  George's  Channel.  Length, 
36  miles;  breadth,  29  miles;  circumference,  145  miles;  square  miles,  628.  It  is  watered 
by  the  Teify,  Cleddy,  &c.  The  chief  bays  ar<'  Ne-wn^ort,  St.  Bride's,  and  Milford  Haven. 
The  principal  moans  of  connection  is  that  of  the  South  Wales  railway.     The  surface  is 
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-generally  itndulating  and  gi-catly  diversified.  In  the  south  part  the  limestone  and  old  red 
sandstone  fonnations  afford  soils  of  excellent  quality ;  but  in  the  coal  and  slate  districts  the 
land  is  verj'  inferior  for  aijricultural  purposes.  The  fisheries  are  valuable.  Pembrokeshire 
returns  one  member  to  parliament.  It  is  in  the  South  Wales  and  Chester  circuit,  the  assizes 
being  held  at  Haverfordwest ;  and  it  constitutes  the  archdeacom-y  of  St.  David's,  in  the 
diocese  of  St.  David's,  province  of  Canterbxirv.  The  borough  representation  includes  the 
Haverfordwest  district  of  boroughs  (Fishguard,  Haverfordwest,  and  Narberth)  and  the 
Pembroke  district  of  boroughs  (IMilford,  Pembroke,  Tenby,  and  Wiston),  returning  one 
member  each.  The  shire  has  7  hundreds,  155  civil  parishes,  besides  part  of  one  other,  3 
poor-law  unions,  3  registi"\-  districts,  3  municipal  boroughs  [Haverfordwest*  (county  of  a 
town),  Pembroke,*  and  Tenby*],  4  urban  sanitary  authorities,  and  3  rural  sanitary 
authorities.  It  also  has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  7  petty  sessional 
•di\-isions  and  8  Ueutenancy  sub-di%nsions.  The  borough  of  Haverfordwest  (county  of  a  town) 
has  a  commission  of  the  peace  and  separate  court  of  quarter  sessions ;  the  boroughs  of  Pem- 
broke and  Tenby  have  commissions  of  the  peace  only.  The  boroughs  of  Haverfordwest  and 
Tenby  have  their  own  police.  The  town  of  Haverfordwest,  being  a  county  of  itself  inde- 
pendently of  the  municipality,  has  its  own  lord  lieutenant,  magistrates,  and  deputy 
lieutenants,  and  levies  its  monevs  for  the  purposes  of  a  county  rate  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
liberties  of  certain  other  counties.  The  mayor  and  ex-mayor  of  Haverfordwest  are,  strictly 
speaking,  the  onlv  borough  magistrates. 

Geological  Xotcs.—T\\e  anthi-acite  or  stone-coal  tract  bisects  the  county.  Copper  ore 
has  been  found  in  small  quantities,  and  stone,  slate,  ii-onstone,  lime,  and  marble  are 
worked. 

Historical  Notes. — At  the  period  of  the  conquest  of  Britain  by  the  Romans,  this  county 
was  the  seat  of  the  Dimetai,  in  Britannia  Secunda.  The  etjTnology  of  its  present  name  does 
mot  appear  to  have  ever  been  satisfactorily  ascertained.  The  British  words  pen  and  hro,  from 
which  this  name  has  been  supposed  to  be  derived,  signify  the  promontory,  or  headland 
region,  and  so  far  coiTcctly  describe  the  territory.  Tliis  coimty  having  been  parcelled  out 
among  the  Norman  and  Flemish  followers  of  Sir  "William  de  Tours  (who  erected  Newport 
Castle  and  made  it  his  principal  residence)  and  Amulph  do  ]\Iontgomery,  it  has  been  styled 
"  partly  Dutch,  partly  English,  partly  "Welsh."  It  is  distinguished  by  numerous  Druidical 
remains,  military  castles,  old  religious  hoiuses,  and  deserted  seats.

THE  COUNTY  OF  THE  TO^YX  OF  HAVERFORDWEST.*

COUNTY   OF   RADNOR. 

An  inLand  county  of  .South  Wales,  bounded  on  the  north  by  MontgomeryshirG  and  Shroii- 
shire,  east  and  south-cast  by  Herefordshire,  south  and  south-west  by  Brecknockshire,  and 
west  by  Cardiganshire.  Length,  30  miles;  breadth,  36  miles;  circumference,  120  miles  ; 
square,  miles,  425,  Watered  by  the  rivers  Teme,  Wye,  Liig,  Ithon,  Elan,  Edwy,  &c.  The 
Great  Western  Kaihvay  has  a  terminal  station  at  Kington,  from  which  there  are  bi'anchcs 
to  New  Radnor  and  Eardisley  to  join  the  Midland  to  Brecon  and  >South  Wales.  The 
Great  Western  Company  have  also  a  branch  line  from  the  Titley  station  on  the 
Leominster  and  Kington  railway  to  Presteign,  by  which  Prestcign  is  connected  with 
Hereford  and  London  and  the  whole  of  the  South  Wales  system.  The  surface  is  hilly, 
approaching  to  mountainous,  except  in  the  most  eastern  parts,  where  the  land  is  com- 
paratively level  and  fertile.  The  mineral  produce  is  of  httle  value.  Lead  and  copper 
have  been  found.  Limestone  underlies  the  surface  generally  in  the  vale  of  Radnor.  The 
chief  dependence  of  the  farmer  is  on  the  rearing  of  stock.  The  woods  and  hills  are 
plentifully  stocked  with  game,  and,  according  to  Leland,  wild  deer  were  once  in  great 
abundance.  There  are  five  small  lakes,  and  tliis  county  contains  a  greater  number  of  niiuei-al 
springs  than  all  the  others  of  South  Wales  conjointly,  viz,  the  Llandrindod  Saline  and 
Sulphureous  Springs  and  Llandegley  Sulphureous  Springs,  the  former  of  which  is  in  very 
great  repute.  There  is  a  waterfall  of  70  feet  at  New  Radnor.  Radnorshire  returns  one 
member  to  parhament.  It  is  in  the  South  Wales  and  Chester  circuit,  the  assizes  being 
held  at  Presteign,  and  it  constitutes  parts  of  the  dioceses  of  Hereford  and  St.  David's, 
province  of  Cant(n-bury.  The  Radnor  district  of  boroughs  (Cefnllys,  Knighton,  Knuek- 
lass,  New  Radnor,  Presteign,  and  Rhayader)  is  also  represented  by  one  member.  The 
.shire  has  six  hundreds,  60  civil  parishes,  besides  part  of  one  other,  2  poor-law  unions, 
3  registry  districts,  1  urban  sanitary  authority,  and  2  rural  sanitary  authorities.  It  also 
has  one  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  is  divided  into  6  petty  sessional  divisions  and  7 
lieutenancy  sub-divisions.     The  ancient  borough  of  Radnor*  is  governed  by  the  provisions

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of  its  charters,  and  has   a   commission    of  the    peace   and    separate    court    of   quarter 
sessions. 

Geological  Notes. — The  surface  of  the  county  is  underlaid  with  clay  and  old  red 
sandstone. 

Historical  Notes. — Radnor  was  part  of  Britannia  Sccunda,  and  of  the  Welsh  kingdom 
of  Powj's.  As  this  district  never  contained  any  large  or  important  town  within  its  limits, 
or  formed  of  itself  a  separate  commimity,  until,  by  the  act  of  Henr>'  YIII.,  it  was  raised 
to  the  rank  of  a  county,  it  does  not  appear  to  have  taken  any  signal  or  prominent  part  in 
the  events  which  mark  the  troubled  history  of  Wales.  The  antiquities  are  few,  including 
a  Eoman  camp  at  Castell  CoUen,  castle  ruins  at  Eadnor,  Cymaron,  Boughrood,  and 
Aberedw  (where  Llewelyn  the  Great  was  killed  in  822),  and  remains  of  Abbey  Cum  Hir 
and  of  Offa's  Dyke.

for  offences  detenuined  summarily,  495  persons  were  proceeded  against,  and  362  convicted, 
100  persons  and  94  convictions  respectively  being  classed  under  charges  of  drunkenness.

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THE  ISLE  OF   MAN. 

This  island  is  .situated  in  the  Irish  Sea,  31  miles  fiom  England,  32  from  Ireland,  and  18 
(south)  from  Scotland.  Its  extreme  length  is  30  miles;  breadth  (irregular),  12  miles; 
and  it  lias  an  area  of  140,325  acres,  inclusive  of  the  small  island  known  as  the  Calf 
of  Man.  The  Isle  is  in  two  divisions  (northern  and  southern),  each  of  which  is  again  sub- 
divided into  three  sheadings.  The  civil  government  is  vested  in  the  sovereign,  a 
lieutenant-governor  and  council,  and  the  House  of  Keys.  The  council  consists  of  the  lord 
bishop  of  the  diocese,  the  attorney-general,  the  clerk  of  the  Rolls,  the  two  ^deemsters,  the 
receiver-general,  the  archdeacon,  and  the  vicar-general.  The  House  of  Keys  consists  of 
24  representatives  of  tlie  people.  The  lieutenant-governor  and  council  and  the  House  of 
Keys  constitute  the  Court  of  Tyiiwald,  by  which  all  th(^  public  laws  of  the_  island  are  enacted 
and  promulgated.  Tlie  lieutenant-governor  appoints  by  commission  a  high  bailiff  for  each 
of  the  towns  of  Castletown,  Doug-la's,  Feel,  and  Ramsey,  whose  duties  resemble  those  of 
stipendiary  magistrates  in  England.  They  are  moreover  coroners  of  inquests.  The  island 
constitutes  the  diocese  of  8odor  and  iMan  in  the  province  of  York.

At  11.30,  and  comprises 
nearly  every  part  of  the  London  District.  4th.  At  2.30  p.m.,  to  most  of  the  suburban  districts.  5th.  At 
4.30  p.m.,  and  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  suburban  districts.  6th.  At  7.0  p.m  ;  letters  for  this  despatch 
can  be  posted  at  the  Towu  Receiving-houses  and  Pillar-boxes  till  6.0  p.m.,  or  at  the  Chief  Office  of  the 
district  to  which  they  are  addressed,  by  7.30  p.m.  and  are  delivered  the  same  evening,  except  at  a  few 
Distan  tolaces,  the  following  morning. 

REGISTERED  LETTERS.— Fee  twopence,  for  any  letter,  newspaper,  book,  or  other  packet,  prepaid 
in  stamps,  to  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  the  British  Colonies.  To  foreign  countries,  see  Table  in 
the  British  Postal  Guide.  All  unregistered  letters  containing  coin  are  treated  as  registered,  and  charged 
a  double  registration  fee  of  4(Z.  In  each  case,  the  fee  is  in  addition  to  the  postage.  If  all  regulations 
have  been  complied  with,  an  owner  of  a  registered  letter,  lost  during  transmission  by  the  post,  will  be 
indemnified  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  40s.  Kegistered  letter  envelopes  are  obtainable  singly  or  in 
packets  of  12  according  to  size  at  a  fractional  addition  to  the  cost  rf  registration. 

BOOK  POST,  PRINTED  MATTER,  &C.— The  postage  is  at  the  rate  of  \d.  for  every  2  oz.,  or 
fraction  of  2  (jz.,  and  must  be  i)re])aid  either  by  adhesive  stamps  or  a  stamped  wrapper,  or  by  a  combina- 
tion of  the  two— except  at  the  Chief  and  District  Branch  Offices,  and  the  Branch  Offices  at  Lombard  Street 
and  Charing  Cross,  in  London,  &c.,  where  from  10  a.m.  to  3.30  p.m.  innay  be  prepaid  in  money,  provided  the 
postage  amounts  to  not  less  than  £1,  and  the  packets  arc  posted  in  bimdles  each  representing  a  postage 
of  5s.  The  prepayment  o£  Parliamentary  Proceedings,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  is  optional.  Every  packet 
must  be  sent  either  without  a  cover,  or  in  a  cover  entirely  open  at  both  ends,  but  it  may  be  made  secure 
by  string  being  tied  at  the  ends.  It  may  contain  not  only  books,  paper,  or  other  substance  iu  ordinarv 
use  for  writing  or  printing,  whether  plain  or  written  or  printed  upon  (to  the  exclusion  of  any  written 
communication  of  the  nature  of  aletter) ,  but  also  circulars,  i.e.,  letters  which  appear  from  internal  evi- 
dence to  be  in  identical  terms  to  several  persons,  the  whole  or  greater  part  ofwhich  is  printed,  Ac.  A  book 
packet  must  not  contain  any  written  letter,  or  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  letter,  closed  or  open,  or  any 
enclostire  sealed,  or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection.  The  name  and  address  of  the  sender,  however 
is  not  only  allowed,  but  recommended.  No  book  packet  can  be  received  if  it  exceed  18  inches  in  leno-th! 
or  9  inches  iu  width,  or  6  inches  in  depth,  or  5  lbs.  in  weight.  The  charge  to  most  Colonies  and  Foreign' 
Countries  is  from  3(/.  to  Id.  per  \  lb. 

PATTERN  POST.— There  is  a  Pattern  and  Sample  Postto  certain  Colonies  and  Foreign  Countries,  but. 
it  is  restricted  to  6o?!u/!ietradepatternBor  samples  of  merchandise.  Goods  sent  lor  sale,  or  in  execution  of 
an  order  (however  small  the  quantity  maybe),  or  any  articles  sent  by  one  private  individual  to  another, 
which  are  not  actually  patterns  or  samples,  are  not  admissible.  For  other  information  6ee  British  Fusta'l 
Guide. 

NEWSPAPERS.— All  newspapers  must  be  published  in  the  United  Kingdom,  atintervals  not  exceed- 
ing seven  days,  and  to  have  the  privilege  of  passing  the  Post  Office  as  a  newspaper,  must  first  have  been 
accepted  as  a  newspaper  by  the  Postmaster-General,  and  have  been  placed  on  a  register  at  the  General 
Post  Office  ;  the  full  title  and  date  of  publication  must  Ijc  printed  at  the  top  of  the  first  page,  and  in  part  as 
the  top  of  every  subsequent  page.  A  supplement  must  be  unstitched,  and  in  every  case  be  published 
with  the  newspaper.  The  rates  of  postage  for  newspapers  are  on  each  newspaper,  whether  posted 
singly  or  in  packets,  |<Z. ;  but  a  packet  containing  two  or  more  registered  newspapers  is  not  chargeable 
with  a  higher  raT,e  of  postage  than  that  chargeable  on  a  book  packet  of  the  same  weight,  viz.,  ^d.  for 
every  2  oz.  or  portion  of  2  oz.;  newspapers  posted  uniiaid  will  be  charged  with  the  unpaid  rate.' 

Every  newspaper  or  packet  must  be  posted,  either  VTithout  a  cover  or  in  a  cover  open  at  both  ends  and 
must  be  so  folded  as  to  admit  of  the  title  being  readily  inspected ;  the  postage  must  be  prepaid  either  bv 
an  adhesive  stamp,  or  by  the  use  of  a  stamped  wrapper.  A  newspaper  which  has  any  letter,  or  a  like  com- 
munication written  upon  it,  or  upon  its  cover,  will  be  charged  at  the  unpaid  letter  rate.  No  packet  of 
newspapers  must  exceed  14  lbs.  in  weight,  nor  may  it  exceed  2  feet  in  length  or  one  foot  in  width  or  depth 

Newspapers  sent  abroad  are  liable  to  the  same  regulations  as  newspapers  (under  the  newspaper  privilege) 
between  dificrent  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom,  except  as  regardssize,  and  except  that  before  going  abroad 
the  name  of  the  newspaper  must  have  been  registered  at  the  GeneralPost  Office.  Publications  not  on  the 
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Reo-isteratthe  General  Post  Office  cannot  be  sent  abi-on,a  at  any  rates  lower  tlinn  those  applicable  to  Book 
Packets  Each  newspa!>er,  whether  sent  to  a  British  colony  or  a,  B'oreign  country,  is  liable  to  thcpostage 
specified  at  page-l,  or  in  the  British  Posio?  Ott/rfe  ;  which  postage  raust  be  paid  in  stamps. 

Newspaper  wrappers  bearing  penny  postage  stamps  may  be  purchased  singly  or  in  any  number 
aecordinf  to  the  undermentioned  scale  of  prices,  viz. :— One  for  lid.,  two  for  25(1,  three  for  3id.,fn\ir  for 
4\(J  five'^for  5id.,  six  for  eld.,  seven  for  7^(1,  eight  for  8^d.,  and  ais.  3d.  per  parcel  of  240.  The  jwblic 
can'also  obtain  these  wrappers  uncut  in  quarter  reams,  containing  120  sheets  of  14  wrappers  on  each 
sheet  by  making  special  application  for  them  at  the  post-office  at  which  they  wish  to  obtain  them. 
The  price  for  the  quarter  ream  is  £7.  S.".  The  halfpenny  w;-appers  are  sold  at  id.  singly,  6  for  S^d.,  .and 
£1.  2,'.'.  Gd.  per  parcel  of  480. 

POST  CARDS. —Those  cards,  which  bear  a  ^(7.  impressed  stamp, are  available  fortransmission  between 
places  in  the  United  Kingdom  only.  The  front  (or  stamped  side)  is  intended  lor  the  address  only,  there 
must  be  no  other  writing^or  printing  on  it,  nor  any  across  the  stamp.  On  the  reverse  side  any  communi- 
cation whether  of  the  nature  of  a  letter  or  otherwise,  may  be  written  or  printed,  butsuch  communication 
must  not  extend  to  the  front  side.  Nothing  whatever  may  be  attached ;  nor  may  the  card  be  folded,  or 
othermse  altered.  If  any  of  these  Rules  be  infringed  the  card  will  be  charged  Id.  on  delivery.  The 
official  stout  cards  are  sold  at  the  rate  of  id.  per  i  dozcii,  and  13s.  4(7.  per  parcel  of  240 ;  the  thin  cards  at 
:ihd  per  i  dozen,  and  23s.  U.  per  narcel  of  430.  Cards  are  sold  singly.  Private  cards  can  be  embossed 
\vit'h  a  halfpenny  stamp  at  the  offices  at  Somerset  House,  Liverpool,  and  Ncwcastlo-on-Tyne  on  certain 
terms  made  known  on  application. 

FOREIGrN  POST  CAEDS.— Foreign  Post  Cards  may  be  sent  to  all  the  countries  comprised  in  the 
General  Postal  flnion  (see  following  pages) .  Foreign  Post  Cards  with  an  impressed  stamp  of  Id.  and  l^d. 
each  are  sold  at  that  rate,  and  are  transmissible  to  the  ma.jority  of  the  coimtries  of  the  Union  without 
extra  charge,  but  reference  should  be  made  to  the  Postal  Guide  for  the  exceptional  rates.

The  psrson  to  whom  a  Postal  Order  is  issuod  must,  before  partina  with  it,  fill  m  the  name  of  the  person 
tj>  whom  the  amount  is  to  be  paid,  Rud  may  fill  in  the  name  of  the  Money  Order  Office  at  which  the  amount 
is  to  bo  paid.  The  person  so  named  must,  before  payment  can  be  made,  sign  the  receipt  at  the  foot  of  tho 
Order,  and  must  also  fill  in  the  name  of  the  Money  Ordar  Office,  if  that  has  not  been  already  done.  If  a 
Postal  Order  be  crossed  in  tho  same  manner  as  with  a  cheque,  pa:^'ment  will  only  bs  made  through  a 
banker,  and  if  the  name  of  a  banker  is  added,  7w.vjnent  wiH  only  bo  matlc  through  that  banker.  After  a 
Postal  Order  has  once  been  paid,  to  whomsoever  it  is  paid,  the  'Postmaster-General  will  not  bo  liable  for 
any  further  claim.  If  any  erasure  or  alteration  be  made,  or  if  the  Order  is  cut,  defaced  or  mutilated,  pay- 
ment may  be  refused.  The  regulations  under  which  Postal  Orders  -will  be  issued  allow  the  Postmaster  to 
delay  or  roluse  th(-  payment  of  "an  Order,  but  he  must  at  once  report  his  reasons  for  so  doing  to  the  Post- 
inaster-Goneral. — Sec  FoHal  Guide  for  further  dctaih. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  ESGIJLATIONS.— The  Post  Office  is  not  responsible  for  any  injury  whieli  books 
or  other  articles  forwarded  Viy  post  mny  sustain  ;  nnd  the  public,  therefore,  should  not  employ  the  Post 
Office  for  the  conveyr^nce  of  anything  likely  to  suffer  injury  unless  such  things  be  sufiiciently  protected. 
Xeither  is  the  Post  Office  responsible  for  any  loss  or  inconvenience  which  may  arise  from  the  mis-sending, 
mis-delivery,  loss,  &c.,  of  a  letter  or  any  other  postal  packet. 

With  the  foilovring  exceptions,  no  Inland  or  Foreign  letter  or  packet  can  be  forwarded  by  the  post 
which  is  more  than  1  foot  6  inches  in  length,  9  inches  in  width,  orBinchesin  depth.    The  exceptions  are: — 
1st.    Packets  to  or  from  any  of  the  Government  Offices  or  departments,  or  Public  Officers. 
2D.d.  Petitions  or  addresses' to  the  Queen,  whether  directed  to  Her  Majesty  or  forwarded  to  anj- 

member  of  either  House  of  Parliament. 
3rd.  Petitions  to  either  House  of  Parliament,  torwarded  to  any  member  of  either  House. 
4th.  Printed  Parliamentary  proceedings. 
No  information  can  be  given  respecting  letters  which  pass  through  a  Post  Office,  except  to  the  persons 
to  whom  they  are  addressed,  and  in  no  other  way  is  official  information  of  a  private  character  allowed  to 
be  made  public.    A  Postmaster  may,  however,  give  the  address  of  any  person,  unless  he  has  reason  to 
believe  that  the  person  for  whose  address  he  is  asked  would  disapprove  of  his  doing  so. 

Postmasters  are  not  required  to  coiTCspond  with  the  public  on  official  matters.  All  applications,  there- 
fore, which  require  an  answer  by  letter  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  at  the  General  Post  Office. 

Postmasters  are  not  allowed  to  return  any  letter  or  other  packet  to  the  writer  or  sender,  or  to  any  one 
else,  or  to  delay  forwarding  it  to  its  destination  according  to  the  address,  even  though  a  request  to  such 
effect  be  written  thereon. 

Any  person,  who.  on  receiving  a  surcharged  letter,  has  reason  to  think  that  the  letter  has  been  wrongly 
taxed,  should  take  it,  lieiore  it  has  been  opened,  to  a  post  office  to  be  weighed,  and  should  have  its  exact 
weight  certified  m  writing  at  the  Post  Office. 
If  a  letter  be  forwarded  under  cover  to  any  Postmaster  with  a  request  that  he  will  re-post  it  at  his  office 

the  letter,  on  being  re-posted,  will  be  endorsed  with  the  words  "posted  at ,  under  cover,  to  the 

Postmaster  of ■." 

Prepaid  letters  may,  however,  be  handed  to  the  sorter.s  in  the  Travelling  Post  Offices  on  any  of  the 
lines  of  railway  upon  which  such  offices  are  run  on  payment  of  an  extra  fee  in  postage  stamps  of  ^d,  on 
each  letter. 

Soldiers,  and  Seamen  of  the  Royal  Navy,  may  send  and  receive  letters  (not  exceeding  i  oz.  in  weight) 
to  any  part  of  the  world,  for  a  charge  of  Id.,  but  if  the  letters  have  to  pass  through  a  foreign  country, 
they  are  subject  to  the  foreign  postage  in  addition.  Both  in  sending  and  receiving,  the  soldier's  or 
seaman's  name  and  rank  must  appear  legibly  on  the  address. 

POST  OFFICE  TELEG-BAPHS,— Taken  from  British  Postal  Guide:— The  charge  for  telegrams 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom,  including  the  Channel  Islands  and  the  Isle  of  JMan,  but  excepting 
the  Scilly  Islands,  is  ly.  for  the  first  20  words,  and  3d.  for  every  additional  five  words,  i.e.,  for  every 
additional  group  of  not  more  than  five  words,  (a  similar  interpretation  is.  to  be  putttponthe  phrase 
"  evei-y  additional — words,"  whei-ever  such  phrase  occurs,)  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  sender  and 
receiver  not  being  counted. 

Persons  who   wish  to  avoid  sending  so  far  as  to  a   Telegraph    Office  may,  without    additional 

charge,  post  a  telesn-am  form  enclosed  in  an  envelope  addressed  ' '  Telegraph  Office,"  in  a  w!ill  or  pillar 

bos,  or  in  the  letter-box  of  a  Eeceiving  Office  or  Sub-Post  Office.      Telegrams  so  posted  are  sent  on  to 

the  nearest   Postal  Telegraph  Office  by  the  first  collection  from  the  letter-box  in  which    they  are 

deposited,  are  thence  transmitted  by  wire  as  soon  as  possible,  and  are  delivered  to  the  addresses  free 

of  extra  charge,  pro^•ided  the  proper  amounts  for  the  number  of  words  contained  in  them,  and  for 

porterage  when  they  have  to  bo  delivered  beyond  the  limits  of  the  free  delivery,  have  been  prepaid. 

The  period  of  arrival  at  the  Postal  Telegraph  Office  is  regarded  as  the  time  of  receipt  from  the    public. 

Exceptional  compound  words  such  ai<  "midday,"  "cannot,"  "to-day,"  are  charged  for  as  one  word. 

Also  all  denominations  of  trades,  such  as  linendraper,  silversmith,  sharebroker,  &c. 

Abbreviations  of  auxiliary  verbs  designated  by  apostrophes  (such  as  can't,  won't,  don't,  I'll,  you'll, 

couldn't,  shouldn't,  &c.)  are  charged  for  as  one  word.    Jiy  writing  words  in  this  way,  however,  there 

is  a  greater  risk  of  error. 

Numbers  expressed  in  figures  in  an  inland  telegram  are  counted  as  so  many  words  according 
to  the  number  of  figures  employed. 

When  the  sender  of  a  telegram  desires  that  special  instructions,  such  as  "private,"  "confidential," 
"  to  be  opened  at  once,"  or  the  like,  shall  be  written  on  the  envelope  containing  the  copy  of  the  message 
which  is  to  be  delivered  to  the  addressee,  he  must  write  the  instructions  on  the  form  immediately  after 
the  address  of  the  person  to  whom  the  message  is  sent.  These  instructions  are  charged  for  as  ]jart  of 
the  message. 

Telegraph  offices,  are,  as  a  rule,  open  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  on  week  days,  and  from  8  a.m.  to  10  a.m. 
on  Sundays.  There  are,  however,  offices  in  several  of  the  larger  towns  which  are  open  for  longer 
periods ;  and  at  the  following  offices  in  London  and  in  the  Country  there  is  attendance  continuously 
during  the  day  and  night,  both  on  week  days  and  Sundaj-s.

Whereas  Part.  I.  of  the  Highways  and  Loco- 
motives (Amendment)  Act,  1878,  does  not, 
except  as  to  s.  27  thereof,  apply  to  any  comity 
to  which  the  Act  23  and  24  Vic,  intituled ."  Aii 
"Act  for  the  better  management  and  control  of 
"  the  highways  in  South  Wales,"  extends  : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  powers 
similar  to  those  contained  in  ss.  21  and  22  of 
the  first-mentioned  Act,  and  also  in  s.  2  of  the 
County  Bridges  Loans  Extension  Act,  1880,  for 
taking  over  and  contributing  towards  certain 
bridges  and  for  bon-owing  money  for  the  latter 
purpose,  should  be  conferred  upon  the  comity 
authorities  in  South  Wales  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  etc. : 

S.  1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  South 
Wales  Bridges  Act,  1881,  and  shall  extend  only 
to  the  several  counties  in  South  Wales ;  that  is 
to  say,  the  eoimties  of  Glamorgan,  Brecknock, 
Radnor,  Carmarthen,  Pembroke,  and  Cardigan. 
S.  2.  Any  bridge  erected  before  the  passing  of 
this  Act  in  any  county  without  such  superm- 
tendence  as  is  provided  in  s.  5  of  the  43  Geo. 
III.,  c.  59,  and  which  is  certified  by  the  county 
surveyor  or  other  person  appointed  in  that 
behalf  by  the  coimty  authority  to  be  in  good 
repair  and  condition,  shall,  if  the  county 
authority  see  fit  so  to  order,  become  and  be 
deemed  to  be  a  bridge  which  the  inhabitants  of 
the  county  shall  be  liable  to  maintain  and  re- 
pair. S.  3.  The  county  authority  may  make 
such  contribution  as  it  sees  fit  out  of  the  county 
rates  towards  the  cost  of  any  bridge  to  be  here- 
after erected,  after  the  same  has  been  certified, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  s.  5  of  43 
Geo.  III.,  c.  59,  as  a  proper  bridge  to  be  main- 
tained by  the  inhabitants  of  the  county ;  so 
always  that  such  contribution  shall  not  exceed 
one-half  of  the  cost  of  erecting  such  bridge.

"  rebuilding  county  bridges,"  and  all  the  powers, 
directions,  and  provisions  of  that  Act  shall  ex- 
tend and  apply  to  the  moneys  borrowed  imder 
this  Act ;  provided  that  the  sum  required  for  or 
towards  any  such  contribution  as  aforesaid  may 
be  borrowed  in  exercise  of  the  power  hereby 
conferred,  although  the  same  shall  not  exceed 
one-fourth  of  the  amount  of  the  ordinarv  annual 
assessment  referred  to  in  the  said  Act"  4  and  5 
Vic.  S.  5.  WTiere  a  bridge  has  been  or  shall  be 
bmlt  by  the  county  authority,  or,  with  their  con- 
sent, ill  substitution  for  another  bridge  which 
the  county  authority  were  liable  to  repair,  the 
liability  to  repair  the  highway  leadmg  to, 
passing  over,  and  next  adjoining  the  bridge  so 
substituted  shall  attach  to  the  county  authority, 
higliway  authority,  person  or  persons  who  were 
liable  to  repair  the  highway  leading  to,  passing 
over,  and  next  adjoining  the  bridge  previously 
existing,  whether  the  sub.stituted  bridge  is  bmlt 
on  the  same  site  or  not.

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  respecting  the 
Serrice  of  Process  of  Courts  of  Summary  Juris- 
diction in  England  and  Scotland. 

[18i/i  Juhj,  1881.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foUows : 

S.  1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Summary 
Jmisdiction  (Process)  Act,  1881.  This  Act  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  included  in  the  expressions 
"  Summary  Jmisdiction  Acts  "  and  "  Summai-y 
Jurisdiction  (English)  Acts."  S.  2.  This  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  Ireland.  S.  3.  This  Act 
shall  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  October, 
1881  (which  day  is  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  the 
commencement  of  this  Act).  S.  4.  Subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  any  process  issued 
under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Acts  may,  if 
issued  by  a  court  of  summaiy  jurisdiction  in 
England  and  endorsed  by  a  comi  of  summary 
jurisdiction  in  Scotland,  or  issued  by  a  com-t 
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of  summary  jurisdiction  in  Scotland   and    en- 
dorsed by  a  court  of  summary  jurisdiction  in 
England,  bo  served  and   executed  witliin  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  endorsing  court  in  like  man- 
ner as  it  may  be  served  and  executed   within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  issuing  court,   and  that 
by  an  officer  either  of  the  issuing  or  of  the  en- 
dorsing court.     For  the  purposes  of  this  Act — 
(1)  Any   process  may  be  issued  and  endorsed 
under  the  hand  of  any  such  person  as  is  declared 
by  this  Act  to   be  a  court  of  summary  juris- 
diction, and  may  be  endorsed  upon  proof  alone

attendance  of  a  witness,  the  court  issumg  the 
process  shall  be  satisfied  on  oath  of  the  proba- 
bihty  that  the  evidence  of  such  witness  will  be 
material,  and  that  the  witness  will  not  appear 
voluntarily  without  such  process,  and  the  wit- 
ness shall  not  be  subject  to  any  liability  for  not 
obeying  the  process,  unless  a  reasonable  amount 
for  his  expenses  has  been  paid  or  tendered  to 
him  :     (4)    This    Act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
processrequirmg  the  appearance  of  a  person  to 
answer  a  complaint    if  issued  by  an  English 
court  of  summary  jurisdiction  for  the  recovery 
of  a  sum  of  money  which  is  a  civil  debt  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Act, 
1879,  or  if  issued  by  a  Scotch  court  in  a  case 
which  falls  witliin  the  definition  of  "civil  juris- 
diction "  contained  in  the  Summary  Procedure 
Act,  1864.     S.  5.   Where  a  person    is    appre- 
hended under  any  process  executed  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act,  such  person  shall  be  forthwith  taken 
to  some  place  within   the  jurisdiction   of  the 
court  issuing  the  process  and  be  there  dealt 
with  as  if  he  had  been  there  apprehended.     A 
warrant  of  distress  issued  in  England  when,  en- 
dorsed in  pursuance  of  this  Act  shall  be  executed 
in  Scotland  as  if  it  were  a  Scotch  warrant  of 
poindmg  and  sale,   and   a    Scotch   warrant   of 
poinduig  and  sale  when  endorsed  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act  shall  be  executed  in  England  as  if  it 
were  an  English  warrant  of  tUstress,  and  the 
enactments  relating  to  the  said  wan-ants  res- 
pectively shall  apply  accordingly,  except  that 
any  account  of  the  costs  snul  charges  in  connex-

land  and  a  sheriff  court  in  Scotland  shall  res- 
pectively have  jurisdiction  by  order  or  decree  to 
adjudge  a  person  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  to  pay  for  the  maintenance  and  education 
of  a  bastard  child  of  which  he  is  the  putative 
father,  and  for  the  expenses  incidental  to  the 
birth  of  such  child,  and  for  the  funeral  expenses 
of  such  child,  notwithstanding  that  such  person 
ordinarily  resides,  or  the  child  has  been  born,, 
or  the  mother  of  it  ordmarily  resides,  where 
the  court  is  English,  in  Scotland,  or  where  the 
court  is  Scotch,  in  England,  in  like  manner  as 
the  court  has  jurisdiction  in  any  other  case. 
Any  process  issued  in  England  or  Scotland  to 
enforce  obedience  to  such  order  or  decree  may 
be  endorsed  and  executed  in  Scotland  and  Eng- 
land respectively  in  manner  provided  by  this  Act 
with  respect  to  process  of  a  court  of  summan,' 
jurisdiction.

served  or  executed.  The  expression  "  Summary 
Jm-isdiction  Acts  "  as  regards  England  has  the 
same  meaning  as  in  the  Summary  Jurisdiction 
Act,  1879,  and  as  regards  Scotland,  means  the 
Summary  Procedure  Act,  1864,  and  any  Act,, 
past  or  future,  amending  that  Act.  The  ex- 
pression "sheriff"  shall  include  sheriff  sub- 
stitute. The  expression  "  court  of  summary 
jurisdiction  "  means  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
also  any  officer  or  other  magistrate  having  the 
authority  in  England  or  Scotland  of  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  also  in  Scotland  the  sheriff.

indorsement  of  such  certificate  by  the  chief 
officer  of  police  of  such  other  district  :  •  And 
whereas  it  is  expedient  to  remove  the  necessity 
for  such  indorsement :  Be  it  therefore  enacted, 
&c.  S.  \.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the 
Pedlars  Act,  1881.

ACT,  1881. 

An  Act  to  explain  the  Wild  Birds'  Protection 
Act,  1880.  [Q.'ind  August,  liiQl.^ 

Whereas  under  S.  3  of  the  Wild  Buds  Pro- 
tection Act,  1880,  a  person  who  within  the  period 
therem  mentioned  exposes  or  offers  for  sale,  or 
has  in  his  control  or  possession  any  wild  bu'd 
recently  killed  or  taken  is  liable  to  certafa  pen- 
alties therein  mentioned,  subject  to  the  following 
exception,  '"  unless  such  person  shall  prove  that 
"  the  said  wild  bird  was  either  killed  or  taken, 
"  or  bought  or  received  during  the  period  in 
"  which  such  wUd  bird  could  be  legally  killed  or 
"  taken,  or  from  some  person  residing  out  of  the 
"  United  Kingdom  "  :  And  whereas  doubts  have 
arisen  with  respect  to  the  construction  of  the 
above-recited  enactment,  and  it  is  expedient  to 
remove  such  doubts  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  &c.  : 

S.  1.  The  above-recited  exception  hi  S.  3  of 
the  Wild  Birds' Protection  Act,  1880,  shallbe 
repealed,  and  in  heu  thereof  the  following 
enactment  shall  have  effect :  A  person  shall  not 
be  liable  to  be  convicted  under  S.  3  of  the  Wild 
Birds'  Protection  Act,  1880,  of  exposuig  or 
offei-ing  for  sale,  or  having  the  control  or  posses- 
sion of,  any  \vild  bird  recently  killed,  if  he 
satisfies  the  court  before  whom  he  is  charged 
either— (1)  That  the  killing  of  such  wild  bird,

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  law 
affecting  civil  actions  and  criminal  prosecutions 
for  newspaper  libel : 

And  whereas  it  is  also  expedient  to  provide 
for  the  registration  of  newspaper  proprietors  : 

Be  it  enacted,  &c. : 

S.  1.  In  the  construction  of  this  Act,  unless 
there  is  anything  in  the  subject  or  context  re- 
pugnant thereto,  the  several  words  and  phrases 
heremai'ter  jnentioned  shall  have  and  include 
the  meanings  following ;  (that  is  to  say) :  The 
word  "registrar"  shall  mean  in  England  the 
registrar  for  the  time  being  of  joint  stock  com- 
panies, or  such  person  as  the  Board  of  Trade 
may  for  the  time  being  authorise  in  that  behalf, 
and  in  Ireland  the  assistant  registrar  for  the 
time  being  of  joint-stock  companies  for  Ireland, 
or  such  person  as  the  Board  of  Trade  may  for 


the  time  being  authorise  in  that  behalf.  The 
phrase  "  registry  office  "  shall  mean  the  princi- 
pal office  for  the  time  being  of  the  registrar  in 
England  or  Ireland,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  such 
other  office  as  the  Board  of  Trade  may  from 
time  to  time  appoint.  The  word  "newspaper  " 
shall  mean  any  paper  containing  public  news, 
intelligence  or  occurrences,  or  any  remarks  or 
observations  therein,  printed  for  sale,  and  pub- 
lished in  England  or  Ireland  periodically,  or  in 
parts  or  numbers  at  intervals  not  exceeding 
twenty-six  days  between  the  publication  of  any 
two  such  papers,  parts  or  numbers.  Also  any 
paper  printed  in  order  to  be  dispersed,  and  made 
public  weekly  or  oftener,  or  at  intervals  not 
exceeding  twenty-six  days,  contahiLug  only  or 
principally  advertisements.  The  word  "  occiapa- 
tion  "  when  applied  to  any  person  shall  mean 
his  trade  or  following,  and  if  none,  then  his 
rank  or  usual  title,  as  esquire,  gentleman.  The 
phrase  "place  of  residence"  shall  include  the 
street,  square,  or  place  where  the  i^erson  to  whom 
it  refers  shall  reside,  and  the  number  (if  any)  or 
other  designation  of  the  house  in  which  he  shall 
so  reside.  The  word  "proprietor"  shall  mean 
and  include  as  well  the  sole  proprietor  of  any 
newspaper,  as  also  in  the  case  of  a  divided  pro- 
prietorship the  persons  who,  as  partners  or 
otherwise,  represent  and  are  responsible  for  any 
share  or  mterest  in  the  newspaper  as  between 
themselves  and  the  person  in  like  manner 
representing  or  responsible  for  the  other  shares 
or  mterests  therein,  and  no  other  person.  S.  2. 
Any  report  published  in  any  newspaper  of  the 
proceedings  of  a  public  meeting  shall  be  privi- 
leged, if  such  meetmg  was  lawfully  convened  for 
a  lawful  purpose  and  opened  to  the  public,  and 
if  such  report  was  fair  and  accurate,  and 
published  without  malice,  and  if  the  publica- 
tion of  the  matter  comjjlained  of  was  for  the 
public  benefit ;  provided  always,  that  the  pro- 
tection intended  to  be  afforded  by  this  section 
shall  not  be  available  as  a  defence  in  any  pro- 
ceeding, if  the  plaintifl"  or  prosecirtor  can  show 
the  defendant  has  refused  to  insert  in  the  news- 
paper in  which  the  report  containing  the  matter 
complained  of  appeared  a  reasonable  letter  or 
statement  of  explanation  or  contradiction  by  or 
on  behalf  of  such  plaintitf  or  prosecutor.  S.  3. 
No  criminal  prosecution  shall  be  commenced 
against  any  proprietor,  publisher  or  editor,  or 
any  person  responsible  for  the  publication  of 
a  newspaper  for  any  libel  published  therein, 
without  tlie  written  fiat  or  allowance  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  in  England  or 
Her  Majesty's  Attorney  General  in  Ireland 
bemg  first  had  and  obtained.  S.  4.  A  coui-t  of 
summary  jurisdiction,  upon  the  hearing  of  a 
charge  agamst  a  proprietor,  publisher,  or  editor, 
or  any  person  rcsponsilde  for  the  publication  of 
a  newspaper,  for  a  libel  published  therein,  may 
receive  evidence  as  to  the  publication  being  for 
the  public  benefit,  and  as  to  the  matters  charged 
in  the  libel  being  true,  and  as  to  the  repoii, 
being  fair  and  accurate,  and  published  without 
malice,  and  as  to  any  matter  which  under  this 
or  any  other  Act,  or  otherwise,  might  be  given 
in  evidence  by  way  of  defence  by  the  person 
charged  on  his  trial  or  indictment,  and  the  court, 
if  of  opinion  after  hearing  such  evidence  that 
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there  is  a  strong  or  probable  presvimption  that 
the  jm-y  ou  the  trial  would  acquit  the  person 
charged,    may    dismiss   the    case.     S.  5.  If  a 
com-t    of     summary     jurisdiction     upon     the 
hearing  of  a  charge  against  a  proprietor,  pub- 
lisher, editor  or  any  person  responsible  for  the 
publication  of  a  newspaper  for  a  libel  published 
therein   is  of  opmion  that  though  the  person 
charged  is  shown  to  have  been  suilty,  the  libel 
was  of  a  trivial  character,  and  that  the  offence 
may  be  adequately  punished  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  of  this  section,  the  court  shall  cause  the 
charge  to  be  reduced  into  writmg  and  read  to 
the  person  charged,  and  then  address  a  question 
to  him  to  the  following  eflect :  •'  Do  you  desu-e 
to  be  tried  by  a  jury  or  do  you  consent  to  the 
case  being  dealt  with  summarily  ?  "  and  if  such 
person    assents    to  the   case  being  dealt  with 
summarily,  the   court  may  summarily  convict 
him  and  adjudge  him  to  pay  a  tine  not  exceeding

in  respect  of  any  other  services  to  be  performed 
by  the  registrar,  such  fees  (if  any)  as  the  Board 
of   Trade  with   the   approval  of  the  Treasm-y 
may  direct  and  as  they  shall  deem  requisite  to 
defray  as  well  the  additional  expenses  of  the 
Registry  Office  caused  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  as  also   the    further    remimerations   and 
salaries  (if  any)  of   the  registrar,  and  of  any 
other    persons   employed    under    him    in    the 
execution  of  this  Act,  and  such  fees  shaU  be 
dealt  with  as  the  Treasury  may  direct.     S.  15. 
Every  copy  of  an  entry  in  or  extract  from  the 
register  of  newspaper  proprietors,  pui-portiug  to 
be  certified  by  the  registrar  or  his  deputy  for 
the  time  beu:g,  or  under  the  official  seal  of  the 
registrar,  shall  be  received  as  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  the  contents  of  the  said  register  of 
newspaper    proprietors,    so    far    as  the  same 
appear  in  such  copy  or  extract  without  proof 
of  the  signatur-e  thereto  or  of  the  seal  of  office 
affixed  thereto,  and  every  such  certified  copy 
or   extract   shall  in    all  proceedings,   cijil    or 
criminal,  be  accepted  as  sufficient  pi-imd  facie 
evidence  of  all  the  matters  and  things  thereby 
appearmg,    imless     and     until    the    contrary 
thereof  be  shown.

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  etc  : 
S.  1.  In  the  principality  of  Wales  all  premises 
u  which  intoxicatmg  liquors  are  sold  or  exposed 
for  sale  by  retail  shall  be  closed  during  the 
whole  of  Sunday.  S.  2.  The  Licensing  Acts, 
1872-1874,  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  any 
premises  closed  under  this  Act  as  if  they  had 
been  closed  under  those  Acts.  S.  3.  This  Act 
shall  commence  and  come  into  operation  with 
respect  to  each  division  or  place  in  Wales  on 
the  day  next  appointed  for  the  holding  of  the 
general  annual  licensing  meeting  for  that  division 
or  place.

Whereas  by  S.  24  of  the  Prison  Act,  1877,   it 
is  enacted  as  foUows  :     "  The  Secretary  of  State 
may  from  time  to  time  by  any  general  or  special 
rule  appoint  in  any  county  a  convenient  prison 
or  prisons  in  which  prisoners  are  to  be  confined 
before  and   during  trial,   or   at   either  of  such 
times,  and  any  prisoner  who  might,  if  this  Apt 
had  not  passed,  have  been  lawfully  confined  in 
a  prison  situate  withm  the  area  of  such  comity 
may    be   lawfully   confined   in    any   prison    or 
prisons  so  appointed :  Moreover,   the  Secretary 
of  State  may  by  any  general  or  special  rule  from 
time  to  time  appoint  any  convenient  prison  or 
prisons    m    any    adjoining    county    to     which 
prisoners  may  be  committed  for  trial,  safe  cus- 
tody, or  otherwise,  and  any  prisoners  may  be 
committed  to  such  prison  accordingly:"     And 
whereas  by  S.  3  of  the  Sprmg  Assizes  Act,  1879, 
the  Prison  Act,  1877,  was   amended  so  far   as 
regards  the  carrying  of  a  judgment  into  execu- 
tion ui  any  prison  :     And  whereas  the  Secretary 
of  State,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  section  of  the 
Prison  Act,  1877,  has  made  divers  rules  relating 
among  others  to  persons  in  the  Central  Criminal 
Coiu-t  district,  and  such  rules  have  been  laid 
before  Parliament :     And  whereas  doubts  have 
arisen   with   respect  to  the  application  of  the 
said  sections  in  the  case  of  persons  committed 
for  trial  at  the   Central   Criminal   Court,  and 
consequently  as  to  the  validity  of  the  said  rules, 
so  far  as  relating  to  such  persons,  and  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  remove  such  doubts. 
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Be  it  therefore  enacted,  &c. 

S.  1.  This  Act  may  be  citetl  as  the  Central 
Criminal   Court   (Prisons)   Act,  1881,   and   the 
Central  Criminal  Court  Act,  1834,  and  this  Act 
may  be  cited  together  as  the  Central  CriniLaal 
Court  Acts,  1834  and  1881.     S.  2.  (1)  Any  rule 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  either  before  or 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act  in  pursuance  of 
S.  24  of  the  Prison  Act,  1877,  and  of  any  enact- 
ment  amending  the   Prison   Act,   1877,    shall, 
notwithstanding  anything  in  the  Central  Ciimi- 
nal  Com-t  Act,  1834,  apply,  save   as   otherwise 
therein  mentioned,  to  prisoners  committed  for 
trial  or  before  or  during  trial  at   the  Central 
Criminal  Court.    (2)  The  enactments  mentioned 
in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act,   and  any  other  en- 
actment referring  to  the  gaol  at  Newgate,  shall, 
save  as  may  be  prescribed,  be  construed  to  in- 
clude   and    to    have  heretofore  included,   the 
prison  or  prisons  for  the  time  being  appointed 
by  a  rule   of  the  Secretary  of   State  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  Prison  Act,  1877,  as  a  prison 
or  prisons  to  which  prisoners  who  might  other- 
wise be  committed  to  Newgate  may  be  committed, 
or  in  which   prisoners   triable   at  the   Centi'al 
Ciiminal  Court  are  to  be  confined   before  and 
during  trial,  or  at   either  of  such   times  ;  and 
accordingly   any  commission   of    gaol   delivery 
under  the  Central  Criminal  Court   Act,    1834, 
may,  subject  to  any  exceptions  specified  in  such 
commission,  extend  to  any  prison  so  appointed. 
(3)  Any   justice  of  the    peace    or  coroner  who 
commits  any  person  charged   with  an   ofi"ence 
cognisable  by  the  Central  Criminal  Court  may 
commit  such  person  to  the  gaol  of  Newgate  or 
to  any  prison  so  for  the  time  being  api)ointed  as 
aforesaid.     (4)    Eveiy  prisoner   committed   for 
trial  for  any  offence  cognisable  by  the  Central 
Criminal  Court  shall  be  brought  up  for  trial  at 
the  prescribed  time  and  in  the  prescribed  man- 
ner,and,  so  far  as  is  not  prescribed,  at  the  next 
sitting  of  the  Central  Ciiminal  Court  in  manner 
provided  by  the  Prison  Act,  1865,  with  respect  to 
bringing  up  prisoners  for  trial ;  and  S.  10,  and  so 
much  of  S.  11  of   the  Central  Criminal  Court 
Act,  1834,  as  relates  to  the  removal  of  prisoners 
from  the  gaol  of  the  county  of  SuiTey  for  trial 
at  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed without  prejudice  to  anything  done  under 
those  sections.     (5)  Where  judgment  of  death 
is  passed  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  upon  a 
person  convicted  of  any  ofl'ence,  the  judgment 
may  be  carried  into  execution  in  any  prison  in 
the  Central  Criminal  Court  district  or  in  the 
county,  if  any,  where  the  ofience  was  committed 
or  is  supposed  to  have  been  committed,  which 
the  justice  or  judge  of  the   said   court   passing 
sentence  or  any  other  justice  or  judge  of  the 
coui-t  subsequently  may  order,  and  if  no  order 
is  made,  then  in  the  prison  in  which  the  convict 
is  for  the  time  being  confined ;  and  such  sherift' 
as  is  ordered  by  any  justice  or  judge  of  the  said 
court,  or  if  no  order  is  made,  the  sherift'  of  the 
coiinty  in  which  the  offence  was  committed  or  is 
supposed   to   have   been    committed,   or  if  the 
offence  was  committed  or  is  supposed  to  have 
been   committed   on  the  high  seas,  or  if   the 
county  in  which  the  ofience  was  committed  does 
not  clearly  appear,  the  sherifi' of  Middlesex  shall 
be  charged  vdth  the  execution  of  the  judgment ; 


and  the  sheriff  charged  with  the  xecution  of 
the  judgment  shall  for  that  purpose  have  the 
same  jurisdiction  and  powers  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  duties  in  the  prison  m  which  the  judg- 
ment is  to  be  carried  into  execution,  although 
such  prison  is  not  situate  within  his  county  as 
he  has  by  law  with  respect  to  the  common  gaoL 
of  his  county  or  would  have  had  if  the  Prison. 
Act,  1865,  and  the  Piison  Act,  1877,  had  not 
passed.  The  coroner  whose  duty  it  is  to  hold 
an  inquest  on  the  bodies  of  persons  dying  in  any 
prison,  shall  hold  an  mquest  in  accordance  with 
the  Capital  Piuiishment  Amendment  Act,  1868, 
on  the  body  of  any  convict  executed  in  that 
prison.  So  much  of  S.  9  of  the  Central  Criminal 
Court  Act,  1834,  as  relates  to  a  prisoner  who  has 
been  convicted  or  attained,  and  also  S.  19  of  the 
Act  19  &  20  Vict.,  c.  16,  and  S.  8  of  the  Juris- 
diction in  Homicides  Act,  1862,  are  hereby 
repealed  without  prejudice  to  anything  done 
under  those  sections.  (6)  The  Secretary  of 
State  may  from  tune  to  time,  by  any  general  or 
special  rule  made  in  pursuance  of  the  Prison 
Act,  1877,  provide  for  any  matter  du-ected  by 
this  Act  to  be  prescribed,  and  generally  for 
caiTying  this  Act  mto  effect.  S.  3.  The  Act  4 
&  5  Will.  IT.,  c.  36,  intituled,  "  An  Act  for 
"estabUshiug  a  new  Court  for  the  trial  of  Oftences 
"  committed  in  the  Metropolis,  and  parts 
"  adjoining,"  is  in  this  Act  referred  to  and  may 
be  cited  as  the  Central  Criminal  Court  Act,  1834.. 
The  district  within  the  limits  of  the  Central 
Criminal  Court  Act,  1834,  is  in  this  Act  referred 
to,  and  may  in  any  Act,  indictment,  or  document 
whatsoever  be  referred  to  as  the  Central 
Criminal  Court  district.  The  expression  "pre- 
scribed" means  prescribed  by  a  rule  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  in  pursuance  of  the 
Prison  Act,  1877,  as  amended  by  this  Act.

Cap.  LXVII.— PETROLEUM  (HAWKERS). 
An  Act  to  regulate  the  hawking  of  Petroleum 
and  other  substances  of  a  like  nature. 

I27th  Aufjust,  1881.] 
Be  it  enacted,  &c. 

S.  1.  Any  person  who  is  licensed  in  pursuance 
of  the  Petroleum  Act,  1871,  to  keep  petroleum 
to  which  that  Act  applies  may,  subject  to  the 
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enactments  for  the  time  bciuj:;  in  force  with 
respect  to  hawkers  and  pedlars,  hawk  such 
petroleum  by  himself  or  his  servants.  S.  2. 
\Tith  respect  to  the  hawking  of  petroleum  to 
whicli  the  Petroleum  Act,  1871,  applies,  the 
following  refjulations  shall  be  observed  :  (1)  The 
amount  of  petroleum  conveyed  at  one  time  in 
any  ohe  carriage  shall  not  exceed  twenty  gallons : 

(2)  The  petroleum  shall  be  conveyed  iu  a  closed 
vessel  so  constructed  as  to  bo  free  fi-om  leakage  : 

(3)  The  carriage  in  which  the  vessels  containing 
the  petroleum  are  conveyed  shall  be  so  venti- 
lated as  to  prevent  any  evaporation  from  the 
petroleum  mixing  with  the  air  in  or  about  the 
carriage  in  such  proportion  as  to  produce  or  be 
liable  to  produce  an  explosive  mixture  :  (4)  Any 
fire  or  light  or  any  article  of  an  explosive  or 
highly  inflammable  nature  shall  not  be  brought 
into  or  dangei-ously  near  to  the  carriage  in  which 
the  vessels  containing  the  petroleum  are  con- 
veyed :  (5)  The  carriage  in  which  the  vessels 
containing  the  petroleum  are  conveyed  shall  be 
so  constructed  or  fitted  that  the  petroleum  can- 
not escape  therefrom  in  the  form  of  Kquid, 
whether  ignited  or  otherwise  :  (6)  Proper  care 
shall  be  taken  to  prevent  any  petroleum  escaping 
into  any  part  of  a  house  or  building,  or  of  the 
curtilage  thereof,  or  into  a  drain  or  sewer:  (7) 
The  petroleum  shall  be  stored  in  some  premises 
licensed  for  keeping  of  petroleum  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  hcence  for  such  premises  both 
every  night  and  also  when  the  petroleum  is  not 
in  the  course  of  being  hawked :  (8)  All  due 
precautions  shall  be  taken  for  the  prevention  of 
accidents  by  fire  or  explosion,  and  for  prevent- 
ng  unauthorised  persons  having  access  to  the 

vessels  containing  the  petroleum,  and  every 
person  concerned  in  hawlcing  the  petroleum 
shall  abstam  from  any  act  whatever  which  tends 
to  cause  fire  or  explosion,  and  is  not  reasonably 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  such  hawking  : 
(9)  No  article  or  substance  of  an  explosive  or 
inflammable  character  other  than  petroleum, 
nor  any  article  liable  to  cause  or  communicate 
fire  or  explosion,  shall  be  in  the  carriage  while 
such  carriage  is  being  used  for  the  purpose  of 
hawking  petroleum :  In  the  event  of  any  con- 
travention of  this  section  with  reference  to  any 
petroleum,  the  petroleum,  together  with  the 
vessels  containing  and  the  carriage  conveying 
the  same,  shall  be  liable  to  be  foi'feited,  and  in 
addition  thereto  the  licensee  l)y  whom  or  by 
whose  servants  the  petroleum  was  being  hawked 
shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  ajJenalty 
not  exceeding  £20  :  Provided  that — (1)  Where 
some  servant  of  the  licensee  or  other  person  has 
in  fact  committed  the  offence,  such  servant  or 
other  person  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty 
as  if  he  were  the  licensee:  (2)  Wliere  the 
licensee  is  charged  with  a  contravention  of  this 
section,  he  shall  be  entitled  upon  information 
duly  laid  by  him  to  have  any  other  person  whom 
he  charges  as  the  actual  offender  brought  before 
the  com-t  at  the  time  appointed  for  hearing  the 
charge,  and  if  the  licensee  proves  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  court  that  he  had  used  due 
diligence  to  enforce  the  execution  of  this  sec- 
tion, and  that  the  said  other  person  had 
committed  the  offence  in  question  without  his 
Imowledge,   consent,    or  connivance,    the    said 


other  person  shall  be  summaiily  convicted  of 
such  offence,  and  the  licensee  shall  be  exempt 
from  any  penalty.  Any  petroleum  other  than 
that  to  which  the  Petroleum  Act,  1871,  applies 
while  in  any  carriage  used  for  the  hawking  of 
l)etroleum  to  which  the  Petrolexim  Act,  1871, 
applies,  shall  for  the  purposes  of  this  section 
be  deemed  to  be  petroleum  to  which  the  Petro- 
leum Act,  1871,  applies.  S.  3.  Any  conditions 
annexed  to  a  licence  granted  m  pursuance  of  the 
Petroleum  Act,  1871,  either  before  or  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  shall,  so  far  as  they  are 
inconsistent  with  this  Act,  be  void,  but  save  as 
aforesaid  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  affect  the 
appUcation  to  a  licensee  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Petroleum  Act,  1871,  or  of  any  licence  granted 
thereunder.  S.  4.  Where  a  constable  or  any 
officer  authorised  by  the  local  authority  has 
reasonable  cause  to  beUeve  that  a  contravention 
of  this  Act  is  being  committed  in  relation  to  any 
petroleum,  he  may  seize  and  detain  such  petro- 
leum and  the  vessels  and  carriage  containing  the 
same,  until  some  court  of  summary  jurisdiction 
has  determined  whether  there  was  or  not  a 
contravention  of  this  Act,  and  S.  13  of  the 
Petroleum  Act,  1871,  shall  apply  to  such  con- 
stable and  officer  as  if  he  were  the  person  named 
in  the  waiTant  mentioned  in  that  section,  and 
as  if  the  seizure  were  a  seizure  in  pursuance  of 
that  section.  S.  5.  Nothing  in  this  Act  con- 
tamed  shall  extend  to  authorise  the  hawking  of 
petroleum  withm  the  limits  of  any  municipal 
borough  ui  which,  by  any  lawful  authority,  such 
hawkmg  shall  have  been  or  may  hei-eafter  be 
forbidden.  S.  6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 
the  expression  "  cari'iage  "  includes  any  carriage, 
wagon,  cart,  truck,  vehicle,  or  other  means  of 
conveyance  by  land,  in  whatever  manner  the 
same  may  he  drawn  or  propelled ;  and  a 
person  shall  be  deemed  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act  to  hawk  petroleum  if  by  himself  or  his 
seiVants  he  goes  about  caiTying  petroleum  to 
sell,  whether  going  from  to^vn  to  town  or  to 
other  men's  houses,  or  selling  it  in  the  streets 
of  the  place  of  his  residence  or  otherwise,  and 
whether  wth  or  without  any  horse  or  other 
beast  bearing  or  drawing  burden.  S.  7.  This 
Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Petroleum  (Hawkers) 
Act,  1881.  This  Act  shall  be  construed  as  one 
with  the  Petroleum  Acts,  1871  and  1879,  and 
together  with  those  Acts  maj'  be  cited  as  the 
Petroleum  Acts,  1871  to  1881 


C.4P.  LXIX.— FUGITIVE  OFFENDERS. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  with  respect  to 
Fugitive  Offenders  in  her  Majesty's  dominions, 
and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  the  Trial 
of  Offenders.  [21th  August,  1881.] 

Be  it  enacted,  &c. : 

S.  1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Fugitive 
Offenders  Act,  1881. 

Part  I. — RETUEy  of  Fugitivks. 

S.  2.  Where  a  person  accused  of  ha\Tng  com- 
mitted an  offence  (to  which  this  part  of  this  Act 
applies)  in  one  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions 
has  left  that  jiart,  sucli  person  (in  this  Act 
refeiTcd  to  as  a  fugitive  from  that  part),  if  found 
in  another  part  of  her  Majesty's  donunions, 
shall  be  liable  to  be  apprehended  and  returned 
in  manner  pro-sdded  by  this  Act  to  the  part  from 
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which  he  is  a  fugitive.     A  fugitive  may  be  so 
apprehended  under  an  endorsed  warrant  or  a 
provisional  warrant.      S.  3.  Where  a  warrant 
has  been  issued  in  one  part  of  her  Majesty's 
dominions  for  the  apprehension  of  a  fugitive 
from  that  part,  any  of  the  following  authorities 
in  another  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions  in 
or  on  the  way  to  which  the  fugitive  is  or  is  sus- 
pected to  be  (that  is  to  say) :  (1)  a  judge  of  a 
superior   court  in   such   part ;   and    (2)  in  the 
United  Kuigdom,  a  secretai-y  of  State  and  one  of 
the  magistrates  of  the  metropolitan  police  court 
in  Bow-street ;  and  (3)  in  a  British  possession,  the 
governor  of  that  possession,  if  satisfied  that  the 
warrant  was  issued  by  some  person  having  lawful 
authority  to  issue  the  same,  may  endorse  such 
warrant  in  manner  provided  by  this  Act,  and  the 
warrant  so  endorsed  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority 
to  apprehend  the   fugitive  in  the  part  of  her 
Majesty's  dominions  m  which  it  is  endorsed,  and 
bring  him  before  a  magistrate.     S.  4.  A  magis- 
trate of  any  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions 
may  issue  a  provisional  warrant  for  the  appre- 
hension of  a  fugitive  who  is  or  is  suspected  of 
being  in  or  on  his  way  to  that  part,  on  such  in- 
formation  and   under    such    circumstances   as 
would,  inhis  opinion,  justify  the  issue  of  a  warrant 
if  the  oifence  of  which  the  fugitive  is  accused 
had  been  committed  within  his  jurisdiction,  and 
such  warrant  maybe  backed  and  executed  accord- 
ingly.    A  magistrate  issuing  a  provisional  war- 
rant shall  forthwith  send  a  report  of  the  issue, 
together  with  the  information  or  a  certified  copy 
thereof,  if  he  is  in  the  United  Ivingdom,  to  a 
secretary  of  State,  and  Lf  he  is  in  a  British  pos- 
session, to  the  governor  of  that  possession,  and 
the  secretary  of  State  or  governor  may,  if  he 
think   fit,   discharge  the    person  apprehended 
under  such  warrant.     S.  5.  A  fugitive  when  ap- 
^orehended  shall  be  brought  before  a  magistrate, 
who  (subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act)  shaU. 
hear  the  case  in  the  same  manner  and  have  the 
same  jurisdiction  and  powers,  as  near  as  may  be 
(including  the  power  to  remand  and  admit  to 
"bail)  as  if  the  fugitive  were  charged  with  an 
offence  committed  within   his  jurisdiction.     If 
the  endorsed  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  the 
fugitive  is  duly  authenticated,  and  such  evidence 
is  produced  as  (subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act)  according  to  the  law  ordmarily  administered 
by  the  magistrate,  raises  a  strong  or  probable 
Xn'esumption  that  the  fugitive   committed   the 
offence  mentioned  in  the  warrant,  and  that  the 
offence  is  one  to  which  this  part  of  this  Act 
applies,  the  magistrate  shall  commit  the  fugitive 
to  prison  to  await  his  return,  and  shall  forth- 
with send  a  certificate  of  the  committal  and  such 
rex^ort  of  the  case  as  he  may  think  fit,  if  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  to  a  secretary  of  State,  and  if 
in  a  British  possession,  to  the  governor  of  that 
possession.     Where  the  magistrate  commits  the 
fugitive  to  prison  he  shall  inform  the  fugitive 
that  he  will    not  be  surrendered  until  after  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days,  and  that  he  has  a  right 
to  apply  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  or  other 
like  process.     A  fugitive  apprehended  on  a  pro- 
visional warrant  may   be   from   time   to   time 
remanded  for  such  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding 
seven  days  at  any  one  time,  as  under  the  circum- 
stances seems  requisite  for  the  production  of  an 


endorsed  warrant.     S.  6.  Upon  the  expiration  of 
fifteen  days  after  a  fugitive  has  been  committed 
to  prison  to  await  his  return,  or  if  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  or  other  like  process  is  issued  with 
reference  io  such  fugitive  by  a  superior  court, 
after  the  final  decision  of  the  court  in  the  case, 
(1)  if  the  fugitive  is  so  committed  hi  the  United 
Kmgdom,  a"  secretary  of  State ;  and  Ci)  if  the 
fugitive  is  so  committed  in  a  British  possession, 
the  governor  of  that  possession,  may,  if  he  thinks 
it  just,  by  wan-ant  under  his  hand,  order  that 
fugitive   to   be    returned    to    the  part   of    hei- 
Majesty's  dominions  from  which  he  is  a  fugitive, 
and  for  that  purpose  to  be  delivered  into  the 
custody  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  warrant  is 
addressed,  or  some  one  or  more  of  them,  and  to 
be  held   in  custody,  and  conveyed  by   sea  or 
otherwise   to   the   said   part  of    her  Majesty's 
dominions,  to  be  dealt  with  there  ui  due  course 
of  law  as  if  he  had  been  there  apprehended,  and 
such  warrant  shall  be  forthwith  executed  accord- 
ing to  the  tenor  thereof.     The  governor  or  other 
chief  officer  of  any  prison,  on  request  of  any 
person  ha\Tng  the  custody  of   a  fugitive  under 
any  such  wan-ant,  and  on  payment  or  tender  of 
a  reasonable  amount  for  expenses,  shall  receive 
such  fugitive  and  detain  him  for  such  reasonable 
time  as  may  be  requested  by  the  said  person 
for  tlie  purpose  of  the  proper  execution  of  the 
wan-ant.     S.  7.  If  a  fugitive,  who  in  pursuance  of 
this  part  of  this  Act,  has  been  committed  to 
prison  in  any  pai-t  of  her  Majesty's  dominions 
to  await  his  retui-n,  is  not  conveyed  out  of  that 
part  within  one  month  after  such  committal,  a 
superior  com-t,  upon  application  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  fugitive,  and  upon  proof  that  reasonable 
notice  of  the  intention  to  make  such  application 
has  been  given,  if  the  said  part  is  the  United 
Kingdom,  to  a  secretary  of  State,  and  if  the  said 
part  is  a  British  possession,  to  the  governor  of 
the  possession,  may,  unless  sufficient  cause  is 
shown  to  the  contrary,  order  the  fugitive  to  be 
chscharged  out  of  custody.     S.  8.  Where  a  person 
accused  of  an  offence  and  retm-ned  in  pursuance 
of    this  part   of  this  Act  to   any  part  ©f  her 
Majesty's  dominions,  either  is  not  prosecuted  for 
the  said   offence  within   six   months  after   his 
arrival  in  that  part,  or  is  acquitted  of  the  said 
offence,  then,  if  that  part  is  the  United  Kingdom 
a  secretary  of  State,  and  if  that  part  is  a  British 
possession,  the  governor  of  that  possession,  may 
if  he  think  fit,  on  the  request  of  such  person, 
cause  him  to  be  sent  back  free  of  cost  and  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible  to  the  part  of  her 
Majesty's  dominions  in  or  on  his  way  to  which 
he  was  apprehended.     S.  9.  This  part  of  this  Act 
shall  apply  to  the  following  offences,  namely,  to 
treason  andpu-acy,  and  to  every  offence,  whether 
called  felony,  misdemeanour,  crime,  or  by  any 
other  name," which  is  for  the  time  being  punish- 
able in  the  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions  in 
which  it  was  committed,  either  on  indictment  or 
information,  by  imprisonment  with  hard  labour 
for  a  term  of  twelve  months  or  more,  or  by  any 
greater  punishment;    and  for  the   puii^oses  of 
this  section,    rigorous  imprisonment,  and  any 
confinement  in  a  prison  combined  with  labour, 
by  whatever  name  it  is  called,  shaU  be  deemed  to 
be  imprisonment  with  hard  labom-.     This  part  of 
this  Act  shall  apply  to  an  offence  notwithstaniUng 
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that  by  tlie  law  of  tlie  part  of  her  Majesty's 
dominions  in  or  on  his  way  to  which  the  fugitive 
is  or  is  suspected  of  being  it  is  not  an  offence,  or 
not  an  offence  to  which  tliis  part  of  this  Act 
applies ;  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  part  of 
this  Act,  including  those  relating  to  a  provisional 
warrant  and  to  a  committal  to  prison,  shall  be 
construed  as  if  the  offence  were  in  such  last- 
mentioned  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions  an 
offence  to  which  this  part  of  this  Act  applies. 
S.  10.  Where  it  is  made  to  appear  to  a  superior 
court  that  by  reason  of  the  trivial  nature  of  the 
case,  or  by  reason  of  the  application  for  the 
return  of  a  fugitive  not  behig  made  in  good 
faith  in  the  mterests  of  justice  or  otherwise,  it 
would,  having  regard  to  the  distance,  to  the 
facilities  for  communication,  and  to  all  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  be  unjust  or  oppressive 
or  too  severe  a  punishment  to  return  the  fugitive 
either  at  all  or  untU  the  expiration  of  a  certam 
period,  such  court  may  discharge  the  fugitive, 
either  absolutely  or  on  bail,  or  order  that  he 
shall  not  be  returned  until  after  the  expiration 
of  the  period  named  in  the  order,  or  may  make 
such  other  order  in  the  premises  as  to  the  court 
seems  just.  S.  11.  In  Ireland  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant or  Lords  Justices  or  other  chief  governor 
or  governors  of  Ireland,  also  the  chief  secretary 
of  such  Lord  Lieutenant,  may,  as  well  as  a  secre- 
tary of  State,  execute  any  portion  of  the  powers 
by  this  part  of  this  Act  vested  in  a  secretary  of 
State. 

Part  II. — Intercolonial  Backing  of 
Warrants,  and  Offences. 

ApiMcation  of  j>art  of  Act. — S.  12.  This  part 
of  this  Act  shall  apply  only  to  those  groups  of 
British  possessions  to  which,  by  reason  of  their 
contiguity  or  otherwise,  it  may  seem  expedient 
to  her  Majesty  to  apply  the  same.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  her  Majesty  from  time  to  time  by 
order  in  Council  to  direct  that  this  part  of  this 
Act  shall  apply  to  the  group  of  British  posses- 
sions mentioned  in  the  order,  and  by  the  same 
or  any  subsequent  order  to  except  certain 
offences  from  the  application  of  this  part  of  this 
Act,  and  to  limit  the  application  of  this  part  of 
this  Act  by  such  comlitions,  exceptions,  and 
qualifications  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Backing  of  Warrants. — S.  13.  Where  hi  a 
British  possession  of  a  group  to  which  this  part 
of  this  Act  applies  a  warrant  has  been  issued  for 
the  apprehension  of  a  person  accused  of  an 
offence  punishable  by  law  in  that  possession,  and 
such  person  is  or  is  suspected  of  being  in  or  on 
the  way  to  another  British  possession  of  the 
same  gi'oup,  a  magistrate  in  the  last-mentioned 
possession,  if  satisfied  that  the  warrant  was 
issued  by  a  person  having  lawful  authority  to 
issue  the  same,  may  endorse  such  waiTaut  in 
manner  provided  by  this  Act,  and  the  warrant 
so  endoi-sed  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority  to 
apprehend,  withm  the  jurisdiction  of  the  endors- 
ing magistrate,  the  person  named  in  the  warrant, 
and  bring  him  before  the  endorsing  magistrate 
or  some  other  magistrate  in  the  same  British 
possession.  S.  14.  The  magistrate  before  whom 
a  person  so  apprehended  is  brought,  if  he  is 
satisfied  that  the  warrant  is  duly  authenticated 
as  directed  by  this  Act  and  was  issued  by  a 
person  having'lawf  ul  authority  to  issue  the  same, 


and  is  satisfied  on  oath  that  the  prisoner  is  the 
person  named  or  otlierwise  described  in  the 
warrant,  may  order  such  prisoner  to  be  returned 
to  the  British  possession  in  which  the  warrant 
was  issued,  and  for  that  purpose  to  be  delivered 
into  the  custody  of  the  persons  to  whom  the 
warrant  is  addressed,  or  anyone  or  more  of  them, 
and  to  be  held  in  custody  and  conveyed  by  sea 
or  otherwise  into  the  British  possession  in  which 
the  warrant  was  issued,  there  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law  as  if  he  had  been  there  appre- 
hended. Such  order  for  return  may  be  made 
by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  magistrate 
making  it,  and  may  be  executed  according  to 
the  tenor  thereof.  A  magistrate  shall,  so  far 
as  is  requisite  for  the  exercise  of  tlie  powers  of 
this  section,  have  the  same  power,  including  the 
power  to  remand  and  admit  to  bail  a  prisoner, 
as  he  has  in  the  case  of  a  person  apprehended 
under  a  warrant  issued  by  him.  S.  1.5.  Where 
a  person  required  to  give  evidence  on  behalf  of 
the  prosecutor  or  defendant  on  a  charge  for  an 
offence  punishable  by  law  in  a  British  possession 
of  a  group  to  which  this  part  of  this  Act  applies, 
is  or  is  suspected  of  being  in  or  on  his  way  to 
any  other  British  possession  of  the  same  gi'oup, 
a  judge,  magistrate,  or  other  officer  who  would 
have  lawful  authority  to  issue  a  summons,  re- 
quiring the  attendance  of  such  witness,  if  the 
witness  were  withm  his  jurisdiction,  may  issue 
a  summons  for  the  attendance  of  such  witness, 
and  a  magistrate  in  any  other  British  possession 
of  the  same  group,  if  satisfied  that  the  summons 
was  issued  by  some  judge,  magistrate  or  ofticer 
having  lawful  authority  as  aforesaid,  may  en- 
dorse the  summons  with  his  name ;  and  the 
witness,  on  service  in  that  possession  of  the 
summons  so  endorsed,  and  on  payment  or 
tender  of  a  reasonable  amoixnt  for  his  expenses, 
shall  obey  the  summons,  and  in  default  shall  be 
liable  to  be  tried  and  punished  either  in  the  pos- 
session in  which  he  is  served  or  in  the  possession 
in  which  the  summons  was  issued,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  the  punishment  imposed  by  the  law  of 
the  possession  in  which  he  is  tried  for  the  failure 
of  a  witness  to  obey  such  a  summons.  The  ex- 
pression "summons"  in  this  section  includes 
any  subpojua  or  other  process  for  requiring  the 
attendance  of  a  witness.  S.  16.  A  magistrate 
in  a  British  possession  of  a  group  to  which  this 
part  of  this  Act  applies,  before  the  endorsement 
m  pm-suance  of  this  part  of  this  Act  of  a  warrant 
for  the  apprehension  of  any  person,  may  issue  a 
provisional  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  that 
person,  on  such  information  and  under  such  cir- 
cumstances as  would  Ul  his  opinion  justify  the 
issue  of  a  warrant  if  the  offence  of  which  such 
person  is  accused  were  an  offence  punishable  by 
the  law  of  the  said  possession,  and  had  been 
committed  within  his  jurisdiction,  and  such  war- 
rant may  be  backed  and  executed  accordmgly, 
provided  that  a  person  arrested  under  such  pro- 
visional warrant  shall  be  discharged  unlets  the 
original  warrant  is  produced  and  endorsed  within 
such  reasonable  time  as  may  imder  the  circum- 
stances seem  requisite.  S.  17.  If  a  prisoner  in 
a  British  possession  whose  return  is  authorised 
in  pursuance  of  this  part  of  this  Act  is  not 
conveyed  out  of  that  possession  within  one 
mouth  after  the  date  of  the  warrant  ordering 
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his  return,  a  magistrate  or  a  superior  court, 
upon  application  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
prisoner,  and  upon  proof  that  reasonable  notice 
of  the  intention  to  make  such  application  has 
been  given  to  the  person  holding  the  -^N^arrant 
and  to  the  chief  officer  of  thepoUce  of  such  pos- 
session or  of  the  province  or  town  where  the 
prisoner  is  in  custody,  may,  unless  sufficient 
cause  is  shown  to  the  contrary,  order  such 
prisoner  to  be  discharged  out  of  custody.  Any 
order  or  refusal  to  make  an  order  of  discharge 
by  a  magistrate  under  this  section  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  appeal  to  a  superior  court.  S.  18.  Where 
a  prisoner  accused  of  an  offence  is  returned  in 
pursuance  of  this  part  of  this  Act  to  a  British 
possession,  and  either  is  not  prosecuted  for  the 
said  offence  within  sis  months  after  his  arrival 
in  that  possession  or  is  acquitted  of  the  said 
offence,  the  governor  of  that  possession,  if  he 
thinks  fit,  may,  on  the  requisition  of  such  person, 
cause  liim  to  be  sent  back,  free  of  cost,  and  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  British  posses- 
sion in  or  on  his  waj'  to  which  he  was  appre- 
hended. S.  19.  Where  the  return  of  a  prisoner 
is  sought  or  ordered  under  this  part  of  this  Act, 
and  it  is  made  to  appear  to  a  magistrate  or  to  a 
superior  court  that  by  reason  of  the  trivial 
nature  of  the  case,  or  by  reason  of  the  amplica- 
tion for  the  return  of  such  prisoner  not  being 
made  hi  good  faith  in  the  interests  of  justice  or 
otherwise,  it  would,  having  regard  to  the  dis- 
tance, to  the  facilities  of  communication,  and  to 
all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  be  unjust  or 
oppressive,  or  too  severe  a  pmiishment,  to  return 
the  prisoner  either  at  all  or  until  the  expiration 
of  a  certain  period,  the  court  or  magistrate  may 
discharge  the  prisoner  either  absolutely  or  on 
bail,  or  order  that  he  shall  not  be  returned  until 
after  the  exphation  of  the  period  named  in  the 
order,  or  may  make  such  other  order  in  the  pre- 
mises as  to  the  magistrate  or  court  seems  just. 
Any  order  or  refusal  to  make  an  order  of  dis- 
charge by  a  magistrate  under  this  section  shall 
be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  a  superior  court. 
Part  III. — Trul,  &c.,  of  Offences. 
S.  20.  Where  two  British  possessions  adjoin, 
a  person  accused  of  an  offence  committed  on  or 
within  the  cUstance  of  500  yards  from  the 
common  boundary  of  such  possessions  may  be 
apprehended,  tried,  and  punished  in  either  of 
such  possessions.  S.  21.  Where  an  offence  is 
committed  on  any  person  or  in  respect  of  any 
property  in  or  upon  any  carriage,  cart,  or 
vehicle  whatsoever  employed  m  a  journey,  or 
on  board  any  vessel  whatsoever  employed  in  a 
na^-igable  river,  lake,  canal,  or  inland  naviga- 
tion, the  person  accused  of  such  offence  may 
be  tried  in  any  British  possession  through  a 
part  of  which  such  carriage,  cart,  vehicle,  or 
vessel  passed  in  the  course  of  the  journey  or 
voyage  during  which  the  offence  was  committed  ; 
and  where  the  side,  banlv,  centre,  or  other  part 
of  the  road,  river,  lake,  canal,  or  inland  naviga- 
tiou  along  which  the  carriage,  cart,  vehicle,  or 
vessel  passed  in  the  course  of  such  jomiiey 
or  voyage  is  the  boundary  of  any  British 
possession,  a  person  may  be  tried  for  such 
offence  in  any  British  possession  of  which  it 
IS  the  bouudai-j- :  Pro-vided  that  nothing  m  this 
section  shall  authorise  the  trial  for  such  offence 


of  a  person  who  is  not  a  British  subject,  where 
it  is  not  shown  that  the  offence  was  committed 
in  a  British  possession.  S.  22.  A  person  accused 
of  the  offence  (imder  whatever  name  it  is  known) 
of  swearing  or  making  any  false  deposition, 
or  of  giving  or  fabricating  any  false  eridence, 
for  the  pui-poses  of  this  Act,  may  be  tried 
either  in  the  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions 
in  which  such  deposition  or  evidence  is  used, 
or  in  the  part  in  which  the  same  was  sworn, 
made,  given,  or  fabricated,  as  the  justice 
of  the  case  may  requke.  S.  23.  Where  any 
part  of  this  Act  prorides  for  the  place  of  trial 
of  a  person  accused  of  an  offence,  that  offence 
shall,  for  all  purposes  of  and  incidental  to  the 
apprehension,  trial  and  punishment  of  such 
person,  and  of  and  incidental  to  any  proceedings 
and  matters  preliminaiy,  incidental  to,  or  con- 
sequential thereon,  and  of  and  incidental  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  any  coiu't,  constable  or  officer 
with  reference  to  such  offence,  and  t )  any  per- 
son accused  of  such  offence,  be  deemed  to 
have  been  committed  in  any  place  in  which  the 
j)erson  accused  of  the  offence  can  be  tried  for 
it ;  and  such  person  may  be  punished  in  accord- 
ance \\"ith  the  Courts  (Colonial)  Jurisdiction 
Act,  1874:.  S.  24.  Where  a  warrant  for  the  ap- 
prehension of  a  person  accused  of  an  offence 
has  been  endorsed  in  pm'suance  of  any  part  of 
this  Act  in  any  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions, 
or  where  any  pai-t  of  the  Act  proriJes  for  the 
place  of  trial  of  a  person  accused  of  an  offence, 
every  court  and  magistrate  of  the  part  in  which 
the  warrant  is  endorsed  or  the  person  accused 
of  the  offence  can  be  tried  shall  have  the  same 
power  of  issuing  a  warrant  to  search  for  any 
property  alleged  to  be  stolen  or  to  be  othenvise 
unlawfully  taken  or  obtauied  by  such  person,  or 
otherwise  to  be  the  subject  of  such  offence,  as 
that  court  or  magistrate  would  have  if  the  pro- 
perty had  been  stolen  or  otherwise  unlawfully 
taken  or  obtained,  or  the  offence  had  been  com- 
mitted wholly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such 
court  or  magistrate.  S.  25.  Where  a  person  is 
in  legal  custody  m  a  British  possession  either 
in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  or  otherwise,  and  such 
person  is  requhed  to  be  removed  m  custody  to 
another  place  in  or  belonging  to  the  same  British 
possession,  such  person,  if  remove!  by  sea  in  a 
vessel  belonging  to  her  Majesty  or  any  of  her 
Majesty's  subjects,  shall  be  deemed  to  contuiue 
in  legal  custody  until  he  reaches  the  place  to 
which  he  is  reqmred  to  be  removed  ;  and  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  with  respect  to  the  re- 
takmg  of  a  prisoner  who  has  escaped,  and  vrith 
respect  to  the  trial  and  punishment  of  a  person 
guilty  of  the  offence  of  escapmg  or  attempting  to 
escape,  or  aiding  or  attempting  to  aid  a  jjrisoner 
to  escape,  shall  apply  to  the  case  of  a  prisoner 
escapmg  while  being  lawfully  removed  as  afore- 
said, in  like  manner  as  if  he  were  being  removed 
in  pursuance  of  a  warrant  endorsed  in  pur- 
suance of  this  Act. 

Part  TV. — Supplemental. 

Wan-ants  and  Escape. — S.  26.  An  endorse- 
ment of  a  warrant  in  pursuance  of  this  Act 
shall  be  signed  by  the  authority  endorsing  the 
same,  and  shall  authorise  aU  or  any  of  the  per- 
sons named  in    the   endorsement,  and  of  the 
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persons  to  whom  the  warrant  was  originally 
directed,  and  also  every  constable,  to  execute 
the  warrant  within  the  part  of  her  Majesty's 
dominions  or  place  within  which  such  endorse- 
ment is  by  this  Act  made  a  sufficient  authority, 
by  apprehending  the  person  named  in  it  and 
bringing  him  before  some  magistrate  in  the  said 
part  or  place,  whether  the  magistrate  named  in 
the  endorsement  or  some  other.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Act  every  warrant,  summons,  sub- 
poena and  process,  and  every  endorsement 
made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  thereon,  shall 
remaui  in  force,  notwithstanding  that  the  per- 
son signing  the  warrant  or  suoli  endorsement 
dies  or  ceases  to  hold  office.  S.  27.  Where  a 
fugitive  or  prisoner  is  authorised  to  be  re- 
turned to  any  part  of  her  Majesty's  dommions 
in  pursuance  of  Part  I.  or  Part  II.  of  this  Act, 
such  fugitive  or  prisoner  may  be  sent  thither  in 
any  ship  belonging  to  her  Majesty  or  to  any  of 
her  subjects.  For  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the 
authoi'ity  signing  the  warrant  for  the  return 
may  order  the  master  of  any  ship  belonging  to 
any  subject  of  her  Majesty  bound  to  the  said 
part  of  her  Majesty's  dommions  to  receive  and 
afford  a  passage  and  subsistence  diuing  the 
voyage  to  such  fugitive  or  prisoner,  and  to  the 
person  having  hini  in  custody,  and  to  the  wit- 
nesses, so  that  such  master  be  not  required  to 
receive  more  than  one  fugitive  or  prisoner  for 
every  hundred  tons  of  his  ship's  registered  ton- 
nage, or  more  than  one  witness  for  eveiy  fifty 
tons  of  such  tonnage.  The  said  authority  shall 
endorse  or  cause  to  be  endorsed  upon  the  agree- 
ment of  the  ship  such  particulars  with  respect 
to  any  fugitive  prisoner  or  witness  sent  in  her 
as  the  Board  of  Trade  from  time  to  time  re- 
quire. Every  such  master  shall,  on  his  ship's 
arrival  in  the  said  part  of  her  Majesty's  do- 
minions, cause  such  fugitive  or  prisoner,  if  he  is 
not  in  the  custody  of  any  person,  to  be  given 
into  the  custody  of  some  constable,  there  to  be 
dealt  with  accordmg  to  law.  Every  master  who 
faUs  on  payment  or  tender  of  a  reasonable 
amount  for  expenses  to  comply  with  an  order 
made  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  or  to  cause  a 
fugitive  or  prisoner  committed  to  his  charge  to 
be  given  into  custody  as  requii'ed  by  this  section 
shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  £50,  which  may  be  recovered  in 
any  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions  in  like 
manner  as  a  penalty  of  the  same  amount  under 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,  and  the  Acts 
amending  the  same.  S.  28.  If  a  prisoner 
escape,  by  breach  of  prison  or  otherwise,  out  of 
the  custody  of  a  person  acting  under  a  warrant 
issued  or  endorsed  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  he 
may  be  retaken  in  the  same  manner  as  a  person 
accused  of  a  crime  against  the  law  of  that  part 
of  her  Majesty's  dominions  to  which  he  escapes 
may  be  retaken  upon  an  escape.  A  person 
guilty  of  the  oifence  of  escaping  or  of  attempt- 
ing to  escape,  or  of  aiding  or  attempting  to  aid 
a  prisoner  to  escape,  by  breach  of  prison  or 
otherwise,  from  custody  under  any  warrant 
issued  or  endoi'sed  in  pursuance  of  this  Act, 
may  be  tried  in  any  of  the  following  parts  of 
her  Majesty's  dommions,  namely,  the  part  to 
which  and  the  part  from  which  the  prisoner  is 
being    removed,    and  the  part    in  which  the 


prisoner  escapes,  and  the  part  in  which  the 
offender  is  found. 

Evidence.- — S.  29.  A  magistrate  may  take 
depositions  for  the  pui'poses  of  this  Act  in  the 
absence  of  a  jjerson  accused  of  an  offence  in 
like  manner  as  he  might  take  the  same  if  such 
person  were  present  and  accused  of  the  offence 
before  him.  Depositions  (whether  taken  in 
the  absence  of  the  fugitive  or  otherwise),  and 
copies  thereof,  and  official  certificates  of  or 
judicial  documents  stating  facts,  may,  if  duly 
authenticated,  be  received  in  evidence  in  pro- 
ceedings under  this  Act :  Provided  that  nothing 
in  this  Act  shall  authorise  the  reception  of  any- 
such  depositions,  copies,  certificates  or  docu- 
ments in  evidence  against  a  person  upon  his. 
trial  for  an  offence.  Warrants  and  depositions, 
and  copies  thereof,  and  official  certificates  of 
or  judicial  documents  stating  facts,  shall  he 
deemed  duly  authenticated  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Act  if  they  are  authenticated  in  manner 
provided  for  the  time  being  by  law,  or  if  they 
purport  to  be  signed  by  or  authenticated  by  the 
signature  of  a /judge,  magistrate,  or  officer  of 
the  part  of  her  Majesty's  dommions  in  wliich 
the  same  are  issued,  taken,  or  made,  and  are 
authenticated  either  by  the  oath  of  some  wit- 
ness, or  by  being  sealed  with  the  official  seal  of  a 
Secretary  of  State,  or  wiih  the  public  seal  of 
a  British  possession,  or  with  the  official  s-^al  of 
a  governor  of  a  British  possession,  or  of  a  Colo- 
nial Secretary,  or  of  some  Vcretary  or  minister 
administering  a  department  of  the  government 
of  a  British  possession  ;  and  all  courts  and 
magistrates  shall  take  judicial  notice  of  every 
such  seal  as  is  in  this  section  mentioned,  and 
shall  admit  iu  evidence  without  further  proof 
the  documents  authenticated  by  it. 

Miscellaneous. — S.  30.  The  jurisdiction  under 
Part  I.  of  this  Act  to  hear  a  case  and  com- 
mit a  fugitive  to  prison  to  await  his  return 
shall  be  exercised, — (1)  In  England,  by  a  chief 
magistrate  of  the  metropolitan  police  courts  or 
one  of  the  other  magistrates  of  the  metropolitan 
police  court  at  Bow-street ;  and  (2)  in  Scotland 
by  the  sheriff  or  sheriS-substitute  of  the  county 
of  Edmburgh  ;  and  (3)  in  Ireland  by  one  of  the 
police  magistrates  of  the  Dublin  metropolitan 
police  district ;  and  (4)  in  a  British  possession 
by  any  judge,  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other 
officer  having  the  like  jurisdiction  as  one  of 
the  magistrates  of  the  metropolitan  police 
court  in  Bow-street,  or  by  such  other  court, 
judge  or  magistrate  as  may  be  from  time  to 
time  provided  by  an  act  or  ordinance  passed  by 
the  legislature  of  that  possession.  If  a  fugitive 
is  apprehended  and  brought  before  a  magistrate 
who  has  no  power  to  exercise  the  jurisdiction 
under  this  Act  in  respect  of  that  fugitive,  that 
magistrate  shall  order  the  fugitive  to  be 
brought  before  some  magistrate  ha^•iag  that 
jurisdiction,  and  such  order  shall  be  obeyed. 
S.  31.  It  sbaU  be  lawful  for  her  Majesty  in 
Council  from  time  to  time  to  make  orders  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  to  revoke  and 
vary  any  order  so  made,  and  every  order  so 
made  shaU,  while  it  is  in  force,  have  the  same 
effect  as  if  it  were  enacted  in  this  Act.  An 
order  in  Council  made  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act  shall  be  laid  before  Parliament  as  soon  as 
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may  be  after  it  is  made,  if  Parliament  is 
then  in  Session,  or,  if  not,  as  soon  as  may 
be  after  the  commencement  of  tlie  then  next 
session  of  Parliament.  S.  32.  If  the  legis- 
latui-e  of  a  British  possession  pass  any  Act  or 
ordinance — (1)  For  defining  the  oifences  com- 
mitted ia  that  possession  to  which  this  Act  or 
any  part  thereof  is  to  apj)ly  ;  or  {-1}  for  deter- 
mining the  court,  judge,  magistrate,  olficer,  or 
person  by  whom  and  the  manner  in  which  any 
jurisdiction  or  power  under  this  Act  isto  be  exer- 
cised ;  or  (3)  for  payment  of  the  costs  incurred 
in  returning  a  fugitive  or  a  prisoner,  or  in 
sending  him  back;  if  not  prosecuted  or  if 
acquitted,  or  otherwise  in  the  execution  of  this 
Act ;  or  (1)  in  any  manner  for  the  caiTying  of 
this  Act  or  any  part  thereof  Lato  etlect  in  that 
possession,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  her  Majesty 
by  order  ia  Council  to  direct,  if  it  seems  to 
her  Majesty  in  Council  necessary  or  proper 
for  cari-jing  into  efl'ect  the  objects  of  this  Act, 
that  such  Act  or  ordinance,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shaU  with  or  without  modification  or  alteration 
bo  recognised  and  given  ett'ect  to  throughout 
her  Majesty's  dominions  and  on  the  high  seas 
as  if  it  were  part  of  this  Act. 

Application  of  Act.— S.  33.  Where  a  person 
accused  of  an  ofTence  can,  by  reason  of  the 
nature  of  the  offence,  or  of  the  place  in  which 
it  was  committed,  or  otherwise,  be,  under  this 
Act  or  otherwise,  trted  for  or  in  respect  of  the 
oSence  in  more  than  one  part  of  her  Majesty's 
dominions,  a  wan-ant  for  the  apprehension  of 
such  person  may  be  issued  in  any  part  of  her 
Majesty's  dominions  m  which  he  can,  if  he 
happens  to  be  there,  be  tried ;  and  each  part  of 
this  Act  shall  apply  as  if  the  ofl'ence  had 
been  committed  ia  the  part  of  her  Majesty's 
dominions  where  such  warrant  is  issued,  and 
such  person  may  be  apprehended  and  returned 
m  pursuance  of  this  Act,  notwithstanding  that 
in  tiie  place  in  which  he  is  apprehended  a  court 
has  jurisdiction  to  try  hun  :  Provided  that  if 
such  person  is  apprehended  ia  the  United 
Kingdom  a  secretary  of  State,  and  if  he  is 
apprehended  in  a  British  possession,  the 
governor  of  such  possession,  may, if  satisfied  that, 
ha^-ing  regard  to  the  place  where  the  ^vitnesses 
for  the  prosecution  and  for  the  defence  are  to 

I  be  found,  and  to  aU  the  chcumstances  of  the 

case,  it  would  be  conducive  to  the  interests  of 
justice  so  to  do,  order  such  person  to  be  tiled  in 
the  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions  in  which 
he  is  apprehended,  and  in  such  case  any  warrant 
previously  issued  for  his  return  shall  not  be 
executed.  S.  34.  "VMiere  a  person  convicted  by  a 
com-t  in  any  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions 
of  an  ofi'ence  committed  either  in  her  Majesty's 
dominions  or  elsewhere,  is  imla^-fully  at  large 
before  the  expiration  of  his  sentence,  each  part 
of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  such  person,  so  far  as 
is  consistent  ^rith  the  tenor  thereof,  in  like 
mamier  as  it  applies  to  a  person  accused  of  the 
lilce  ofi'ence  committed  m  the  part  of  her 
Majesty's  dommions  m  which  such  person  was 
con\"icted.  S.  35.  "Where  a  person  accused  of 
an  offence  is  in  custody  in  some  part  of  her 
Majesty's  dominions,  and  the  ofi'ence  is  one  for 
or  in  respect  of  which,  by  reason  of  the  natui-e 
thereof  or  of  the  place  in  which  it  was  com- 


mitted or  otherwise,  a  person  may  under  this 
Act  or  otherwise  be  tried  in  some  other  part  of 
her  Majesty's  dominions,  in  such  case  a  superior 
court,  and  also  if  such  person  is  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  a  secretary  of  State,  and  it  he  is  in  a 
British  possession,  the  governor  of  that  posses- 
sion, if  satisfied  that,  having  regard  to  the  place 
where  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  and  for 
the  defence  are  to  be  foimd,  and  to  all  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  it  would  be  conducive 
to  the  interests  of  justice  so  to  do,  may  by 
warrant  direct  the  removal  of  such  ofi'ender  to 
some  other  party  of  her  Majesty's  dominions  in 
which  he  can  be  tried,  and  the  off'eiider  may  be 
returned,  and,  if  not  prosecuted  or  acquitted, 
sent  back  free  of  cost  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
were  a  fugitive  retm-ned  in  pursuance  of  Part 
I.  of  this  Act,  and  the  warrant  were  a  warrant 
for  the  return  of  such  fugitive,  and  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  shall  apply  accordingly.  S.  36. 
It  shaU  be  lawful  for  her  Majesty  from  time  to 
time  by  order  in  Council  to  direct  that  this  Act 
shall  apply  as  if,  subject  to  the  conditions, 
exceptions,  and  qualifications  (if  any)  contained 
in  the  order,  any  place  out  of  her  Majesty's 
dominions  in  which  her  Majesty  has  jmisdiction, 
and  which  is  named  in  the  order,  were  a  British 
possession,  and  to  provide  for  carrying  into 
ett'ect  such  application.  S.  37.  This  Act  shall 
extend  to  the  Channel  Islands  and  Isle  of  Man 
as  if  they  were  ]5art  of  England  and  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  the  United  Kingdom  and 
those  islands  shall  be  deemed  for  the  purpose 
of  this  Act  to  be  one  part  of  her  Majesty's 
dominions ;  and  a  warrant  endorsed  in  piu'su- 
ance  of  Part  I.  of  this  Act  may  be  executed 
in  every  place  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
said  islands  accordingly.  S.  38.  This  Act  shall 
apply  where  an  ofi'ence  is  committed  before  the 
commencement  of  this  Act :  or,  in  the  ease  of 
Part  II.  of  this  Act,  before  the  application  of 
that  part  to  a  British  possession  or  to  the 
ofi'ence,  in  lilvC  manner  as  if  such  ofi'ence  had 
been  committed  after  such  commencement  or 
application. 

Definitions  and  Repeal. — S.  39.  In  this  Act, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requu-es,  the 
expression  "  Secretai-y  of  State  "  means  one  of 
her  Majesty's  principal  secretaries  of  State : 
the  expression  "  British  possession  "  means  any 
part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions,  exclusive  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  the  Chamiel  Islands,  and 
Isle  of  Man  ;  all  temtories  and  places  within 
her  Majesty's  dominions  which  are  under  one 
legislatm-e  shall  be  deemed  to  be  one  British 
possession  and  one  part  of  her  Majesty's 
dominions  :  the  expression  "  legislatiu'e,"  where 
there  are  local  legislatures  as  well  as  a  central 
legislature,  means  the  central  legislature  only  : 
the  expression  "  governor  "  means  any  person 
or  persons  administeruig  the  government  of  a 
British  possession,  and  includes  the  governor 
and  lieutenant  governor  of  any  part  of  India  : 
the  expression  "  constable "  means,  out  of 
England,  any  poUceman  or  officer  having  the 
like  powers  and  duties  as  a  constable  in  England  : 
the  expression  "  magistrate  "  means,  except  in 
Scotland,  any  justice  of  the  peace,  and  in 
Scotland  means  a  sheriff'  or  sheiiff- substitute, 
and  Lq  the  Channel  Islands,  Isle  of  Man,  and  a 
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British  possession  means  any  person  having 
authority  to  issue  a  warrant  for  the  apprehension 
of  persons  accused  of  offences  and  to  commit 
such  persons  for  trial :  the  expression  "  oflTencc 
punishable  on  indictment  "  means,  as  regards 
India,  an  oifence  punishable  on  a  charge  or 
otherwise :  the  expression  "  oath  "  includes 
affirmation  or  declaration  in  the  case  of  persons 
allowed  by  law  to  affirm  or  declare  instead  of 
swearing,  and  the  expression  "  swear  "  and  other 
words  relating  to  an  oath  or  swearing  shall  be 
construed  accordingly  :  the  expression  "  deposi- 
tion" mcludes  any  affidavit,  affirmation  or 
statement  made  upon  oath  as  above  defined  : 
the  expression  "superior  court"  means — (1) 
in  England,  her  Majesty's  Court  of  Appeal  and 
High  Court  of  Justice";  and  (2) — in  Scotland, 
the  High  Court  of  Justiciary  ;  and  (3) — in 
Ireland,  her  Majesty's  Court  of  Appeal  and  her 
Majesty's  High  Court  of  Justice  at  Dublin  ;  and 
(4) — in  a  British  possession,  any  court  having 
in  that  possession  the  like  crimijial  jurisdiction 
to  that  which  is  vested  in  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  in  England,  or  such  court  or  judge  as 
may  be  determined  by  any  Act  or  ordinance  of 
that  possession.  S.  40.  This  Act  shall  come 
into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1882,  which 
date  is  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Act.  S.  41.  The  Act  specified  in 
the  Schedule  to  this  Act  is  hereby  repealed  as 
from  the  commencement  of  this  Act:  Provided 
that  this  repeal  shall  not  afTect — (a)  any 
wan-ant  duly  endorsed  or  issued,  iror  anything 
duly  done  or  suffered  before  the  commencement 
of  this  Act ;  nor  {h)  any  obligation  or  liability 
incurred  imder  an  enactment  hereby  repealed  ; 
nor  (c)  any  penalty,  forfeiture,  or  punishment 
incurred  in  respect  of  any  oft'ence  committed 
against  any  enactment  hereby  repealed ;  nor 
(fZ)  any  legal  proceeding  or  remedy  in  respect 
of  any  "such  warrant,  obligation,  liabLlity,penalty, 
forfeiture,  or  punishment  as  aforesaid  ;  and  any 
such  warrant  may  be  endorsed  and  executed, 
and  any  such  legal  proceeding  and  remedy  may 
be  carried  on,  as  if  this  Act  had  not  passed.

The  second  Session  of  the  twenty-second 
Parliament  of  Queen  Victoria  was  opened  by 
Eoyal  Commission  at  two  o'clock  on  Thursday, 
January  6th,  IStjl,  the  ceremony  being  of 
a  tame  description. 

LoHDS. — After  the  reading  of  the  Queen's 
Speech  the  sitting  was  suspended,  to  be  re- 
umed  at  five  o'clock,  when  there  was  a  brilliant 
ssemblage.  including  the  Prince  of  Wales,  the 
Dulve  of  Edinburgh  and  the  Duke  of  Cam- 
■bridge.  The  Address  having  been  moved  by 
Lord  Carrington  and  seconded  by  Lord  Yar- 
borough,  Loi-d  Beaconsfield  delivered  a  forebod- 
ing speech,  accusing  the  Government  of  attempt- 
ing to  reverse  in  every  particular  the  policy  of 
their  predecessors.  He  was  replied  to  by  Lord 
Granville,  the  debate  being  continued  by  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough,  Lord  Spencer,  Lord 
Kimberley  and  others,  the  motion  for  the  Ad- 
dress being  ultimately  agreed  to. 

Commons. — Much  time  was  occupied  at  the 
commencement  of  the  evening  sittmg  by  the  very 
numerous  notices  of  motion,  which  included, 
besides  many  important  private  notices,  two  by 
Mr.Forster  of  his  intention  to  introduce  Bills  for 
-the  better  protection  of  persons  and  property 
in  L-eland,  and  to  amend  the  law  relatiug  to 
the  carrvbig  and  possession  of  firearms  in 
Ireland. "  The  Address  in  answer  to  the  Speech 
from  the  Throne  was  moved  by  Mr.  Stuart 
Kendel  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Slagg,  who  was 
followed  by  Su-  Staflbrd  Northcote,  the  latter 
laying  upon  the  Government  the  responsibility 
for  tbe  bad  condition  of  affairs  m  Ireland.  Mr. 
Gladstone  replied  and  the  debate  was  contir.ued 
by  Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor  and  the  Solicitor- 
General  for  Ireland,  and  ultimately  adjourned. 

Friday,  January  1th. 

Lords.— A  short  sitting  was  occupied  by  the 
first  readmg  of  two  Bills  introduced  by  the 
Lord  Chancellor,  one  to  remove  doubts  arising 
from  a  clerical  error  in  a  provision  of  the 
Burials  Act,  the  other  to  qualify  for  appoint- 
ment as  members  of  the  Judicial  Committee 
Judges  of  Appeal  who  are  Privy  Councillors, 
even  though  they  may  not  have  been  Judges  of 
First  Instance. 

Commons. — After  a  motion  for  adjournment 
moved  by  Mr.  O'Kelly,  who  was  dissatisfied 
with  an  answer  given  by  Mr.  Forster,  had  been 
debated  two  hours  and  finally  negatived  by  a 
large  majoritv,  Mr.  Pamell  resumed  the  ad- 
journed debate  on  the  Address.  The  question 
chiefly  discussed  was  the  conduct  of  the  Land 
League,  and  Mr.  O'Connor  Power,  Mr.  Forster 


and  Mr.  Gibson  were  the  principal  speakers. 
After  the  debate  had  been  adjourned  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Shaw,  the  Attorney-Genera 
brought  in  his  Bill  for  the  Prevention  of  Cor- 
rupt Practices. 

'Monday,  January  lOtJi. 

Lords. — A  brilliant  audience  assembled  to 
hear  Lord  Ijytton  call  attention  to  the  atfau-s  of 
Afghanistan  and  make  a  personal  statement 
with  reference  to  his  o^\ti  action  as  Viceroy  of 
India  in  regard  to  the  late  Afghan  War.  The 
Duke  of  Argyll  defended  the  Government  from 
the  strictures  of  Lord  Lytton,  and  the  discus- 
sion came  to  a  close  after  speeches  from  Lords 
Cranbrook,  Northbrook,  Waveney  and  Enfield. 
The  Burial  and  Registration  Acts  (Doubts  Re- 
moval) Bill  and  the  Judicial  Committee  BiU 
were  read  a  second  time. 

Commons. — Mr.  Shawresumed  the  adjourned 
debate  on  the  Address,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Lord  R.  ChurchiU,  Mr.  C.  Russell,  Mr.  Plimket 
and  many  other  speakers.  The  debate  being 
again  adjoui-ned,  Mr.  Trevelyan  brought  in  a 
Bill  to  abolish  corporal  pmiishment  in  the 
Navy. 

Tuesday,  January  11th. 
Lords. — A  mo+iou  of  Lord  Dunsany's  for 
vei-y  extensive  returns  with  reference  to  the 
land  agitation  in  Ireland  was  negatived  on  the 
ground  that  much  of  the  information  was 
ab-eady  supplied,  and  that  the  rest  would  be  of 
no  adequate  value  as  compared  with  the  labour 
of  compiling  it. 

Commons.— Mr.  Biggar,  being  dissatisfied  with 
a  reply  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  with  reference  to  the 
State  trials  in  Dublin,  moved  the  adjoimiment 
of  the  House,  but  ultmiately  gave  way  in 
deference  to  the  Speaker.  Tbe  fourth  night's 
debate  on  the  Address,  which  dealt  exclusively 
with  the  Land  League,  was  resumed  by  Mr.  M. 
Heniy,  who  was  followed,  among  others,  by  the 
Solicitor-General  for  Ireland,  Dr.  Lyons,  Mr. 
Jacob  Bright  and  Mr.  Chaplin.  The  debate 
was  again  adjourned. 

Wednesday,  January  12th. 
Commons.— Mr.  Forster  having  at  the  morning 
sittmg  appealed  to  Mr.  Anderson  and  Mr.  H. 
Palmer  to  allow  Bills  in  their  names  to  stand 
over  to  make  way  for  the  Address,  a  prolonged 
controvcrsv  as  "to  the  com-se  of  proceeding 
immedioteiv  sprang  up  and  lasted  till  close 
upon  four  o'clock, "the  House  finally  deciding 
bv  a  large  majority  that  the  two  Bills  should 
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be  postponed.  Mr.  Blennerhassett  tbwi  re- 
sumed tlie  debate  on  tbe  Address,  and  was 
followed  by  Mr.  Bellingbam  and  Mr.  Sbaw- 
Lefevre,  the  debate  being  again  adjourned. 

Thursday,  Jamuirij  lith. 

Lords. — In  reply  to  Lord  Sidmoutb,  Lord 
Northbrook  stated  that  tbe  Admiralty  bad 
determined  to  revert  to  tbe  system  of  limited 
competition  for  cadetsbips  in  tbe  Navy. 

CoMMOKS. — Mr.  Forster  informed  Lord  R. 
CburcbLil  tbat  it  was  not  tbe  present  intention 
of  tbe  Government  to  revoke  tbe  ticket  of 
leave  granted  to  Micbael  Davitt.  Tbe  ad- 
journed debate  on  tbe  Address  was  resumed  by 
Mr.  Commins,  wbo  was  followed  by  Mr.  P.  J. 
Smytb,  Mr.  Anderson,  Mr.  Bariy,  Mr.  Eylands 
and  Mr.  T.  D.  Sullivan,  tbe  debate  being  again 
adjourned. 

Friday,  January  I'^tli. 

Lords. — Lord  Fortescue  gave  notice  tbat  be 
would  ask  tbe  Government  wbetber  it  would 
not  be  dcsii-able  to  introduce  tbe  Irisb  Coercion 
"Bill  at  once  into  tbe  House  of  Lords,  and  Earl 
Granville  expressed  bis  approval  of  tbe  letter 
addressed  by  Leo  XIII.  to  tbe  Roman  Catbolic 
Arcbbisbop  of  Dublin. 

Commons. — Tbe  adjourned  debate  on  the 
Address  was  again  resumed,  and  the  discussion, 
relating  chiefly  to  the  conduct  of  tbe  Land 
Leaj^'ue,  was  mainly  sustained  by  the  Irish 
Members.  On  a  division  Mr.  Parnell's  amend- 
ment was  negatived  by  435  votes  to  57,  and  tbe 
debate  was  further  adjourned. 

Monday,  January  11  th. 

Lords. — Some  conversation  took  place  upon 
flie  suggestion  of  Lord  Fortescue  that  the  Irish 
Coercion  Bill  should  originate  in  the  House  of 
Lords,  but  on  tbe  part  of  tbe  Government  Earl 
Granville  declined  to  accede  to  the  suggestion. 

Commons. — After  several  questions  on  Irish 
matters  bad  been  put  to  Ministers,  Mr.  Justin 
McCarthy  moved  an  amendment  to  tbe  Address, 
praying  "the  Queen  tbat  no  military  or  con- 
stabulary forces  shordd  be  used  in  Ireland  to 
enforce  evictions  until  a  Land  Bill  had  been 
passed.  Mr.  Gladstone  replied  in  an  impas- 
sioned speech,  loudly  cheered  from  both  sides 
of  tbe  House.  He  was  followed  by  several 
English  and  Irish  members,  including  Lord 
Hartington,  Sir  Stafford  Northcote  and  Mr. 
Parnell,  and  the  debate  was  again  adjourned. 

Tuesday,  Jamtary  IStTi. 
Commons. — Mr.   Justin  McCartby's  amend- 
ment was  further  debated,  and  finally  negatived 
by  201  votes  to  37. 

Wednesday,  January  19t7i.. 

Commons. — This,  the  10th  day  of  the  debate 
on  the  Address,  was  occupied  by  a  further 
amendment,  moved  by  Mr.  Dawson,  praying 
tbe  Queen  to  submit  a  measure  for  tbe  assimi- 
lation of  tbe  borough  and  county  franchise  in 
Ireland  and  England.  Many  Members,  among 
them  Mr.  Forster,  complained  bitterly  of  this 
waste   of   the   time    of    Parliament,   and    Mr. 


Sullivan  was  speaking  when  tbe  debate  stood 
adjourned.  The  Municipal  Franchise  (Scot- 
land) Bill  was  read  a  second  time,  and  Mr. 
Macdonald  brought  in  a  Bill  to  amend  tbe 
Employers'  Liability  Act. 

Thursday,  January  10th. 

Lords. — Lord  Fortescue  gave  notice  that  be 
would  call  their  Lordships'  attention  to  tbe  en- 
couraging precedent  afforded  by  tbe  introduc- 
tion into  the  House  of  Lords  of  the  Act  for 
tbe  Better  Protection  of  Life  and  Property  in 
Ireland,  passed  in  1871. 

Commons. — Sir  Charles  Dilke  announced 
that  tbe  Government  was  doing  everything  in 
its  power  to  avert  war  between  Turkey  and 
Greece,  and  yielding  to  appeals  from  tbe  Minis- 
terial bench  Mr.  Ashmead  Bartlett  and  Sir 
Wilfrid  Lawson  both  consented  to  withdraw 
their  amendments  to  tbe  Address  on  the  Eastern 
Question  and  tbe  Basuto  War  respectively.  A 
point  of  order  was  raised  as  to  tlie  wording  of 
Mr.  Dawson's  amendment,  which  that  Member 
ultunately  withdrew,  substituting  another  for  it, 
which  was  rejected  by  274  votes  to  36.  Another 
Irish  amendment  having  been  debated  and 
negatived,  tbe  Address  in  answer  to  the  Queen's 
Speech  was  agreed  to  after  a  debate  which  had 
extended  over  tbe  unexampled  time  of  11  days. 
On  tbe  Report  to  tbe  Address  being  brought  up 
Sir  W.  Lawson  moved  an  amendment  praying 
Her  Majesty  to  take  such  steps  as  might  be 
necessary  to  bring  tbe  Basuto  War  to  a  close. 
After  a  short  debate  and  a  speech  from  Mr, 
Grant  Duff,  Sir  W.  Lawson  withdrew  his 
amendment  and  the  Report  of  the  Address  was 
agreed  to  amid  general  cheermg. 

Friday,  January  21s?. 

Lords. — Lord  Fortescue  returned  to  the  sug- 
gestion previously  made  by  bini,  tbat  tbe  Irish 
Coercion  BDl  mictbt  with  adv:i,itage  be  first  in- 
troduced into  the  Upper  House,  but  Lord  Gran- 
ville objected  to  the  plan. 

Commons.-— On  going  into  supply  Mr.  Rylands 
raised  a  debate  on  affairs  in  the  Transvaal^ 
moving  a  resolution  to  tbe  eli'ect  tbat  tbe 
annexation  of  tbat  country  was  imiiolitic  and 
unjustifiable,  and  that  measures  to  enforce 
British  supremacy  there  should  be  viewed  with 
regret.  Sir  John  Lubbock  and  Mr.  Alderman 
Fowler  spoke  on  tbe  other  side.  Mr.  Gladstone 
declared  tbat  be  had  disapproved  of  tbe  annexa- 
tion, but  to  disapprove  it  was  one  tbirig,  to- 
reverse  it  another,  adding  tbat  when  peace  was- 
established  the  Government  would  adopt  such  a 
poUcy  as  would  lead  to  a  satisfactoi-y  settle- 
ment of  tbe  country.  Sir  Stafford  Northcote 
deprecated  opening  the  question  while  war  was 
actually  going  on,  and  Mr.  Rylands'  motion  was 
finally  rejected  by  129  votes  to  33. 

Monday,  Jamiary  2ifh. 

Lords. — The  Duke  of  Richmond  and  Gordon 
moved  tbat  the  House  do  not  sanction  a  pro- 
visional order  made  by  the  Home  Secretary  re- 
lating to  Burnett's  Literary  Fund,  on  tbe 
ground  tbat  there  was  no  guarantee  that  lectures, 
paid  for  out  of  tbe  Burnett  bequest  might  not 
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be  subversive  of  tueistic  doctrines.     Lord  Eose- 
berj-  opposed  the  motion,  which  was  agi-eed  to. 

CoiiHONS. — Mr.  Forster,  in  an  able  and 
lengthy  speech,  introduced  the  first  of  his 
Coercion  Bills,  which  was  described  as  a  BUI 
for  the  Protection  of  Persons  and  Property  in 
Ireland.  He  attempted  to  show  that  persons 
and  property  could  not  be  protected  under  the 
present  law,  and  that  the  powers  asked  for  by 
the  Government  would  meet  the  evils  com- 
plained of  ;  insisted  that  the  BUI  was  of  a  most 
urgent  character,  and  declared  that  when  life 
and  property  had  been  protected  remedial 
measures  would  be  introduced.  Dr.  Lyons 
moved  an  amendment  to  the  effect  that  remedial 
measures  should  be  introduced  first.  Mr.DUlon 
defended  the  Land  League  and  denounced  the 
Bill,  and  Sir  Stafford  Ncjrthcote  announced  that 
it  would  Lave  the  support  of  the  Conservative 
party.  The  debate  was  adjourned  on  the 
motion  of  'Mi\  Laboucliere. 

Tuesday,  January  'loth. 

Lords. — Loi-d  Inchiquin  asked  the  Govern- 
ment why  they  had  not  laid  on  the  table  a 
memorandum  from  Lord  Napier  of  Magdala, 
with  reference  to  the  retention  of  Candahar, 
and  Lord  Enfield  repHed  that  whUe  the  Govern- 
ment had  the  highest  possible  opinion  of  the 
militaiT  intelligence  of  that  officer,  he  had  not 
been  dii'ectly  consiUted  on  the  Candahar  ques- 
tion, because  he  had  not  been  for  some  time 
past  officially  connected  either  with  military  or 
political  aft'airs  in  the  East. 

CojiMoss. — Pursuant  to  notice  Mr.  <31adstone 
rose  to  move  urgency  for  the  Irish  Coercion 
BUls,  and  to  give  them  precedence  over  all 
other  public  business,  urging  that  the  state  of 
Ireland  imperatively  demanded  such  measui-es. 
Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor  argued  against  coercion, 
and  declared  that  he  felt  no  obUgation  to  huiTy 
its  approach.  After  several  speeches  from  Irish 
and  other  Members,  Mr.  Biggar  rose,  and 
ha\-iiig  frequently  been  caUed  to  order  for 
irrelevancy,  was  at  length  "  named,"  and  sus- 
pended for  the  remainder  of  the  sitting.  Two 
motions  for  adjournment  made  by  Mr.  Healy 
and  Mr.  Gray  having  been  negatived  by  large 
majorities,  the  debate  on  Sli-.  Gladstone's 
motion  was  resumed  for  a  short  time,  when  at 
half-past  12  o'clock  Mr.  BjTne  moved  a  third 
adjournment.  ilr.  Gladstone  immediately 
announced  that  he  accepted  this  motion  as  a 
chaUenge  to  the  House  whether  it  T^as  to  re- 
tain its  capacity  to  transact  public  business, 
and  Sir  S.  Xorthcote  announced  that 
in  taking  that  course  the  Government  would 
have  the  support  of  the  Opposition.  The 
debate  was  then  continued  for  many  hours 
almost  exclusively  by  Home  Eulers,  and  it  was 
not  tUl  2  o'clock  on  Wednesday  afternoon  that 
a  division  was  taken  on  Mr.  Gladstone's 
motion,  which  was  carried  by  251  votes  to  33. 

Wednesday,  January  26t7i. 

Commons. — The  "all-night  sitting"  having 
commenced  at  4  o'clock  on  Tuesday  and  ter- 
minated at  2  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  had  thus 
occupied  22  hours.     The  debate  was  of  a  dull 


character,  consisting  mainly  of  long,  uTelevant 
speeches  from  the  Irish  members.  About  2  in 
the  morning  a  compromise  to  the  eft'ect  that  a 
division  on  Mr.  Gladstone's  resolution  should 
be  taken  at  once  on  condition  that  the  Coercion 
BiUs  should  be  postponed  till  Thiu-sday,  aroused 
some  discussion,  but  between  1  and  2  in  the 
afternoon  Mr.  Gladst  jne  pointed  out  that  as  a 
Wednesday  sitting  was  then  an  impossibility, 
the  compromise  might  be  accepted.  The 
motion  for  adjournment  then  before  the  House 
was  withdrawn,  and  the  di\ision  immediately 
taken,  with  the  result  above  stated. 

Thursday,  January  '21th. 

Lords. — Lord  Morley  replied  to  a  question 
of  the  Duke  of  Montrose,  relating  to  the 
amount  of  service  with  his  battery  performed 
by  Major  Nolan. 

Commons. — In  reply  to  Mr.  Stanhope,  Lord 
Hartington  said  that  the  question  of  the 
abandonment  of  Candahar  was  one  of  policy, 
and  that  the  Home  Government  possessed  as 
good  means  of  judging  of  the  merits  of  the 
ease  as  the  Indian  Government.  The  ad- 
journed debate  on  the  introduction  of  the 
Coercion  BUI  was  resumed  by  Mr.  Labouchere, 
who  was  followed  by  Mr.  Serjeant  Simon,  The 
O'Donoghue  and  others,  the  debate  being 
finaUy  further  adjourned. 

Friday,  Jamcary  28th. 

Lords. — Lord  Waveney  brought  forward  a 
motion  with  reference  to  the  retention  of  Can- 
dahar, contending  that  it  was  to  the  interests  of 
the  Indian  Empire  that  the  city  shoiUd  not  be 
abandoned.  Lord  Enfield  replied  for  the 
Government,  and  after  speeches  from  Lord 
Lansdowne,  Lord  Dunraven  and  the  Duke  of 
Argyll,  the  motion  was  withdrawn. 

Commons. — Mr.  ChUders  read  a  telegram 
from  Su-  G.  P.  CcUey  announcing  his  repulse 
in  the  Transvaal,  and  gave  particulars  of  the 
reinforcements  on  the  way.  Mr.  R.  Power  re- 
sumed the  adjourned  debate  on  the  Coercion 
Bill,  which  was  continued  bv  the  Solicitor- 
General  for  Ireland,  Sir  W.'  Barttelot,  Mr. 
M'Coan  and  others,  and  Mr.  Gladstone  rising 
after  11  o'clock  pleaded  for  the  immediate  ter- 
mination of  the  debate.  In  an  eloquent  speech, 
much  internipted  by  the  Irish  members,  he 
defended  the  necessity  of  a  Coercion  Bill, 
dweUing  at  length  upon  the  evils  of  the  Land 
League.  The  debate  was  adjourned  tiU  Mon- 
day, on  the  motion  of  ilr.  C.  Lewis. 
Monday,  January  olst. 

Lords. — Lord  Spencer  moved  the  second 
reading  of  the  Rivers  ConseiTancy  and  Floods 
Prevention  BUI,  and  the  Duke  of  Somerset 
thought  that  the  BiU  should  be  refeiTed  to  a 
Select  Committee.  After  several  speeches  the 
BiU  was  read  a  second  time. 

C!oMMONS. — Mr.  ChUders  gave  further  infor- 
mation concerning  the  military  position  at  the 
Cape,  and  Sti-  Charles  DUke  gave  some  infor- 
mation on  the  Greek  Question  in  reply  to  Mr. 
Bourke.  The  adjourned  debate  was  resumed 
by  Ml-.  C.  Lewis,  who  was  fcUowed  by  Mr.  C. 
Russell  and  several  other  speakers,  the  speeches 
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going  over  grounil  now  veiy  familiar  to  the 
House.  At  1  o'clock  on  Tuesday  morninq  Mr. 
Gabbett  moved  the  adjournment  of  the  debate, 
a  motion  which  Mr.  Gladstone  declared  he 
could  not  accept. 

Tuesday,  February  \st. 

Lords.— A  short  discussion  took  place  on  the 
expediency  of  origmatiug  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Trust  Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords. 
_  Cojnioxs.— After  Mr.  Gladstone's  declara- 
tion, the  motion  for  adjournment  was  supported 
Ijy  Major  Nolan,  Mr.  Dillon  and  Mr.  Parnell, 
the  latter  declaring  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
Irish  members  to  use  every  form  of  the  House 
io  resist  this  stage.  The  discussion  on  the 
motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  debate  was 
prolonged  by  the  Irish  members  till  a  quarter 
past  7  on  Wednesday  morning,  when  it  was 
negatived  by  148  to  27.  After  'further  debate 
the  motion  to  adjourn  the  House  was  negatived 
by  197  to  22.  After  a  painful  episode  between 
Mr.  Biggar  and  Mr.  Milbank,  Dr.  Commins 
moved  another  adjom-nment,  and  in  the  course 
of  his  speech  had  a  smart  verbal  skirmish 
with  Sir  P.  O'Brien,  who — as  Dr.  Commins 
•complained — called  him  a  "humbug."  The 
House  adjourned  at  9.30  a.m.  on  Wednesday 
morning,  having  sat  41*  hours. 

Wednesday,  February  2nd. 

Coiiaroxs. — The  House  was  densely  crowded 
when  the  Speaker  took  the  chair  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  ordinary  sitting  at  12  o'clock. 
In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Labouchere 
the  Speaker  said  that  in  bringing  the  debate  to 
a  close  he  had  acted  on  his  own  authority,  and 
on  his  sense  of  diity  to  the  House.  This  reply 
y.'as  received  with  loud  cheering.  Mr.  Parnell 
immediately  isroposed  to  move  that  the  action 
of  the  Speaker  was  a  breach  of  privilege,  but 
the  Speaker  held  that  it  was  not  a  question  of 
privilege  at  all,  and  it  could  only  be  questioned 
■on  a  specific  motion.  Mr.  Sullivan  then  moved 
the  adjournment  of  the  House,  which  was 
opposed  by  Mr.  Gladstone.  Mr.  Cowen  and 
Lord  R.  Cliurchill  supported  the  motion,  while 
Sir  Staiford  Northcote  supported  the  Govern- 
ment. The  debate  was  prolonged  till  nearly  6 
o'clock,  when  the  motion  was  negatived  by  278 
to  44.     The  House  adjourned  at  6  o'clock. 

Thursday,  February  Zrd. 

LosDS. — Lord  Sidmouth  having  appealed  to 
Lord  Northbrook  as  to  the  possibility  of  pro- 
viding a  fund  for  the  widows  and  children  of 
oificers  and  seamen  whose  lives  have  been  lost 
while  servmg  on  board  ships  Lii  such  circum- 
.stances  as  those  which befel  the  London,  Eury- 
dice  and  Atalanta,  Lord  Northbrook  promised 
to  appoint  a  Committee  to  consider  the  matter. 

CoMMoxs. — After  the  usual  questions  had 
been  put  to  and  answered  by  Ministers,  Mr. 
ParueU  asked  whether  it  was  true  that  Michael 
Davitt  had  been  arrested  at  1  o'clock.  Sir 
William  Harcourt  answered  in  the  affirmative, 
and,  amid  shouts  from  the  Irish  members,  the 
Speaker  called  on  Mr.  Gladstone  to  proceed 
vsvith  his  motion  on  the  business  of  the  House. 


Mr.  DUlon  at  once  rose  "to  a  point  of  order." 
The  Speaker  declared  Mr.  Gladstone  to  be  in 
possession  of  the  House,  but  Mr.  Dillon  refused 
to_  give  way,  and  exclaimed,  "  I  demand  my 
privilege  of  speech."  Amid  a  scene  of  inde- 
scribable excitement,  Mr.  Dillon  was  "  named  " 
by  the  Speaker,  his  suspension  was  voted  by 
3i)5  to  33.  and  he  withdrew.  Mr.  A.  Sullivan 
rose  to  order  protesting  against  the  illegalitv  of 
the  proceedings.  He  was  replied  to  by  "the 
Speaker,  who  then  called  on  Mr.  Gladstone. 
The  latter,  however,  was  interrupted  by  Mr. 
Parnell  who  moved  that  Mr.  Gladstone  be  no 
longer  heard.  Like  Mr.  Dillon,  Mr.  Parnell  wag 
then  '•  named,"  and  suspended,  and  only 
withdrew  before  a  demonstration  of  superior 
force.  During  this  division  the  great  body  of 
the  Irish  members  refused  to  leave  their  seats, 
upon  which  the  Speaker  said  their  votes  would 
not  be  counted.  Mr.  Gladstone  was  again  pro- 
ceeding when  Mr.  Finigan  interrupted  with 
the  motion  that  he  be  no  longer  heard.  He 
was  accordingly  "named,"  and  removed  by 
"superior  force,"  the  Irish  members declmiug  to 
go  into  the  division  lobbies.  The  whole  28  were 
therefore  named,  their  suspension  was  voted  by 
Mr.  Gladstone  en  masse,  and  they  were  removed 
one  afterthe  other.  Mr.O'Kelley,  Mr.  O'DonneU 
being  next  suspended  and  removed,  and  Mr, 
Molloy,  Mr.  E.  Power  and  Mr.  O'Shaughnessy 
being  suspended,  Mr.  Gladstone  v/as  at  last 
allowed  to  proceed. 

Friday,  February  4:fh. 

Lords. — Lord  Huutly  announced  that  he 
would  bring  in  a  Bill  to  deal  with  the  noxious 
gas  question,  and  Lord  Spencer  promised  to 
present  papers  on  the  subject  of  cattle  plague. 

Cojmoxs  — The  Speaker  jiromised  in  a  few 
days  to  lay  before  the  House  rules  of  precedence 
to  be  observed  while  the  state  of  public  business 
remaiaed  urgent,  and  Mr.  Forster  then  moved 
the  second  reading  of  the  Protection  of  Life 
and  Property  (Ireland)  Bill,  the  rejection  of  the 
Bill  bemg  moved  by  Mr.  Bradlaugh.  The  de- 
bate was  contmued  by  Lord  R.  Churchhill,  Mr. 
Gibson,  Mr.  Sullivan,  and  others,  and  was 
adjourned. 

Monday,  February  1th. 

Lords. — Lord  Lytton  having  moved  for  the 
production  of  correspondence  between  Erissian 
oflicers  and  the  late  Ameer  Sherc  Ali,  was  in- 
formed by  Lord  GranviUe  that  the  Government 
offered  no  objection  to  the  production  of  the 
papers,  but  that  the  Russian  Foreign  Office 
thought  their  jiubUcation  likely  to  give  rise  to 
misconceptions  m  consequence  of  omissions  and 
mistranslations.  The  Duke  of  Argyll  indicated 
his  reference  to  the  papers. 

Cojiiioxs. — The  adjourned  debate  on  the 
Coercion  Bill  was  resumed,  and  joined  in  bv 
Mr.  Stansfeld.  Mr.  Tottenham,  Mr.  Indei-wick, 
Su-  G.  Campbell  and  others,  the  debate  being 
again  adjourned. 

Tuesday,  February  Sih. 

Lords. — Refen-mg  to  the  murder  of  Captain 
Elliott  by  the  Boers,  Lord  Ivimberley  stated  the 
determination  of  the  Government  to  insist  on 
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justice  being  administered  to  all  those  who  vio- 
lated the  laws  of  civilised  warfare.  Lord  Cairns, 
Poor  Law  Bills  were  read  a  second  time,  and  the 
Select  Committee  on  the  Elvers  Conservancy 
and  Floods  Prevention  Bill  was  nominated. 

Co-MJIONS.— Mr.  J.  Cowen,  Mr.  Eitchie,  ]\Ir. 
T.  D.  Sullivan,  Sir  S.  Northcote,  the  Attorney- 
General  for  Ireland  took  part  in  the  adjourned 
debate  on  the  Coercion  Bill.  A  motion  of  Mr. 
McCarthy's  for  the  adjournment  of  the  debate 
having  been  negatived,  Mr.  Gladstone  after- 
wards gave  way  to  a  similar  motion,  and  the 
debate  accordingly  stood  adjourned. 

Wednesday,  February  dtJi. 
CojmoNS. — The  Speaker  laid  on  the  table  the 
new  rule  for  debate  during  the  state  of  urgency. 
Mr.  Sexton  then  resumed  the  adjourned  debate 
on  the  Coercion  Bill,  Mr.  Forster  summed  up, 
and  on  a  division  Mr.  Bradlaugh's  amendment 
■svas  rejected  by  359  to  5(5.  The  Bill  was  then 
read  a  second  time. 

Thursday,  Fehruary  10th. 
Lords. — Earl  De  La  "Warr  desired  to  have  from 
the  Government  a  statement  as  to  the  obliga- 
tions to  Greece  of  England  and  the  other  Powers 
under  the  Berlin  Treaty,  but  Lord  Granville 
deprecated  any  discussion  of  the  question.  Lord 
Denman  moved  for  an  humble  address  to  the 
Queen,  praymg  that  the  Order  for  abolish- 
ing the  titles  of  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common 
Pleas  and  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  might  not 
come  into  operation ;  but  the  motion  was 
withdrawn  after  a  speech  from  the  Lord 
Chancellor. 

CoiijioNS. — A  statement  with  regard  to  affairs 
at  the  Cape  was  made  by  Mr.  Gladstone,  and 
one  with  regard  to  the  Cabul  correspondence 
by  Lord  Hartington.  Mr.  A.  O'Connor  brought 
before  the  House  as  a  matter  of  privilege  an 
article  in  the  IVorld  reflectuig  on  the  motives 
of  the  Irish  members,  but  the  matter  was 
dropped  after  an  appeal  from  Mr.  Gladstone  in 
which  Sir-  Stafford  Northcote  agreed.  Some 
progi'ess  was  made  m  Committee  with  the 
Protection  of  Persons  and  Property  (Ireland) 
BUI,  but  progress  was  soon  reported  to  make 
way  for  the  discussion  of  the  Order  in  CouncU 
on  the  Judicature  Acts,  which  was  opened  by 
Mr.  H.  Fowler,  who  enlarged  on  the  complete 
break  down  of  our  judicial  system.  The  At- 
torney-General replied. 

Fnday,  Fehmary  llth. 

LoKDS. — In  answer  to  an  urgent  appeal  from 
Lord  Waveney,  Lord  Enfield  held  out  the  hope 
tliat  further  papers  on  the  Candahar  question 
misjht  be  shortly  f orthcommg.  Lord  Oraumore 
and  Bro^vne  made  some  discursive  observations 
on  the  Irish  Land  Question. 

CoMHONS. — Ml'.  ChUders  announced  that  re- 
inforcements had  been  offered  to  Sir  G.  Colley 
immediately  information  of  his  recent  action 
had  been  received.  The  rest  of  the  evening  was 
occupied  with  consideiing  in  Committee  the 
Protection  of  Persons  and  Property  (Ireland) 
Bill.  Some  shar^i  debatmg  took  place  on  some 
of  the  clauses,  particularly  on  one  to  limit  the 
retrospective  operation  of  the  Bill. 


Monday,  Fehruary  Uth. 

Lords. — The  four  BUls  of  Law  Eeform  in- 
troduced by  Lord  Cairns  went  through  Com- 
mittee, and  were  reported  without  amendment 
to  the  House.  Short  conversations  took  place 
on  the  affau-s  of  the  Transvaal  and  the  Educa- 
tion Code. 

CoiiMoss. — The  opening  of  letters  in  the  Post 
Office  formed  the  subject  of  some  questioning 
and  conversation.  Sir  'W.  Harcourt  and  Mr. 
Forster  both  replying  ia  a  very  guarded  mamier. 
Committee  on  the  Person  and  Property  Pro- 
tfcction  Bin  was  resumed,  and  some  progress 
made. 

Tuesday,  Fehruary  15th. 

Lords. — Lord  Lytton  entered  into  a  lengthy 
explanation  on  the  subject  of  the  construction 
of  a  bridge  of  boats  across  the  Indus  in  1S76. 
The  Duke  of  Argyll  said  that  although  unpre- 
pared at  present  with  his  e\idence  he  would  on 
some  early  occasion  substantiate  his  statement 
— a  manner  of  recei\-ing  the  explanation  of  Lord 
Lytton  which  called  forth  a  somewhat  warm 
comment  from  Lord  Beaconsfield.  The  Alkali, 
etc.,  "Works  Eegulation  BUI  was  read  a  second 
time  after  some  debate,  and  a  conversation 
followed  on  the  Government  policy  in  the 
Transvaal. 

Commons. — Considerable  progress  was  made 
in  Committee  with  the  Person  and  Property 
Protection  BUI,  the  debating  being  unrelieved 
by  any  incident. 

Wednesdaij,  Fehruary  IC^th. 
Commons. — All  the   afternoon  was  occupied 
with   the    consideration    of    the    Person    and 
Property  Protection  BUI. 

Thursday,  Fehruary  llth. 

Lords. — A  con- ersati.n  was  originated  by 
Lord  Strathnau-n  on  the  present  army  system 
and  the  desirabUity  of  the  pubUcation  of  the 
report  of  LordAirey's  Committee  on  Army  Or- 
ganization, Lord  Au-ey,  Lord  Morley,  and  Lord 
Cranbrook  expressed  then-  opuiions. 

Commons.— The  Speaker  laid  on  the  table 
additional  rules  for  facUitating  the  progress  of 
business  declared  to  be  urgent,  and  Mr.  Glad- 
stone annoiinced  that  if  the  Committee  on  the 
Coercion  BUI  were  not  concluded  in  the  course 
of  the  cuiTent  sitting,  he  would  move  that  the 
Chairman  be  ordered  to  report  it  not  later  than 
12  p.m.,  on  Friday.  Some  conversation  ensued 
on  tlie  new  rules,  and  on  the  question  of  the 
opening  of  letters  in  the  Post  Office,  and  Com- 
mittee on  the  Coercion  BUI  was  then  continued 
imtU  a  very  late  hour. 

Friday,  Fehruary  ISth. 

Lords.— The  promised  explanation  of  the 
Duke  of  ArgvU  on  the  subject  of  the  bridge  of 
boats  across"  the  Indus  occupied  the  House  for 
some  time,  and  led  to  speeches  from  several 
Peers,  Lord  Beaconsfield  concluding  the  episode 
by  declarmg  that  Lord  Lytton  had  vmdicated  his 
policy  in  the  most  complete  and  ample  manner. 
The  four  BUls  of  Law  Eeform  were  read  a  third 
time  and  passed. 
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Commons. — Sii-  S.  Nortbcote  in  tlie  course  of 
an  appeal  to  the  Speaker,  pointed  out  various 
difficulties  in  tLe  new  rules  of  debate.  Clauses 
1  &  2  of  tlic  Person  and  Property  Protection 
Bill  were  agreed  to  in  Committee  after  consider- 
able debate. 

Mondaij^  Fchruartj  21st. 

Lords. — Lord  Braboume,  calling  attention 
to  the  proclamation  of  the  Dutch  Triumvirate 
in  the  Transvaal,  contended  that  slavery  had 
been  established  iii  that  country  by  the  Boers. 
Lords  ICimberley  and  Cadogan  spoke  on  the 
same  subject. 

Co:iiMONS. — Many  questions  were  addressed  to 
the  Speaker  and  the  Prime  Minister  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  new  rule,  Mr.  Gladstone  afterwards 
moving,  pursuant  to  notice,  that  if  the  Com- 
mittee^ on  the  Protection  BOl  be  not  closed 
before  midnight,  the  remauiing  clauses  of  the 
Bill,  and  any  amendments  and  new  clauses  then 
standing  on  the  notice-paper  be  put  forthwith. 
The  division  was  taken  at  once,  and  the  notice 
earned  by  415  to  63.  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
tection Bill  was  then  resumed,  and  Clause  3 
affirmed,  the  new  clauses  being  then  taken  up. 
At  12  o'clock  the  Chan-man  interrupted  Mr. 
O'Donnell,  and  proceeded  to  put  the  question. 
The  clause  was  immediately  negatived,  and  the 
question  then  put  "  that  the  Bill  as  amended 
be  repoiied  to  the  House."  This  was  carried 
by  a  large  majority  as  was  the  motion  that  the 
Chairman  do  leave  the  chair.  This  being  also 
can-ied,  Mr.  Playfau-  left  the  Chair,  and  amid 
general  cheeruig,  reported  the  BOl. 

Tue&daij,  Fchruanj  227id. 

Lords. — Lord  Dunraven  brought  imder  the 
notice  of  the  House  the  question  of  opening 
the  picture  galleries  and  museums  on  Sundays, 
Lord  Shaftesbury  moving  an  amendment  to  the 
effect  that  the  galleries  and  museums  should  be 
open  from  7  to  10  at  least  three  week-day  even- 
ings. The  debate  was  joined  m  by  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  Lord  Eosebery,  Lord 
Cairns,  Lord  Gran\-iUe,  and  the  Duke  of  Argyll, 
and,  on  a  division,  the  motion  was  negatived  by 
41  to  34,  and  the  amendment  was  being  put 
as  an  origmal  motion  was  agi-eed  to  ^vithout  a 
division. 

Commons. — The  House  was  occupied  with  the 
Protection  BiU  as  amended.  Mr.  Parnell  pro- 
posed to  omit  the  offence  of  treason-felony,  but 
INIr.  Forster  and  Sir  W.  Harcourt  declared  that 
necessity  existed  for  retaining  it,  and  the  amend- 
ment was  negatived  by  126  to  23.  _  Other  points 
were  discussed,  and  the  debate  adjourned. 

Wednesday,  February  23?t?. 
Commons. — Mr.  Gladstone  gave  notice  that  in 
the  event  of  the  consideration  of  the  Protection 
(Ii-eland)  BiU  as  amended  not  bemg  concluded 
in  the  course  of  the  present  sitting,  he  would 
move  at  half  past  4,  that  aU  the  new  clauses, 
amendments,  etc.,  remaining  undisposed  of  at 
7  o'clock,  be  put  forthwith  from  the  Chair,  and 
that  the  third  reading  be  taken  immediately 
after  the  repoit.  Further  debate  followed  on 
the  Bill  as  amended,  and  SirE.  WUmot  brought 
in  a  Bill  for  the  Total  Abolition  of  Vivisection. 


Thursday,  Felrjiary  24.tJi. 

Lords. — Lord  Strathnau-n  moved  for  the  im- 
mediate return  of  the  report  of  Lord  Airey's 
Committee  on  Army  Organisation,  on  the  ground 
that  it  should  be  in  the  hands  of  their  Lordships 
before  the  Secretary  of  War  introduced  his  esti- 
mates in  the  other  House.  A  debate  followed, 
and  the  motion  was  withdrawn. 

Commons. — In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Gladstone, 
who  had  met  with  a  slight  accident,  Lord  Hart- 
ington  made  a  statement  as  to  the  course  of 
business.  The  consideration  of  the  Protection 
BUI  as  amended  was  proceeded  with,  and  at  7 
o'clock  the  Speaker,  in  accordance  with  the  new 
rule,  put  the  question  then  before  the  House, 
which  was  an  amendment  of  Mr.  Kedmond's. 
This  was  negatived,  and  the  House  spent  the 
next  two  hours  in  dividing  on  the  remaining 
amendments.  Mr.  Forster  next  moved  the  third 
reading  of  the  BUI,  which  was  opposed  by  Mr. 
McCarthy,  the  debate  being  adjourned. 

Friday,  February  25th. 

Lords. — In  reply  to  some  observations  of  Lord 
Bury,  Lord  Morley  again  expressed  his  regi-et  at 
the  premature  publication  of  the  report  of  Lord 
Airey's  Committee.  Amotion  brought  forward 
for  the  second  time  by  Lord  Denman  for  an 
Address  to  the  Queen  praying  Her  Majesty  not 
to  sanction  the  abolition  of  the  offices  of  Lord 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas  and  Lord 
Chief  Baron,  was  met  by  the  Lord  Chancellor 
with  an  ami'ndmeut  for  the  adjoui-nment  of  the 
House.  The  amendment  being  carried  the 
House  adjourned. 

Commons. — In  the  continued  absence  of  Mr. 
Gladstone,  Lord  Hartington  made  a  urther 
statement  as  to  the  course  of  business,  the  prin- 
cipal point  in  which  was  the  announcement  that 
Mr.  Forster  would  that  night  postpone  the  in- 
troduction of  the  Arms  Bill  tUl  Tuesday.  An 
anunated  conversation  foUowed,  the  course  pro- 
posed by  the  Government  being  objected  to  by 
several  conservative  members.  Mr.  MoUoy  re- 
sumed the  debate  on  the  thuxl  reading  of  the 
Protection  BUI,  and  Lord  G.  Hamilton,  Mr. 
Labouchere,  Mr.  Cowen,  Mr.  Forster  and  others 
took  part  in  it.  On  a  division  Mr.  McCarthy's 
amendment  was  negatived  by  321  to  51,  and 
further  divisions  were  taken  in  the  affirmative 
on  the  questions  that  the  BUI  be  now  read  a 
third  time,  and  that  the  BUI  do  now  pass. 

Monday,  February  2Sth. 

Lords. — The  Protection  BUI  was  read  a  first 
time,  and  Lord  Kimberley  communicated  the 
latest  news  from  the  Transvaal,  saying  that  he 
feared  there  coiUd  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  truth 
of  the  rumour  of  the  death  of  Su-  G.  Colley. 
Lord  Cairns  announced  that  he  woiUd  not  pro- 
ceed with  his  Banlauptcy  BUI,  but  would  await 
Government  action  on  the  question. 

Commons. — In  answer  to  a  question,  Mr.  ChU- 
ders  mUdly  deprecated  the  habit  of  full  pay 
officers  expressing  their  opinions  on  mUitary 
matters  in  the  public  journals.  Lord  Harting- 
ton's  further  statement  on  the  course  of  business 
included  an  expression  of  the  hope  that  the 
House  would  vote  urgency  for  the  Arms  BUL 
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Some  conversation  ensued.  On  the  motion  to 
go  mto  Committee  of  Su^iply  on  the  Army  Esti- 
mates, Mr.O'Donnell  and  Mr.  McCoan  proceeded 
toeaU  attention  to  some  alleged  Irish  grievances, 
and  much  of  the  evening  was  occupied  in  the 
discussion  of  these. 

Tuesday,  March  1st. 

Lords. — Lord  Kimberley,  in  announcing  the 
measures  taken  by  the  Government  in  the  Trans- 
vaal, appealed  to  the  war  correspondents  not  to 
give  any  hint  of  intended  movements  of  the 
troops,  since  such  information  reached  the 
Boers  within  two  hours  after  transmission.  The 
second  readmg  of  the  Protection  of  Person  and 
Property  (L-eland)  Bill,  was  moved  by  Lord 
Spencer  and  supported  by  Lord  Bcaconsfield. 
Lord  Granville  and  other  Peers  took  part  in  the 
debate  which  followed,  and  the  Bill  was  read  a 
second  time. 

Coinioxs. — An  appeal  to  the  war  corres- 
pondents was  made  by  Mr.  Childers  similar  to 
that  of  Lord  Kimberley  in  the  House  of  Lords. 
Su-  S.  Northcote  desired  further  information  as 
to  the  state  of  "intermittent  urgency,"  and  Lord 
Hartingtou  gave  an  explanation  and  then  moved 
irrgency  for  the  Peace  Preservation  Bill,  which 
was  voted  by  395  to  37 .  Leave  to  mtrodiice  the 
Bill  was  then  moved  for  by  Sir  \V.  Hai-court  in 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Forster.  The  rejection  of 
the  Bill  was  moved  by  Mr.  O'Donnell.  After 
some  debatmg  the  first  reading  was  earned  on  a 
third  division  by  188  to  26. 

Wednesday,  March  2nd. 

Lords. — At  a  morning  sitting,  the  Protection 
Bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed.  In  the 
afternoon  the  Bill  received  the  Koyal  Assent  by 
Commission. 

Commons. — The  first  stage  of  the  debate  on 
the  second  reading  of  the  Arms  Bill  was  entered 
on,  Mr.  McCarthy  moving  its  rejection  and  com- 
menting severely  on  the  tone  of  the  Home  Secre- 
tary's speech.  Mr.  Dawson  was  speaking  at  the 
time  of  adjournment. 

Tliursday,  March  3rd. 

Lords. — Before  a  very  crowded  audience  the 
Earl  of  Lytton  rose  to  impugn  the  policy  of  the 
Government  in  the  matter  of  the  abandonment 
of  Candahar.  In  the  course  of  a  brilliant  speech 
lie  sm-veyed  the  recent  events,  and  dwelt  on  the 
threatened  dangers  from  the  approach  of  Russia. 
Lord  Enfield  replied,  and  Lords  Derby,  Chelms- 
ford, Sandhurst,  Salisbury,  and  Northbrook  took 
part  in  the  debate,  which  was  finally  adjourned. 

Commons. — Amid  general  cheering  Mr.  Glad- 
stone returned  to  his  place.  Durijig  the  ad- 
journed debate  on  the  Arms  Bill,  Jlr.  DiUon 
delivered  an  inflammatory  sjiecch  which  was 
effectively  replied  to  by  the  Home  Secretary. 
Subsequently  Mr.  Healy  was  "  named ''  and 
suspended,  and  after  several  Irish  members  had 
spoken  the  adjournment  of  the  debate  was  moved 
by  Mr.  Childers.  Further  conversation  ensued, 
but  tlie  adjournment  being  ultimately  voted, 
Mr.  Childers  proceeded  to  explain  the  main  re- 
commendations of  the  Government  as  to  Army 
Organization.  After  some  criticism  of  his  speech 


from  Colonel  Stanley,  Sir  H.  Havelock- Allan, 
and  othei-s,  the  House  adjourned, 

Friday,  March  4th. 

Lords. — The  Candahar  debate  was  resumed 
by  Lord  Cranbrook,  who  maintained  that  the 
retention  of  the  city  would  tend  to  preserve  the 
peace  and  prosperity  of  India.  The  Duke  of 
Argyll  vindicated  the  policy  of  the  Government, 
and  was  followed  by  Lord  Lawrence,  Lord 
Napier,  Lord  Dunraven,  and  Lord  Bcaconsfield. 
The  latter  declared  that  even  if  we  did  not  re- 
tain Candahar,  we  should  be  able  to  preserve 
our  Indian  Empire,  since  the  key  of  India  was 
not  Herat  or  Candahar,  but  London  ;  neverthe- 
less we  should  avail  ourselves  of  local  resources, 
and  he  advocated  the  policy  of  retention.  The' 
division  was  taken  after  a  speech  from  Lord 
Gran\-ille,  when  the  Contents  were  found  to 
number  165,  and  the  Non-Conteuts  76,  a  result 
hailed  with  loud  Opposition  cheermg. 

Commons.— Mr.  Parnell  resumed'the  debate 
on  the  Arms  Bill,  wliich  he  declared  would  widen 
the  breach  between  England  and  Ireland.  Mr. 
McCarthy's  amendment  being  negatived  by  144 
to  37,  the  second  reading  was  carried  by  145  to 
34.  After  some  conversation  Mr.  Anderson's 
Presumption  of  Life  (Scotland)  Bill,  was  read  a 
second  time,  and  ordered  to  be  referred  to  a 
Select  Committee.  The  same  stage  was  reached 
with  the  Coroners  (L-eland)  Bill. 

Monday,  March  1th. 

Lords.— TheArchbishop  of  Canterbury  moved 
for  a  humble  address  to  the  Queen  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Royal  Commission  to  enquire 
into  the  constitution  and  working  of  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Courts  as  created  or  modified  under  the 
Reformation  Statutes.  The  Primate  supported 
his  motion  on  the  gi-oimd  that  no  similar  en- 
quiry had  been  conducted  for  fifty  years,  and  in 
the  meantime  every  institution  in  the  country 
had  undergone  changes,  and  tlie  Judicature  Act 
had  entirely  altered  the  system  of  proceeding  in 
Civil  Courts.  Lord  Oranmore  and  Browne'op- 
posed  the  motion  on  the  ground  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Commission  would  only  prevent  the 
law  from  being  carried  out.  The  Bishop  o 
Peterborough,  the  Archbishop  of  York,  and  the 
Lord  Chancellor  all  advocated  the  apiMiutment 
of  the  Commission,  and  the  motion  was  agreed 
to  without  a  division.  '^ 

Commons.— The  position  of  the  negotiations 
for  peace  in  the  Transvaal  was  explained  to  the 
House  by  Mr.  Gladstone,  after  which  the  House 
went  into  Committee  on  the  Peace  Preservation 
(Ireland)  Bill.  At  the  close  of  the  'sittm<r 
Clause  1  was  carried.  ° 

Tuesday,  March  Sth. 

Lords.— The  Alkali,  etc.  Works  Regulation 
Bill  was  considered  in  Committee,  and  ulFimately 
agreed  to  with  only  the  amendments  intrfiduced 
on  behalf  of  the  Government.  Lord  Enfield 
promised  further  papers  on  the  Indian  Military 
Estimates.  •' 

CojnioNS.— The  House  was  m  Commitee  all 
the  evenmg  on  the  Arms  BiU.  Clause  2  was 
soon   carried.      During  the    discussion   of    an 
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siuuendmcnt  of  Mr.  Sexton's,  an  unusally  violent 
episode  occui-red,  provoked  by  the  use  of  tlie 
expression  "  Leastly  bellowing,"  supposed  to 
have  been  appUed  by  Mr.  Finigan  to  the  Trea- 
sury Bench.  Mr.  O'Donnell  undertaking  to 
defend  Mr.  Finigan's  expression,  was  "named" 
by  the  Chairman  after  a  tumultuous  scene,  and 
suspended  by  the  Speaker,  who  was  summoned 
for  the  pui-pose.  Committee  was  then  con- 
tinued, and  considerable  progress  made. 

Wednesday,  Marcli  9f7i. 

Commons.  —  At  the  commencement  of  the 
morning  sitting,  Mr.  Gladstone  moved,  pursuant 
to  notice,  that  all  clauses  and  amendments  of 
the  Arms  Bill  remaining  uiuUsposed  of  at  3 
o'clock,  be  put  forthwith  from  the  Chau-.  This 
was  agreed  to,  and  the  discussion  of  Clause  5 
proceeded  with.  At  3  o'clock  Mr.  Parnell  was 
speaking  when  he  was  mterrupted  by  the  Chair- 
man, who  proceeded  to  put  the  remaining  amend- 
ments and  the  new  clauses.  Divisions  were 
taken  on  10  of  these,  and  on  the  formal  questions 
that  the  Chairman  "  report  the  BiU  with  amend- 
ments to  the  House,"  and  that  "  the  Chairman 
leave  the  Chair."  Ineffectual  attempts  at  stop- 
ping the  Bill  were  made  by  some  Irish  members, 
and  Mr.  Forster  gave  notice  that  on  Thursday, 
at  half  past  4,  Mr.  Gladstone  would  move  the 
necessary  motion  for  stopping  further  debate  on 
the  Pieport  at  10  o'clock. 

Thursday,  March  10th. 

Lords. — Their-  Lordships  went  into  Commit- 
tee on  the  Elvers  Conservancy  and  Floods  Pre- 
vention BQl,  which  had  been  considered  by 
a  Select  Committee.  After  some  discussion,  the 
Bin  passed  through  Comnuttee,  and  vras  re- 
ported, with  amendments,  to  the  House. 

Commons. — "  Question  time  "  occupied  more 
than  an  hour,  the  interest  of  members  being 
particularly  directed  to  the  affairs  at  Candahar 
and  the  Cape,  on  which  subjects  exjilanations 
were  given  by  Ministers.  Before  proceedLiig  to 
the  orders  of  the  day,  Mr.  Gladstone  moved  the 
motion  of  which  Mr.  Forster  gave  notice  on 
Wednesday.  The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and 
the  consideration  of  the  Arms  Bill,  as  amended, 
was  then  proceeded  with.  The  amendments 
were  disposed  of,  the  Bill  reported  to  the  House, 
and  the  third  reading  fixed  for  the  next  day. 

Friday,  March  llth. 

Lords. — A  lively  conversation  took  place  on 
the  Government  policy  in  the  Transvaal ;  Lord 
Strathnaim  called  attention  to  the  state  of  affairs 
in  Candahar,  and  Lord  Morley  declined  to  give 
particulars  asked  for  by  Lord  Bui-y  as  to  the 
strength  and  composition  of  the  battalions  serv- 
ing in  the  Transvaal. 

Commons. — After  the  usual  string  of  questions 
on  affairs  at  the  Cape  and  Candahar  had  been 
put  and  answered,  Mr.  Gladstone  made  his  pro- 
mised statement  as  to  the  course  of  business. 
He  enumerated  the  diflBculties  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  stated  that  further  demands  must  be 
made  on  the  time  of  the  House  to  avoid  one  of 
three  cy\\& — a  violation  of  the  law,  an  infraction 
of  the  practice  of  not  taldng  two    stages  of  a 


Money  BiU  on  the  same  night,  or  tlio  stiU 
greater  evil  of  votmg  public  money  without  dis- 
cussion. He  concluded  by  giving  notice  that  on 
Monday  he  would  move  that  supply  was  urgent. 
Proceeding  to  the  orders  of  the  day,  an  amend- 
ment of  Mr.Parnell's  to  the  third  reading  of  the 
Arms  Bill  was  negatived  after  a  debate,  and  the 
third  reading  was  carried  by  2.50  to  28.  On 
going  into  Supply,  Su-  John  Lubbock  moved  a 
resolution  calling  on  the  Government  to  take 
steps  for  the  presen'ation  of  Ancient  Monuments. 
After  several  speeches  the  motion  was  carried 
against  the  Government  by  7'J  to  56. 

Monday,  March  lith. 

Lords. — The  Peace  Preservation  (Ireland)  Bill 
was  read  a  first  time,  and  the  Select  Committee 
on  the  Highways  Act  was  nominated. 

Commons. — When  Mi-.  Bradlaugh  rose  to  pre- 
sent some  petitions,  Mr.  Gorst  interposed,  asking 
the  Speaker  whether,  after  the  judgment  of  Mr. 
Justice  Mathew,  Mr.  Bradlaugh  was  competent  to 
take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  House.  Some 
conversation  ensued,  when  the  Speaker  an- 
nomiced,  that  imtU  specially  directed  by  the 
House  he  shordd  continue  to  regard  Mr.  Brad- 
laugh as  member  for  Northampton,  and  the  latter 
accordingly  proceeded  with  the  presentation  of 
his  petitions.  Replying  to  a  series  of  questions 
from  Mr.  Dillwyn,  Mr.  Gladstone  further  ex- 
plained the  Government  propositions  as  to  the 
course  of  business.  Opposition  to  Mr.  Glad- 
stone's proposals  was  expressed  from  the  Con- 
servative benches,  and  when  the  question  that 
"the  state  of  public  business  is  urgent"  was 
put,  it  was  voted  by  only  296  to  212,  the  re- 
quired majority  of  three  to  one  not  being  gained. 
The  resolution  of  urgency  was  therefore  defeated, 
and  on  rising  to  move  that  the  Speaker  leave 
the  Chau-,  Mr.  Gladstone  made  an  urgent  appeal 
to  the  House  to  assist  in  expediting  business. 
Before  the  adjounmaent  of  the  House  much 
progress  was  made  with  the  Civil  Serrice  and 
other  votes. 

Ttiesday,  March  15th. 

Lords. — A  humble  adch-ess  to  the  Queen  to 
express  the  sorrow  and  indignation  of  the  House 
at  the  assassination  of  the  Czar  of  Piussia  was 
moved  by  Lord  Gran-^-ille  and  seconded  by  Lord 
Beaconstield,  as  was  a  vote  of  condolence  with 
the  Duchess  of  Edinburgh.  The  second  reading 
of  the  Peace  Preservation  (Ii-eland)  BiU  was 
moved  by  Lord  Spencer.  The  BUI  was  read 
without  cUscussion.  The  reports  of  amendments 
to  the  Alkali,  etc.  "Works  Ecgulation  BUI,  and 
the  Elvers  Conservancy  and  Floods  Prevention 
BiU  were  received. 

Commons.  — An  address  to  the  Queen  and 
message  of  condolence  to  the  Duchess  of  Edin- 
burgh were  moved  by  Mr.Gladstone  and  seconded 
by  Sir  S.  Northcote.  In  Committee  of  Supply 
niany  Irish  votes  were  taken,  and  the  Civil 
Service  Supplemental  Estimates  were  concluded. 

Wednesday,  March  IGth. 
Commons.— In  Committee  of  Supply  a  long 
conversation  took  place  on  the  proposed  vote  of 
£500,000,  part  of  a  sum  of  £5,000,000,  as   a 
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grant  to  aid  India  for  the  expenses  of  tlie 
Afghan  War.  The  vote  was  finally  agi'eed  to, 
as  was  the  two  months'  Vote  of  Credit  on  account 
of  the  Civil  Services.  The  rest  of  the  afternoon 
was  occupied  in  a  discussion  of  the  second  read- 
ing of  the  Mamtenance  of  Children  Bill,  which 
was  ultimately  talked  out. 

Thursday,  March  llth. 

LoEDs. — The  Peace  Preservation  (Ireland) 
BUI  passed  through  Committee,  and  was  re- 
ported without  amendments  to  the  House.  The 
Alkali,  etc.  Works  Kegulation  BUI  and  the  Pdvei's 
Consen-ancy  and  Floods  Prevention  Bill,  were 
both  read  a  thkd  time.  A  short  conversation 
took  place  on  the  con-espondence  respecting  the 
Greek  frontier. 

Cojnioxs. — An  extraordinary  number  of  ques- 
tions were  put  to  different  members  of  the 
Government.  Most  of  them  were,  however,  of 
very  limited  interest.  In  Conunittee  of  Supply 
some  votes  of  Mr.  Childers'  led  to  a  prolonged 
conversation  on  mUitary  matters.  Colonel 
Stanley  explatnmg  in  detaU  the  position  of  the 
late  Government  with  relation  to  army  organi- 
zation. 

Friday,  JIarch  18th. 

Lords. — Eeiilying  to  Lord  Beaconsfield,  Lord 
Granville  characterized  as  inacciu'atc  a  report 
that  the  Ameer  AbdiU  Eahman  had  aunoimced 
that  he  was  imable  to  fiUfil  his  engagement  to 
occupy  Candahar.  The  Peace  Preservation 
(Ireland)  Bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

Commons.— In  Committee  of  Supply,  Mr. 
Trevelyan  moved  the  votes  for  the  Navy,  which 
were  agreed  to  after  a  desultory  conversation. 

Monday,  March  21sf. 

Lords. — Lord  Enfield  announced  that  the 
corrected  expenditure  for  the  Afghan  War 
amounted  to  £19,. 574,000.  He  stated  also  that 
communications  had  been  received  from  Abdul 
Kaliman  by  the  Indian  Government  announcing 
that  he  would  be  able  to  occupy  Candahar 
early  in  AprU.  Lord  Waveney  thought  the 
Government  were  adopting  a  very  dangerous 
course,  but  this  was  denied  by  the  Duke  of 
ArgyU. 

Commons. — Lord  Hartin.gton  made  a  state- 
ment on  the  subject  of  Candahar  simUar  to  that 
made  in  the  other  House  by  Lord  Enfield,  and 
in  reply  to  questions  he  announced  that  it  was 
not  intended  to  retain  any  British  troops  at 
Candahar.  Mr.  G'Donnell  entered  at  length 
into  the  cu'cumstances  of  his  suspension  a  fort- 
night before,  and  a  long  conversation  foUowed. 
In  Committee  of  Supply  the  votes  taken  were 
those  on  the  Supplemental  Army  Estimate  for 
the  Transvaal  War,  and  the  ordinary  CivU  Ser- 
\T.ce  Estimates  for  the  year. 

Tuesday,  March  2'2nfZ. 
Lords. — Lord  ICimberley  j-ead  to  the  House 
the  conditions  of  arrangement  with  the  Boers 
agreed  to  by  Sir  E.  Wood.  On  the  motion  for 
going  into  Committee  on  the  Coui-t  of  Session 
(Scotland)  BUI,  so  strong  an  opposition  was 
raised  to  the  measure,  that  the  Lord  ChanceUor 
consented  to  the  adjournment  of  the  debate. 


Commons. — Mr.  Gladstone  explained  the  ar- 
rangement which  had  been  come  to  with  the 
Boers.  Mr.  Chaplin  called  attention  to  the 
recent  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease,  and 
moved  a  series  of  resolutions  in  favour'  of  pro- 
hibiting importation  of  cattle  from  countries 
known  to  be  infected.  Mr.  MundeUa,  on  behalf 
of  the  Government,  met  the  resolutions  with  a 
du'ect  negative,  but  at  the  close  of  the  debate 
the  resolutions  were  carried  by  20.5  to  147,  a 
result  received  with  much  cheering  by  the  Oppo- 
sition. 

Wednesday,  March  23;'(7. 

Com:.ions. — The  chief  part  of  the  sitting  was 
occupied  in  the  discussion  of  the  Agi-icultiiral 
Tenants'  Compensation  BUI,  the  second  reading 
of  which  was  moved  by  Mr.  Chaplin,  and  carried 
after  some  debate,  which  was  joined  in  by  Mr. 
Sclater-Booth,  Sir  W.  HarcoiU't,  Lord  Elcho. 
and  others.  The  Leases  BUI  and  Consolidated 
Fund  (No.  2)  BUI  were  read  a  second  time. 
Thursday,  March  lAth. 

Lords. — Lord  Ivimberley  made  a  fui'ther 
statement  on  the  settlement  in  the  Transvaal 
in  reply  to  a  question  from  Lord  Braboiu'ne, 
and  a  conversation  also  arose  on  the  afl'airs  of 
Basutoland. 

Commons. — The  House  was  densely  crowded 
in  anticipation  of  the  Candahar  debate,  but  the 
preliminary  proceedings  occupied  two  hours. 
When  these  were  over  Mr.  Stanhope  rose,  and 
in  a  lengthy  speech  impiigned  the  poUcy  of 
withdrawing  from  Candahar,  maintaining  that 
it  shoiUd  be  the  object  of  England  to  exclude 
all  foreign  influence,  and  casting  doubt  upon 
the  trustworthiness  of  the  financial  considera- 
tions of  the  Government.  Su-  Charles  DUkc 
replied,  and  Mr.  H.  Gladstone  made  a  successful 
maiden  speech  on  behalf  of  the  Government. 
The  debate  was  adjom-ned  after  speeches  from 
Mr.  Gibson,  Mx.  J.  P.  Smyth,  Viscount  Baring, 
and  others. 

Friday,  March  25th. 

Lords. — The  aiTangement  made  with  the 
Boers  was  the  subject  of  further  explanation  on 
the  part  of  Lord  I&uberley,  who  explained  that 
the  term  "suzerainty"  meant  somethuig  less 
than  sovereignty.  The  India  (Sale  of  Sujier- 
fluous  Land)  BUI  was  read  a  thii'd  time  and 
passed. 

Commons. — Lord  George  HamUton  resumed 
the  adjourned  debate  on  Candahar,  declaring 
that  anarchy  would  foUow  on  withdrawal  from 
the  country,  and  that  it  was  Eussian  intrigue 
and  not  Eussian  invasion  we  had  to  fear.  Mr. 
Fawcett  spoke  next,  and  Lord  Hart.ington  de- 
fended the  Liberal  poHcy  at  length,  remarking 
on  the  mildness  of  Mr.  Stanhope's  attack,  which 
did  not  chaUenge  the  Government  poUcy,  but 
only  its  opportimeness.  The  division  was  taken 
after  a  speech  from  Sir  S.  Northcote,  when  the 
numbers  were : — For  the  Government,  336  ; 
against,  216.  The  Opposition  appeared  to  be 
disconcerted  by  the  largeness  of  the  majority. 

Monday,  March  2Sth. 
Lords.— The  Consolidated  Fund  (No.  2)     Ul 
was  read  a  second  time  and  passed  through  its 
remaming  stages. 
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Commons. — Mi\  0.  Morgan,  in  moving  tlic 
second  reading  of  the  Army  Discipline  Bill, 
exjilained  the  changes  made  in  this  year's  Bill 
in  consequence  of  the  determination  that  had 
been  come  to  to  abolish  the  lash.  The  Bill 
met  with  little  opposition,  and  was  read  a 
second  time.  Mr.  Harcourt  then  moved  a  reso- 
lution calling  for  such  an  amendment  of  the 
Highway  Act  of  1878  as  woi\ld  charge  a  part  of 
the  maintenance  of  high  roads  on  other  funds 
than  the  county  vote.  Mr.  Gladstone  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  matter  must  be  dealt  ^ntll 
on  the  responsibility  of  the  Government.  On  a 
division  the  motion  was  negatived  by  the  narrow 
majority  of  11. 

Tuesday,  March  2dt7i. 

Lop.DS. — Eeplying  to  Lord  Waveney,  Lord 
Enfield  stated  that  during  our  occupation  of 
Candahar  the  revenues  of  that  territory  were 
received  by  the  Lidian  Government.  Lord 
Spencer  explained  the  intentions  of  the  Privy 
Council  as  to  the  orders  relative  to  foot  and 
mouth  disease. 

Commons. — Several  hours  were  occiipied  by  a 
debate  on  the  Thames  Eiver  BiU,  the  second 
readuig  of  v.-hich  was  moved  by  Mr.  Ashley. 
The  opposition  to  the  Bill  was  based  partly  on 
alleged  defects  in  the  Bill  itself,  but  chiefly  on 
the  ground  that  a  Bill  dealing  with  such  im- 
portant matters  should  not  be  brought  in  as  a 
private  BiU  on  petition,  but  as  a  public  BiU  on 
■motion.  Mr.  Ashley  defended  the  course  pur- 
sued, hut  Mr.  Chamberlam  withdrew  the  BiU. 
ZM.I.  Dilke  submitted  a  resolution  in  favour  of  a 
decimal  system  of  weights  and  measures,  but 
■afterwards  accepted  an  amendment  of  Mr. 
Anderson's  that  a  Select  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed. This,  however,  was  negatived.  A 
debate  foUowed  on  a  motion  of  Mr.  Leatham's, 
declaring  that  the  simoniacal  evasions  of  the 
law,  and  other  scandals  connected  with  the 
exercise  and  disposal  of  private  patronage  in 
the  Church  of  England  caU  for  remedial  mea- 
sures of  the  most  stringent  character.  The 
motion,  as  well  as  an  amendment  to  it,  was 
withdrawn  on  an  appeal  from  Mr.  Gladstone. 

Wednesday,  Marcli  ZQth. 
Commons. — The  Metropolitan  Open  Spaces 
Act  (1877)  Amendment  Bill  was  read  a  second 
time  after  some  discussion,  as  was  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  (Ireland)  BiU.  A  debate 
arose  on  the  motion  for  the  second  reading  of  a 
Bill  for  closing  public-houses  durmg  the  hours 
of  polling  af  Parliamentary  elections.  Mr. 
Litton  moved  the  adjournment  of  the  debate, 
which  was  agi^eed  to.  The  Municipal  Corpora- 
tion Act  (1859)  Amendment  BUI  was  read  a 
■second  time. 

TJnirsday.  2Iarch  31s^ 

LoEDS. — Lord  Cairns  arraigned  the  policy  of 
the  Government  at  the  Cape  as  shown  in  the 
recent  arrangement  come  to  with  the  Boers 
after  the  British  arms  had  received  several  re- 
%-erses.  Ke  dwelt  on  the  passages  in  the  Queen's 
speech  which  stated  that  the  Queen's  authority 
in  the  Transvaal  should  be  promptly  vindicated. 


and  concluded  his  speech  by  a  general  denun- 
ciation of  the  arrangement  delivered  in  an  elo- 
quent peroration.  Lord  Ivimberley  rebulvcd  the 
tone  of  Lord  Cairns,  and  defended  the  action  of 
the  Government.  The  debate  was  sustained 
by  Lord  Cranbrook,  Lord  Northbrook,  the 
Lord  Chancellor,  and  Lord  SaUsbnry. 

Commons. — Sh-  W.  Harcourt  explained  the 
reasons  which  had  led  the  Government  to  deter- 
mine on  the  prosecution  of  the  Freilieit  for  an 
article  inciting  to  regicide.  Mr.  Grant  Duff' 
answered  numerous  questions  on  the  Transvaal, 
with  especial  reference  to  the  surrender  of 
Potchefstroom.  On  going  into  Committee  on 
the  Army  Discipline  BiU,  Lord  Emlyn  moved  a 
resolution  directed  against  the  clause  which 
places  the  regulation  of  the  punishments  sub- 
stituted for  floggmg  in  the  hands  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State."  Mr.  Childers,  whUe  yirtuaUy 
agreeing  in  the  amendment,  thought  it  better 
that  Parliament  should  place  confidencu  m  the 
Executive  for  a  few  months.  Some  discussion 
ensued,  after  which  the  amendment  was  with- 
drawn, and  the  BUI  passed  through  Committee. 
The  Teinds  (Scotland)  BUI,  and  the  Kivers 
Conservancy  and  Floods  Prevention  BiU  were 
read  a  second  time. 

Friday,  April  If^t. 

LoEDS. — Lord  Kimberley,  replymg  to  Lord 
Lammgton,  said  it  was  an  en-or  to  suppose  that 
the  troops  were  being  withdrawn  from  the 
Transvaal.  Lord  Brabourne  put  several  ques- 
tions as  to  slavery  in  the  Transvaal,  to  which 
Lord  Ittmberley  replied  that  the  question  of 
what  was  due  by  the  Transvaal  State  to  this 
country  would  be  considered  by  a  Eoyal  Com- 
mission, and  that  durmg  the  later  years  of  the 
EepubUc  there  had  been  practicaUy  no  slavery 
in  the  Transvaal. 

Commons. — The  affau-s  of  the  Transvaal  were 
again  the  occasion  of  a  string  of  questions  to 
Ministers.  Some  discussion  arose  on  a  motion 
of  Mr.  Labouchere's  that  a  new  writ  be  issued 
for  Northampton  m  the  room  of  Mr.  Bradlaugh, 
who  suice  his  election  had  vacated  his  seat  by 
not  taking  the  oath  required  by  ParUament 
The  motion  bemg  agi-eed  to.  Sir  H.  MaxweU,  on 
the  motion  for  gomg  into  Supply,  caUed  atten- 
tion to  the  unrestricted  uuportation  from  the 
United  States  of  various  spurious  compounds 
resembling  butter,  and  he  moved  that  steps 
should  be  taken  to  ensiire  these  compounds 
bemg  sold  under  their  proper  names.  The 
motion  was  negatived,  and  the  House  counted 
out  v.hile  a  proposal  of  Mr.  Anderson's  for  a 
Eoyal  Commission  to  visit  the  technical  and 
agricultural  schools  of  France,  Belgium,  Ger- 
many and  Switzerland  was  under  consideration. 

Monday,  April  4.tJi. 

Lords. — The  Local  Com-ts  of  Bankruptcy 
(Irelaiul)  Bill  was  read  athml  time  and  passed. 

Commons. — A  crowded  audience  assembled  to 
hear  Mr.  Gladstone's  annual  financial  statement 
in  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means.  The  gross 
revenue  of  the  year  was,  said  Mr.  Gladstone, 
£84,041,000,  as  against  an  estimated  revenue  of 
i:8'2,696,C00.     Tljis  mcrei'se,  however,  was  only 
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apparent.  Tlie  total  increase  of  the  revenue 
over  the  preceding  year  was  nearly  two  millions, 
of  which  the  new  taxes  accounted  for  £1,019,001), 
so  that  the  real  increase  of  the  revenue  was 
only  £969,000.  The  estimated  expentUture  for 
1881-2  amoimted  to  £81,705,000,  while  the 
revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  £85,990,000. 
This  balance  was,  however,  immediately  reduced 
to  a  deficit  by  the  remission  of  the  sixth  penny 
on  the  income-tax.  The  first  proposal  for  in- 
creased revenue  was  an  adjustment  of  the  surtax 
on  foreign  spirits  and  rum ;  the  next  was  the 
"death  duties,"  his  proposals  concerning  which 
Mr.  Gladstone  explained  at  length.  The  finan- 
cial gain  from  these  clianges  this  year  would 
amount  to  £390,000.  Adding  this  to  the  £180,000 
from  the  spirit  duties,  there  was  a  total  gain  of 
£570,000,  which  converts  the  deficit  of  £275,000 
into  a  surplus  of  £295,000.  Mr.  Gladstone, 
after  speaking  for  a  little  over  two  hours,  con- 
cluded by  remarking  that  this  was  his  eleventh, 
and  probably  his  last  budget.  A  general  ap- 
proval of  the  scheme  was  expressed  in  the 
desultory  conversation  which  followed,  and  the 
Budget  resolutions  were  agi-eed  to.  The  report 
of  the  Army  Discipline  Bill  occupied  the  time 
of  the  House  during  the  remainder  of  the 
sitting. 

Tuesday,  April  5th. 

Lords. — Lord  Abinger,  in  calling  attention 
to  the  scheme  of  organisation  submitted  to  Par- 
liament by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  com- 
mented in  an  adverse  spu-it  on  the  short-service 
system.  Lord  Stratheden  and  Campbell,  Lord 
Povvis,  Lord  Lansdowne,  Lord  Chelmsford,  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge  and  other  peers  joined  in 
the  discussion  which  followed,  and  Lord  Moi-Iey 
said  that  many  of  the  suggestions  made  would 
be  of  use  to  the  Secretary  of  War  and  himself 
in  working  out  the  details  of  the  scheme. 

Commons. — After  a  short  discussion  on  the 
BiU  for  acquiring  a  site  for  the  New  Mint  on 
the  Thames  Embankment,  Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor 
moved  the  adjournment  of  the  House  in  order 
to  express  his  dissatisfaction  with  an  answer  of 
Mr.  Forster's  declining  to  pledge  the  Government 
either  to  bring  in  another  I^isturbance  BUI  or 
to  refuse  the  aid  of  the  militai-y  or  police  in 
evictions.  Mr.  Forster  defended  his  own  consis- 
tency, and  Mr.  McCarthy,  Mr.  Gladstone,  and 
Mr.  ParneU  joined  in  the  discussion.  The 
House  was  counted  out  whUe  Mr.  Healy  was 


Wednesday,  April  6th. 

Lords. — The  House  met  at  11  o'clock,  and 
gave  the  Mutiny  Bill  a  second  reading. 

Commons. — Mr.  Litton  moved  the  second 
reading  of  the  Lunacy  Law  Assimilation  (L-e- 
land)  BiU,  which  was  carried  after  a  debate,  the 
Solicitor-General  for  Ireland  reservmg  to  the 
Government  the  right  to  introduce  large  amend- 
ments hi  Committee.  After  a  short  conversation, 
Mr.  Hopwood  withdrew  his  motion  for  the 
second  reading  of  the  Middlesex  Land  Registry 
BUI.  The  Copyhold  Enfranchisement  BiU  was 
read  a  second  time,  as  was  the  Petty  Sessions 
Clerks  (Ireland)  BUI.  Mr.  Stanhope  moved 
the  second  reading  of  the  Church  Patronage 
BiU    'vh'.oh  was  talked  out  by  Mr.  Liingworth. 


Thursday,  April  1th. 

Lords. — On  the  motion  for  going  into  Com- 
mittee on  the  Army  Disciplme  and  EcgtUation 
BUI,  a  discussion  was  raised  on  the  punishment 
of  flogging.  Lord  Denman  moving  an  amend- 
ment, the  object  of  which  was  to  retam  the  use 
of  the  lash.  This  was  negatived,  and  the 
Standing  Orders  having  been  suspended,  the 
BiU  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

CojiMONS. — The  House  was  densely  thronged 
in  anticipation  of  the  introduction  of  the  Irish 
Land  BUI  Repljing  to  Lord  R.  ChurchiU,  the 
Attorney- General  gave  an  emphatic  denial  to 
the  statement  that  Sir  C.  DUke  and  Mr.  Brassey 
had  been  subscribers  to  the  Freiheit  newspaper. 
Lord  R.  Churchill  gave  Mr.  Maltman  Barry  as 
his  authority  for  the  statement.  3Ir.  Gladstone,  ■ 
on  rising  to  introduce  the  Irish  Land  BiU,  dis- 
claimed the  alleged  iniquity  of  the  Irish  Land 
Laws,  as  weU  as  aU  the  extreme  plans  ventUated 
in  Ireland.  The  reasons  for  the  introduction 
of  the  measure  were  the  land  scarcity  in  Ireland, 
the  defective  working  of  the  Act  of  1870,  and 
the  bad  conduct  of  some  Irish  landlords.  The 
general  outcome  of  the  BUI  would  be  that  in- 
crease of  rent  would  be  retained  by  certain  rules, 
compensation  for  distiu'bance  would  Vie  regulated 
according  to  difi'erent  rates,  the  right  to  seU  the 
tenant's  interest  would  be  established,  evictions 
would  only  be  permissible  by  default,  and  re- 
sumption by  the  landlord  woiUd  be  impossible. 
In  the  conversation  which  followed,  Su-  S.  North- 
cote,  Mr.  Chaplin,  Lord  Elcho,  Mr.  Forster,  and 
others  took  part.  Leave  was  then  given  to 
bring  in  the  BiU. 

Friday,  April  8th. 

Lords. — The  Duke  of  Argyll  announced  that 
in  consequence  of  certain  provisions  in  the 
Land  Bill  which,  in  his  view,  put  the  ownership 
of  property  in  Ireland  in  commission  and  abey- 
ance, he  felt  compelled,  with  great  reluctance, 
to  resign  his  position  in  the  Cabinet.  Lord 
Stratheden  and  Campbell  caUed  attention  to 
the  Eastern  Question,  and  moved  for  papers 
relating  to  the  i-ecall  o  Sir  H.  Layard,  but  Lord 
Granville  deprecated  any  discussion  of  the 
questions  pending  between  Greece  and  Turkey. 
Their  lordships  then  adjourned  for  the  Easter 
Recess. 

CosraoNS. — Mr.  Gladstone  announced  with 
regret  the  resignation  of  the  Duke  of  ArgyU. 
Lord  R.  ChurchiU,  reverting  to  the  incident  of 
the  previous  day,  declared  that  he  had  pursued 
a  strictly  parUamentary  course  in  asking  for 
information  concerning  Sir  C.  DUke's  connec- 
tion with  the  Freiheit.  Sir  M.  Hicks-Beach 
gave  notice  that  after  the  Recess  he  would  move 
a  resolution  condemning  the  Government  policy 
in  the  Transvaal,  and  Sir  S.  Northcote  defended 
the  conduct  of  the  Opposition,  and  claimed  for 
it  the  right  to  criticise  fuUy  the  Government 
measures,  and  remarked  on  the  change  of  tone 
adopted  by  Ministers.  Mr.  Chaplin  spoke  in 
the  same  strain,  and  Mr.  Gladstone  in  reply 
declared  himself  perfectly  able  at  the  pioper 
time  to  substantiate  his  charges  against  the  late 
Government.  Leave  was  then  given  to  intro- 
duce the  Bankruptcy  BiU,  and  it  was  read. 
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second  tirao.  after  Mr.  Cbambtrlain  had  ex- 
plained its  principles  to  l.e  that  the  assets  belong 
to  the  creditor,  that  the  trustee  charged  with 
the  cUstrihution of  the  assets  should  woilc  under 
official  superuitendence,  and  that  the  pnblu- 
interest  reouu-es  an  independent  examination  of 
debtors  and  a  punishment  of  fraud  and  rockh^rss 
speculation.  The  House  thou  adjourned  for 
the  Easter  Eecess. 

Monday,  April  2^th. 
Commons.— The  House  re-assembled  after 
the  Easter  Recess,  and  there_  was  a  large 
itttendauce.  After  the  usual  notices  of  motion, 
the  second  readmg  of  the  Laud  Law  (Ireland) 
Bill  was  moved  by  Lord  E.  Gro-svenor.  He  was 
foUowed  hv  Mr.  Gibson,  v,'ho  canvassed  the  Bill 
in  detail,  condemned  it  as  retrogi-ade,  wanted 
an  explanation  of  Clause  45,  and  asked  severa 
pointed  nnesticns.  Mr.  Eichardson  supported 
the  Bill,  and  no  other  Member  rising  to  con- 
tuaue  the  debate,  the  Speaker  was  proceedmg 
to  put  the  nuestion  that  the  Bill  be  read  a  second 
time,  when  Mr.  Wraton  moved  an  adjourn- 
ment, in  order,  as  he  said,  to  give  the  Govern- 
ment time  to  consider  what  reply  they  should 
make  to  Mr.  Gibson's  speech.  He  was  supported 
by  Mr  Gorst  and  Mr.  Chaplin,  who  declared 
that  tiie  debate  could  not  proceed  until  Mr. 
Gibson  had  been  answered.  A  lively  conversa- 
tion foUowed,  and  Mr.  Warton's  _  motion  was 
withdrawn.  No  Member  again  rising,  Mr.  C. 
Lewis  moved  a  second  adjournment,  an  ani- 
mated conversation  again  following.  Innally 
the  motion  was  withdrawn,  and  the  debate  was 
continued  bv  Mr.  Arnold,  Lord  Lymmgton  and 
Mr.  Forster',  being  adjourned  on  tlie  motion  ot 
Lord  Elcho. 

Tuesday,  April  2C)//i. 
Commons.— After  the    <iucstions    and   other 
preliminary  business  had  been  disposed  of,  Mr. 
Bradlaush"  presented  himself  to  take  the  Oatli 
on  his  rc"-election  for  Northampton.  Sir  Staflord 
Northcote  intei-posed,  and  moved  that,  having 
regard  to  the  previous  resolution  of  the  House 
and  the  reports  of  the  Committees.  Mr.  Brad- 
laugh  be  not  permitted  to  take  the  oath.     Mr. 
H.  Davey  moved  as  an  amendment  a  counter 
resolution,  which  was  supported  by  Mr.  Labou- 
chere.     Mr.   E.   Clarke,  Mr.  Bright,  and   Mr. 
Gorst  havmg  spoken,  Mr.  Bradlangh  delivered 
an  impassioned  address,  declaring  that  his  new 
election  gave  him  a  new  title,  and  that  the 
House  had  no  right  to   go  behind  it  and  niiiiet 
a  legal  disqualification  on  him  for  wliat  had 
happened  before.     Mr.  Gladstone  argued  that 
the  nuestion  was  whether  the  House  had  any 
right  to  iutd-fcre.     After  some  further  debate 
Sir   S.  Northcote's  resolution  was  carried  by 
208  to   17r>.      Mr.   Bradlangh  then   presented 
himself  at  the  table,  but  was  directed  by  the 
Speaker  to  withdraw.     This  he  declined  to  do, 
alleging  that  the  .n-der  was  iUegal.   The  Speaker 
asked   the   House   for  directions,    and   Sir   S. 
Northcote    asked  Mr.    (iladstone   whether,   as 
Leader  of  the  House,  he  would  carry  out  tlie 
vosolution    just  agreed    to.      Having  hiniself 
voted  in  the  nmiority,  Mr.  Gladstone  declined 
to  interfere.    A  motion  of  :r;iv  S.  Northcote's, 


that  Mr.  Bradlaugh  be  ordered  to  withdraw 
was  carried  v/ithout  division,  and  Mr.  Brad- 
laugh  was  removed  belovrf  tlie  Bar  by  tkc^ 
Serjeant-at-Arms  and  the  messengers.  Mr. 
Bradlaugh  showed  a  disposition  to  rutm-n,  and 
tlie  Speaker  tlirew  himself  upon  the  House  for 
further  directions.  After  some  recrimination 
from  the  opposite  benches,  Mr.  J.  Cowen  moved 
the  adjournment  of  the  House,  which  was  at 
once  agreed  to. 

Wednesday,  Aj)ril  21th. 

Commons. — As  soon  as  the  Speaker  took  the 
chair  Mr.  Bradlaugh  again  presented  himself  to 
take  the  oath,  and  declining  to  withdraw  when 
ordered  by  the  Speaker,  he  was  conducted  below 
the  Bar  by  the  Serjeant-at-Arms.  Mr.  Labou- 
ehere  thereupon  asked  the  Prime  Minister 
whether  he  wovdd  give  facilities  for  the  Parlia- 
mentary Oaths  Bill;  but  Mr.  Gladstone  could 
not  see  his  way  to  do  this,  as  it  would 
amount  to  a  postponement  ox  the  Land  Biii. 
Sii-  S.  Northcote  blamed  the  Government  for 
not  taking  the  initiative,  and  Mr.  Gladstone 
denied  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Leader  of 
tiic  House  to  initiate  measures  for  giving 
iiractical  effect  to  a  resolution  of  which  he 
disapproved.  After  much  further  discussion 
3Ir.  Labouchere's  motion  for  adjournment  was 
withdrawn,  and  the  orders  of  the  day  proceeded 
witii.  The  rest  of  the  day  was  occupied  by  the 
discussion  of  a  BiU  brought  in  by  Mr.  A.  Grey 
for  the  establishment  of  Church  Boards. 

Thursday,  Ajml  28//j. 
CoMjiONS.—  The  debate  on  the  second  reading 
of  the  Irish  Laud  Bill  was  resumed  by  Lord 
Elelio,  who  declared  that  its  prominent  prin- 
ciple was  the  expropriation  of  the  few  for  the 
beueiit  of  the  many  ;  while  Mr.  C.  Russell,  on 
the  otlier  hand,  maintained  that  the  BiU  hiter- 
fered  with  no  just  rights.  The  debate  was  con- 
tinued by  Mr.  Gregory,  Mr.  Hareourt,  Mr. 
Brand,  and  Mr.  Tottenham,  and  again  ad- 
journed. 

Friday,  April  '2'itli-. 
Commons.- A  motion  of  Mr.  H.  Richard's,  de- 
claring tliat  the  power  claimed  and  exercised 
by  the"  representatives  of  this  country  abroad  to 
annex  territoiy  and  make  war  in  the  name  oi 
the  nation  without  the  authority  of  the  central 
Government  is  opposed  to  the  principles  of  the 
Ih-itish  Constitution,  was  negatived  after  some 
debate  by  T2  votes  to  M.  Mr.  Pease  next  called 
attention  to  the  opium  traffic,  whicli  he  con- 
demned as  opposed  to  Chi-istian  and  interna- 
tional morality.  Lord  Hartington  pomted  out 
that  it  was  iiiipossible  to  exclude  fiscal  con- 
siderations, and  gave  his  reasons  for  doubtmg 
the  ])ower  or  desire  of  the  Chinese  Government 
to  stop  the  consumption  or  home  grovrth.  The 
subject  dropped  after  some  further  speeches, 
and  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Bill  was 
then  read  a  second  time. 

Monday,  May  2nd. 
Commons.— Answering  Sir  H.  Hicks-Beach, 
Mr.  Gladstone  said  he  could  not  undertake  the 
responsibility   of    proEoting   a   discussion    on 
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South  African  Affiiirs,  whicli,  lie  said,  had 
receded  somewhat  from  the  point  at  which  they 
were  when  the  notice  was  fjivcu.  After  some 
discussion  iis  to  the  time  when  the  Oaths  Bill 
should  he  brouglit  on,  the  adjonmtd  debate  on 
the  Irish  Land  Bill  was  resumed .  Lord  Elcho 
moving  his  amendment,  which  d('clared  the  Bill 
to  he  unsound,  unjust,  and  impolitic,  Mr. 
"W.  H.  Smith  condemned  the  Bill,  and  Mr. 
Shaw-Lefevre  defended  it.  A  motion  for  the 
adjournment  of  the  debate  was  earned  by  263 
to  M,  and  the  Attorney- General  then  explained 
the  prmciples  of  his  Oaths  Bill.  The  debate 
was  adjoiuT.ed  on  the  motion  of  Lcrd  E. 
ChurchiU. 

Tuesday,  May  %rd. 

Commons. — Mr.  Blemiei-hasset,  seconded  by 
Ml-.  B.  T.  Williams,  moved  a  resolution  in 
favour  of  abolishing  the  power  of  levying  dis- 
tress for  the  rent  of  agricultural  holdings,  which 
they  condemned  as  an  odious  class  privilege. 
Mr.  H.  T.  Davenport  met  the  motion  by  the 
"  previous  question,"  and  Su-  W.  Harcourt 
pointed  out  that  the  question  had  been  virtually 
decided  when  the  law  of  hypothec  in  Scotland 
was  abolished.  After  considerable  discussion 
the  "  pre\dou3  question  "  was  negatived,  and 
the  resolution  agreed  to  without  division. 
Mr.  Monk  next  called  attention  to  the  12.30 
rule,  and  moved  to  add  to  it  a  proviso  exempt- 
ing from  its  operation  motions  to  bring  in  BiUs 
and  Bills  which  have  passed  through  Com- 
mittee. A  debate  followed,  and  was  finally 
adjourned. 

Wediiesday,  May  ^tli. 

Coinioss. — The  Speaker  read  to  the  House  a 
letter  from  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland 
announcing  the  awest  of  Mr.  Dillon.  The 
second  reading  of  the  Bill  for  Closing  Public- 
houses  in  Wales  on  Sundays  was  canied  alter 
some  debate.  Mr.  Anderson  next  moved  the 
second  reading  of  his  Banlting  Laws  Amend- 
ment BUI,  the  object  of  which  was  the  abolition 
of  the  monopoly  of  note  issues  enjoyed  by  the 
existing  banks.  The  Bill  was  withdrawn  after 
;i.  discussion.  On  the  nomination  of  the  Select 
Committee  on  the  Elvers  Conservancy  BUI, 
objection  was  taken  by  several  Members  to  its 
composition,  and  the  debate  was  ultimately 
adjourned. 

Tliursday,  May  Hth. 

Lords.— The  House  of  Lords  met  for  the 
first  time  after  the  Easter  Holidays.  Lord 
Granville,  before  the  commencement  of  public 
business,  referred  in  touching  terms  to  the 
death  of  Lord  Beaconsfield,  of  whose  high 
qualities  the  Duke  of  Richmond  and  Gordon 
also  spoke.  Lord  Granville  next  moved  votes 
of  thanks  to  the  commanders,  officers,  and 
troops  engaged  in  the  Afghan  campaign.  The 
votes  were  agreed  to  after  speeches  from  Lord 
Cranbrook,  the  Duke  of  Cambridge,  and  Lord 
Lytton. 

CoMMOxs. — Mr.  Gladstone  gave  notice  of  the 
terms  of  his  motion  with  reference  to  the 
'  national  memorial  to  the  late  Earl  of  Beacons- 
field.  The  questions  wei'e  more  than  40  in 
number,  and  it  was  close  upon  six  o'clock  before 


Lord  Hartington  rose  to  move  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  oflicers  and  men  of  the  Afghan  army, 
pointmg  out  that  its  object  simply  was  to 
recognise  the  gallantry  with  which  the  officers 
and  soldiers  had  done  their  duty  to  their 
countiy.  The  vote  of  thanks  was  agi-eed_  to 
after  an  amendment  of  Mr.  Healy's,  deprecating 
the  bestowal  of  thanks  on  men  engaged  in  an 
unrighteous  war,  had  been  negatived  by  a  large 
majority.  The  adjourned  debate  on  the  Land 
Bill  was  resumed  by  Sir  H.  Bruce,  continued 
by  Lord  E.  Fitzmaui-ice,  and  again  adjourned. 

Friday,  May  &ili. 

LofiDS. — Lord  Monteagle  called  attention  to 
the  present  system  of  education  for  naval 
cadets,  and  to'  the  limit  of  age  for  theii-  ad- 
mission to  the  service,  contending  that  the 
former  was  very  defective  and  the  latter  too 
high.  Lord  Northbrook  defended  the  system 
of  instruction  at  the  Naval  College. 

Commons. — On  going  into  Supply,  Mr.  Callan 
called  attention  to  the  miserable  condition  of 
the  Irish  agricaltnral  labourers,  and  urged  the 
pressing  necessity  for  the  erection  of  cottages 
for  their  accommodation.  Mr.  Forst*  r  admitted 
that  everything  should  be  done  for  the  Msh 
labourers,"and  suggested  that  the  Irish  Members 
should  put  their  views  into  clauses.  Mr. 
Callan's  motion  was  agreed  to  after  a  debate, 
in  which  Mr.  Bright  and  many  Irish  Members 
took  part.  jMi-.  Ashmead-Bartlett  next  attacked 
the  Government  policy  in  connection  with  the 
(ireek  frontier  question,  and  was  answered  by 
Sir  C.  Dilke.  An  animated  discussion  then 
followed  on  the  proposal  of  the  Government  to 
fix  the  renewal  of  the  debate  on  the  Oaths  Bill 
lor  Tuesday  at  a  morning  sitting. 

Monday,  May  Wi. 
Lords. — There  was  an  unusually  large  attend- 
ance to  hear  the  speeches  of  Lords  Granville 
and  Salisbury  in  moving  and  seconding  respec- 
tively an  Address  to  the  Queen,  praying  Her 
?.Iajesty  to  give  du-ections  for  the  erection  of  a 
monument  to  Lord  Beaconsfield  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  The  eloquent  speaches  of  the  two  Peers 
were  listened  to  with  manifest  sympathy.  The 
ilunicipal  Franchise  (Scotland)  BUI  passed 
through  Committee.

CoMMO.N'S. — At  the  conclusion  of  question 
time  Mr.  Bradlaugh  again  presented  himself  to 
take  the  oath.  Being  ordered  to  withdraw  by 
the  Speaker,  he  refused  to  do  so,  and  was 
accordingly  removed  below  the  Bar  by  the 
Serjeant-at-Arms.  Sii-  S.  Northcote  thereupon 
moved  that  Mr.  Bradlaugh  be  removed  from 
the  House  until  he  shall  engage  not  further  to 
disturb  its  proceedings.

Thursday,  May  12th. 

Lords. — The  second  reading  of  the  Stolen 
Goods  Bill,  moved  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  was 
anreed  to  on  condition  that  it  should  be  referred 
to  a  Select  Committee.  The  Lord  ChanceUor 
also  moved  the  second  reading  of  the  Charitable 
Trusts  Acts  Amendment  Bill,  which  was  agreed 
to. 

Commons. — The  debate  on  tbe  Land  BiU  was 
resumed  by  Mr.  Shaw,  who  gave  the  measure 
his  general  approval.  Mr.  Litton,  Mr.  Redmond, 
and  Sir  J.  Ramsden  continued  the  debate,  and 
Sir  J.  Hay  discussed  the  financial  operation  of 
the  Bill.  "  The  debate  was  again  adjourned. 

Friday,  May  liith. 

Lords. — Lord  Middleton  initiated  a  conversa- 
ion  on  the  present  state  of  Ireland,  pointing 
out  that  there  was  no  check  whatever  placed 
upon  organized  outrage.  The  Duke  of  Marl- 
borough and  other  Peers  also  denounced  the 
Land  League. 

Commons— WTien  the  questions  were  over, 
Mr.  Laboucherc  moved  the  adjournment  of  the 
House  to  make  appeals  to  Sir  W.  Lawson  and 
Mr.  Gladstone  concerning  the  Bradlaugh  case, 
and  an  animated  discussion  immediately  ensued. 
On  going  into  Supply,  Sir  M.  Lopes  moved  a 
resolution  in  favour  of  the  appointment  of  a 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Commerce.  Mr. 
Gladstone  agreed  to  the  motion  in  the  sense  of 


pledging  the  Government  that  there  .should 
always  be  a  department  ready  to  take  up  and 
attend  to  any  demands  which  might  arise  in 
connection  ■with  trade  and  agriculture.  The 
motion  was  agreed  to  after  some  conversation. 
Lord  George  Hamilton  then  introduced  the 
subject  of  tiie  despatches  concerning  Caudahar, 
hinting  that  the  Government  had  sujjpressed 
documents  tending  against  their  own  views,  an 
insinuation  warmly  repudiated  by  Lord  Harting- 
ton.  The  Newspaper  (Law  of  Libelj  Bill  was 
considered  in  Committee. 

Monday,  May  l&tli. 

Lords. — Lord  Galloway,  in  movmg  an  Address 
to  the  Queen  against  tlie  proposed  territorial 
titles  of  regiments,  reviewed  at  considerable 
length  the  linked  battalion  system,  which  Lord 
Morley  defended  on  the  ground  that  some  such 
system  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  fact  that 
so  many  of  our  battalions  were  constantly  on 
service  'in  distant  places.  The  motion  was 
withdrawn  after  some  discussion. 

Commons. — There  were  35  questions  on 
the  paper,  which  occupied  over  two  hours  in 
the  answering.  The  adjourned  debate  on  the 
Land  Bill  was  resumed  by  Mr.  Gladstone,  who 
appeared  in  place  of  the  Solicitor- General.  Mr. 
Gladstone  went  over  the  points  that  had  been 
raised  in  the  course  of  the  debate,  and  said  that 
the  main  principles  of  the  Bill  were  a  frank 
acceptance  of  Irish  customs,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  judicial  authority  to  settle  the 
bargains  between  man  and  man.  The  debate 
was  continued  by  Mr.  Rodwell,  Mr.  Kinnear, 
Colonel  Stanley  and  others. 

Tuesday,  May  \lt1i. 

Lords.— Lord  Sidmouth  called  the  attention 
of  their  lordships  to  the  subject  of  pensions  for 
the  widows  of  seamen  and  marines,  and  Lord 
Northbrook  said  that  the  question  was  being 
carefully  inquired  into  by  a  Committee. 

Commons. — A  series  of  seven  resolutions  on 
tlie  business  of  the  House  were  moved  by  Mr. 
DUhvyn.  These  resolutions  were  chiefly 
designed  to  deal  with  obstruction,  and  to 
expedite  business  ;  but  Lord  Hartington  while 
approving  of  some  of  the  resolutions  thought 
the  initiative  in  this  matter  should  be  taken  by 
the  Government.  Mr.  Dillwj-n  withdrew  his 
resolutions.  The  House  was  counted  out  while 
Mr.  Childers  was  speaking  on  a  motion  of  Mr. 
Fowler's  that  the  increase  in  the  national 
expenditure  demanded  the  attention  of  the 
Government. 

Wednesday ,  May  l%tli. 

Commons.— The  sitting  was  occupied  with  a 
discussion  on  the  second  reading  of  a  Bill 
brought  in  by  Dr.  Cameron  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  free  education  in  Scotland  by 
empowering  School  Boards  to  pay  school  fees 
out  of  the  rates.  Mr.  Mundella  spoke  against 
the  BUI  and  it  was  negatived  without  a 
division. 

Thursday,  May  19th. 

LoBJDS.- Replying  to  Lord  Monteagle,  Lord 
Thuxlow  said  that  the  Government  proposed

a  joint  Committee  to  enquire  fully  into  the 
question  of  piintinc;  and  publishing  Acts  of 
Parliament  and  other  official  papers.  In  reply 
to  a  question  from  Lord  Lamington,  Lord 
Granville  gave  an  account  of  the  communica- 
tions which  had  passed  between  this  Govern- 
ment and  others  on  the  question  of  the  right  of 
asylum  for  political  offenders  in  this  country. 

CoiTMONS. — The  adjourned  debate  on  the 
Irish  Land  Bill  was  resumed  by  Mr.  Chaplin, 
who  pointed  out  that  this  Bill  must  faU,  as  the 
BUI  of  1870  had  failed,  because  it  did  not  deal 
-ivith  the  real  root  of  the  evil — the  excessive 
competition  for  land  in  Ireland.  Mr.  Stansfeld 
denied  that  there  was  any  confiscation  in  the 
BiU,  and  Mr.  Macartney  and  Mr.  Close,  both 
speaking  from  the  Conservative  benches,  gave 
it  their  support. 

Friday,  May  20th. 

Lords. — Lord  Morley  explained  the  proposed 
changes  in  military  uniforms,  and  a  number  of 
Bills  were  advanced  a  stage  without  discussion. 

Commons. — On  Mr.  T.  Collins  presenting  him- 
self to  take  the  oath.  Sir  W.  Lawson  attempted 
to  interrupt  the  proceedings,  and  afterwards 
moved  the  adjournment  of  the  House  to 
explain,  that  having  in  view  the  precedent  of 
the  Bradlaugh  case,  he  wished  it  to  work  im- 
partially, and  he  wanted  to  move  that  Mr. 
Collins  be  not  permitted  to  take  the  oath  until 
the  House  had  satisfied  itself  as  to  the  nature 
of  his  opinions  on  the  sanctity  of  an  oath. 
The  Speaker  pointed  out  the  difference  between 
this  case  and  that  of  Mr.  Bradlaugh.  Mr. 
O'SuUivan  moved  the  adjournment  of  the 
House  to  comment  on  the  arrest  of  the  Eev.  Mr. 
Sheehy,  and  a  long  debate  ensued,  the  motion 
being  negatived  by  130  to  3'2.  On  the  motion 
for  Supply.  Mr.  Meldon  moved  a  resolution  in 
favour  of  shortening  the  hours  duruig  which 
intoxicating  liquors  might  be  sold  in  Ireland, 
in  towns  with  a  population  over  10,000.  The 
resolution  was  negatived  after  a  short  discus- 
sion. 

Monday,  May  2Srd. 

Lords. — Lord  Lansdowne  rose  to  move  for  a 
Committee  to  enquire  into  the  operation  of  the 
Irish  Jury  Laws  as  regarded  trial  by  jury  in 
criminal  cases.  He  dealt  with  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  proper  verdicts  in  cases  of  agrarian 
offences.  Lord  Carlingford  acceded  to  the 
motion  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  and  it 
was  then  agreed  to. 

Commons. — On  the  motion  for  going  into 
Committee  on  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue 
Bill,  Mr.  PeU  moved  a  resolution  calling  for  an 
annual  statement  of  local  taxation  along  with 
the  Budget,  so  as  to  afford  an  opportunity  for 
reviewing  the  requisitions  made  for  local  as 
well  as  Imperial  purposes.  The  resolution  was 
negatived,  and  a  desultory  conversation  followed 
on  Reciprocity,  after  which  the  House  went 
into  Committee,  and  Clauses  to  119  were  agreed 
to.  Later  on  Mr.  J.  M'Carthy  moved  a  resolu- 
tion coudemnmg  the  conduct  of  the  Irish 
Executive  for  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Dillon  and  Mr. 
Sheehy.     The  debate  was  adjourned. 


Tuesday,  May  24i7j. 

Lords. — The  whole  sitting  was  occupied  with 
the  consideration  m  Committee  of  the  Chari- 
table Trusts  Acts  Amendment  BUI. 

Commons. — The  adjourned  debate  on  Mr. 
M'Carthy's  vote  of  censure  on  the  Irish  Execu- 
tive was  resumed  by  Mr.  O'DonneU.  Mr. 
ForsterfuUy  defended  his  own  action,  and  Mr. 
O'Sullivan  moved  the  adjournment  of  the  de- 
bate. Mr.  Gladstone  protested  against  this 
course,  but  Mr.  Callan  spoke  until  the  hour  for 
adjournment  arrived. 

Wednesday ,  May  2otJt. 

Commons. — The  Removal  Terms  (Scotland) 
Bill  was  read  a  second  time.  The  second  read- 
ing of  Mr.  DUlwyn's  Lunacy  Law  Amendment 
Bill  (to  provide  greater  security  against  im- 
proper and  illegal  detention  of  alleged  lunatics) 
was  agreed  to,  and  the  London  City  Parochial 
Charities  BUI  was  talked  out  by  Mr.  Warton. 
The  Newspapers  BLU  passed  through  Com- 
mittee. 

Thursday,  May  2%th. 

Commons. — The  House  went  into  Committee 
on  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  BUI,  and 
completed  the  remaining  clauses,  the  Report 
being  fixed  for  Friday.  Before  going  into  Com- 
mittee on  the  Land  BUI  there  v,as  some  discus- 
sion on  a  motion  of  Sir  'V\'.  Barttelot's, 
declaring  that  no  BUI  can  be  satisfactory  which 
does  not  provide  that  the  Court  may  allot  com- 
pensation to  the  landlord  for  any  losses  he  may 
sustain.  Ultimately  the  House  went  into  Com- 
ndttee  amid  much  cheering,  and  progress  was  at 
once  reported. 

Friday,  May  27th 

Lords. — The  Manufacturers'  and  MUlowners' 
Mutual  Aid  Association  BiU  aHd  the  Married 
Women's  Property  (Scotland)  Bill  were  read  a 
second  tune.  Lord  De  La  Warr  attempted  to 
draw  from  the  Government  a  declaration  of 
their  policy  with  regard  to  the  affairs  of  Tunis, 
but  Lord  GranvUle  decUned  to  be  led  into  dis- 
cussion. 

Commons. — At  the  morning  sitting  the  Report 
of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  BiUhaviag 
been  agreed  to,  the  House  went  Into  Committee 
on  the  Irish  Land  BUI.  Some  time  was 
occupied  at  the  outset  by  the  discussion  of  a 
proposal  by  Lord  E.  Fitzmaurice  to  postpone  the 
first  30  Clauses  tUl  Part  VI.  had  been  disposed 
of,  but  this  was  negatived ;  as,  too,  was  a  pro 
posal  of  Mr.  Chaplin's  to  postpone  the  first  18 
Clauses  in  order  to  take  first  the  purchase  and 
emigration  Clauses.

— After  a  passage  of  arms  between 
Lord  R.  Chui-chill  and  Sir  C.  Dilke,  Committee 
was  resumed  on  the  Laud  Bill,  a  long  debate 
occurring  on  a  motion  by  Mr.  Heneage  to 
exempt  from  the  light  of  free  sale  estates  where 
the  iuiprovemeuts  are  made  and  maintained  by 
ihe  landlord  on  the  English  system  of  manage- 
ment. 

Fvldaij,  June  17 tit. 

Lords. — Lord  Waveuey  moved  that  in  calcu- 
lations affecting  the  interests  of  landlords  and 
tenants  in  Ireland  Griffith's  valuation  should  be 
adopted  as  the  basis  of  adjustment,  but  the 
motion  met  with  Government  opposition  and  was 
withdrawn. 

Commons. — Sir  C.  Dilke  answered  several 
(questions  with  regard  to  the  present  state  of 
affairs  in  Tunis.  Before  going  into  Committee 
(in  the  Land  BUI,  Mr.  Gladstone  gave  an  outline 
of  the  new  form  into  which  Clause  7  would  be 
cast.

Lord 
Galloway  called  attention  to  that  part  of  the 
report  of  Lord  Ah'ey's  Committee  which 
deals  with  the  "  waste "  of  the  Army,  and 
moved  for  a  commission  to  report  on  it.  Lord 
Morley  pointed  out  that  the  matter  had  already 
been  made  the  subject  of  exhaustive  enquiry, 
and  declared  that  the  Government  was  fully 
alive  to  its  importance.  The  motion  was  with- 
drawn after  some  discussion. 

Commons. — Conmiittee  on  the  Land  BOl  was 
again  renewed,  and  the  discussion  of  Mr.  Healy's 
amendment  to  abolish  the  distinction  between 
present  and  future  tenancies  in  respect  to 
Clause  3  was  continued  for  some  time,  and 
tinally  negatived.    The  length  of  the  statutory 


term  was  next  di?cnssed,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
sitting  Clause  3  had  been  agreed  to,  and  progress 
was  made  with  Clause  4. 

Tuesday,  Jane  '21st. 

Lords. — Replying  to  Lord  Camperdowa, 
Lord  Gran\Tlle  made  a  statement  as  to  the 
crisis  in  Bidgaiia,  and  Lord  De  la  Warr  raised  a 
discussion  on  the  affau's  of  Tunis. 

Commons. — A  conversation  as  to  the  course 
of  business  occupied  the  House  some  time  before 
Committee  was  resumed  on  the  Land  Bill.  The 
consideration  of  Clause  4  occupied  the  sitting, 
the  House  being  counted  out  in  the  evening 
before  any  business  was  done. 

Wednesday,  June  2'2?id. 

Commons. — Mr.  Pease  moved  the  second 
reading  of  his  Bill  for  abolishing  capital 
jjunishment,  the  rejectioji  of  which  was  moved 
by  Mr.  Warton.  Sir  W.  Harcourt  agreed  that 
the  present  state  of  the  law  was  indefensible, 
but  was  of  opinion  that  the  time  had  not  yet 
arrived  for  the  abolition  of  the  death  penalty, 
an  opinion  in  which  Sir  R.  Cross  entirely  con- 
curred. The  second  reading  was  negatived  by 
175  to  79. 

Thursday,  June  23rd. 

Lords. — A  number  of  BiUs  were  advanced  a 
stage,  and  some  returns  g".-anted. 

Commons. — The  number  of  questions  rose  to 
over  r>0,  and  it  was  some  time  before  the  House 
went  into  Committee  on  the  Iiish  Land  Bill, 
resuming  the  consideration  of  Clause  4,  which 
sets  out  the  conditions  of  statutory  tenancies.

Thursday,  Jane  oOtJi. 

Lords.— Lord  Htratheden  and  Campbell 
called  attention  to  the  Greek  frontier  question, 
and  moved  for  any  protocol  or  treaty  which 
formed  the  basis '  of  the  Em-opean  concert 
alluded  to  in  the  several  despatches.  Lord 
GranviUc  pomted  out  that  the  European  con- 
cert had  its  basis  on  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  the 
Treatv  of  London,  the  Treaty  of  Berlin  and  the 
note  issued  by  the  Government  on  the  4tli  May. 

Commons. — On  going  into  Committee  on  the 
Land  Bill,  the  consideration  of  Mr.  Corbett's 
amendment  giving  the  Court  power  to  fix  fair 
rents  in  the  case  of  leases  which  have  been 
forced  on  tenants  at  unfair  rents,  was  resumed, 
and  the  amendment  was  negatived  after  a 
lengthy  discussion.  A  prolonged  cojiversation 
followed  on  the  labourers  question,  after  which  a 
long  debate  took  place  on  an  amendment  moved 
by  tlie  Attorney-General  for  Ireland.

Lords. — There  was  an  unusually  large  atten- 
dance of  Poers  when  the  Duke  of  Argyll  rose 
to  call  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Bessborough 
Commission  on  the  Irish  Land  Laws.  The 
noble  Duke  combated  the  arguments  put  for- 
ward in  favour  of  exceptional  land  laws  for 
Ireland,  and  moved  for  a  number  of  returns 
relating  to  agricultural  holdings  in  Ireland. 
Lord  B^essborough  defended  the  Commission  of 
which  he  was  chairman,  and  many  Peers  joined 
in  the  debate  which  followed.  At  its  conclusion 
the  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Commons.— The  House  was  in  Comnuttee  all 
the  afternoon  on  Clause  7  of  the  Irish  Land 
Bill,  the  discussion  being  resumed  at  the  evenmg 
sitting.  The  Committee  was  agaui  adjourned 
tiU  Monday. 

Monday,  July  ^th. 

Lqujjs. — A  conversation  took  place  as  to  the 
difficulty  of  carrying  out  the  law  in  certain 
counties  of  Ireland,  and  Lord  Galloway  again 
called  attention  to  the  numerous  cases  of  deser- 
tion from  the  Army.  Lord  Fortescue  criticised 
adversely  the  plan  of  carrying  out  th'3  national 


education  of  the  country  under  the  Committee 
of  Council  on  Education,  and  the  Duke  of 
Richmond  and  Gordon  defended  the  Education 
Department. 

Commons. — In  accordance  with  a  promise 
given  last  week,  Mr.  Gladstone  made  a  state- 
ment as  to  the  course  of  business,  and  a 
short  conversation  followed.  The  House 
then  resumed  in  Committee  the  consideration 
of  Clause  7  of  the  Land  Bill. 

Tuesday,  July  Zth. 

Lords. — Short  conversations  took  place  on 
the  death  of  soldiersf  rom  sunstroke  at  Aldershot, 
and  on  the  state  of  affairs  at  Tunis.  The  Lord 
Chancellor  then  presented  a  Bill  to  amend  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  Acts,  the  object 
of  the  BiU  bemg  to  mak(i  the  Master  of  the 
RoUs  a  permanent  member  of  tlie  Court  of 
Appeal.  It  provided  further  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  three  of  the  ordinaiy  Judges  to  serve  as 
Judges  of  Appeal. 

Commons. — A  conversation  having  taken  place 
on  the  French  Commercial  Treaty,  the  Speaker 
read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bradlaugh,  saying  that 
he  would  present  himself  agam  to  take  the  oath. 
In  Committee  on  the  Land  Bill,  after  some 
amendmeutshad  been  disposed  of,  Mr.  Gladstone 
moved  that  Clause  7  stand  part  of  the  BiU,  and 
after  some  debate  this  was  agreed  to  by  2S".» 
votes  to  157.  Clause  8  was  also  agreed  to  before 
the  close  of  the  morning  sitting.  At  the  even- 
ing sitting,  Committee  on  the  Land  Bill  was 
resumed  at  Clause  9,  which  relates  to  judicial 
leases,  and  Clauses  9,  10  and  11  were  agi'eed  to. 

Wednesday,  July  &th. 
Commons.— Further  progress  was  made  in 
Committee  with  the  Land  Bill,  commencing 
with  Part  IV.  Discussions  were  raised  on  some 
points.  Clause  13  was  agreed  to,  and  Clause  14 
was  under  discussion  when  the  House  adjourned. 

Thursday,  July  7th. 
Lords.— Lord  Salisbury  in  presenting  on 
notice  a  petition  from  merchants  and  others 
connected  with  the  Island  of  Barbados  said  the 
petitioners  were  adversely  affected  by  the  fiscal 
action  of  other  powers— particularly  Austria, 
and  called  on  the  Government  to  give  the  matter 
their  attention.  In  reply  Lord  Kimberley  and 
Lord  Granville  accused  Lord  Salisbury  of  rais- 
ing the  standard  of  protection,   but   this   the 

Commons.— Clauses  14,  15,  16,  17,  and  18  of 
the  Land  Bill  were  soon  agreed  to  in  Committee, 
but  on  Clause  19— the  first  of  the  purchasing 
clauses— Mr.  Litton  moved  an  amendment  per- 
mitting the  Commissioners  to  advance  the  whole 
or  four-fifths  of  the  purchase  money.

— Lord  Aiilie  moved  for  a  Select  Com- 
mittee to  enquii-e  into  the  present  state  of  the 
law  as  to  claims  and  assumptions  of  titles  of 
peerages  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Lord  Balfour 
moved  an  amendment  to  leave  out  the  portion

Commons. — The  Emigration  Clause  of  the 
Irish  Land  BiU  was  again  discussed  in  Com- 
mittee during  the  whole  sitting. 

Friday,  July  IBth. 
Lords. — Lord  Cai-narvon  called  attention  to 
the  present  state  of  aifairs  m  the  Transvaal. 
He  asked  what  the  Commission  was  doing,  what 
powers  the  Commissioners  were  invested  with, 
and  what  compensation  was  to  be  made  to  the 
loyalist  inhabitants.  Lord  Kimberley  could  not 
answer  aU  the  questions  of  Lord  Carnan'on 
while  the  Commission  was   sitting,   and   with 


regard  to  the  charges  against  the  Boers  he  asked 
the  House  to  suspend  its  judgment  until  better 
information  was  received. 

Commons. — The  whole  day  was  occupied  witii 
the  discussion  of  the  Land  BUI  in  Committee.

Thursday,  Jidy  21st, 

Lords. — The  report  of  amendments  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Judicatm-e  BiU  was  raised 
after  one  amendment  of  Lord  Cau-ns  had  been 
introduced. 

Commons. — Mr.  Forster's  new  clauses  were 
again  discussed  in  Committee,  and  some  pro- 
gress was  made. 

Friday,  July  2=lnd. 

Lords. — A  BUI  presented  by  Lord  Waveney 
to  provide  sanitary  supervision  in  the  dwellings 
of  the  cottiers  oif  Ireland  and  Scotland  was 
read  a  lirst  time,  and  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  BUI  v>'as  read  a  third  tnne  and 
passed. 

CoJiMONS. — Some  conversation  took  place  as 
to  the  fate  of  Mklhat  Pasha,  and  Committee 
was  then  resiimed  on  the  Land  Bill.  The  last 
of  the  Government  new  clauses  wei-e  agreed  to, 
and  the  rest  of  the  day  was  taken  up  in  dis- 
cussmg  new  clauses  moved  by  private  mem- 
bers. These  being  dealt  with,  the  Chairman 
was  ordered,  amid   loud  cheers,  to  report  the 
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Bill  as  amended  to  the  House,  and  the  Com- 
mittee was  brought  to  a  close  on  the  32nd  diiy 
of  its  sitting.

— The  Report  of  the  Land  Bill 
occupied  the  House  all  day.  Several  aminid- 
ments  were  disposed  of,  and  the  debate  was 
adjourned.

Wednesday,  Augusi  ord. 
Commons. — Mr.  Labouchere  called  attention 
to  what  had  just  taken  place  in  the  lobby, 
where  'SIy.  Bradlaugh  had  been  forcibly  removed 
from  the  precincts  of  the  House,  and  wanted  to- 
move  that  the  resolution  of  the  lOlh  May  applied 
only  to  the  House  itself,  and  not  to  the  Lobby. 
The  Speaker  explained  the  reasons  for  the 
course  he  had  taken,  and  a  conversation  fol- 
lowed, after  which  a  vote  of  confidence  in  the 
Speaker  was  carried  without  a  single  dissentient. 
In  Committee  of  Supply,  the  Scotch  votes  in 
Class  II.  (Public  Offices)  were  agreed  to. 

Thursday,  August  ith. 

Lonns. — In  Committee  on  the  Land  Bill 
much  progress  was  made,  and  sevei'al  amend- 
ments were  carried  agauist  the  Government. 

Commons. — On  the  Order  for  Supply  being 
moved.  Sir  R.  Loyd-Lindsay  raised  a  discussion 
on  the  propriety  of  making  provision  for  the 
formation  of  coq)s    of  mounted  infantry,  and 
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Mr.  Pamcll  called  attention  to  the  circum- 
stances under  which  Mr.  O  Kelly  was  suspended 
some  nights  before.  The  Anny  Estimates 
were  then  discussed. 

Friday,  August  bth. 

Lords.— The  Land  Bill  passed  through 
Committee.  Many  amendments  v.-ere  carried 
against  the  Government,  some  by  Lirge  majori- 
ties, and  the  report  and  third  reading  wore 
lixed  for  Monday. 

CoiiJioNS.— Sir  E.  Wilmot  called  attention 
to  the  case  oi  the  comiet  (iiiiley,  iind  urged 
that  a  sum  of  money  should  be  given  to  him. 
After  some  pressm-ethe  Attorney-General  pro- 
mised to  can-y  out  the  imaiiimous  Avishes  of  the 
House  in  the  matter.  In  Committee  of  Supply 
the  Army  Estimates  vere  completed,  and  a 
number  of  votes  of  the  Ci\-il  Service  Estimates 
were  agreed  to. 

Saturday,  August  Cth. 

CosniONS. — A  sitting  was  held  to  forward  the 
business  of  Supply. 

Monday,  August  Sth. 

Lords. — The  report  of  amendments  in  the 
Land  Bill  was  brought  up  for  consideration,  and 
some  verbal  amendments  were  introduced  with- 
out discussion,  and  the  report  received  after 
some  conversation.  Tlie  Standing  Orders 
being  suspended,  Lord  Carliugford  moved  the 
thu-d  readmg  of  the  Bill,  which  was  earned 
after  a  short  debate.  The  Bill  was  then 
passed. 

Commons. — On  the  motion  to  go  into  Supply, 
Ml-.  Mmidella  made  his  annual  statement  on  the 
Education  Vote.  He  detailed  the  principal 
features  of  the  educational  progress  of  the 
year,  touched  on  the  main  features  of  the  Re- 
vised Co;le,  and  explained  the  details  of  the 
proposed  re-organization  of  the  system  of  in- 
spection.

Tuesday,  August  dth. 

Lords. — The  Ecclesiastical  Courts  Bill  was 
read  a  second  time,  as  was  the  Metropolitan 
Board  of  Works  (Money'l  Bill.  A  motion  for 
referring  the  latter  Bill  to  a  Select  Cominittse 
was  negatived  without  a  division. 

Commons. — The  evening  was  occupied  with 
the  consideration  of  tht^  Lords"  amendments  to 
the  Land  Bill,  th(j  iir»t  importaut  atnendment 
reached  being  that  of  the  Duke  of  ArgylFs, 
giving  the  landlord  a  veto  on  the  right  of  free 
sale  in  regard  to  all  holdings  where  he  has 
made  the  permanent  improvements.  This  was 
accepted  by  the  Government,  and  other  amend- 
ments were  thou  discussed,  some  behig  agi'eed 
to  and  others  negatived.

Commons. — The  consideration  of  the  Lords' 
amendments  to  the  Land  Bill  was  proceeded 
with  and  concluded.

Mr.  Trevelyan  explained  the  steps  taken 
for  giving  a  choice  to  men  in  the  Navy  be- 
tween grog  and  an  equivalent  Jin  the  shape  of 
increased  wages,  and  Su-  T.  Brassey  defended 
the  action  of  the  Atalanta  Committee. 

jloiiday,  August  liitJi. 

Lords. — The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and 
Lord  Iviniberley  explained,  in  answer  to  Lord 
Stanley,  of  Alderley,  the  natm-e  of  the  subsidies 
granted  to  religious  bodies  in  Ceylon.  The 
Enfida  ease  and  [the  present  state  of  affairs  in 
Tunis  formed  the  subject  of  a  conversation  initi- 
ated by  Lord  Dimraven. 

Commons. — The  final  appearance  of  the  Land 
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Bill  brought  together  a  large  attemlance  of 
members.  The  Lords'  amendments  were  con- 
sidered, some  unessential  ones  being  accepted, 
and  many  rejected.  The  discussion  occupied 
several  hours,  and  was  of  a  generally  even 
character.  A  Committee  was  appointed  in  the 
usual  form  to  draw  up  reasons.

— The  administration  of  the  Coer 
cion  Acts  by  Mr.  Forster  formed  the  subject  o 
a  debate  which  lasted  during  the  entire  sitting 
and  was  finally  adjourned.

LoiiDS. — Lord  Granville  explained  the  present 
state  of  the  negotiations  with  France  for  a  new 
commercial  treaty,  and  Lord  Sidmouth  origi- 
nated a  short  discussion  on  the  new  Highways 
Bill. 

Commons. — The  adjourned  debate  on  the  ad- 
mhiistration  of  the  Coercion  Acts  was  resumed, 
and  Mr.  Forster  entered  upon  a  defence  of  his 
own  conduct.  Mr.  Gibson,  Mr.  Eedmond,  The 
O'Gorman  Mahon,  Mr.  Gladstone,  and  others 
took  part  in  the  debate,  and  Mr.  Parnell's 
motion  was  finally  negatived  by  a  majority  of  53. 
The  Irish  Votes"  were  then  proceeded  with  in 
Connnittee  of  Supply.

Lords. — The  Expiring  Laws  Continuance 
Bill  was  read  a  first  time,  and  Lord  Ijongford 
complained  of  the  omissions  in  the  Monthly 
Army  List. 

Commons. — The  Irish  Votes  were  proceeded 
■within  Committee  of  Supply,  Mr.  Biggar  taking 
the  opportunity  of  the  vote  for  the  salary  of  the 
Chief  Secretary  to  make  a  personal  attack  upon 
Mr.  Forster.  Votes  for  the  Local  Government, 
Board,  Public  Works  Office,  Eecord  Office,  etc., 
were  agreed  to,  and  along  discussion  took  place 
on  the  vote  for  Law  Charges  and  Criminal 
Prosecutions.

The  Iiish  Church  Act  Amendment 
BUI  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed,  and  the  Ap- 
propriation BUI  was  read  a  second  and  thml  time 
and  passed.  A  protest  against  the  Newspaper 
Law  of  Libel  BUi  was  drawn  up  by  Lord  Eedes- 
dale,  and  signed  by  several  Peers. 

Saturday,  August  27t7i. 
ParUament  was  prorogued  by  Commission, 
when  the  Eoyal  Speech  was  read  by  the  Lonl 
ChanceUor.  The  Speech  was  brief.  It  touched 
upon  the  cession  of  territory  to  Greece,  upon 
the  affaks  of  Tunis,  Afghanistan  and  the  Cape, 
and  expressed  the  earnest  hope  that  the  new 
Land  BUI  might  be  productive  of  benefits  com- 
mensurate with  the  care  bestowed  npon  its 
enactments.
